performed,  and  preceded  l)y  the  city  band,  inarched  toClu'iiLt

conducted. 

Within  the  cavity  were  deposited  the  Constitution  of 
of  the  Most  Worshipfnl  (Traiul  lit)do;e  of  liritish  (^olumbia, 
list  of  otHcers  of  the  (Jrand  Lod^e,  list  of  workmen  who 
wroutjht  on  the  huildino;,  historical  statement  of  Christ 
Church,  names  of  rector  and  chuirh  ofticials,  copies  of  two 
daily  \'ancouver  papers,  copy  of  day's  proceedings,  names  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermeti  of  the  city,  also  parliamentary  repre- 
sentatives. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tucker  presented  acting  Grand  Master  John- 
son with  a  hainlsome  trowel  with  whicii  the  corner  stone  was 
with  due  ceremony  cemented  in  its  position. 

The  j)rocession  wa^  re-foi'med  and  returned  to  the  Lodge 
room  where  (4ran(l  Lodcje  was  closed  in  amim.k  kokm  and  so 
proclaimed  at  5:20  o'clock.

The  Committi'c  reported  the  Olllcers,  Past  Masters  and 
i.odf^c  Representatives  as  hereinbefore  stated  present  an-l 
duly  qualiiied. 
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Oil  motion  it  is — Resolved,  that  the  report  he  received 
iind  adojjted  iiiid  tlie  ('(jinmittee  discharged  with  tlianks. 

Letters  of  regret  at  inal)ility  to  he  prest^it  were  read 
from  the  R.  W.  (irand  Junior  Warden,  R.  W.  I'ros.  Mark 
Bate  and  Win.  Stewart. 

Simihir  reorcts  on  helialf  of  memhers  of  (Ji-and  Lodo-e 
residino'  in  Vaiiconver  and  Nanaimo  were  expressed  hy 
R.  W.  iJros.  ]j.  R.  .loJmson  and  »!.  W.  (jol)nrn. 

The  M.  W.  (iraiid  Master  (U-ehired  that  tlie  eonsi(UM'atioii 
and  revision  of  tlie  Constitiition  was  the  order  of  hnsiness. 
and  recommended  that  the  revision  ])rinted  hy  the  Committee 
on  (Constitution  for  the  last  Animal  Communication  he  taken 
as  a  hasis,  the  work  tiierein  heino-  carefiillv  considered  and 
well  performed. 

On  motion  it  is  Resol\(uj,  that  instead  of  heiiio;  divid- 
e(l  into  chapt(!rs,  the  Constitution  he  revised  in  coiis(!('uti\e 
sections  for  the  sake  of  cas(>  in  refi;reiicc,  also  that  it  lie(li\id- 
ed  or  alloted  under  hcadiiios  i(,  he  iirranocd  i>v  the  (-iraiid 
Secretary  when  printed. 

The  printiid  revision  was  thereuj)on  i-cad  hy  the  Grand 
Secretary  clause  hv  (dause.  and  ni'tvv  due  delil'eratioii,  adop- 
ted or  amended  as  ne<'essitv  re(jiiired  as  shown  hv  the 
notes  of  the  stenographer  |)reseiil.  A  resuiiii'  hrielly  shows 
the  foUowino':

Chapter  TI.     Adopted  with  aiterationH  and  additions. 

Cluipter  III.   -Adopted  witii  aitonitionH  and  additions. 

Chapter  IV.  -  Adopted  witli  alterations  and  additionw. 

Chapter  V.     Eliminated,  and  the  eha;)ter  on  Trials  and  Appeals  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lod^u  of  Manitoba  taken  in  lieu. 

Chapter  VI.— Adoi)ted. 

Chapter  VII.—  Adopted  with  slight  alterations. 
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Chapter  VIII.— Eliminated. 
Chapter  IX.~ Adopted  with  alterations. 
Chapter  X. — Adopted  with  alterations. 
Chapter  XI.— Adopted. 

On  motion  it  was  Resolved,  tliat  tlie  definitions  as  set 
forth  in  the  Constitution  of  Manitoba,  p.  82,  be  adopted, 
with  any  necessary  alterations  of  local  nature.  That  this 
Constitution  as  a  whole  be  adopted,  and  any  laws  or  regula- 
tions heretofore  in  force  are  hereby  repealed. 

That  the  Burial  Service  as  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge  at 
the  annual  session  in  1893  be  hereby  adopted  and  incorpora- 
ted. 

On  motion,  it  ir^  ordered — That  the  "Charges,"  'Ancient 
Landmarks,"  and  ''Forms-'  as  found  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba    (subject    to    any    necessary 
alterations)  be  included. 

That  the  Printing  Committee,  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
be  a  Special  Committee  to  arrange  the  various  clauses  under 
proper  headings. 

That  the  Committee  aforesaid  arrange  a  suitable  index, 
number  the  clauses  consecutively,  and  place  marginal  notes 
to  the  clauses  for  guidance. 

That  the  same  Committee  call  for  tenders  and  print 
two  thousand  copies,  two  liundred  and  fifty  in  cloth,  and  the 
remainder  in  paper  covers. 

On  motion  it  was — Ilesolved,  tliat  twenty  copies  in  paper 
and  (tliree  for  use  of  Worshipful  Master  and  Wardens  in  cloth) 
be  issued  to  every  chartered  lodge  free  of  charge  for  presenta- 
tion to  candidates,  and  that  the  remainder  be  sold  at  cost  to 
the  members  of  the  craft  in  the  jurisdiction. 
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On  motion  it  was  resolved — That  the  sympathy  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  session  assembled  he  extended  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba  at  the  great  loss  incurred  by  them  through 
the  destruction  of  their  lil)rary  and  other  property  by  fire, 
and  a  telegram  be  sent  to  their  Grand  Secretary  expressive 
of  such  sentiments. 

The  specific  work  of  tiie  Special  Communication  being 
accomplished,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  expressed  his  thanks 
to  the  members  for  their  attendance  and  zeal,  and  his  o;ratiii- 
cation  at  the  thoroughness  of  the  work  of  revision  ace-  ni- 
plisned. 

The  M.  AV.  Grand  Master  then,  after  a  benediction  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain  closed  the  Graiul  Lodge  in  ami'le  form, 
and  it  was  so  prochiimed.

I  t'xperien(3e  sincere  plesiHiire  in  oxtendiny  to  you  ii  lieurty 
greeting,  as  wo  fire  yatliereil  ou  tlio  oticiision  of  our  tweuty-fourtli  au- 
nual  couimunicatiou. 

We  are  Jisseuibled,  brethren,  to  review  tlie  past,  and  draw,  il"  pos- 
sible, lessouH  tiierol'roni,  tlie  better  to  pre[)are  us  far  the  dutieH  tiiat 
await  us  in  the  future  :  and,  may  the  Great  and  Universal  Master,  tlie 
Fountain  of  all  (Jood.  j,'uide  and  assist  in  the  work  )yiii>,r  before  us  and 
demaudiuK  our  attention  ;  may  Ilis  blessing  rest  upon  us  as  individuals 
and  as  an  assembly  of  loyal  men  and  masons,  whil(>  we  express  ou-ffrati- 
tude  and  return  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

The  Masonic  year  just  closed  luis  bi>en  to  n)e.  at  times,  as  your  chief 
executive,  one  of  deep  concern,  yet,  withal,  a  source  of  genuine  pleasure. 
Concern,  born  of  the  very  thought  of  the  uriwo  respotisibilities  assumed 
which  must  come  to  all  in  varyinji?  measure,  who  are  called  uj)  )n  to 
preside  over  the  de-sliiiies  of  a  craft  so  hoaiy  with  years,  dignified  by  at- 
tainment ami  association,  and  characterized  by  acts  of  tenderness  and 
compassion  ;  a  craft  so  lofty  in  its  aims,  so  ripe  with  brilliant  and  honor 
al)le  achievement,  so  i)otent  for  j,'ood,  whose  object  has  ever  bctMi  the 
elevation  of  (Hir  race,  Ijy  liflint,'  men  into  a  hiyhor  and  nobler  estate,  and 
makiufj  them  free  by  deliverance  from  the  tyranny  of  their  passions  .iiul 
appetites — amouf,'  human  institutions,  first  in  usefulness,  as  it  is  first  in 
order  of  time.  And  pleasure,  brethren,  in  bei'it;  called  upon  to  build 
upon  the  foundations  so  well  and  truly  laid  by  f,'enerations  of  faithful 
master-builders  who  have  preceded  us,  and  whose  memory  we  revoie,  as 
well  as  by  the  many  courtesies  extended  by  ollicers  and  bretliren  alike, 
with  whom  it  has  been  my  priviletje  to  excluui^'o  fratei'iuil  ^jreetinj,',  since 
you  so  generously  honored  me,  a  year  ayo,  by  calliutf  me  to  preside  over 
you  iu  the  capacity  of  your  (irond  Master. 


Since  our  last  unniial  communication,  the  satisfactory  relations  then 
existinj;  with  other  Grand  .Jurisdictions  have  remained  unbroken.  Noth 
ing,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  haviu}.;  transpired  to  mar  that  good  feeling  and 
fellowship  which  should  always,  and  with  special  dignity,  characterize 
Masonic  grand  bodies,  whose  watchword  has  ever  been — with  all  that 
term  implies— CVtrtri'i/y,  the  golden  meaning  of  which  is  Love. 

In  some  instances  within  onr  own  borders,  unhappily  however,  there 
has  not  been  continually  present  -judging  from  results  -that  spirit  which 
fosters  harmony,  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  an  element  so  essential  in  the 
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composition  of  a  lodge,  and  which  may  be  deemed  the  ground  work  —the 
foundation  as  well  as  the  copestone  of  the  Masonic  life,  and  the  most 
valuable  possession  of  a  Freemason. 
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In  view,  brethren,  of  the  vexatious  differences  which  at  times  creep 
into  our  assemblies  -frequently  from  insigniiicant  beginniucs.  [ierhaps 
by  reason  of  distorted  conception  of  duty  and  privilege,  but  which  noue 
the  less  disturb  the  harmony  and  tend  to  frustrate,  or  at  least  retard — 
the  promulgation  of  those  principles  of  Masonry,  so  well  designed  to 
foster  and  improve  the  best  affections  of  our  nature,  may  we  not  with 
profit,  ask  ourselves,  just  here,  do  we,  we  of  Grand  Lodge— who,  by  the 
very  quHliflcations  giving  us  membership  herein,  have  chosen,  in  a  spe- 
cial way,  to  become  exponents  of  those  principles — do  we  strive  to  make 
clear  to  the  initiate,  and  to  the  brethren  generally,  the  lofty  design  and 
mission  of  Freemasonry,  or  may  we  not  find  occasion  to  reproach  our- 
selves for  the  spiritlessness  and  poverty  of  application  with  which  we 
ofttimes  seek  to  disseminate  a  knowledge  ot  the  riches  of  those  heaven- 
born,  unchanging  and  eternal  principles  udou  which  the  fabric  of  Free- 
masonry rests. 

•'Too  low  they  build  who  baild  beneath  the  stars." 

May  the  spirit  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master,  ever  present,  help  us 
to  remember  that  there  is  no  i-i(/ht  without  a  parallel  duty  ;  no  hicjk  des- 
tiny  without  earnest  perseverance ;  and  no  real  greatness  without  self- 
denial. 


Turnmg  our  attention,  then,  lo  the  special  duties  of  the  hour,  we 
intuitively  glance  over  our  assembly,  and  note,  here  and  there,  the  broken 
column  ;  the  absent  face,  the  stilled  voice  of  those  who,  in  the  interim, 
have  been  summoned  to  cease  from  labor  here  and  join  the  great  multi- 
tude in  that  celestial  lodge  beyond,  where  the  weary  are  at  rest. 

From  a  survey  of  the  records  we  learn  that  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  death  has  claimed  eighteen  good  men  and  true,  members  of  the 
several  lodges  within  this  grand  jurisdiction,  and  who,  we  have  reason 
to  believe,  were  cheered  and  encouraged,  amid  the  darkness  and  gloom 
by  those  hopes  and  promises  of  a  higher  life,  instilled  into  their  very 
being,  within  the  lodge  room.

Under  date  Nov.  12th,  1894,  I  was  advised  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kentucky,  U.  S.  A.,  of  the  following  resolutions  having  passed  that 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  communication,  viz.: 

Besolvcd— That  all  commissions  to  Representatives  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kentucky  near  other  Grand  Lodges,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  revoked. 

Besol veil— Thai  the  Grand  Master  be  directed  to  request  the  revoca- 
tion of  all  commissions  to  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky. 

Assurances  were  also  given  that  the  Grand  Lodge  and  craft  in  Ken- 
tucky entertain  the  most  cordial  good  feeling  and  fraternal  regard  for 
nxe  brethren  of  this  jurisdiction,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  officers, 
and  trust  that  brotherly  love  may  ever  continue. 

I  directed  that  the  commission  issued  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Elisha  Warfield, 
representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  near  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky, be  withdrawn. 

Similar  conclusions  have  been  reached  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
other  States  in  the  Union,  the  tendency,  apparently,  being  just  now  in 
the  direction  of  a  general  withdrawal  of  such  representatives,  at  least 
within  the  United  States.

The  record  of  what  these  brethren  have  ac- 
complished, together  with  their  application  for  a  charter,  will  be  laid 
before  you. 

SPECIAL  COMMUNICATIONS. 

July  28th. — An  emergent  communication  was  convened  at  Vancou- 
ver for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  Christ  Church  in  that 
city.  I  was  unable  to  attend,  but  was  represented  fully  a  d  ably  by  R- 
W.  D.  G.  M.,  who,  doubtless,  will  report  more  extendedly. 

November  22d. — A  special  communication  was  hold  at  Victoria  for 
the  consideration  and  adoption  of  a  revised  constitution.  The  meeting 
was  called  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  commun- 
ication. The  work  was  taken  up  with  vigor  and  a  satisfactory  degree  of 
intelligence,  the  combined  labors  resulting  in  a  very  complete  )lame, 
and  such  as  will,  I  opine,  meet  the  requirements  of  Grand  L'  ^'e  for  a 
number  of  years  to  come.

Appeals  from  the  finding  of  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  re 
charges  preferred  against  W.  Brother  Tbos.  R.  Mitchell,  a  member  of 
that  lodge:  also,  from  the  finding  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge,  No.  ~, 
recharges  preferred  against  Brother  Geo.  H.  Brown,  a  member  of  that 
lodge,  will  reach  you  through  the  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Griev- 
ances. 

GENERAL. 

I  received,  June  11th,  an  application  from  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  16, 
requesting  certain  readjustment  of  the  loan  from  the  funds  of  Grand 
Lodge.  The  matter  will  be  laid  before  you  in  due  course  for  your  con- 
sideration and  judgment. 

The  growth  of  the  Craft,  as  a  whole,  has  been  satisfactory,  being  an 
average  increase  of  about  ten  per  cent.,  and  notwithstanding  the  contin- 
ued financial  depression,  which  has  so  paralyzed  general  business  pur- 
suits, here  as  elsewhere,  it  is  pleasing  to  learn — and,  indeed,  it  was  quite 
a  surprise  to  me  to  discover — that  the  revenue  from  all  sources  exceeded 
in  amount  that  of  the  year  previous. 
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While  we  note  with  satisfaction  these  evidences  of  substantial  ma- 
terial progress,  I  feel  warranted  in  believing,  also,  that  there  have  come 
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to  many  at  the  Bame  time,  clearer  conceptiooB  of  the  aim  and  intent  of 
Freemasonry,  a  condition  at  once  so  desirable  as  it  guarantees  to  us  the 
highest  good  by  fosteriug  the  developmeut  of  the  nobler  inBtiuots 
of  onr  being.  Not  a  stone,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  gone  into  the  struc- 
ture during  the  year  bearing  evidences  of  weakness  in  itself,  or  such  as 
is  likely  to  impair  the  whole. 

CIVILITIES. 

Oct.  24th  I  received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  first  Centenary  Cele- 
bration of  St.  Johns  Lodge,  No.  3,  G.  R.  C,  at  Kingston,  Nov.  7th,  1894 
and  on  Jan.  24th,  1895  an  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  Pablio  Instal- 
lation of  Grand  Officers  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  to  be  held  at  Detroit,  both  of  which  I  was  regretfully  unable 
to  attend. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  rendered  the  following  deoisions*  — 

Question  (1.)  Is  a  By-Law  to  the  efifect  that,  "no  member  in  arrears 
three  months  shall  be  allowed  to  spep.l;  or  vote  in  the  Lodge 
or  be  eligible  to  any  office"  legal? 

Answrk.  I  um  very  strongly  of  opinion  that  no  Mason  can  be  punished 
or  deprived  of  any  of  the  privileges  of  Masonry  except, 
upon  conviction,  after  trial,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  so 
declaring. 

Q.  (2. )  Can  an  officer  of  a  Lodge  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  though  not  constituting  a  majority  of  the  votes  pres- 
ent? 


A.    No. 


Q.  (3.) 


Every  vote  in  the  Lodge  must  be  registered  for  some  one. 
blank  is  not  a  vote. 


Can  the  action  of  a  Lodge  in  bestowing  Honorary  Membership 
be  rescinded? 

A.    No.    Except  for  cause,  after  trial. 

Q.  (4.)    Can  a  Masonic  Hall  be  rented  to  other  Societies? 

A.    No.    (See  M.  W.  P.  G.  M.  Downie's  decision.) 

Q.  (5.)  Is  a  Brother  who  has  served  as  warden  outside  this  Jurisdictiont 
is  now  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  eligible  for 
election  as  Master? 

A.  If  the  Brother  has  been  regularly  elected,  and  served  a  term  as 
Warden  in  a  warranted  Lodge,  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  he  is  eligible. 

Q.  (6.)  An  emergent  meeting  wns  held  to  elect  officers.  The  election 
was  held  in  the  first  Degree.  Is  such  election  valid?  Our 
By-Laws  call  for  an  election  in  December. 
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A.  An  Election  (^an  only  be  held  ns  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws,  or  by 
Special  DispenBatiou.  All  bnsineHH  must  be  tranHacted  while 
open  in  the  third  degree,  except  what  specially  and  exclu- 
Hively  belongs  to  the  other  degrees. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

MASONir   FTOMK. 

The  thought,  brethern,  of  the  possibility  of  founding  a  Home  where 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  brethren,  might  systematically, 
and  in  keeping  with  our  ability  to  provide,  be  cared  for,  has  often  en- 
gaged my  attention.  (J rand  liodgos  usually  move  in  this  direction  as 
soon  as  their  finances  will  permit  and  I  jtresume  that  lime  is  de- 
termined largely  by  the  sense  of  responsibility  awakened  in  the  individ- 
ual, auent  hi.  duty  in  the  premises.  I  think  I  am  safe  m  saying  that 
wherever  such  a  work  of  genuine  charity,  has  been  undertaken  by  Grand 
Lodge,  it  has  been  eminently  successful,  and  become  the  crowning  glory 
of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  responsible  for  its  establishment.  It  is  one 
way  of  reaching  and  feeding  upon  the  kernel  of  Masonry.  Shall  we  then 
be  content  longer  to  seek  nourishment  by  dovouring  the  husksy  How 
then  shall  we  commence  this  work  of  sheltering  our  absent  brother's 
loved  ones? — of  surrounding  them  with  refining  and  enobling  influences, 
teaching  them  habits  of  industry,  that  they  may  grow  up  to  be  useful 
and  honored  citizens,  revering  God,  and  blessing  mankind. 

We  have  a  membership  of,  say,  1300,  would  five  cents  per  week  be  a 
heavy  tax  for  so  laudable  a  charity,  representing  in  the  aggregate 
$3.380.(X)  per  year?  This  amount  is  not  large,  but  the  Home  once  started 
would  become  an  incentive,  an  inspiration  to  the  charitably  disposed 
(and  what  Mason  is  not?)  and  who  possess,  to  give  of  their  ab\mdance, 
and  thereby  tend  shortly  to  the  accumulation  of  a  more  substantial  and 
creditable  fund  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  sought. 


If,  nothing  more  tliis  year,  oould  we  not  take  the  first  stej),  often 
the  most  difficult,  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  hivestigate, 
devise  and  report. 

I  leave  the  matter  brethren  in  your  hands. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Brethren,  I  am  now  about  to  return  to  you  the  authority  with  which 
you  invested  me  a  year  ago,  and  in  doing  so,  I  beg,  again  to  proflFer,  sin- 
cere thanks  for  the  honor  conferred,  and  io  express  to  Officers  and 
Members  of  Grand  Lodge,  my  appraciation  of  their  uniform  kindness 
and  assistance. 
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The  duties  of  the  year  have  been  to  me  exceedingly  pleasant,  and  my 
desire  ever  will  be  to  secure  the  advancement  of  the  best  interests  of 
the  Craft,  through  the  preservation  of  its  unsullied  name  and  fame. 

May  we  herein  prove  an  inspiration  to  those  who  come  after,  in  per- 
petuating the  excellent  tenets  of  our  profession;  may  unselfinhness  be 
ever  the  governing  principle  of  our  lives;  may  our  deliberations  ever  bo 
harmonious,— Masonic,-  with  the  single  jjurpose  of  honoring  Go<l  and 
doing  good  to  our  fellowmeri,  as  we  await  with  confidence  the  fruition  of 
that  perfect  and  universal  human  brotherhood  of  which  the  poet  sang 
when : 

"All  men's  good 
Hhall  be  each  man's  rule,  and  uniTerual  peace 
Lie,  like  anhaft  of  light,  acroHH  the  land, 
And  like  a  laue  of  beams  athwart  tlie  sea."

Vancouvkr,  B.  C,  June  20th,  1896. 

To  the  Most  Worshipfnl  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  Grand  Lodge: — 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pleasure  that  I  render  to  Grand  Lodge  an  ac- 
count of  my  stewardship  since  you  elected  me  to  the  honorable  position 
of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  although,  as  most  of  you  are  aware,  sore 
affliction  in  my  family  circle  raade  the  former  part  of  my  year  the  dark- 
est in  my  life,  and  rendered  me  for  the  time  imable  to  attend  to  my  official 
duties  as  I  would  like  to  have  done,  on  the  whole  the  past  year  has  been  to 
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me  one  of  the  brightest  of  my  Masonic  life.  The  warm  and  hearty  broth- 
erly love  with  which  I  have  been  welcomed  in  whatever  part  of  the  Juris- 
diction I  have  visited,  and  the  hearty  and  loyal  support  and  co-operation 
of  the  Officers  and  bt-ethren  of  every  Lodge,  has  certainly  made  my  duty 
a  labour  of  love. 

On  Saturday,  July  28th,  I  was  commissioned  by  the  Mr>st  Worshipful 
Grand  Master,  in  his  absence,  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  Christ  Church, 
"Vancouver,  at  which  ceremony  I  was  assisted  by  several  Grand  Lodge, 
and  Past  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  members  of  the  different  Vancouver 
Lodges,  and  although  it  was  a  very  wet  day  we  had  a  good  representative 
gathering  of  Masons.  The  ceremony  was  of  more  than  ordinary  interest 
to  me,  for  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  it  was  my  first  public  act  as  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  I  was  an  Officer  and  member  of  Christ  Church,  and  one  of 
the  promoters  of  the  new  parish,  and  it  was  therefore  to  me  a  double 
pleasure  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  building  in  which  I  have  taken  so 
much  interest,  and  may  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe  spread 
the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  truth  amongst  every  member  of  that 
Church,  so  that  they  shall  prove,  as  the  material  structure  has  already 
proved,  a  building  perfect  in  its  parts  and  honorable  to  its  builder.  A 
beautiful  silver  trowel  was  presented  to  me  by  the  congregation,  and 
will  be  kept  by  me  as  a  souvenir  of  that  red  letter  day. 

In  the  early  part  of  August  I  was  comi?ii^sioued  by  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Gi  and  Master  to  visit  Kaslo,  and  to  investigate  the  question  as  to 
the  advibability  or  otherwise  of  granting  a  Dispensation  to  some  breth- 
ren there  for  forming  a  new  Lodge,  and  on  the  KJth  August  I  paid  an 
official  visit  to  Nelson  Lodge,  where,  after  the  ordinary  routine  buyiness 
I  talked  over  with  the  Brethren  the  matter  on  which  I  was  visiting  Kawlo 
the  next  d.iy.  There  seemed  to  be  some  little  diversity  of  opinion  on  the 
subject,  and  W.  Bro.  John  Haoiiltou  accompanied  me  to  Kaslo,  wliere  we 
were  warmly  received  by  the  Brethren,  who  exemplitied  the  work  of  the 
different  Degrees  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  They  had  gone  to  the  ex- 
pense of  fitting  up  a  very  nice  Lodge  Boom,  which  was  very  comfortably 
B'ld  tastily  furnished  Kaslo  is  supplied  withsome  really  good  material,  and 
the  prospects  there  seemed  to  be  favorable  for  the  l)uilding  up  of  a  good 
Lodge  so  that  I  felt  no  hesitation  whatever  in  recommending  the  (irand 
Master  that  he  grant  a  Dispensation.  I  was  very  pleased  indeed  on 
coming  up  the  Columbia  river  to  fin  1  on  board,  M.  W.  P.  G.  M.  Clute, 
who  had  also  paid  a  visit  to  Brethren  in  Kaslo,  and  on  talking  the  mat- 
ter over  with  him,  he  fully  coincided  wit'i  me  in  my  ideas,  and  heartily 
endorsed  my  recommendation  for  the  granting  of  the  Dispensation,  and 
on  the  receipt  of  my  report,  T  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Grand  Master  issued 
B  Dispensation.  On  arriving  at  Revelstoke  on  the  21st  of  August,  I  liad 
the  plr-sure  of  visiting  officially  Kootenay  Lodge,  which  Lodge  I  found 
in  go'.  condition,  masonically  and  financially,  the  officers  and  brethren 
well  up  in  their  work,  and  peace  and  harmony  prevailing. 
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On  2l8t  November  I  proceeded  to  Victoria  to  attend  a  special  Com- 
munication of  Grand  Lodge,  called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  and 
adopting  a  new  constitution,  and  on  my  arrival  there,  finding  that  it  was 
the  regular  meeting  night  of  Victoria  Columbia  Lodge,  I  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  visiting  that  Lodge  unofficially  with  several  other  Brethren,  from 
the  Mainland. 

On  December  27th  I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  Officers  of 
Mount  Hermon  and  Cascade  Lodges,  Vancouver,  and  early  in  .January, 
had  the  pleasure  of  accompanying  the  Most  Worshipful  (Jraud  Master 
in  an  official  visit  to  Mount  Hermon  Lodge. 

By  an  unfortunate  combination  of  circumstances,  I  think  this  is  the 
only  opportunity  I  have  had  during  the  year  of  accompanying  the  Grand 
Master  on  any  of  his  official  visits.  We  have  appeared  fo  be  travelling 
in  diiferent  directions  whenever  he  has  been  on  an  official  visit  to  the 
Mainland;  for  which  I  have  been  very  sorry,  but  it  has  been  unavoidable. 

On  April  3rd  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  United  Service  Lodge, 
Esquimalt,  and  received  a  right  royal  welcome,  and  spent  a  very  pleas- 
ant evening  watching  the  exemplification  of  the  work  in  the  Thira  De- 
gree. This  Lodge  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  members  of  the  Royal 
Navy,  or  of  brethren  who  are  intimately  connected  with  the  navy,  and 
althouuh  it  is  or,e  of  the  youngest  lodges  in  the  jurisdif  tion,  it  is  one  of 
the  most  promising.  The  utmost  good  feeling  prevails,  and  the  officers 
and  members  seem  tn  be  agreed  in  the  main  object  of  making  their  Lodge 
the  Banner  Lodge  of  the  Piovince.  They  certainly  have  good  material, 
and  in  the  liands  of  the  present  Officers,  there  is  nc  doubt  it  will  be 
moulded  into  something  of  which  Grand  Lodge  ancther  day  will  be 
proud. 

On  the  29th  of  April  I  visited  Mountain  Lodge,  at  Donald,  of  which 
I  was  a  charter  member  and  at  one  time  held  the  office  of  Treasurer,  and 
was  very  glad  to  find  it  in  good  standing,  masouically  and  financially. 
One  great  difficulty  the  Brethren  h;.\e  to  contend  with  here  is  the  fact 
that  most  of  the  members  are  in  the  railway  service,  and  very  often,  at 
the  time  of  their  regular  meetings,  a  large  number  are  away  ou  duty  on 
different  parts  of  the  road.  We  however  spent  a  very  pleasant  evening, 
and  the  degree  work  was  exemplified  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  both 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Officers.  In  fact,  great  credit  is  due  tliem 
for  the  way  in  which  they  do  their  work  under  the  difficulties  just  men- 
tioned. 

On  May  1st,  I  accompanied  about  thirty  of  the  Vancouver  bretliren 
to  Westminster,  and  paid  an  official  visit  to  Union  Lodge.  It  is  unne- 
cessary to  say  anything  in  regard  to  the  way  in  which  the  work  is  done 
in  Union  Lodge,  except  to  say  that  the  previous  record  and  standard  are 
still  kept  up.    The  examination  of  candidates  for  advancement  in  this 
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Lodjfe  is  simply  excellent,  and  T  do  not  wonder  that  Brethren  trained 
under  the  irstruction  that  is  given  in  Union  Lodge  when  called  upon  to 
till  the  different  official  chairs  are  able  to  take  hold  of  the  work  so  suc- 
cessfully. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  I  visited  Acacia  Lodge,  Mount  Pleasant,  and 
spent  a  very  pleasant  evening  witnessing  the  exemplification  of  the  work, 
which  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  There  is  good  material  in 
this  Lodge,  and  I  have  no  doubt,  from  the  good  feeling  which  1  see  dis- 
played, there  is  a  bright  future  ahead  of  Acacia. 

On  the  14th  of  May,  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  Kamloops  Lodge, 
where  M.  W.  Bro.  P.  G.  M.  Clarke  now  wields  the  gavel,  which  is  a  guar- 
antee of  the  quality  of  the  work  done  and  material  employed  in  that 
Lodge.  The  brethren  here  have  had  some  little  difficulties,  friction 
arising  over  little  things  which  perhaps  are  difficult  to  steer  clear  of,  but 
which  I  hope  is  now  smoothed  over  and  that  the  Lodge  will  run  in  the 
future  smr-othly  and  harmoniously.  I  feel  sure  that  it  is  the  desire  of 
the  officers  and  brethren  at  any  rate  to  do  their  utmost  to  place  Kam- 
lonps  Lodge  in  one  of  the  first  positions  on  the  Mainland,  and  with 
such  a  veteran  in  the  East,  I  think  there  should  be  no  difficuty  in  achie- 
ving the  object. 

On  May  16th,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  two  Lodges  in  the  Okan- 
agan  Valley.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  greeted  at  Spallumcheen  Lodge, 
Armstrong,  with  a  true  brotherly  welcome,  meeting  several  old  friends, 
well  known  to  Grand  Lodge,  amongst  them  W.  Bro.  Hamil.  Here  I 
found  the  utmost  enthusiasm  prevailing,  and  a  hearty  rivalry  existing 
between  this  Lodge  and  the  new  Lodge  at  Vernon  in  trying  to  place  each 
in  the  first  rank  in  the  Okanagan  District.  After  a  very  creditable  ex- 
emplification of  tlie  work  by  the  W.  M.,  I  examined  the  books  and  every- 
thing connected  with  the  Lodge,  and  found  them  in  excellent  condition. 
The  Brethren  here  have  felt  the  pull  of  hard  times  in  conjunction  with 
the  expense  of  moving  their  Lodge  from  Spallumcheen  to  Armstrong, 
but  they  are  now  established  in  a  very  comfortable  building  which 
belongs  to  the  Lodge,  and  on  which  there  is  very  little  debt.  Everyone 
is  in  good  spirits,  and  looking  forward  to  a  prosperous  time,  not  only  in 
a  business  line,  but  masonically. 

After  supper  several  of  the  Brethren  accompanied  me  in  driving  to 
Vernon.  Here  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  the  new  Lodge,  Miriam,  one  of 
the  youngest  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction,  and  was  pleased  to  note  the 
general  air  of  prosperity  and  harmony.  The  Lodge  is  composed  of  ex- 
cellent material  and  the  work  is  done  in  a  vei'y  creditable  manner.  The 
W.  M.  has  certainly  the  co-oi)erntion  and  support,  not  only  of  the  Officers, 
but  of  the  members  as  well,  and  I  feel  sure  Grand  Lodge  will  never  have 
cause  to  be  sorry  for  granting  the  Charter  to  Miriam  Lodge.  The  books 
are  well  kept,  and  the  Lodge  room  and  furniture  are  in  first-class  shape, 
and  the  prospects  are  good  for  new  material. 
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On  June  let,  in  company  with  a  number  of  brethren  from  Acacia 
Lod>?e,  I  paid  a  very  enjoyable  visit  to  St.  Johns  Lodge,  Wellington. 
A  special  steamer  had  been  chartered  by  the  Brethren  of  Acacia  and  we 
had  a  most  delightful  trip  to  Naniimo,  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing M.  W.  Bro.  Wolfe,  W.  Bro.  Perkins,  R.  W.  Bro.  Stewart  and  others,  and 
after  a  stay  of  an  hour  we  proceeded  down  the  beautiful  harbor  to  Depar- 
ture Bay,  where  a  special  train  had  been  placed  at  our  disposal  to  take  Ug 
over  the  narrow  guage  railway  to  Wellington.  There  was  a  large  gather- 
ing of  Brethren,  and  a  Candidate  was  initiated  in  the  first  Degree  by  the 
Officers  of  Acacia  Lodge,  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  after  which,  the 
Officers  of  St.  John's  Lodge  took  their  placcc,  and  exemplified  the  work 
io  the  sublime  Degree  in  their  usual  excellent  and  unique  style.  It  is 
really  worth  along  journey  to  see  the  work  in  the  Third  Degree  per- 
formed as  it  is  done  in  St.  John's  Lodge,  and  I  have  great  pleasure 
in  congratulating  the  Officers  and  Brethren  in  keeping  up  the  standard 
of  excellence  to  which  the  Lodge  had  originally  been  brought  by  our 
veteran  friend  R.  W.  Bro.  Stewart.  After  the  meeting,  a  splendid  ban- 
quet was  prepared  at  one  of  the  new  hotels  of  tlie  town  and  after  a  very 
enjoyable  evening  we  took  the  steamer  again  for  Vancouver,  arriving 
there  at  T  o'clock  Sunday  morniug. 
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On  June  5th  I  paid  a  second  visit  to  Nelson  Lodge  and  installed  the 
Officers.  This  of  course  should  have  been  done  long  ago  but  a  misunder- 
standing had  arisen  in  the  mind  of  W .  Bro.  Hamilton  to  the  effect  that  he 
thought  it  absolutely  necessary  to  have  three  Past  Masters  present  to  make 
the  Installation  Ceremony  legal.  I  had  already  explained  to  the  Brethren 
thiit  although  it  was  necessary  to  have  three  Past  Masters  present  in  order 
to  confer  the  Past  Master's  Degree  on  the  Worshipful  Master,  the  Install- 
ation Ceremony  could  be  performed  by  any  Past  Master.  Indeed,  we 
had  not  three  Past  Masters  present  on  that  evening  to  confer  the  Degree 
on  W.  Bro.  Fletcher,  but  if  the  Charter  is  granted  at  this  meeting  to 
Kahlo  Lodge  there  will  be  no  ditficulty  in  the  future  for  Bro.  Flet- 
cher in  receiving  his  P.  M.  Degree  at  either  Kaslo  or  Nelson.  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Brethren  at  Nelson  have  removed 
since  ray  previous  visit  to  a  more  commodious  and  better  aijpointed  room 
in  the  public  school  building.  It  is  really  a  handsome  room,  nicely  fur- 
nished and  appointed  and  I  hope  that  prosperity  is  ahead  of  Nelson 
Lodge. 

Next  day,  in  company  with  several  of  the  Brethren  from  Nelson,  I 
went  down  to  Kaslo,  and  paid  an  official  visit  to  Kaslo  Lodge,  under  dis- 
pensation. As  it  was  mainly  on  the  strength  of  my  report  and  recommen- 
dation that  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  this  Lodge,  I  felt  very  anxious 
to  visit  it  again  befoie  meeting  Grand  Lodge,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
speak  from  experience  as  to  the  advisability  or  otherwise  of  granting 
this  Lodge  a  Charter,  and  I  am  more  than  pleased  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  opinions  I  had  formed  of  the  Brethren  at  Kaslo  during  my  for- 
mer visit,  have  been  more  than  borne  out  by  the  result  of  their  year's 
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work.  Tlie  three  degrees  were  exemplified  by  Worehipful  Master, 
Brother  McGregor,  and  although  there  are  some  deviations  from  the 
established  work,  the  Brethren  arc  very  anxious  to  conform  entirely  to 
the  Bitual  provided  by  Grand  Lodge,  in  fact,  many  changes  have  been 
have  been  made  since  my  Iflst  visit  which  have  brought  their  work 
nearer  to  what  we  see  practised  in  Union  and  Mount  Hermon  Lodges, 
I  was  very  glad  indeed  on  my  arrival  in  Kaslo  to  meet  R.  W.  P.  G.  S.  W. 
Hoy  and  P.  M.  McAskell  of  Union  Lodge,  and  they  very  kindly  took 
the  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens'  chairs  during  the  evening.  Of  course, 
never  having  been  used  to  the  Scottish  Ritual,  I  was  not  in  a  position  to 
criticise  the  work  as  closely  as  I  should  have  wished,  but  I  asked  R.  W. 
Brother  Hoy  if  he  would  kindly  take  note  of  any  deviation  from  the  es- 
tablished Ritual,  and  at  the  c'ose  of  the  meeting  to  advise  the  Brethren 
where  changes  were  necessary,  which  he  kindly  did,  and  at  my  sugges- 
tion, he  volunteered  to  give  assistance  to  the  W.  M.  and  Officers  during 
his  stay  in  Kaslo  in  bringing  their  work  up  to  the  standard  of  the  Coast 
Lodges  working  under  this  Bitual,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  between 
him  and  W.  Bro.  McAskell  they  will  be  able  to  get  Ka&lo  Lodge  into 
first-class  shape  during  this  summer. 

Perhaps  >ou  will  allow  me  just  here  to  say  T  consider  it  a  great  pity 
that  we  cannot  by  some  means  or  another  brin^  our  working  in  this 
J  urisdiction  down  to  one  common  Ritual.  It  would  cerlairdy  be  very  much 
easier  for  the  different  Lodges  to  learn  their  work,  and  very  much  easier 
for  Grand  Lodge  Officers  while  visiting  the  different  Lodges  to  be  able 
to  criticise  and  help  the  different  Lodges  m  bringing  their  work  up  to 
the  standard  of  excellence  which  I  am  sure  we  are  all  anxious  to  see.  I 
fully  recognize  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  attaining  this,  and  am  hardly 
prepared  just  now  to  form  any  plan  towards  this  end,  but  I  think  sooner 
or  later  Grand  Lodge  will  have  to  face  this  question  and  this  being  the 
case  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  make  the  matter  one  for  our  earnest  con- 
sideration with  a  view  of  rendering  it  as  easy  as  possible  when  the  ques- 
tion does  come  forward. 

On  June  11th  I  had  much  pleasure  in  visiting  King  Solomon  Lodge, 
New  Westminster.  I  feel  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  this  Lodge  as  I  had 
the  privilege  of  taking  part  in  several  of  the  meetings  during  its  organ- 
ization and  establishment,  and  I  feel  more  than  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  King  Solomon  Lodge  is  doing  splendidly.  The  Worshipful 
Master  and  Officers  do  their  work  exceedingly  well,  in  fact,  by  what  I 
can  see  of  it  there  is  going  to  be  a  neck  and  neck  race  between  King 
Solomon  and  Union  Lodges.  The  Lodge  is  composed  of  good  material, 
and  the  utmost  good  feeling  and  harmony  prevail. 

It  must  be  a  scource  of  groat  pleasure  to  Grand  Lodge  to  note  the 
harmony,  goodwill  ai.d  friendly  feeling  which  prevail  amongst  \ho 
Lodges  of  Vancouver  and  New  Westminster.  It  would  not  be  al- 
together unnatural  to  see  a  little  jealousy  spring  up  in  one  Lodge  at  the 
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success  of  another,  but  instead  of  this,  the  utmost  good  feeling  prevails, 
and  each  Lodge,  instead  of  being  jealous,  congratulates  the  other  on  its 
success,  and  while  this  is  the  case,  Free  Masonry  cannot  fail  to  prosper. 

I  had  hoped  to  visit  more  of  the  Lodges  on  the  Island  but  I  consid- 
ered that  my  duty  was  first  to  the  Lodges  in  the  upper  country,  as  I 
made  a  promise  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  the  beginning 
of  the  year  tliat  if  he  would  take  in  hand  the  Lodges  on  the  Coast,  I 
would  do  my  best  to  visit  the  Lodges  up  country,  as  from  our  different 
business  positions  I  felt  sure  that  it  would  be  much  easier  to  make  an 
arrangement  of  this  kind,  than  for  each  one  to  attempt  too  much. 

After  the  year's  work,  I  cast  anchor  at  last  in  my  own  Lodge,  Cascade, 
on  Monday  evening  last,  and  as  yoii  will  receive  a  report  on  this  Lodge 
from  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  I  will  refrain  from  passing  any 
remarks  beyond  saying  that  Cascade,  Lodge  is  I  think,  today  holding 
the  position  she  has  striven  to  hold  since  its  organization,  and  as  I  feel 
that  nothing  can  be  said  of  this  Lodge  except  in  praise,  I  think  it  will 
come  better  from  the  lips  of  one  who  is  not  a  member  of  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  thank  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Grand 
Lodge,  and  of  every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction,  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy  extended  to  me  during  my  term  of  office.  Especially  would 
I  thank  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  V.  W.  Grand  Secretary  for  the 
uniform  kindness  I  have  received  at  their  haiuls,  and  I  feel  sure  it  must 
be  witli  ii  sense  of  gratification  that  the  difTerent  Officers  and  Members 
of  Grand  Lodge  have  witnessed  the  able  and  affable  manner  in  which 
the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  have  performed  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them  during  the  past  year,  and  I  am  only  sorry  that  I,  in  my  turn, 
have  not  been  able  to  do  more  than  I  have  done  in  assisting  the  Grand 
Master.

The  V.  W.  Grand  Secretary  read  his  Annual  Report. 
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GRAND  SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1895. 

To  the  Brethren  of  Grand  Lodge:— 

Your  Grand  Secretary  herewith  fraternally  submits  the  transactions 
of  his  office.  The  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge  have,  during  the  past  year, 
been  unusually  active.  The  Special  Communication  held  on  the  22nd 
of  November  and  following  days  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  and 
adopting  a  revised  Constitution  was  largely  attended,  and  the  results  of 
the  care  and  zeal  shown  by  the  members  on  this  occasion  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  felt  for  many  years. 

I  regret  that  there  sl'ould  have  been  so  great  delay  in  obtaining  the 
copies  of  the  revised  Constitution  from  the  publishers,  and  can  assure 
Grand  Lodge  that  it  was  in  no  way  caused  by  the  Committee  entrusted 
with  the  work.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  untiring  efforts  of 
W.  Brothers  Northcott  and  Waller,  who  were  often  called  upon  to  de- 
vote time  from  business  at  proof  reading,  and  other  work. 

I  also  regret  that  an  error  in  proof,  for  which  I  was  alone  responsible 
caused  trouble  and  vexation  to  the  Officers  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction,  however,  that  I  can  state  that  although 
the  work  seemed  interminable,  the  Grand  Lodfee  has  now  received  1850 
copies;  these  have  been  distributed  as  per  resolution  at  Emergent  Com- 
munication, i.  c,  three  in  cloth  and  twenty  in  paper  to  each  Lodge;  the 
remainder  were  to  be  sold  at  cost,  which  is  by  computation,  50  cents  for 
bound  copies,  and  25  cents  for  copies  in  paper,  and  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Grand  Secretary's  office  at  these  rates. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  twenty-third  Annual  Communication  we^e 
issued  early  in  September,  and  copies  sent  to  the  members  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  to  those  grand  bodies  with  whom  we  correspoud.

To  the  Most  Wo/'shiiijul  tirand  Master,  Officers  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columlna,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.: — 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren,— 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  on  District  No.  1. 

July  18th,  1894.  I  accompanied  the  Grand  Master  and  several 
members  of  Grand  Lodge  to  Esquimalt,  and  assisted  in  the  ceremonies 
of  consecration  and  dedication  of  the  lodge  room  of  United  Service 
Lodge,  No.  24. 

The  Installation  of  Officers  was  then  proceeded  with,  the  Grand 
Master  installing  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Wardens,  the  other  Officers 
being  installed  by  myself. 

A  large  number  of  local  brethren  and  visitors  subsequently  partook 
of  a  banquet.  The  cordial  fraternal  spirit  displayed  by  members  of  this 
Lodge  is  much  to  be  commended. 

My  tirst  official  visit  to  my  own  Lodge,  Victoria-Columbia,  No.  1, 
was  on  July  28th,  when  the  Worshipful  Master,  Bro.  B.  S.  Oddy,  ably 
supported  by  his  officers,  passed  a  brother  to  the  second  degree. 

October  3rd.  Attended  United  iService  Lodge,  No.  24.  Found  a 
good  attendance  of  members  and  the  officers  doing  their  work  in  a  most 
praiseworthy  manner. 

One  initiation,  one  passing,  three  affiliations,  confirmation  of  by-laws 
and  general  business  fully  occupied  the  time  between  6:30  and  11  p.  m. 

The  following  night,  October  4th,  I  visited  Victoria-Columbia,  No.  1. 
General  business  —no  ceremony. 

December  27th.  By  invitation  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Mas- 
ter, I  accompanied  him  to  installation  of  officers  of  Vancouver-Quadra 
Lodge,  No.  2.  In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Master 
elect,  only  the  Senior  Warden,  Junior  Warden  aud  Secretary  were  instal- 
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led.     The  installation  of  the  W.  M.  and  the  officers  he  may  think  fit  to 
appoint  being  left  over  for  a  convenient  occasion. 

March  6th,  1895.  Attended  United  Service  Lod^e,  No.  24.  The 
following  Grand  Officers  were  also  present,  Grand  Secretary,  Very  Wor- 
shipful Brother  Quinlan,  and  Most  Worshipful  P.G.M.,  Bro.  McKeown. 
Pour  candidates  were  passed  in  most  creditable  style  to  the  F.C.  degree. 
At  this  period  of  the  evening  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  announced, 
and  received  with  appropriate  honors.  A  candidate  for  the  M.M.  dc^rree 
was  examined,  found  to  have  mado  satisfactory  progress,  and  was  duly 
raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason.  A  liberal  use  of  music 
and  chants  made  the  ceremonies  attractive  and  impressive.  I  examined 
the  porch  and  minute  books,  also  forms  of  notices,  dimits,  and  receipts; 
all  appearing  to  be  in  proper  form  and  carefully  kept. 

Received  copy  of  the  by-laws  on  March  7th,  perused  same.  The 
Treasurer  called  on  me  on  this  date  with  his  books,  they  are  well-kept* 
He  also  produced  receipts  for  amounts  paid  for  insurance  against  tire; 
the  inventory  of  lodge  furniture,  etc.  showed  their  value  to  be  $20UO,  and 
the  policies  of  insurance  were  for  $1300. 

March  7th.  Attended  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  inspected 
various  books,  forms  of  dimits,  receipts,  etc.;  found  all  in  good  order,  and 
minute  book  well  written  up. 

May  15th.  Visited  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  inspected 
various  lodge  books,  forms,  etc.,  except  Treasurer's  book  which  was 
promised  to  be  submitted  later  on  all  appeared  to  be  in  proper  form, 
and  well  kept. 

In  conclusion,  referring  generally  to  Freemasonry  during  the  past 
year,  we  have  had  quiet  times,  with  few  ceremonies  in  No.  1  and  No.  2 
lodges,  but  plenty  of  good  members,  ready  to  work  when  good  material 
oilers,  and  cheerfully  looking  forward  to  better  times  both  social  and 
masonic.

Most  Worshipful  8ir  and  Brethren:  — 

After  the  lai)8e  of  a  few  brief  but  imjrartant  years,  it  a^ain  becomes 
my  duty  to  render  au  account  of  the  matters  Masonic  in  Cariboo,  Dis- 
trict, No.  4. 

It  is  needless  to  ^'emiod  you  that  thus  far  one  Ludge,  No.  4,  tills  the 
vast  expanse  of  territory  enclosed  within  the  boundaries  of  said  district, 
the  consequence  of  which  is  that  my  duties  are  very  light. 

However,  it  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  can  say  truly,  a  change  is, 
or  seems  to  be  coming  over  old  Cariboo,  which  recalls,  in  a  manner,  dim- 
inished of  course,  the  pjilmy  days  of  the  60's.  The  hillsides  are  again 
becoming  dotted  with  the  tents  of  the  prospectors,  etc.  Even  Cariboo 
Lodge  srems  to  be  stirred  with  i  ew  life,  so  much  needed,  as  may  be  seen 
by  the  ennual  returns,  long  since  in  the  hands  of  the  G.  Sect'y. 

Of  course  I  have  visited  the  Banner  Lodge,  (my  Mother  Lodge  )  of 
tlie  district  regularly,  as  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  doing  for  the  past 
20  years,  and  am  in  duty  and  honor  bound  to  commend  the  resident 
brethren  for  the  assiduity  of  their  attendance,  and  very  apparent  desire 
for  Masonic  knowledge.  And  on  this  point  I  must  again  urge  on  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  great  necessity  of  sending  a  competent  pierson  as  Grand 
Lecturer.  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  Cariboo  is  entitled  to  almost  any 
reasonable  consideration,  never  having  been  any  expei  se  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  on  the  other  hand,  having  contributed  its  full  share  to  the  funds 
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of  the  Crnind  Lodge.      I    would   not  mention   thiH,   did   I    not  feel  i\w 
need  of  it.

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  lirethren:— 

The  unremitting  wheel  of  time  has  added  one  more  year  to  the 
records  of  our  beloved  Order  since  we  met  at  our  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation, which  was  held  in  New  Westminster,  when  I  was  invested  with 
the  honourable  office  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  District  No.  5;  and  now,  ut  the 
close  of  this  Masonic  year,  I  come  before  you  to  render  an  account  of  my 
labours,  which  have  been  pleasing  duties  to  perform. 

I  have  been  enabled  to  visit  all  the  Lodges  in  my  District  at  least 
once,  but  my  intention  was,  if  time  and  circumstances  permitted,  to  visit 
frequently. 

On  July  7th,  1894, 1  made  an  official  visit  to  St.  John's  Lodge  at 
Wellington,  and  had  much  pleasure  in  complying  with  the  iC'i  estof  the 
Most  Worshipsul  Grand  Master,  Bro.  McMicking,  to  coiitiecrate  and 
dedicate  the  l.iodge,  and  install  the  Officers,  and  was  very  ably  assis- 
ted by  p.  M.  Stewart,  who  was  also  re-elected  as  W.  M. 

I  found  the  Lodge  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,  peace  and  har- 
mony prevaihng,  and  officers  and  members  taking  a  lively  interest  in  tlie 
work  of  the  Craft.  P.  M.  Bro.  Frame,  the  retiring  S.  W.,  was  presented 
with  a  very  valuable  watch  and  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Lodge 
in  token  of  their  appreciation  of  his  services  in  assisting  at  its  formation 

I  was  received  in  a  manner  befitting  the  representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 
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On  the  15th  of  November,  haviog  notifleil  the  brethren  of  Hirnm 
Lodjje  of  an  immediate  visit,  I  was  met  on  the  wharf  by  a  delegation  of 
three,  and  was  received  and  entertained  in  a  truly  royal  manner.  I  visi- 
ted the  Lodge  on  the  KSth,  and  witnessed  the  exempli6cation  of  the 
Third  Degree,  which  was  done  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner,  consider- 
ing the  disadvantageous  situation  of  the  Lodge.  This  was  an  emergent 
meeting,  called  for  the  occasion.  After  instructing  them  in  some  minor 
details,  in  regard  to  the  work,  I  hoard  the  expression  of  opinion  of  the 
brethren  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  Lodge  to  Union.  In  my  hum- 
ble opinion,  Union  is  a  good  opening,  and  requires  a  lodge  located  there. 
I  asked  the  brethren  to  settle  the  question  amicably  and  in  a  Masonic 
spirit,  whether  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  to  remove 
Hiram  Lodge  to  Union,  or  let  it  remain  where  it  is,  or  if  they  would  be 
able  to  support  two  Lodges  in  that  District  My  attention  was  also 
called  to  the  fact  that  Hiram  Lodge  had  not  before  had  a  visit  from  any 
Grand  Lodge  Officer  since  its  formation.  After  Lodge  was  closed  in  due 
and  ancient  form,  we  sat  down  to  a  sumptuous  banquet,  which,  with  the 
usual  toasts,  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 


One  very  pleasing  feature  of  my  visit  to  Hiram  was  the  meeting  of 
several  of  my  childhood  companions,  whom,  for  the  first  time,  I  met  in  " 
Lodge. 

On  November  19th,  I  made  an  official  visit  to  Doric  Lodge,  whicn 
met  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  Hall  by  a  dispensation  from  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master.  Formerly,  and  since  the  formation  of  the 
Lodge,  they  met  in  Ashlar  Lodgeroom,  but  owing  t-)  a  difference  of  opm- 
ion  in  regard  to  the  rent  they  moved  out  and  then  asked  for  a  dispensH- 
tion  to  meet  in  the  above-mentioned  hall,  which  was  granted,  as  I  have 
already  stated. 

On  entering  the  Lodge,  I  was  received  in  a  manner  befitting  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  treated  with  every  consideration  and 
respect.  After  a  few  remarks  to  the  brethren,  they,  at  my  request,  pro- 
ceeded with  the  usual  routine  of  business. 


The  question  of  rent  was  taken  up,  and  after  considerable)  discussion 
it  was  finally  decided  to  ask  Ashlar  Lodge  what  were  the  most  favorable 
terms  upon  which  they  would  rent  or  lease  the  hall.  This  was  accord- 
ingly done  in  due  form.  Subsequently,  reply  was  received  that  Doric 
covild  have  the  use  of  the  room,  furnicbed,  lighted  and  heated  for  ten 
dollars  per  month,  they  to  employ  Ashlar's  Tyler,  and  pay  h;'m  on  what- 
ever terms  they  could  agree  upon.  These  terms  were  refusid,  much  to 
my  regret.  The  Lodge,  owing  to  removal,  and  general  depre-^sion  of  the 
times,  was  not  in  as  good  a  financial  standing  as  they  would  have  desired. 
The  Lodge  was  closed  in  peace  and  harmony. 

On  St.  John's  day,  Dec.  27th,  1894, 1  paid  an  official  visit  to  A.shlar, 
my  own  and  mother  Lodge,  and  was  received  most  cordially  by  the 
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WorHhipful  Master,  P.  <J.  M.  Uro.  Wolfe,  iiutl  Imd  the  honor  of  iiiHtalliny 
the  officorH  for  the  eiiHuiiijf  year. 

After  the  iiiHtaHatioi),  we  repaired  to  the  annual  .MaHoiiit;  Hall  ^jiven 
by  the  Maconic  Fraternity  ofthe  City.  We  were  honored  with  the  pre- 
Hence  of  Beveral  brethren  from  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  and  it  is  needless 
for  uae  to  Huy  that  or;e  and  all  enjoyed  theniBelvea  to  their  fullest. 

For  years,  Ashlar  lias  had  the  credit  of  doing  the  degree  work  in  the 
best  and  fullest  manner  of  any  Lodge  in  the  Province,  but  I  am  sorry 
to  say  she  can  no  longer  clnim  that  distinction. 

I  carefully  examined  the  books  and  records  of  the  several 
Lodges  in  my  district  and  tind  them  kept  in  a  careful  and  efficient  num- 
ner;  especially  mentioning  Hiram,  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Secretary 
for  the  care  and  ability  displayed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

I  also  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  clot  ing  or  uniforms  whioh  has  been 
introduced  by  the  otHcers  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  and  worn  by  them  in  con- 
ferring the  Third  Degree,  and  would  reconuuend  all  Lodges  working  m 
the  Scotch  Work  to  i)rociiro  the  same  at  tli«  ir  earliest  convenience. 

I  have  not  referred  to  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  several  Lodges 
as  the  reports  from  the  Lodges  themselves  will  deal  fully  with  that  mat- 
ter. 

With  the  exception  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  Mas(mry  in  this  District  has 
not  been  as  prosperous  as  we  would  desire,  owing  principally  to  the  de- 
pressed state  of  the  times. 

Before  closing,  I  feel  obliged  to  place  on  record  the  pleasure  I  have 
experienced  nt  the  reception  |I  iiave  received  wherever  my  duties  called 
me  as  the  re[)reseutative  of  the  Gi  and  Lodge,  and  will  iilways  be  able  to 
look  back  with  i)lea8ure  to  my  term  of  office  as  D.  D.  G.  M.

"Show  thyself  a  man."— 1  KingB,  ii.,  2. 

Dear  brethren  :-AraoTi>?  the  practices  and  privileges  of  Masonry  is 
numbered  the  one  which  calls  us  together  to  engage  in  the  public 
worship  of  Almighty  God,  and  the  tir'^t  note  of  our  devotion  tinds  suit- 
able expression  in  the  words, 

"  Praise  (lod  from   whom  all  blesHinKH  How  " 
"  Hloss  tlio  Lord.  O,  my  houI,  and  forget  not  all   Hiw  benefits."

It  is  meet  that  this  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  in  its  annual  convocation,  should  assemble  in  the  sanctuary  to 
praise  our  (iod  tor  the  past,  and  to  seek  strength  and  divine  wisdom  for 
the  future.  This  practice  is  not  only  along  the  line  of  ancient  use  and 
wont,  but  it  is  an  exemplification  of  the  principles  and  truths  most  surely 
believed  among  us  ;  for  in  our  t;atherings,  no  duties  are  more  freijuently 
or  more  earnestly  enjoined  than  those  we  owe  to  our  Ffeavenly  Father  ; 
and,  subordiufite  to  this  divine  surren<ler  of  self,  those  which  we  owe  to 
our  country,  our  neighbor,  ourselves. 

The  words  of  our  text  is  a  part— may  we  say  the  main  part  of  the 
farewell  address  of  King  David  to  his  son  Solomon.  This  brief  and 
pithy  direction  may  seem  a  very  commonplace  utterance  -it  is  certainly 
devoid  of  royal  verbiage,  and  ordinary  sentiment,  and  yet,  I  have  no  doubt 
the  dying  monarch  gave  this  advice  to  his  son,  in  the  full  knowledge  of 
the  importance,  the  perils  and  hard  duties  of  the  position  he  was  so  soon 
to  occupy.  He  delivered  to  him  his  final  charge,  arising  no  doubt  from 
a  long  and  varied  experience,  indicating  that  the  best  qualifications  for 
rightly  wearing  a  crown,  are  to  be  found  in  cultivating  the  virtues  of  true 
manhood,  and  thus  placing  the  standard  of  our  common  heritage  so  high 
that,  to  be  a  king,  he  must  show  himself  a  man.  The  father  was,  himself 
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a  poet,  whose  writings  will  outlive  many  a  classic ;  a  musician,  who 
could  handle  his  harp  with  consummate  skill ;  a  statesman,  well  versed 
in  the  intricate  arts  of  diplomacy  and  wise  policy  ;  a  warrior,  who  had 
tasted  the  sweets  of  victory  in  single  conflict  and  on  the  battle  field. 
Head  of  church  and  state,  he  had,  by  simple  devotion  to  duty,  won  the 
loyal  confidence  of  Israel  ;  and  yet,  his  only  counsel  to  his  son  is,  show 
thyself  a  man. 

As  a  fraternity,  we  may  be  kindly  disposed  towards  the  advice  given 
to  one  so  eminent  and  so  familiar  to  the  craft.  We  may  possibly  find  in 
it  some  inspiration  that  may  be  helpful  in  rightly  filling  the  posts  which 
an  overruling  Providence  has  assigned  us.  More  particularly,  in  no  way 
can  we  be  better  fitted  for  advancing  and  exhibiting  the  lofty  tenets  of  spec- 
ulative masonry,  than  in  the  cultivation  of  an  exalted  manhood.  True,  it 
may  appear  that  no  great  effort  is  demanded  to  be  a  man.  Are  there  not 
many  whom  we  can  point  out  as  examples  ?  Are  there  not  men  all  about 
us,  {md  do  we  not  meet  them  every  day  and  in  every  walk  of  life  ?  Yes 
of  a  kind,  it  may  be  said  ;  but  the  ideal,  the  man  of  the  text,  is  far 
above  the  crooked,  distorted,  perverted  creature  that  has  been  changed 
and  scarred  by  sin— more  like  to  Him  who  was  made  in  the  image  of 
God-  and  our  elder  brother,  who  was  the  brightness  of  the  Father's 
glory.  We  may  be  allowed  to  refer  to  some  of  those  qualities  which 
should  enter  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  a  better  manhood,  and  designed 
to  fit  men  for  a.dorpiug  every  situation  in  life,  and  fulfilling  the  end  of 
our  existence. 

I.— Show  thyself  a  man— in  having  exalted  aims  and  purposes  iu  life. 
Much  of  the  possibility  of  life  is  lost  by  following  unworthy  models,  and 
being  satisfied  with  commonplace  ideals.  Worthy  ambition  may  or  may 
not  run  along  the  line  of  accumulating  wealth.  It  may  not  soar  to  a 
chair  of  state  or  to  a  niche  in  tbe  temple  of  fame.  These  are  but  ad- 
juncts and  have  been  reached  by  many  w'iO  brought  discredit  to  our 
race.  Tlie  true  principles  of  character  are  to  be  found  apart  from  the 
co-iiicidents,  accidents  and  adjuncts  of  our  environment.  Life  is  more 
than  having  a  bank  account.  It  is  more  than  being  able  to  read  and 
write  books.  It  is  more  than  the  ordinary  commercial  transactions,  of 
which  it  forms  so  great  a  part.  It  lies  in  the  possession  and  exercise  of 
of  true  principles,  of  true  feelings,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  eminent 
graces.  In  that  wonderfully  complex  and  complicated  buildiag  of  mind 
and  body  in  which  the  soul  is  caged,  ere  powers  and  passions  seeking 
forcibly  to  assert  their  rights  and  striving  for  masteries.  In  the  right 
function  of  every  part  is  to  be  found  the  secret  of  perfected  manhood. 
In  the  full  play  of  every  part,  subordinating  the  lower  to  the  higher- 
infusing  all  with  the  Christian  spirit,  is  a  worthy  attainment.  The  over- 
flow of  one  power  or  passion  unbalances,  unhinges  all.  The  yielding  to 
and  becoming  slaves  of,  the  grosser  powers,  weakens  and  destroys  the 
habitation  of  the  spirit  and  unfits  us  for  noble  attainment.  Too  often 
do  men  pander  to  the  lower  instincts,  and  are  thus  given  over  to  vanity 
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and  vexation  of  spirit.  Hence  we  Bee  the  sad  and  sorrowful  results  in 
the  long  roll  of  dishonesty,  debauchery,  uncharitableness,  worldly- 
mindedness,  selfishness,  yreed,  lust,  and  the  unhallowed  fruits  of  the 
flesli,  the  prostitution  of  God-given  faculties  in  working  ou.\  as  Paul 
says,  all  uncleanness  with  greediness.  The  pure  in  heart  and  life  shall 
see  God,  and  it  is  only  by  addressing  ourselves  vigorously  to  the  careful 
working  out  of  the  problem  of  human  life,  that  we  shall  attain  to  the 
stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ. 

[{lighted  and  blasted  human  nature  presents  a  picture  most  unlovely. 
The  storm  that  sweeps  over  the  forest,  leaves  its  mark  of  desolation. 
Many  a  giant  tree  is  leveled  to  the  earth — saplings  and  smaller  trees  are 
twisted,  bent  or  broken,  and  never  regain  their  beauty  or  Ihriftiness 
So  with  those  whose  souls  are  tempest-tossed  by  a  variety  of  tempta. 
tions.  Yielding  to  these,  their  lives  become  blighted,  and  they  are  un- 
fitted for  the  higher  purposes  of  life.  Becoming  the  slaves  of  passion, 
they  lose  tlieir  beauty,  and,  in  a  large  measure,  the  power  of  higher  a'- 
tainment.  The  bended  tree  never  regains  its  erect  form.  The  weakening 
habit  leaves  its  mark  in  the  desire  as  well  as  in  the  ability  to  rise  to 
higher  things,  expressed  by  the  poet  when  he  says— 

'■  I  walked  throu«li  the  woodland  meadows. 

VVticre  Hwefct  the  tliruehes  sing  ; 
And  found,  on  a  bed  of  mosH^s, 

A  bint  with  a  broken  wing. 
1  healed  its  wound,  and  each  morniPK 

It  sang  Its  old,  swet't  strain  ; 
But  the  bird  with  tlie  broken  pinion. 

Never  soared  as  high  again. 

"  I  found  a  young  life  broken 

Hy  sin's  seductive  art; 
And,  touciied  with  a  Christliko  pity, 

1  took  him  to  my  heart. 
He  lived  with  a  noble  purpose, 

And  struggled  not  in  vain  ; 
Hut  the  life  timt  sin  had  stricken, 

Never  soared  as  high  again. 

There  are  comi)ensatiou8  even  in  calamities,  but  these  compensations 
can  never  atone  for  or  completely  undo  the  misfortunes  of  evil  habits. 

"  But  the  bird  with  a  oroken  pinion 

Kept  another  from  the  snare  ; 
And  the  life  that  sin  had  stricken 

Raised  anotlier  from  despair 
Each  loss  has  its  compensation, 

There  is  healing  for  every  pain  ; 
But  the  bird  witii  a  broken  pinion 

Never  soars  as  high  again." 

II.  -Strength  is  a  characteristic  of  manhood;  hence  the  apostle  says: 
"  I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  for  ye  are  strong."    Agaia:    "  Quit  you 
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like  men.  Be  strong."  The  Romans  derived  their  word  for  man  (rir) 
from  a  woid  meaning  strength  (rirrs  )  With  them,  manhood  was  the 
symbol  of  strength — not  particularly  the  strength  that  will  enable  us  to 
lift  huge  masses  of  rock,  although  strength  of  body  is  desirable— but 
strength  of  character.  That  strength  of  purpose  that  will  carry  plans 
on  to  completion,  although  there  may  be  dilficulties  in  the  way.  Power 
of  self-control  that  will  help  us  successfully  to  govern  unruly  de.sires  and 
keep  them  in  due  bounds  with  all  mankind.  Strength  of  will-power 
tha'  can  say  no,  and  stick  to  it :  that  can  sny  yes,  and  mean  it.  Strength 
of  will  that  can  withstand  the  influence  of  the  popular  aud  the  fascinat- 
ing when  they  are  wrong  and  misleading  ;  a  courage  of  one's  convictions, 
that  no  matter  what  the  circumstances  in  which  we  may  be  placed, 
we  will  feel  that  it  is  never  manly  to  do  wrong.  There  is  no  more  direct 
road  to  happiness,  no  more  worthy  ambition,  no  better  policy  than 
that  which  teaches  us  the  law  of  right  action  -of  doing  toothers  as  we 
would  they  should  do  to  us— and  may  the  Masier  give  us  strength 
"  evf  r  to  walk  and  act  as  such." 

III. — Then  there  should  be  the  cultivation  of  grace  and  beauty. 
The  rough  ashlar  is  not  the  miison's  ideal ;  but  the  perfect  ashlar — 
smooth,  even,  polished,  beautiful.  The  whole  masonic  art  m  a  continual 
instructor  in  the  benefits  of  beauty  in  character,  so  plainly  delineated 
that  he  who  runs  may  read.  In  the  endeavor  to  put  this  into  practice 
we  will  be  careful  not  to  give  otfeuce,  aud  be  just  as  careful  not  to  take 
offence.  In  all  cmr  doings  we  will  have  a  due  consideration  for  th'j 
rights  and  feelings  of  others.  Friendship  aud  brotherly  love  will  not  be 
mere  expressions,  but  ])ractical  forces,  exhibiting  themselves  in  acts  of 
kindness,  in  mutual  forbearance,  in  genial  intercourse,  and,  when  needed, 
in  lending  a  helping  hand. 


How  much  brighter  and  happier  might  life  be  if  all  the  daggers  and 
darts,  and  unkind  things  were  out  of  it,  and  every  one  scattered  seeds 
of  kindness  -lifted  up  the  bright  light  of  charity  and  showei  the  beauty 
of  holiness.    "  Let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  our  God,  be  upon  us." 
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IV,- In  building  our  character  of  manhood,  8|  eculative  masonry 
c  )mes  to  our  Hssistance.  It  points  out  the  advantages  of  wisdom,  strength 
and  beauty  in  character.  It  emphasizes  the  graces  of  prudence,  for- 
titude, temperance  and  justice.  It  exalts  faith,  hope  aud  charity,  and 
then  helps  to  the  attainment  of  these  graces.  It  is  for  this  that  Masonic 
light  shi'ies- -for  this  it  teaches  by  signs  and  symbols,  by  allegory  and 
art,  the  impressive  lessons  which  are  constantly  being  taught.  To  guide 
us  into  the  right  path,  there  shine  upon  us  the  great  lights  of  Masonry, 
chief  among  which  is  the  Holy  Bible.  It  is  our  rule  aud  guide  to  faith 
and  conduct.  From  the  time  the  candidate  enters  the  order  until  he 
reache.-*  his  last  station,  he  is  instructed  in  the  teachings  of  that  book  - 
taught  to  "  remember  his  Creator  in  the  days  of  his  youth  ;"  taught  the 
blesseduesB  that  comes  from  the  V>rotherly  acts  of  honesty,  charity,  and 
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chastity  ;  taught  to  avoid  the  slippery  paths  of  sin,  aud,  being  taught 
how,  riglitly,  to  live,  is  thns  being  prepared  ti  die  and  fitted  for  a  life 
beyond.  This  book,  which  Ih  the  inestimable  gift  of  (rod  to  man,  is  the 
very  bed  rock  of  our  superstructure.  He  who  does  not  receive  its  mes- 
sages, [who  will  not  take  this  book  foi-  his  guide,  who  denies  its  divine 
origin,  cannot  fraternize  with  us  on  the  lioor  of  a  lodge  room.  Its 
Simple  truths  aud  sacred  mysteries  we  accept,  and  endeavor  to  take  them 
as  a  light  to  guide  our  steps  and  a  lamp  to  illumine  the  pathway  of  our 
lives. 

We  subscribe  to  the  words  of  a  brother,  which  were  found  on  the 
fly-leaf  of  his  Bible,  under  his  pillow,  after  being  called  home,  thus- 

"  Within  thi«  awful  volume  lies 
The  mysteiy  of  inystorieH. 
Oil  happieHt  tlipy  of  liuinan  race 
To  whom  our  (iod  han  fjiven  Ki    "o  • 

To  rt'ad,  to  hear,  to  watuli  anil  i  y. 
To  lift  thn  latch  and  force  the  v  ; 
Hut  better  had  they  ne'er  Ix'en  I  ii, 
Who  read  to  doubt  or  read  to  Bcorn." 

As  members  of  an  ancient  and  honorable  fraternity,  whose  founda- 
tions are  laid  on  the  firm  resting  place  of  truth,  let  us  always  find  in  this 
Book  the  guiding  principles  of  our  lives.  Amidst  the  darkness  and 
doubt  and  sin  which  may  be  about  us,  it  will  ever  point  us  to  that  of  Light 
which  lighteth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world. 

V. — There  are  other  lights  in  Masonry,  greater  and  lesser,  all  of 
which  are  helpful  in  inculcating  holy  principles.  To  these  1  need  not 
particularly  refer.  They  are  ever  before  us  in  our  places  of  communica- 
tion, and  ever  remind  us  of  important  duties.  Hut,  T  may  o  allowed  to 
refer,  here,  to  our  perfect  Example  one  whom  we  all  should  seek  to 
follow  -the  man  Christ  Jesua  -  tli<^  One  who  stickcth  closer  than  a  bro- 
ther, and  who  loveth  at  all  times.  David  and  Sohjmon  may  have  been 
good  and  wise,  but  behold  a  greater  than  ISolomon  is  here.  No  other  life 
BO  perfect  and  pure  has  ever  been  lived.  It  now  stands  before  us.  It  is 
full  of  love,  of  kindness,  of  self  forgetfulness,  of  selfsacritice.  It  is  pure 
it  is  holy,  it  is  clear  as  sunlight.  Gather  up  all  the  excellencies  of 
character  and  you  will  find  them  in  his  tender,  faithful  life.  Brethren, 
he  is  our  great  example,  and  there  is  no  liigher  type  of  manhood  than 
that  of  him  who  is  governed  by  the  principles  and  motives  that  governed 
the  Christ,  and  we  should  seek  tr)  have  in  us  the  mind  that  was  in  Him, 
and  to  walk  even  as  he  walked. 

Such  teachings  as  Masonry  affords  sliould  thus  assist  in  the  con- 
struction of  elevated  character.  Our  ancient  brethren  applied  them- 
selves carefully  to  the  principles  of  their  craft.  They  carried  out  with 
precision  the  designs  on  the  trestle  board.    They  used  the  implements  of 
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their  art  with  wisclom  nud  skill,  and  w.^re  thus  able  lo  erect  building's  sc. 
grand,  so  magnificent  and  stable  that  they  have  been  tht-  admiration  of 
centuries.  So  may  we  be  faithful  as  speculative  Masons  in  following 
the  designs  upon  our  trestle  board  that  we  i-ay  build  np  characters  which 
will  stand  the  st  of  time  and  eternity,  divesting  ourselves  of  the  vices 
and  superfluities  of  life,  thereby  fitting  our  bodies  as  living  stones  for 
that  spiritual  building,  that  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens.

Am  iiiteivstiiio'  and  elocjuent  oratioii  was  delivered  bv

the  duty  of  a  Lodoe  to  care  for  its  own  members  and  tlieir 
families,'"  wliicb  was  adopted  i)y  (irand  Lodi^e. 

VI.  Reliitive  to  the  duty  of  a  Lodge  to  care  tor  its  own  members 
and  their  families. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin,  through  a  committee  of  which  Past 
Grand  Master  William  O.  Swain  was  chairman,  presents  to  us  this  pro- 
position:  — 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  to  take  care  of  its  own  members  in  dis- 
tress wlierevor  tliey  may  be.  In  case  of  its  in.nbility  so  to  do,  this  duty 
devolves  upon  the*(  rrand  Lodge  from  which  it  holds  its  charter.  It  being 
understood  tliat  in  no  case  is  the  Lodge  furnishing  relief  and  asking  re- 
imbursement to  go  beyond  actual  necessities  without  express  authority 
from  the  reimbursing  body. 

We  have  an  abiding  faith  in  the  elficiency  of  organic  charity  and 
welcome  this  proposition  from  our  brethren  of  Wisconsin  as  a  step  in 
the  right  direction.  We  join  with  that  committee  in  the  declaration 
that  "it  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  to  take  care  of  it  own  members  in  dis- 
tress wherever  they  may  be,"  and  we  would  add  to  that  declaration  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  Lodge  not  only  to  care  for  and  assist  any  of  its 
members  who,  from  sickness  or  misfortune,  need  assistance  and  care, 
but  to  see  to  it  that,  wheu  dead,  they  be  decently  buried,  and  farther, 
their  widows  and  children  be  protected  and  cared  for;  and  further  still, 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Lodge  to  husband  its  resources  religiously, 
that  it  may  always  have  in  hand  a  fund  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  perform 
these  duties  towards  the  members  of  its  own  immediate  family  and  those 
who  are  dependent  upon  them.  We  all  know  that,  from  time  to  time 
sickness  and  misfortune  come  upon  those  who  have  lived  in  comfort,  per- 
haps in  alHueuee,  and  that  they  are  therel)y  sometimes  reduced  to  abject 
poverty  and  want.  When  they  are  so  reduced,  or  when  they  need  as- 
istance,  we  should  bo  ready  to  come  to  their  help.  The  members  of  a 
Lodge  constitute  a  particular  family,  and  wherever  a  member  of  that 
family  may  be  when  misfortune  overtakes  him,  whether  at  home  or  abroad 
the  duty  of  care  and  protection  arises  and  should  be  promptly  performed. 
It  is  very  well  to  say  and  is  sometimes  said,  that  the  duty  of  relieving 
distress  is  a  personal  duty  which  each  individual  Mason  assumes  and 
must  perform  for  himself  and  according  to  his  ability,  and  that  Lodges 
were  never  intended  to  be  dispensers  of  charity  to  strangers  or  sojourners 


or  to  their  own  members.  We  accept  the  Btateraent  that  each  iudividual 
should  be  always  ready  to  help  those  that  need  help,  accordinj,'  to  Iuh 
ability,  but  we  do  not  at  all  accept  or  a^ree  with  the  Htateuieut  tliat 
Lodges  were  never  intended  to  be  dispensers  of  charity,  and  so,  of  course, 
ought  not,  as  Lodges,  to  have  any  care  about  the  sick  and  needy. 

In  the  thirteenth  of  the  "  Old  Kegulations  "  of  1721,  we  read:— 

At  the  said  Quarterly  Communication  all  matters  tliat  conciern  the 
Fraternity  in  general  or  particular  Lodges,  or  single  brethren,  are  quietly, 
sedately  and  maturely  to  be  discoursed  of  and  transacted.  *  *  * 
They  shall  also  consider  of  the  most  prudent  and  effectual  methods  of 
collecting  and  disposing  of  what  money  shall  be  given  to  or  lodged  with 
them  in  charity,  towards  the  needs  only  of  any  true  brother  fallen  into 
poverty  or  decay,  but  of  none  ehe;  but  every  particular  Lodge  shall  dis- 
pose of  their  own  charity  for  poor  brethren  according  to  their  own  by-laws, 
until  it  be  agreed  by  all  the  Lodges  (in  a  new  regulation)  to  carry  in  the 
charity  collected  by  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Quarterly  or  Annual 
Communication,  in  order  to  make  a  common  stock  of  it  for  the  more 
handsome  relief  of  poor  brethren. 


This  looks  to  us  as  though  the  four  London  Lodges  that  then  com- 
posed the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  had  and  meant  to  express  the  idea 
that  not  only  the  constituent  Lodges,  but  as  well  the  Grand  Lodge,  had 
a  duty  to  perform  towards  "  true  brethren  fallen  into  poverty  or  decay;" 
that  a  Lodge  could  dispense  charity  more  efficiently  than  its  individual 
members,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  could  dispense  it  more  efficiently 
than  its  constituents;  that  is  that  every  Lodge  shoukl  have  a  fund  for 
the  relief  of  those  in  need,  and  it  could,  through  a  proper  committee, 
much  more  readily  and  certainly  than  its  individual  members,  determine 
the  necessities  of  the  applicant  and  the  character  and  extent  of  the  relief 
that  ought  to  be  given. 

It  is  true  that  the  duty  of  a  Lodge  to  care  for  its  own  members,  when 
they  need  care,  is  not  expressly  declared  in  the  ancient  charges  or  the  old 
regulations,  but  seems  to  have  been  so  patent  and  so  recognized  as  to 
need  no  expression  in  words,  and  we  think  it  follows  as  ii  necessary  co- 
rollary from  what  is  said. 

• 
This  Grand  Lodge  ha§|  always  recognized,  and  from  time  to  time  de- 
clared and  enforced  that  duty.  In  1864  a  member  of  (irfij'/ou  Lodge 
was  st'icken  with  paralysis  and  became  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
charities  of  his  brethren  and  fellow  men  for  the  support  of  himself  and 
family.  His  Lodge  was  aware  of  his  condition  but  neglected  to  do  any- 
thing for  his  relief.  Yolo  Lodge,  seeing  his  necessities,  made  provision 
therefor,  and  thereupon  applieil  to  Orafton  Lodge  to  refund  the  amount 
advanced  and  to  provide  for  his  wants  in  future.  These  reiiuests  were 
refused,  and  the  memorial  of  Yolo  Lodge  stating  the  facts  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  of  which  Bros.  H.  H.  Hakiley  and 
Jamrs  L.  English  were  members.    In  their  report  the  committee  say  : 


I.  I 


"It  would  be  nn  unfortuiiHte  propoHition  to  estnbliBli  Mint  ii  Mnsonio 
I.oiIki',  ilovotcd,  ns  it  Hbouid  bo,  to  (ilmritul)lo  objeetn  and  the  (iHHistaiico 
of  tlio  dirttressed,  could  with  imiHinity  Huller  its  luoiubcrs  to  waut  for  the 
iiecosHarieH  of  life  and  thus  briiiK  discredit  upon  the  whole  Fralcrnity," 
and  the  coniuiittee  proposed  and  the  Grand  Lod>je  idopted  a  roKolution 
reqiiestinj,'  the  (Jrand  Master  to  arrest  the  charter  of  (IrnJ'/oii  Lod),'*'  ii'i 
after  notification,  it  should  still  continue  to  neglect  its  duty. 

lu  1880  Sim  lioiilo  Lodge  was  ealleel  upon  to  assist  the  widow  of  one 
of  its  deceased  uiemberH  and  declined,  claiming  that  death  severed  the 
relation  of  membership,  and,  therefore,  that  the  widow  and  orphan 
children  had  no  claim  on  the  Lodge,  but  must  look  to  individual  Masons 
for  such  assistance  as  they  might  need.  CJrand  Master  Tayloii  said  to 
that  Lodge  that  its  "position  was  wholly  untenable  and  at  variance  with 
every  principle  of  Masonry;"  and  fu-ther,  that  "when  a  Lodge  of  Masons 
neglects  or  refuses  to  care  for  and  relieve  the  necessities  and  wants  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  its  deceased  members,  being  able  so  to  do,  its 
day  of  usefulness  has  jjassed  and  its  existence  should  cease." 

Again,  in  ISSl,  the  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  decision  of  CJrand 
Master  Taylou  that  a  Lodge  is  bound  to  provide  relief  for  the  widow  of 
a  deceased  member  even  after  slie  bad  removed  from  its  territorial 
jurisdiction.     In  approving  that  report  the  committee  said:— 

The  duty  of  the  Lodge  is  to  its  members,  and  to  their  families,  witii- 
out  regard  to  their  plnce  of  residence;  and  the  fact  that  one  of  its  mem- 
bers, or  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member,  has  removed  to  some  place 
Ijcyond  its  territorial  jurisdiction,  does  not  absolve  the  Lodge  from  the 
|)erformance  of  its  well-known  and  necessary  duty. 

If  a  member  rf  a  Lodge  in  California  should  visit  Florida  or  England 
and  be  there  tnkru  tic  k  and  die,  wo  should  expect  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  whose  jurisdiction  iie  might  happen  to  be,  would,  if  he  needed  assistance 
and  bis  conditiui'  v;  jre  known,  give  such  assistance  sis  he  migi^t  reasonably 
require  in  sickness,  and  bury  him  decently  when  dead,  and  we  should 
expect  that  his  l^odge  here  would  promptly  repay  the  amount  so  expen 
ded,  and  that,  if  it  were  unable  to  do  so,  this  Grand  Lodge  would  come 
to  its  aid  and  make  the  repayment.  It  has  never  yet  failed  to  recognize 
such  nn  obligation,  and,  we  trust,  never  will. 

When  Masons  come  to  us  from  abroad  or  from  other  States  and  are 
in  need,  we  recognize  our  duty  to  give  them  such  assistance  as  their  ne 
cessities  require,  and,  to  the  end  th  it  such  assistance  may  be  given  to 
those  who  ought  to  recei"e  it,  and  that  our  charity  may  be  ethciently 
and  properly  bestowed,  Boards  of  Relief  have  been  organized  in  (uir 
cities  and  provided  with  funds  for  that  purpose.  To  these  Boards  the 
Grand  Lodge  has,  from  year  to  year,  made  hberal  donations  to  enable 
them  to  do  their  work.     We  recognize  the  duty  to  give  rehef  whenever  a 
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proper  rase  is  prosenteil,  imd  when  that  Juty  is  performed,  we  think  it 
only  ri^lit  to  report  oiu'h  cuHo  to  tl\e  fiodye  of  which  the  recipient  is  n 
member,  and  to  awk,  as  we  Hh(  uid  j^ive,  reiinl)urHement,  that  we  amy 
have  in  hand  a  fund  with  which  to  eontinne  the  good  work. 

Last  year  the  Hoard  of  Relief  of  San  Franc'iseo  reported  that  during? 
the  tliirty  ei^rht  yearH  of  its  existence  it  had  exi)ended  for  the  relief  of 
Masons  of  otlier  jurisdictions  $116,  3Gi)  (53,  and  for  widows  and  orphans 
of  other  jurisdictions  $H[\-s:\7  5(5,  making  the  sum  of  !?20r),707  19  for  re- 
lief of  strauf'ers  and  sojourners  from  abroad.  In  this  connection  we  had 
the  curiosity  to  entjuire  of  the  Secretary  of  tliat  Board  as  to  the  amoun^ 
expended  for  Masons  hailing  from  the  subordinates  of  the  CJrand  Lodges 
of  England  and  Scotland,  and  the  amounts  refunded.  His  report  to  us 
shows  that  since  1881  his  Board  had  expended  for  Masons  from  thejuris- 
(hction  of  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  England  819,435,  of  which  81231  has  been 
reimbursed;  for  Masons  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land 4,070  05,  of  which  only  669  35  has  been  reimbursed.  And  that  of 
the  8205,707  19  so  expended  for  relief  of  sojourners  and  strangers  from 
abroad,  much  loss  than  one-fourth  has  been  paid  back. 

Some  of  our  brethren  of  other  jurisdictions  tell  us,  "True,  you  re- 
lieved the  distress  of  a  member  of  our  family,  but  you  were  bound  by 
your  tenure  to  do  that,  and  to  do  it  without  hope  or  expectation  of  re- 
ward or  reimbursement,  and  to  do  it  so  unostentatiously  and  quietly 
that  even  the  left  hand  should  not  be  advised  of  the  kindly  act  done  by 
the  right."  That  kind  of  instruction  sounds  well,  but  is  not,  under  the 
circumstances,  at  all  satisfactory,  because  we  have  a  very  distinct  belief 
that  every  Masonic  family  ought  to  exercise  some  care  over  its  members 
and  make  some  provision  to  protect  and  care  for  such  as  need  care  and 
l)rotec!tion. 


We  do  not  think  that  tlie  whole  duty  of  a  Lodge  consists  in  making 
Masons  and  using  them  so  long  as  they  are  healthy  and  strong,  and  turn- 
ing them  adrift  when  by  sickness  or  misfortune  they  are  no  longer  able 
to  care  for  themselves,  Cases  have  been  brought  to  our  attention  where 
a  Lodge  has  furnislied  to  one  of  its  own  members  who  was  sick  and  poor 
and  absolutely  needed  assistance  to  provide  the  necessaries  of  life,  funds 
sufficient  to  transport  him  to  anc^ther  jurisdiction  and  then  left  him  to 
the  care  of  strangers.  A  Lodge  is  an  organized  society,  and  we  insist 
that  one  of  the  tirst  and  moat  important  purposes  of  its  organization  is 
that  it  shall  protect  and  relieve  its  own  members  when  lliey  need  pro- 
tection or  relief,  and  that,  except  under  extraordinary  circumstances, 
it  is  false  to  its  trust  when  it  fails  to  do  its  duty  in  that  regard,  and  that 
when  onother  Lodge  in  the  same  or  another  Grand  Jurisdiction  has  fur- 
nished such  relief,  it  may  properly  and  of  right  present  its  claim  for  re- 
imbursement. 
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We  therefore  propose  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  concurs  in,  and  with 
slight  changes  in  phraseology,  adopts  the  proposition  presented  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  that  "  It  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  of  Masons 
to  take  care  of  its  own  members  and  as  well  of  their  widows  and  orphans 
in  distress  wherever  they  may  be,  and  that  in  case  of  its  inability  so  to 
do  this  duty  devolves  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  from  which  it  holds  its 
charter;  provided  that  the  Lodge  furnishing  relief  shall,  in  no  case,  go 
beyond  actual  necessities  without  express  authority  from  the  Lodge  to 
be  charged. 

A  very  full  report  was  ^iven  on  the  "Mississippi  Rules" 
by  the  Committee  on  Jnrisprutlence,  and  regret  we  can  only 
give  the  conclusion,  as  it  is  well  worthy  the  careful  perusal 
of  every  jurisdiction. 

We  are  very  glad  that  our  brethren  of  Mississippi  have  brought 
this  subject  to  the  attent  on  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  hope  the  rules 
presented  may  be  so  amended  as  to  be  acceptable  to  all  and  that  the  law 
of  jurisdiction  may  become  uniform  and  universal. 

We  could  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  these  rules  in  the  form  in 
which  they  are  presented,  and  do  not  think  it  would  be  advisable  at  this 
time  to  propose  any  amendments,  but  we  can  safely  promise  our  friends 
everywhere  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  will  be  ready  to  join  with 
them  in  the  enactment  of  some  general  law  that  will  relieve  Entered  Ap 
prentices  and  Fellow  Crafts  from  its  present  claim  of  perjjetual  jurisdic- 
tion, and  will  give  them  all  the  liberty  they  can  reasonably  ask. 


Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  report. 

As  a  rule,  the  Committees  of  California  Grand  Lodge 
enter  very  minutely  into  every  subject  befori^  <hen!  and  give 
most  comprehensive  reports. 

A  great  deal  of  interesting  legislation  was  enacted,  and 
on  the  whole,  the  Proceedings  are  full  of  interest  and  it  is  very 
diffii.nlt  to  give  a  proper  conception  of  them  in  the  limited 
review  at  our  command. 

Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Wm.  A. 
Davies.       British  Columbia  for  18I?3  has  extensive  review,

and  very  lii^lily  conipliinented.  Bro.  Davies's  decisions  on 
"Rejected  Material"  and  "Perpetual  Jurisdiction"  are  spoken 
of  as  "especially  adapted  to  this  latitude,  and  which,  we  trust, 
will  soon  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  universal  code."

But  the  practical  and  important  question  for  each  of  us  is  whetiier, 
by  reasou  of  being  masons,  we  are  better  men  than  we  wonld  have  been 
if  we  had  mi,  been  masons.

•'Little  (leedH  of  kinclneris,  little  wordw  of  Lovo. 
niako  our  eartli  iin  Eden,  like  the  heaven  above  " 

But  there  is  no  period  of  life  where  these  simple  i''iii'i,:r.  li'ios  arc  not 
applicable.  We  may  not  be  ^'reat  philanthropists  oi  tuibiic  benefactors, 
but  the  little  words  and  little  deeds  are  always  at  our  command.  As  a 
fraternity  we  should  not  be  content  with  lodfje  work  or  lodge  enterprises 
of  charity.  Individual  effort  to  act  the  part  of  the  true  Mason,  however 
feeble  and  unostentatious,  if  general,  will  in  its  aggregate  force  and  effect 
become  potential  and  momentous.  Let  each  mason  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion resolve  for  the  future  that  in  some  way  or  other  he  shall,  no  matter 
how  modestly,  do soituthing  more  than  ever  before  in  the  effort  to  live 
up  to  the  high  standard  we  place  before  us.  Then,  as  the  little  drops  of 
water  make  the  mighty  ocean  and  the  little  grains  of  sand  fcrm  the 
beautious  land,  so  shall  our  efforts  as  Masons,  individually  weak  and 
insignificant  though  they  may  appear  to  be,  by  their  very  generality  be 
come  a  volume  of  mighty  influence  justifying  our  existance  as  a  f  ratorn  ity , 
with  its  lofty  aims  and  sublime  aspirations,  challenging  the  adm  -  u'/ii 
of  the  non-masonic  world  and  helping  on  the  cause  of  humanity.

Your  Board  feels  that  these  rules  are  open  to  objection,  not  (jnly  as 
violating  a  pncciple  which  has  long  governed  this  Grand  Lodge,  but 
also  as  regards  to  the  details  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  them  into 
etlect. 

In  the  first  place  this  (Jrand  Lodge  has  alwavs  discountenanced 
tlie  i(it:i  of  perpetual  jurisdii-tiou,  and  has  held  itself  free  to  accept  uui- 
terial  into  its  membership,  who  have  a  lixed  residence  here  of  not  less 
than  one  >ear,  witiiout  respect  to  the  claims  of  any  other  Grand  Lodge, 
and,  acting  on  this  principle,  our  Grand  Lodge  makes  no  claim  on  any 
candidate  who  may  have  removed  witlnn  tlie  jurisdiction  of  any  other 
Grand  Lodge  and  as  this  principle  has  always  been  maintained  by  our 
Grand  Lodge,  your  Board  see  now  no  reason  to  recede  from  it: 

Your  Hoard  further  feel  that  even  if  it  were  deemed  wise  to  depart 
from  this  principle,  these  proposed  rules  are  open  to  unsurmountable 
difliculties  in  carrying  the  idea  into  etfect.  For  instance,  among  other 
tilings,  it  is  provided  by  them  tliat  in  case  a  rejected  candidate  nhould 
remove  to  the  jurisdiction  of  another  (xrnnd  Lodge,  and  there  apply  for 
admission,  that  the  Lodge  receiving  his  application  shall  certify  the  fact 
to  the  Lodge  by  which  he  was  rejected,  and  if  such  Lodge  "shall  not, 
within  six  nnmths  thereafter,  furnish  to  the  Lodge  to  which  such  petition 
is  made,  the  (/rounds  upon  which  such  reje(!tion  was  made,"  the  petiti(m 
may  be  jiroceeded  with,  etc.  This  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Hoard, 
open  u[)  a  princijile  which  our  Grand  Lodge  has  always  held  to  be  in- 
violate, namely,  that  the  reason  of  an  adverse  ballot  should  never  be  ex- 
posed. And  then  it  is  further  provided  by  these  rules  that  when  such 
reasons  for  rejection  are  given,  still  the  Lodge  so  receiving  the  petition 
shall  bo  the  judge  of  the  sufliciency  of  such  reasons,  and  if  they  deem 
them  insuiticient  may  still  receive  and  proceed  with  the  petition. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Board  this  would  have  a  great  tendency  to 
lead  to  many  complicated  cases  involving  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
diltereut  Grand  Lodges,  which  would  prove  a  very  objectionable 
feature.

"  Brothers:    In  order  that  proper  and  uniform  action  may  be  taken 
in  burials  of  brothers  who,  at  the  time  of  death,   were  nlso  members  of 
the  Masonic  Order,  the  following  iustrm-tions  are  issued  for  your  infor 
mation  and  guidance  in  case  tlio  two  Orders  join  in  the  funeral  service. 

"  The  law  of  the  Masons  governing  their  funeral  services  is  as  follows: 
'None  but  Master  Masons  shall  i)art?cipate  in  Masonic  funeral  services. 
When  other  a.ssociations  or  the  railit  iry  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brotier 
who  is  being  buried  Masonically,  the  lodge  performing  the  service  nm.st 
of  necessity  have  entire  control  of  all  arrangements.' 

"The  last  clause  of  the  above,  viz.,  'The  lodge  performing  the  service 
must  of  necessity  have  entire  c(>ntrol  of  all  ariangements,'  would  natur 
ally  apply  to  the  arrangements  appertaining  to  the  Masonic  services. 

"  According  to  the  law  of  Masonry,  after  the  lodge  has  taken  charge 
of  the  body  of  the  deceased  brother,  it  (the  lodge)  must  continue  in 
charge  until  it  is  deposited  in  the  grave  or  other  receptacle  or  pliiced  on 
board  of  some  conveyance  removing  it  from  the  lodge's  jurisdiction  and 
to  the  completion  of  their  services.    Therefore,   such   ])all-bearers  as 
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liaiidk)  tilt'  hotly  iinis(  hi'  MuHter  Masons  iiiid  weiir  tlic  ii|)i)r(»i)riii(e  re 
yjiliii;  till!  weariiiH  of  .such  re;,Mlia,  liowevor,  tlocs  not  prtchitlo  the  wear- 
iiiW  at  tlu;  Haine  time  (lie  r('t,'iilia  of  our  Onli'r.  In  cas(>  tiieri'  nni  none  on- 
titlt'il  to  wear  the  re^'alia  o;  the  Master  Mason  in  our  Order  atteuilin^ 
the  funeral,  honorary  pall  hearers  may  he  appointed  fiom  the  Odd  Fel 
lows,  who  will  he  entitled  to  wear  their  appropriate  reyalia  luul  occupy 
their  ap|)roi)riuto  position  in  the  processiou. 

"The  Odd  Fellows  can  hold  their  services  hefore  tlie  Masons  take 
charge  of  the  hody  or  after  the  close  of  their  aervices,  as  may  he  deter- 
mined by  the  presidiuHf  otUcers  of  the  two  hjil^es.  In  case  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows have  ('harjifo  of  the  hody  first,  they  should,  after  the  close  of  their 
rites,  out  of  courte-iy  to  our  brethren  of  tae  Masonic  Order,  remain  and 
be  witnesses  of  their  services,  and  should  the  hody  be  first  taken  in  charj,'e 
by  the  Masons  the  Odd  Fellows  should  be  prompt  iu  attendance  and 
witnesses  of  such  services.  It  is  expected  the  same  ijourtesy  will  be 
shown  our  Order  by  the  Masons. 

"In  all  cases  of  a  death  of  a  brother  belon^iuy  to  both  Orders,  the 
presidiuf^  officers  of  the  two  lodges  of  which  he  was  a  member  should 
meet  and  proceed  to  tof,;ethor  to  the  home  of  the  deceased  and  there 
make  the  arrangements,  with  the  consent  of  the  family,  for  the  funeral 
and  the  manner  of  performing  their  rites. 

"In  all  of  the  relations  of  these  two  great  fraternal  organizations 
let  it  not  be  said  that  the  Odd  Fellows  lacked  in  courtesy  to,  or  a  due 
and  graceful  brotherly  consideration  of,  all  the  ancient  and  established 
rites  and  usages  of  our  brethren  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  in  this 
I  am  assured  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Masons  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  such  will  be  tlieir  courtesy  to  and  consideration  for  our  rites 
and  ceremonies. 

"Let  the  Golden  Rule  [)revail,  and  'whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them.' 

•'The  above  portions  appertaining  to  Masonic  law  and  rites  have  been 
considered  by  the  before-mentioned  A!.  \V.  Graml  Master  and  he  api)roves 
them  as  correct,  and  I  am  informed  that  he  will  issue  instructions  similar 
to  these  to  the  Masonic  fraternity.

.  "liiiKTiiiiEN:  As  thero  iijjpears  to  be  n  miBupproheusion  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  ofHcers  and  ineinberB  of  the  lodges  of  this  juriHdiction  as 
to  the  meaning  of  that  portion  of  Sec.  25,  Art.  XX,  of  the  (Iraud  Con- 
stitution widch  relates  to  what  is  gjenorally  termed  'mixed'  funerals,  I 
deem  it  proper  to  issue  this  circuhir  letter,  expressing  my  views  upon 
this  subject,  for  the  guidance  of  the  Craft. 

"The  following  is'the  portion  of  the  section  referred  to:  'None  but 
Master  Masons  shall  particiipato  in  Masonic  funeral  services.  When 
other  associations  or  the  military  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother  who  is 
being  buried  Masonically,  the  lodge  performing  the  service  must  of  ne- 
cessity have  entire  control  of  all  arrangements.' 

"It  will  bo  seen  that  in  the  last  pnragrr,  •provision  is  made  for  the 
presence  at  a  Masonic  funeral  of  other  as.  jiations  or  the  military  of 
which  the  deceased  may  have  been  a  member. 

"A  Masonic  lodge  cannot  attend  the  funeral  of  a  Master  Mason  ex- 
cept for  the  j)urpose  of  performing  the  Masonic  burial  service,  and  none 
but  Master  Masons  can  paYlicipate  in  said  service. 


"The  lodge  should  be  invited,  by  proper  authority,  to  jjerform  its 
service;  and  it  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  in 
the  event  of  the  death  of  of  a  member  of  his  lodge,  to  visit  the  family  of 
the  deceased,  explain  the  duty  of  the  lodge,  consult  their  wishes  in  the 
premises,  and  comply  therewith  as  far  as  pi-acticiible.  As  no  specific  re- 
gulations can  be  formulated  to  cover  this  point,  much  depends  upon  tlie 
good  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  Worshipful  Master. 

"Should  the  deceased  have  been,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  member 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  or  kindred  organizations,  it 
would  be  eminently  right  and  proper  for  the  Worshijjful  Mjister  of  the 
Lodge,  before  the  final  arrangements  are  made,  to  confer  with  the  pro- 
siding  officers  of  such  bodies  and  endeavor  to  liave  the  details  of  the  cer- 
emonies well  understood  and  agreed  upon  before  the  time  of  assembling- 

"I  would  suggest  and  recommend  that  the  Worshipful  Master,  if  it 
be  practicable,  invite  the  officers  of  the  other  associations  to  accompany 
him  in  bis  visit  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  after  the  remains  of  a  deceased  brother  have 
been  Masonically  received  by  the  lodge  having  charge  of  the  services^ 
they  should  continue  in  its  possession  until  deposited  in  the  grave  or 
vault,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  the  Masonic  services  when  com- 
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mt'Dced  Hlioukl  be  tiniHhed  without  interruption,  coiicluilinj,' with  tlio  de 
positing  of  the  body.     In  cases  wliere  religiouH  or  oilier  serviceH  are  to 
be  held  at  u  ohurcli  the  remains  should  not  be  received,  Masoninally,  by 
the    lodge    until    their  removal  therefrom;    for  when  once  in  posses 
siou  of  the  lodge  no  ceremonies  other  than  the  Masonic  service  can  take 
place  until  after  the  conclusion  thereof. 

"It  has  been  the  custom  in  this  jurisdiction,  where  a  deceased  Mason 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows  or  other  like  societies,  to  permit 
members  of  such  organizations,  who  were  also  Master  Masons,  to  act  as 
pallbearers  if  clothed  with  Masonic  aprons  in  addition  to  the  regalia  of 
their  Order.  In  cases  where  there  are  none  entitled  to  wear  the  Masonic 
apron,  I  see  no  objection  to  the  association  being  represented  by  hon- 
orary pall-bearers. 

"  The  present  Grand  Master  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, after  a  conference  with  me,  has  recently  issued  a  circular  letter 
to  the  members  of  that  Order  upon  tlie  subject  of  funerals,  wherein  he 
suggests,  in  cases  where  the  Masonic  fraternity  and  the  Odd  Fellows  are 
present  at  the  funeral  of  a  brother,  that  the  members  of  tlio  latter  Order 
wheie  their  services  are  held  first  (that  is,  at  the  house  or  church,)  re- 
main to  witness  the  Masonic  services  'out  of  courtesy '  (as  he  expresses 
it) '  to  our  brethren  of  the  Masonic  Order.' 

"  Brethren,  let  not  the  Masons  of  this  jurisdiciion  be  surpassed  in 
fraternal  courtesy  by  that  charitable  and  benevolent  Ordei.  but  let  ns 
show  to  its  members  and  the  world  at  large  that  the  charity  ot  our  great 
fraternity  is  not  conflued  to  simply  relieviny  the  wants  of  our  fellow 
creatures,  but  that  it  is  the  sweet  charity  which  'vaunteth  not  itself,  is 
not  puffed  up,  and  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly.'

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quoted  was  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Jnrisprndence,  re- 
poi'ted:  "W(^  think  that  tlie  matter  is  an  iimovati<Mi  upon 
Masonry,  and  are  of  the  opinion,  tliiit  each  jurisdiction  oufrlit 
to  be  asoverign  body  of  itself,  and  tlierefore  do  not  favoi*  the 
adoption  of  said  resolution.""  The  resolution  of  1870  was 
repealed  and  report  f)f  tlie  Committee  adopted.  While  there 
is  no  doubt  a  "ConfV'deration  of  (Irand  Lod<res"  would  be  a 
very  desirable  object,  yet  it  would  be  difficult  to  accomplish 
as  has  been  proven  by  the  several  attempts  made.

Jas  II,  Wickersham,  who  had  been  confined 
to  a  be.d  of  sickness  for  u[)wards  of  eighteen  mouths  and 
trust  the  Grand  Master's  prayer  for  a  speedy  recovery  has 
been  ijranted.  The  foUowiii";  words  and  advice  of  13ro. 
Finney's  are  worthy  of  reflection  and  emulation. 

INTEMPEBANOE. 

"Brethren,  we  are  no  longer  operative  craftsmen  engaged  in  the 
work  of  building  houses  to  shelter  men  from  the  inclement  weather  and  in 
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cultivatiiij?  architecture,  but  wc  areenfja^ed  in  the  building  up  of  human 
character,  using  the  tools  of  our  craft  as  symbols  of  the  high  calling. 
One  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  our  profo&sion  since  the  days  wiien  we 
were  a  craft  or  guide  has  been  temperance.  "Be  temperate  in  all  things," 
has  been  one  ol!our  mottoes,  to  the  end  that  we  may  be  i)roperly  quali- 
ged  to  perform  the  work  before  us. 

No  di88ij)ated  craftsman  in  ancient  times  could  perform  such  labor 
as  would  entitle  him  to  wages.  This  being  true  in  operative  Masonry, 
iiow  much  less  cau  a  member  in  this  uge  of  speculative  Masonry  build 
up  a  character  worthy  of  our  j>rofession.  While  total  abstinence  in  the 
use  of  intoxicants  has  not  been  inculcated  by  our  Order,  temperance  in 
their  use  certainly  has  been.  We  are  a  fraternity;  we  propose  to  bear 
eacli  others  burdens;  we  are  oar  brother's  keeper. 

T  would  suggest,  in  all  brotherly  kindness,  and  without  any  disposi- 
tion to  be  censorious,  to  discoutiiiue  tliis  vile  habit,  and  not  be  conducted 
down  the  path  of  destruction,  where  the  wages  will  be  sorrow  and  misery, 
rather  than  up  to  the  Grand  Master,  in  whom  we  all  put  our  trust.  The 
same  may  be  said  in  a  great  measure  in  reference  to  gambling.  If  all 
Masons  could  be  induced  to  discontinue  and  discountenance  the  use  of 
one  and  the  practice  of  the  other,  they  would  bring  untold  happiness  to 
themselves,  their  family  tnd  friends,  and  to  the  world  at  large." 

Doeisioiis  rej)orte(l  arc  good,  hut  of  local  iipplicatioii  and 
impui'tance;  we  a])|>end  one  for  general  inforiiiatiou. 

Decision  No.  t.  This  decision  is  right  but  does  not  decide  all  that 
was  asijed.  Portncuf  Lodge  No.  IS  asked  as  follows:  '"If  in  balloting 
for  a  candidate,  all  members  do  not  vote,  and  do  not  give  any  reason, 
is  it  a  legal  ballot  ?  Could  we  not  coniJiMnu  it  and  be  allowed  to  reballoti'" 
i'our  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  tlic  ballot  was  illegal  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  W.  M.  should  have  conn)elled  each  member  to  vote;  neither 
the  lodge  nor  the  Master  can  excuse  auy  member  from  voting  on  applica- 
tions for  the  degrees  or  memboPHliip.  After  the  ballot  is  taken  and  an- 
nounced the  lodge  cannot  condemn  it  and  reballut. 

We  wore  not  aware  of  this  resolution  hefort^  now. 


RESOLUTION  ON  MOUMONISM. 

WiiEiJKAs:  In  1883,  the  M.  W.  (}rand  Lodge,  A,  1 .  &  A.  M.,  of  Idaho 
adoj)ted  a  series  of  resolutions  on  Mornionisni,  based  on  the  statement 
or  assumption,  at  that  time,  "  that  the  tiachings  of  Mormonism  were 
opposed  to  the  law  of  the  land,  and  providing  'that  no  person  acknowl- 
edging allegiance  to  the  so-called  Mormom  Church,  or  Churcli  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  shall  bo  admitted  to  auy  of  the  privileges  of 
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Masonry  witliin  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho,'  "  iiiid 

WnKKEAs:  Said  Church  has  satisfactorily  demonstrated  to  the  civil 
authorities  of  the  government,  both  national  and  state,  that  the  teachinj,'s 
of  the  s()-(.-alled  Mormon  Church,  or  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
Day  Saints,  are  not  opposed  to  the  law  of  the  land,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
the  meml)ers  of  such  (Miurch  are  a  liiw  abidin},',  loyal  and  moral  class  of 
l»eople,  attached  to  the  principles  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  well  disposed  to  the  good  order  and  hapt)ineaa  of  the  same, 
therefore  bo  it 

lt(  sdh'cil :  That  said  resolution  of  the  Griiud  Lodge  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed  and  set  aside;  and  members  of  said  Church  possessing 
tiio  reiinisite  qualifications  otherwise,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
eligible  for  adtnissittn  as  members  of  the  ^lasonic  Order  within  this  juris- 
dictiou,  to  all  the  privileges  of  Masonry.

Mhe  ''much  mooted"  (question  of  "IVrj)etual  fFurisdic- 
tion"  had  arisen  between  the  (irand  Master  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion and  Pennsylvania.  AW  concur  in  Hru.  (Javin's  views 
most  decidedly. 

Dkab  Sib  and  i3uo. — In  reply  to  yours  of  April  '2i)  I  would  say:  In 
the  Coustitutioii  of  the  Graud  Ijodge  of  Indiana  I  tiud  thia  provif-on: 
"Tliis  tJraud  Lodge  is  the  highest  authority  iu  Ancient  Craft  Masonry 
within  the  State  of  Indiana." 

This  Grand  Lodge,  many  years  ago,  by  its  General  Kegulations, 
fiixed  the  period  of  residence  requisite  to  entitle  a  Lodge  to  receive  a 
petition,  and  also  prescribed  the  limit  of  time  within  which  one  Lodge 
should  receive  a  petition  from  one  who  had  been  rt-jected  by  another 
Lodge.  Under  these  rules  we  have  worked  and  prospered,  living  at  peace 
with  our  neighbors  in  the  past  as  we  hope  to  continue  to  do  in  the  fu 
ture.  Under  them  it  is  the  especial  province  of  every  Lodge  to  deter- 
mine, not  who  will  be  received  as  members  of  other  Lodge^^  bi.t  whom 
it  may  itself  be  willing  to  accept. 

The  doctrine  that  a  rejection  by  one  Lodge  operates  t^wo  furto  as  a 
rejection  by  all,  meets  with  no  favor  in  Indiana.  I  am  by  no  means  sat- 
isfied that  tlie  rejection  of  an  applicant  necessarily  signifies,  as  you 
would  seem  to  regard  it,  that  the  applicant  is  unworthy  to  become  a 
Mason.  On  tlie  contrary,  I  feel  quite  sure  that  many  men,  lionest,  up- 
right and  honorable,  are  rejected  simjjly  because  they  are,  for  some  satis- 
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faotory  reaaon,  pcrsonmi  non  grata  to  some  member  of  the  Lodge.  Be 
that,  however  as  it  may,  and  conceding  that  the  rejection  implies  per- 
sonal untitness,  we  have  not  in  this  jurisdiction  been  taught  to  consider 
the  doctrine  of  eternal  damnation  as  holding  good  in  Masonry. 

On  the  contrary,  we  early  learned  that  there  might  be  both  repent- 
ance and  reformation.  Whether  there  has  been  such  a  change  in  a 
man's  character  as  will  entitle  him  to  admission  into  a  Masonic  Lodge 

may,  as  it  seems  to  me  as  a  general  rule,  be  best  determined  by  those 
among  whom  he  has  lived  during  the  period  of  his  reformation,  rather 
than  by  those  who  only  knew  him  in  the  former  days  of  his  unworthi- 

ness." 

"I  may  add  that  I  can  see  no  force  in  the  implied  position  taken 
that  it  is  the  rejection  of  the  applicant  which  makes  him  unworthj 
rather  than  the  character  itself.  To  my  mind  the  rejection  is  but  de- 
claratory, not  creative  of  his  un worthiness." 

Thirty  decisions  recorded,  involving  no  new  points,  and 
are  nuunly  in  accord  with  local  laws,  we  find  them  all  sound 
and  just;  this  one  is  new. 

.S.    A  Lodge  may  receive  the  petition  of  one  not  yet  twenty-one,  who 
will  arrive  at  such  age  before  the  petition  can  be  voted  on. 

In  the  course  of  his  conclusion  the  Grand  Master  said 
"Masonry  in  Indiana  was  neve  more  prosperous  than  to-day. 
Not  only  as  to  meml>ers  and  finances,  but  in  spirit  of  true 
devotion  to  the  high  principles  of  oui'  order  we  are  at  full 
tide." 

"There  are  some  who  are  ever  looking  backward,  finding  in  the  past 
Masonry's  greatest  grandeur.  I  am  not  of  those.  Prond  of  its  ujirivaled 
past,  thougli  I  am,  I  exult  yet  more  in  its  glorious  present,  and  into  the 
future  I  look  with  joy  and  hopefulness  in  expectation  of  tV  t  great  day 
when  truth  shall  reign  throughout  the  world. 

Nor  tongues  nor  climates,  nor  oceans  nor  iceberg,  nor  mountain  nor 
wilderness  have  been  able  to  set  confin»^  upon  Masonry.  Over  them  all, 
and  beyond  them  all  she  sends  her  sweet  spirit  of  Charity  and  Brotherly 
Love.  On  the  mountains  iniplauted  on  Egypt's  burning  sands  more 
than  thirty  centuries  ago.  Masonic  emblems  are  to  be  found  cut  into  the 
lasting  stone. 

In  the  land  of  the  eternal  snow,  where  the  iceberg  j^^eams  in  the 
sunlight  with  all  the  rainbow's  varied  tints,  as  from  themminiain  it  takes 
its  slow  and  stately  march  to  tlie  sea,  the  Icelander  kneels  before  the  alttir 
of  Freemasonry. 
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(to  to  the  farthermost  bounds  of  Africa  and  under  India's  molten 
skies,  and  the  Holy  Bible,  square  and  compass  travel  hand  in  hand.  The 
most  distant  isles  of  Oqeania  send  greeting?  to  the  (Jrand  Lodges  of  Great 
Britain  and  Europe;  while  in  our  own  land  the  rod  man  and  the  whiter 
togethersmoke  the  pipe  of  peace  under  the  ever  present  letter  '  O.'  " 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Coininittee  on    Perpetual 
Jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  whom  was  referred 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  address  relating  to  the  correspondence 
between  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  and  Grand  Master  Gavin  of 
our  own  jurisdiction,  growing  out  of  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdic- 
tion over  rejected  candidates,  as  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
va>ua,  respectfully  rei)ort: 

That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  is,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  the  "' highest  authority  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  within  the  State  of  Indiana."  That  while  we  accord  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  all  other  Grand  Lodges,  the  right 
to  make  laws  for  the  government  of  the  Craft  within  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  we  claim  the  same  privileges  for  our  own  Grand  I^odge. 
Regarding  the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates, 
we  believe  it  to  be  wrong  iu  theory  and  pernicious  in  action;  not  in  ac_ 
cordaiice  with  the  well  recognized  principle  of  Grand  Lodge  sovereignty 
and  not  a  landmark  in  Masonry,  being  held  only  by  a  minority  of  Ameri- 
can Grand  Lodges.  It  is  the  only  question  now  disturbing  the  amity 
existing  between  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  we  note 
the  abrogation  or  modification  of  the  rule  by  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
hitherto  holding  it. 

We  oifer  no  suggestion  to  the  Gr.and  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
the  government  of  its  own  Lodges,  but  we  do  deny  its  right  to  work  per- 
petual disqualification  of  material  living  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Indi 
ana.  We  hold  it  to  be  a  fundamental  principle  of  Masonic  nquity  that 
every  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  is  the  conservator  of  Masonry 
within  its  specific  jurisdiction,  subject  only  to  the  rules  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  under  which  it  holds.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of 
Grand  Master  Gavin  be  approved. 

Regarding  the  status  of  the  brother  over  whose  making  the  differ- 
ence has  arisen,  we  declare  that  he,  having  been  made  iu  a  just  and  law- 
fully constituted  Lodge  of  Masons,  is  a  regular  Mason;  and  that  his 
making,  being  lawfully  done  where  done,  is  lawful  everywhere;  and  that 
he,  being  a  regular  Mason,  is  entitled  to  the  recognition  and  fellowship 
of  the  Craft  wheresoever  he  may  go. 

Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  recommendation  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

ON  MASONIC  RELIEF. 

Your  Committoo  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  to  wlioni  was  referred 
that  part  of  t5io  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master's  address  wbioli  relates 
to  the  "proposition  sent  out  from  the  (rrand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  for  a 
general  plan  of  Masonic  relief,  the  basic  prinsiple  of  which  is  that  every 
Lodge  should  care  for  its  own  members  wherever  they  may  be,"  submit 
tlie  following: 

That  this  "basic;  principle"  is  not  in  accordance  with  Masonic  Law, 
founded  upon  ancient  charges,  which  \s  to  care  for  a  "true  and  tried 
brother,  no  matter  in  what  jurisdiction  he  was  'taught  to  use  the  trowel,'  " 
or  where  his  membership  may  be.  This,  if  not  expressed  in  our  book  of 
Constitutions  is  our  unwritten  Masonic  rule,  which  has  existed  in  this 
jurisdiction  ever  since  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana. 

Masonic  charity  is  not  measured  by  the  amount  a  brother  has  con- 
tributed to  a  Lodge.     Ancient  cliarges  emphatically  declare: 

"  If  I/O!)  discover  a  true  and  geruine/^roWtcrin  want,  you  must  relieve 
him  if  ijoH  can,  or  else  direct  him  how  he  may  be  relieved." 

Substituting  the  Lodge  for  the  individual  brother  would  destroy 
one  of  the  ancient  landmarks  of  Masonry.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  tiie  Wisconsin  plan  for  general  Masonic  relief  be  not  concurred  in. 

Wliicli  report  was  a(lu[)to(l  by  Grand  Lod^e  and  meets 
oiir  views  e.xactly.

"During  the  last  year  we  have  passed  the  semi-centennial  mile-post 
of  our  existence  as  a  Grand  Lodge.    To  the  past  we  can  well  point  with 
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feelings  of  exultntion  and  priile.  Our  inaiijnificent  prowth,  the  character 
and  Htaiiding  of  onr  inciuberHhip,  loyalty  to  the  i)rinci|)leH  and  tisagos  of 
the  institution,  the  (JOuraRe  and  indei)ondenco  of  thonjjht  and  action  that 
has  over  characterized  Fovva  Masonry,  as  well  as  the  attainment  to  the 
very  front  rank  in  literary  achievement,  has  commanded  for  us  in  the 
Masonic  world  that  recognition  due  to  the  e(inal  among  the  best  of  all 
the  Grand  Jurisdicticms.  We  now  confront  the  future.  To  the  faithful 
discharge  of  its  duties  and  responsibilities  I  auramons  you.  Wo  cannot 
improve  upon  the  perfect  princii)le8  of  morality  and  virtue  on  which  our 
institution  is  founded.  We  can,  however,  by  our  action  accelerate  or 
retard  our  iirogress  and  influonce  in  the  future.  '■Ve  must  go  forward, 
or  we  will  surlily  go  backward.  We  mus'.  build  up,  or  the  corrudina  rust 
of  inaction  will  certainly  tear  down  and  destroy. 

The  possibilities  of  the  future  are  measured  only  by  the  will  of  this 
great  army  of  progress  to  exercise  its  power  by  wise,  broad,  energetic, 
conservative  action.  We  are  not  weak,  but  strong.  Let  us  take  counsel 
of  our  hopes,  and  not  of  oar  fears.  We  may  bear  with  ease,  burdens  that 
would  have  staggered  our  brethren  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  Let  us 
in  the  discharge  of  our  duties  investigate  carefully,  decide  intelligently, 
but  in  a  broad  and  liberal  spirit  worthy  our  noble  cause."

Pai'vin  (48th  asGrand  Secretary,  and  45th  asdrrand  Librarian) 
made,  as  he  always  does,  most  interestiiio;  and  (Retailed  reports 
of  ins  otHce.  which  are  of  more  than  usnal  interest  to  the  Craft 
at  hir^e.  Well  may  Iowa  say  the  Lil)rary  is  "Parvin's  hobby" 
as  it  is  the  most  complete  Masonic  Library  and  Museum  in 
the  world. 


The  subject  of  a  "Masonic  Home"  has  on  several  oc- 
casions been  brouo;lit  up  in  our  (irand  Lodi»;e.  This  was 
also  taken  up  at  Iowa's  last  annnal,  and  we  make  the  follow- 
in<r  extracts  from  the  Committees  report,  which  is  of  interest 
and  will  be  useful  to  us  in  any  movement  we  may  make 
towards  that  end:

Ori)hanH'  Home,  and  has  a  fund  collected  of  )iM)0,(K)(). 

Colorndn. — Has  no  home.  The  women  have  started  ii,u  organization, 
but  luive  not  progressed  fur  enoujfh  to  report  any  action. 

Conncctiriil.  -Him  no  home.  Has  wliat  is  called  the  "Masonic 
Charity  Foundation,"  an  organization  iiicori)orated  imdor  the  laws  of  the 
state  in  1H8!).  Its  obje(!t  is  to  aid  or  support  aged,  indigent,  sii^k,  or  in- 
flrm  Freemascms  and  their  widows,  and  to  provide  for,  maintain,  and 
educate  their  children  and  orphans.  It  is  also  authorized  to  ttitublish 
and  maintain  a  home  or  asylim  for  such  persons. 

Its  funds  are  raised  from  voluntary  contributions,  and  it  now  has 
a  fund  of  over  Jl^iOOO  contributed  by  the  Graiul  Lodge;,  subordinate 
lodges,  and  from  individuals  for  life  i.nd  annual  memberships. 

Dclawavc. — Has  no  home,  and  no  steps  have  been  taken  towards 
establishing  one. 

Dixlrii-l  of  Columbid.—Hm  no  home,  and  has  taken  no  step;-  f"w  irds 
establishing  one. 

Floridd.- -HaB  no  home,  and  has  taken  no  steps  towards  eHtaltlishing 
one. 

Georgia.  —Has  no  home. 

Illinois. — Has  the  "Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,"  incrorporated 
March  11th,  1885,  located  at,  No.  ^^1  Carroll  avenue,  Ciiicago.  It  is  a 
private  institution,  in  no  way  under  the  control  or  direction  of  theCJrand 
Lodge.  It  is  supported  by  life  and  annual  memberships,  and  voluntary 
donations.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  only  contributed  S500  towards  its 
support. 

Indiana. — Has  no  home,  and  no  steps  taken  to  establish  oue.

Kansas. — No  information  received,  but  as  we  understand  it  has  no 
home. 

Kentucky.— Has  the  "Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,"  lo- 
cated at  Louisville.  Each  Mason  in  the  State  is  assessed  $1  annually  for 
its  support,  and  it  receives  voluntary  contributions  from  individuals 
and  lodges  for  life  memberships.

Masonit!  IIoniM  was  appointed  in  lHu:{,  lint  no  report  was  made  at  I  ho

Mdinc—HiiB  no  home.  Distributos  about  Sl,r)(M)  anmially,  tfio  in- 
terest of  the  Grand  Lodye  charity  fund,  to  aijoiit  eighty  apphcant.s. 

^/«/7//a»'/.  Mas  uo  home,  but  lias  recently  started  a  fund  for  tlie 
purpose,  and  ap['oiutod  a  board  of  tlve  trustees.  Funil  as  yel  is  small, 
and  in  no  definite  shape 

M<iss(i<:lmsiU8.  —The  committee  has  received  no  information. 

Mirlu(/(m. — Has  a  Masonie  Home,  located  at  Grand  Rfipids.  Not 
under  control  of  (Jraud  Lodge,  although  it  makes  some  contributions 
each  y^ar  towards  its  support. 

Minncsold, — Has  no  home.  The  (Jrand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution 
in  189;^  that  a  Masonic  Home  was  not  necessary.  The  (Jrand  liodge 
pays  out  about  $1,400  a  year  in  charity. 

Mixsi.ssippt.  -  Has  no  home,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  is  creating  a  fund 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic  Widow.s'  and  Orphans'  Home.  Kacli 
Mason  in  the  state  pays  20  cents  annually,  and  (collections  are  taken  on 
St.  John's  day,  and  there  are  other  contributions.  The  fund  now 
amounts  to  810,000. 

Missouri. — Has  a  Masimic  Home,  located  in  St.  Louis.  Is  supported 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  by  a  per  capita  tax  of  50  cents  (m  <dl  Masons  in  tlie 
State  who  pay  dues,  and  has  an  endowment  fund  of  815,000,  called 
Knights  Templar  Triennial  Endowment  Fund. 

Jlfori^rt?^/.  Has  no  home.  Has  a  Grand  Charity  Fund,  to  which  10 
per  cent,  of  Grand  Lodge  dues  is  appropriated. 

Nchraskd. — lias  no  Masonic  Home.  Has  a  c(<iporation  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  home,  but  there  is  no  present  prospect  of 
erecting  any  buildings.  They  are  waiting  for  the  craft  to  determine 
whether  a  home  is  needed  or  not. 

Nevada. — Has  no  home. 

New  Mexico. — Has  no  home. 

Netv  Hdmpshire. — Ti^n  committee  has  no  information. 

New  Jersey.— Has  no  Masonic  Home,  but  has  a  Grand  Lodge 
Charity  Fund,  which  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  a  movemtnt  to 
build  a  Masonic  Home. 
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Nnif  Yorh-.  Has  a  Masonic  Home,  located  at  Utica.  Erected  by 
the  (xraud  I^odgo,  jind  supported  by  rentals  of  the  property  owned  by 
the  craft  and  initiation  fee  of  $3  for  each  new  member. 

The  German  brethren  have  also  a  home,  located  at  Tuppan,  iiock- 
land  County,  N.  Y.,  which  is  suppoited  from  the  rentals  of  the  German 
Masonic  Temple. 

North  Gdrolimi. — Has  an  orphans'  asyium.  The  Grand  Lodge 
contributes  $2,000  annually  to  its  support,  and  the  State  also,  contributes 
annually  to  its  support. 

North  Dakota. — ^Has  no  home,  jmd  none  in  contemplation. 

0/wo.— Has  a  Masonic  Home  in  course  of  erection.  It  has  just  been 
put  under  roof,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  about  one  year.  It  is 
located  at  Kpnngheld,  Ohio. 

Oregon. — Has  no  home,  and  nothing  has  been  done  towards  estab- 
lishing one. 

Peiinsylv(tmia.— Has  a  Masonic  Home,  located  in  Philadelphia.  It 
is  incorporated  under  the  state  law,  and  is  not  under  the  control  ot  nor 
supported  by  the  Grand  Lodg'e.  It  is  supported  by  tlie  ;innual  dues  of 
members  of  the  corporation,  eontrih  itions,  and  donations.  .\11  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  make  annual  appropriations  towards  its  support. 

Rhodt:  IsUmd. — Has  no  home,  and  no  steps  have  been  taken  towards 
eBtablishing  one. 

Htnith  G(iroii7ia.  —Has  no  home,  and  has  taken  no  steps  to  establish 
one. 

Homi'  Dakota.  —Has  no  home,  but  has  a  Charity  Fund. 

Tctiins^:  .  Has  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  erected  from  funds 
raised  by  subscriptious  and  life  memberships.  We  have  no  information 
as  to  how  it  is  supported,  nor  as  to  its  cost  or  capacity. 

Tcxnx. — Has  no  home.  Has  about  850,010  at  interest  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  Masonic  Heme.

The  subject  had  been  under  considera- 
tion by  the  ( rrand  Lod^'e  at  different  times  for  ten  year^,  but  no  action 
has  been  taken  towards  establishing  a  home. 

Prom  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  Masonic  Homes  of  various 
kinds  have  been  erected  in  the  following  states,  to- wit:  Illinois,  Ken- 
tucky, Michigan,  Missouri.  New  York  two.  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Penn- 
sylvania, Tennessee,  and  Virginia. 

The  Illinois  home  was  originally  a  privsjte  residence,  and  cost 
866,0(X). 

The  house  and  grounds  cost  the  Masonic  Home  Association  $20,000; 
it  will  accommodate  sixty  persons  by  crowding;  for  the  year  ending  Jan- 
uary Hist.  1S!)3,  the  Jiverage  number  of  inmates  in  the  home  for  the  year 
was  H8.r)(»;  tlie  total  expenditures  during  the  year  were  $7,220.20;  interest 
on  investment,  at  0  per  cent,  81,200,  making  a  grand  total  of  §8,420.20; 
average  cost  for  each  inmate,  not  including  interest  on  investment,  S187,69 
average  cost  for  each  inmate,  including  interest  on  investment,  $218.86. 

The  Kentucky  Home  is  a  home  for  widows  and  orphans.  It  was 
opened  in  May,  1871,  and  since  that  time  there  have  been  received  fifty- 
five  widows  and  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  children.  It  is  prin- 
cipally a  home  for  children,  and  they  are  educated  as  well  as  otherwise 
cared  for  while  there.

The  Micliigan  Home  has  thirty-three  acres  of  ground;  cost  of  build- 
ings and  improvements,  $80 ,(K)0;capachy,  seventy-live  to  one  hundred  in- 
mates; number  of  inmates  now,  twenty-seven;  maintenance  account  of 
1803,  5;4,900;  interest  on  investment,  0  per  cent,  $5,160;  making  a  grand 
total  of  $10,(M)0;  average  number  of  iumates  for  the  year  not  given,  but 
we  estimate  it  at  27,  the  number  there  now;  average  cost  for  each  inmate, 
not  including  interest  on  investment,  $181.48;  average  cost  of  each  in- 
mate, including  interest  on  investment,  $372.  59.

1H94.  there  were  seventy-nine  inmates  in  the  home;  the 
average  cost  of  maintaining  the  home  for  the  month  of  February,  1893, 
for  ea(!h  inmate,  was  !B25.42,  which  would  make  the  cost  for  a  year  for 
seventy-nine  inmates,  not  including  interest  on  the  investment,  $2i,()98.1G; 
interest  on  the  investment  for  a  year  at  (5  per  cent,  818,414.72;  estimating 
the  average  number  of  inmates  at  seventy-nine,  the  number  in  the  home 
March  lat.  IH94.  the  average  cost  per  year  for  each  inmate,  not  including 
interest  on  the  investment,  is  8^05.04,  average  cost,  including  interest,

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The  committee  was  required  to  ascertain,  as  fully  as  practicable,  the 
probable  cost  of  establishing  a  Masonic  Home,  and  the  annual  cost  of 
maintaining  the  same,  and  also  the  average  cost  of  each  inmate.  It  is 
impossible  f  jr  us  to  estimate  the  probable  cost  of  establishing  such  a 
home,  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  without  knowing  something  of  the 
dimensions  of  the  home  and  the  number  of  inmates  expected  to  be  ac- 
commodated. As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures,  there  is  a  wide 
difference  m  the  cost  of  constructing  such  homes,  depending  largely,  no 
doubt,  upon  the  manner  of  construction  and  the  method  of  finish,  as  well 
as  the  size  of  the  buildings. 

The  Michigan  home  and  grounds  cost  $86,000,  and  has  a  capacity  for 
seventy-five  to  one  hundred  inmates.  We  are  of  the  opiiion  that  apub- 
stabtial  home  could  be  erected  for  less  money,  and  give  it  as  our  judg- 
ment that  a  building  with  sufficient  capacity  to  accomodate  one  hundred 
inmates,  properly  furnished  and  equipped,  and  the  necessary  grounds, 
could  be  procured  for  the  sum  of  $75,000,  and  that  such  a  home  with 
sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  fifty  inmates  would  probably  be  pro- 
cured for  from  S40.000  to  S50.000,  and  that  a  home  with  a  capacity  for 
i'rom  uftoen  to  twenty-five  inmates  would,  if  erected  and  furnished  in 
modern  style,  probably  cost  825,000. 

In  our  judgment  the  experience  of  the  seven  homes  above  enum- 
erated is  the  best  criterion  upon  which  to  base  an  estimate  of  what  the 
average  cost  of  maintaining  such  a  home  would  be,  and  the  average  cost 
for  each  inmate.  The  experience  shows  that  the  average  cost  of  main- 
tainiog  each  inmate  per  year  in  the  said  seven  homes,  not  includinir  in- 
terest on  the  money  invested,  is  8215.17,  and  including  interest  on  the 
money  invested,  8318. 45.  The  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  said 
seven  h(mies  during  the  yenr  for  which  the  estimate  is  made,  was  70.50. 
With  that  number  in  a  home,  it  is  our  judgment  that  the  average  cost  of 
maintenance  for  each  person  would  be  about  as  above  stated.  With  a 
'ess  number  the  average  cost  would  probably  be  increased,  and  with  a 
greater  number  the  average  cost  would  probably  be  decreased  The 
average  cost  of  maintaining  a  home  would  depend  entirely  upon  the  num- 
ber of  inmates,  and  without  knowing  the  number  it  is  impossible  to  es- 
timate it  with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 

There  are  at  present  24,664  Masons  holding  membership  in  Iowa. 
If  the  Grand  Lodge  should  undertake  to  erect  and  suf)port  a  home  at  the 
expense  of  the  membership  in  the  State,  the  cost  per  member,  as  nearly 
iis  we  can  estimate,  would  be  as  follows: 

A  home  costing  825,000  and  supp'^rting  twenty- five  inmates  would 
require  an  assessment  of  II  on  each  member  for  its  erection  and  an  an- 
nual tax  of  25  cents  on  each  member  for  its  support.  A  home  costing 
850000  and  supporting  fifty  inmates  would  require  an  assessment  of  $2 
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on  each  member  for  its  erection  and  an  vnnunl  tax  of  5()  cents  on  each 
member  for  its  8up[)()rt.  A  home  costing  ^75,000  for  its  erection  and  sup- 
porting one  hundred  inmates  would  require  an  assessment  of  83  on  eacli 
member  for  Us  erection  and  an  annual  tax  of  75  cents  to  $1  on  each  mem- 
ber for  its  support. 

The  conclusions  of  the  coniinittoe  were: 

Rcsolvi'l,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  best  autl 
most  satisfactory  metiiod  of  dispensing  Masonic  charity  is  through  the 
medium  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  with  such  assistance  as  may  be  n<ieded 
from  the  Grand  Charity  Fund;  and  that  it  is  inexpedient  and  unwise  for 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  establish  a  Masonic  Home. 

The  entire  report  (wliich  was  most  ehabortely  and  care- 
fully prepared)  was  unanimously  adopted  by  Grand  Lod^^e. 
We  must  endorse  tlu^  conclusion  of  the  committee  and  have 
always  advocated  the  "dispensinir  of  charity  throufi^li  our 
lodges"  as  our  own  Jurisdiction  was  too  snuiU  in  terrirorv 
and  numhers  to  entertain  the  erection  of  a  "Masonic  Home.''

The  Grand  Master  spoke  feelingly  of  tiiose  departed 
brethren  who  had  "crossed  the  Mystic   River,"  among 
whom  we  notice   Bro   Fritz  Magers,   who  for  28  years  had 
faithfully  stood  guard  at  the  outer  door  of  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Clark  still  believes  in  the  Gran<l  Representative 
system  saying, — "I  am  pleased,  however,  to  report  that 
nothing  has  occured  to  mar  the  peace  and  harmony  which 
has  so  long  existed  between  these  ami  other  Grand  Lodges 
and  our  own."  How's  this?  the  special  Deputy  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Master  re  a  trial  in  a  certain  Lodge,  said  in  the 
course  of  his  report  "the  Lodge  failed  after  ballotitig  for  seven 
hours  to  affix  by  a  two-thirds  majority  any  punishment"  the 
case  had  to  go  the  Grand  Lodge.       They  were  good  ^^slttersy 

The  decisions  reported  are  only  of  local  interest  and 
pertaining  to  their  own  laws. 
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QUESTIONS  PROPOUNDED. 

The  foUowiug  questions  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence: 

Has  an  Entered  Apprentice  the  right  to  object  to  an  applicant  re- 
ceiving the  first  degree? 

PHYSICAL  PERFECTION. 

W.  Bro.  N.  S.  WiNTEBROwn  otFered  the  following  resolution : 

Besol veil,— That  absolute  competency  to  conform  literally  to  all  the 
requirements  of  the  ceremonies  of  the  several  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  fulfills  the  requirements  of  physical  perfection  in  a  candidate. 

They  have  considered  the  following  propositions: 

First.  "Has  an  Entered  Apprentice  the  right  to  object  to  an  appli- 
cant receiving  the  first  degree?"  Your  committee  express  the  opinion 
thnt  an  Entered  Apprentice  does  not  possess  the  right  to  participate  in 
the  transaction  or  discussions  affecting  the  membership  of  the  lodge, 
and  is  not  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  masonry,  and  cannot 
object  to  the  confering  of  the  first  degree  on  a  candidate. 

Third.  ''That  absolute  competency  to  coiform  literally  to  all  the 
requirements  of  the  ceremony  of  the  several  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  fulfills  the  requirements  of  physical  perfection  in  a  candidate." 
The  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  Section  4,  Article  VI,  definitely 
and  clearly  states  the  physical  qualifications  required  in  a  candidate  for 
the  degrees  of  masonry,  ar  d  which  are  more  minutely  defined  by  the  ap- 
proved decision  of  the  Gn.nd  Muster  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas,  and 
will  not  admit  of  the  intf  rpretation  set  forth  in  the  above. 

Returns, — Chartered  Lodges  353,  Lodges  U.  1).  168, 
total  nienibership  18,958. 

Kansas  Grand  Lodge,  as  evidenced  hy  tlieir  proceedings, 
have  plenty  to  do  and  they  do  it  in  a  thorough  niannei". 

Report  on  Correspoiulence  is  by  M.  W.  Rro.  M.  M. 
Miller,  being  his  second  report,  of  which  his  Grand  Lodge 
can  be  proud.  I  should  not  like  to  knock  the  ''chip  off 
your  shoulder"  nor  "tread  on  the  tail  of  your  coat,"  Bro- 
Miller.

ON   "the   MISSISSIl'Pl    liULKS."    nUO.  MILI.KIJ   SAVS: 

Since  writing  the  foregoi';g,  we  have  seen  the  two  rules  !)y  Hro. 
Spkkd,  to  cover  the  vexed  question  of  perpetual  jurisdiction,  and  which 
reported  by  him  to  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  at  its  last  eimimuni- 
cation,  were  adopted  by  tliat  Body  as  a  p)'<sil)le  s  >luti')n  of  thedilliculty. 
They  have  since  by  circular  letter  l)een  sent  totiie  various  ( irand  Bodies 
of  the  Uniled  States,  and  their  c  )nciirrence  in  the  action  taken  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  requested. 

Rule  1  reads  as  follows; 

Whenever  any  person  who  sliall  have  been  rt'jeeted  h)r  initiation  in 
any  lodge  shall  have  removed  his  place  of  abode  into  the  jurisdiction  of 
another  lodge,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Ch-aiid  I-ii)dge,  with  the 
intention  of  making  it  his  permanent  place  of  residence,  and  shall  reside 
there  not  less  tlian  one  year,  and  shall  airain  desire  to  petition  for  initia- 
tion, he  may  present  his  petition  tt)  the  lodge  under  wiiose  juiisdiction 
he  resides,  or  to  any  lodge  wliich  has  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  that 
place,  which  shall  thereupon  certify  the  facts  to  tlie  lodge  which  rejected 
him,  and  if  said  lodge  shall  not  within  six  months  there^ifter,  furnish  to 
the  lodge  to  whieii  said  petition  is  made,  the  grounds  upon  which  such 
rejection  was  made,  it  may  proceed  with  such  petition  as  in  other  cases, 
and  that  lodge  may  initiate  him  if  elected.  Whenever  the  grounds  upon 
which  the  petitioner  was  rejected  are  furnished  to  the  lodges  to  which  he 
makes  his  new  petition,  i;  sliall  judge  thesuiliciency  thereof,and  proceed 
in  its  discretion. 

To  this  pro[)o.sed  legislation  v,irious  objections  a  e  urged  by  difier- 
ent  jurisdictiinis.  I'ast  Grand  Master  Thomas  li.  Lon(;,  of  Indiana,  pre- 
sents two,  viz; 

1.  That  a  Grand  liulge  sliould  never  surrender  the  sovereign  power 
to  legislate  for  itself,  upon  its  own  alluirs,  in  its  <nvn  exchisive  territorial 
jurisdiction. 

2.  That  as  Masonry  is  so  far  interwoven  with  religion  as  to  lay  us 
under  obligations  to  [lay  national  lumiageto  Deity,  and  as  we  hfipe  our- 
selves to  gain  forgiveness  for  onr  own  transgressions,  we  sliould  not  per- 
mit alien  legislation  to  deprive  us  of  tlie  power  to  recognize  the  repen- 
tance of  our  fellowman. 


iauii,  i)ie- 
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It  seems  to  ns  from  the  staiulpoint  of  a  Grand  Lodge  which  does  not 
acknowledge  the  diotiine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction,  that  the  proposed 
legiwlatiou  while  not  necesHary  for  us,  in,  and  (!an  only  be  valuable  to 
those  who  hold  to  that  doctruio,  and  then  only  to  the  extent  to  which 
they  desire  to  escape  from  the  evils  of  the  same.  Tt  is  conceded,  ot 
course,  that  each  Gratid  Jurisdiction  hi  sovereign  in  its  own  contines. 
The  only  ground  upon  which  it  is  insisted  we  sliall  be  held  subject  to 
tins  (lucstionable  doctrine  is  not  one  of  right  in  itself,  but  the  comity  of 
Grand  Jurisdictions;  on  the  same  principle  we  should  insist  upon  uni- 
formity with  our  rule  of  residence  (one  year')  from  those  Grand  Lodges 
which  require  ii  lesser  period,  and  should  withdraw  friendly  relations  en- 
tirely from  a  jurisdiction  which  insists  upon  making  masons  at  sight 
without  any  reciuiremeut  as  to  jurisdictional  residence.  Of  course,  with 
the  growth  of  Grand  Jurisdictions  better  and  more  restrictive  methods 
of  governmeut  have  been  evolved  since  the  days  when  the  only  limita- 
tions of  any  kind  were  those  of  sex,  birth,  age,  and  iiaviug  proper  recom- 
mendations. 


It  strikes  us  that  the  great  diflficulty  with  the  proposed  legislation 
lies  in  tliis  fact,  that  the  ballot  once  cnst,  he  who  has  cast  it  is  under  the 
ancient  ol)ligation,  vi/.:  ''Dyskever  thou  not  thyn  owne  dede."  How 
can  the  lodge  which  rejeoteil,  furuisli  to  the  lodge  to  which  the  petition 
is  made  the  grounds  upon  wliich  sucli  rejection  was  made,  without  vio- 
lating what  is  written  in  tiie  lasv  of  nearly,  if  not  quite  all,  the  jurisdic- 
tions of  the  country,  to  wit:  "The  secrecy  of  the  ballot  shall  be  main- 
tained inviolable,  and  no  one  may  indi(!ate  the  character  of  any  vote  by 
him  cast."  I'nuiticails-,  the  provision  simply  amounts  to  six  months  delay 
during  wiiich,  if  he  feels  disjjosed,  the  original  rejector  can  furnish 
reasons  why  a  other  rejection  should  be  made. 


We  shall  be  pleased  to  see  a  disposition  on  the  i)art  of  those  juris- 
diction that  have  been  hide-bound  on  tliis  subject,  to  accede  to  thebroader- 
guaged  views  presented  in  tlie  n^solutions  of  P.ro.  Speed.  We  consider 
them  ft  forward  step  for  the  Grand  I'odic's  iu'retofore  acknowledging 
l)erpetual  jurisdiction,  and  i)elieve  their  ailoi)tion  by  them  will  pave  the 
way  for  that  absolute  justice,  liljerty  and  toleration,  tor  which  masonry 
has  been,  and  .should  be  distinguished. 


Wliicli  ,'ire  my  vii'w.^  on  tlu'  suhjoci:  nr.d  should  l)t'  of  all 
masons  and  (Jraiid  Lodm>s  who  dcsiro  to  see  rio;ht  and  iiisticc 
accorded  to  ''rejected  material." 


We  relnetantly  leave  this  re[)ort.  as  it   is  so   full  of  in- 
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tcvest  jiml  instnictiona  that  wo  should  Hko  to  quote  "ad  lib." 
However,  it  can  only  he  a|)pniciated  by  hein^  read.

THE  Grnnd    liepresentative   System   has  been   abolished. 
The  Grand  Master  reports  the  year  a  prosperous  one, 
and  nniny  of  the  lodges  have  advanced  theii*  niemlx'r- 
ship.      Beautiful  tribute  is  paid  to  the  "fraternal   dead"  of 
their  own  and  sister  jurisdictions. 

Decisions  reported  (19)  involve  no  new  point,  but  I  do 
not  hold  with  No.  5.  "  The  right  to  visit  is  not  inherent, 
whether  to  an  affiliate  or  non -affiliate."  T  was  always  led  to 
I)elieve  and  think  it  not  only  is  sound  in  practice  as  well  as 
masonry  that  a  brother  mason  in  good  .Htandhig  and  without 
ptM  rause.,  cannot  be  refused  admittance  and  consequently  is 
(in  my  opinion)  "inherent." 

What  a  masonic  student  Grand  Master  Staton  must  be, 
I  notice  in  the  Grand  Lecturer's  report  mention  of  "3000 
volumes  on  the  subject  of  masonry  in  the  private  library  of 
Grand  Master  Staton."     This  was  told  to  an  aspiring  young 
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mason  who  r(>contly  ask(Ml  if  many  books  on  the  siihjeot  lunl 
l)een  pnMished.  Tlu'  (rraiid  Ficctiircr  says  ''His  (the  y<»nn^- 
mason's)  oyo  enhirired  and  his  mind  expanded;  hut  a  h)ok  of 
disconra^ement  came  into  his  face,  till  I  told  liim  to  Iiegin 
with  resolution,  that  he  had  a  life  work  before  him." 

Steps  were  taken  to  clehrate  the  lOOth  anniversary  of 
this  (irand  Lodge  — the  first  west  of  the  Allt'ii;haiiies  whitdi 
will  oecurr  in  11)00. 

I  note  the  (^ommittee  on  .lurisprudence  in  their  report 
on  tlu!  Grand  Master's  decisions  say  with  reference  to  decision 
No.  5, — referred  to  hy  me — viz.: 

"  Decision  No.  5.— The  principle  annouuced  by  the  Grand  Master  is 
correct  in  re^^tird  to  non-affili;itod  brethren.  Those  who  do  not  share  the 
burdt-n  of  Freemasonry  are  not  entitled  to  its  benefits.  But,  in  onr 
opinion,  the  ri^bt  of  any  atBljatei^  Mason  in  good  standing  to  visit  any 
lodge  in  the  worlj  is  an  "inherent  right,"  ind  should  be  respected. 
Landmark  No.  22,  in  our  "Book  of  Constitutions,"  provides  that  "A 
Mason  in  good  fellowship  with  some  regular  lodire  may  visit  any  lodge 
not  his  own  when  it  will  not  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  lodge  visited." 
Any  member  of  the  lodge  visited  may  object  to  the  {)resence  of  the  visit- 
ing brother,  and  upon  suoh  objection  being  made  he  should  not  be  ad- 
mitted. But  the  objection,  if  made  without  any  cause  being  assigned, 
doc  "'>t  extend  to  any  other  meeting  of  the  lodge  except  that  at  which 
it  is  made." 

THE  SYSTflM  OP  ORAND  REPRESENTATIVE  ABOIilSHED. 

r.  G.  M.  Clarke,  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  having  considered  so 
much  of  the  Grand  Master's  able  address  as  was  referred  to  it,  respect- 
fully recommends  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master's  recommendations 
for  appointments  of  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky 
near  other  Grand  Lodges. 


This  Committee  is  impressed  with  the  statements  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter in  regard  to  the  system  of  Grand  Representatives.  This  system  finds 
its  origin,  as  this  committee  believes,  neither  in  the  ancient  customs  of 
the  Order,  nor  in  the  necessities  of  the  Craft,  but  in  a  vain  attempt  to 
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follow  the  priKiliccH  of  civil  KovorniiK'ntn.  Tt  fiirtlicr  l)t!lit'v»is  th'.it  tlio 
iutcrcoiirHO  iM^lwccn  (irnntl  l/i>il«t's  ciin  ix'st  be  i-niKliicltHl  t,iiroii^,'li  tiitMr 
Graiul  SecretiirioH.  Tiio  adoption  of  tho  following  rosoIutioiiB  are,  then>- 
foio,  rof'ommoiulcil :

I{cs()li'('(/,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  directed  to  request  the  revo<!a- 
tion  of  all  coramiPBions  to  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges  near 
the  Grand  Lodfje  of  Kentucky.

"  CONCLUSION  " 

The  question  of  "  Perpetual  Jurisdiction"  is  still  an  unsettled  title 
in  Masonic  jurisprudence  and,  we  sincerely  regret,  a  disturbing  element 
in  Masonic  circles.  Except  the  Grand  Representative  Question,  it  is  the 
only  important  subject  of  disagreement  among  Masonic  jurists.    Of  tho 
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latter  \\v  will  nt  tliiw  time  say  riotliini;,  as  tlirrc  is  Utile  prohultilitv  of 
Hciioiis  r(>siilts  wrowiii",' out  of  either  (lie  ciiiillietiiiy  views  or  (liU'ereiit 
praetiiu'K  of  (liUVMoiit  (Irani  l/'t(l>,'es.  'I'lmse,  ho»vever,  wlio  have  at  hear' 
tho  tjooil  iitul  |»ros|)erily  of  the  Craft  f.ii  not  with  e  >in|)laeen(!y  view  t'  ^ 
progress  of  the  discussion  of  the  first,  aeeeiit  lated  as  it  friMpiently  is  with 
a<!riuiony,  without  apj)reh.»nsion  for  tho  futurt*  peaee  and  harmony  of 
tho  Order. 

Without,  therefou",  indul^jiny;  ui  iloj;nuitie  Htatemeiit  of  o|)inion,  and 
diselaiiniu'^' any  purpose  other  than  the  promotion  of  harmony  amony 
IhoHe  "amouj,' whom  no  contontion  should  ever  exist,  best  that  iioiile 
tiont.^idlon,  or  ratluu'  emula  ion,  (tf  wiio  i^iii  best  work  and  best  a^^ne,'' 
wo  ask  consideraticui  of  the  foliowiuj,'  calm  and  dispassionate  co  sidura 
tion  of  this  Hubjecit.

^Ve  li  dd,  and  in  the  conclusion  to  our  report  last  year  endeavoured 
to  show,  that  within  its  territorial  bounds  every  Oraud  Lodye  is 
suprenu';  that  tho  authority  of  none  other  could  be  recocrnizetl  therein, 
and  that  the  law  promulgated  thereby  i)rescribiiij,'  the  qualilicati'jus  of, 
and  pToverninff  the  conferiin;,' of  diV!,fr(>es  on  candidates,  and  the  restric- 
tions laid  on  lod^'es  in  th(>  exercisii  of  tliis  fum^tion,  was  ex.  ihcissildlc  n  i^ 
all  the  law  t'lat  existed  or  could  exist  within  such  territory  on  that 
aiibjoct,  and  as  a  corolhiry  thereto,  every  Mason  legally  made,  where 
made,  is  a  INIason  everywhere. 

The  statements^of  these  propositicjiia  at  once  put  the  adherents  of 
the  .doctrines  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  on  the  defensive,  .as  well  as 
answers  ett'ectually  the  ar<,niments  on  which  they  have  relied,  as  will 
appear  from  the  further  examination  of  those  uryumeuts.      The  truth  is 
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there  muat  be  a  denial  of  these  axioniutic  truths  before  ih^  can  be  u 
disousHion  of  thiH  question  at  all:  aud  it  is  further  true  that  every  argu- 
ment in  support  of  this  dootrmc  is  virtually  huuIi  a  denial,  .-md,  there- 
fore, each  of  such  aryuments  ih  its  own  best  reputation,  for  it  would  be 
quite  as  euay  to  prove  that  tmngs  which  are  equal  to  the  same  thi  gs 
are  not  equal  to  each  other,  or  that  the  whole  is  not  the  sum  of  its  parts, 
as  to  prove  that  a  thing  lefflilly  lione  when  done  is  not  legal  everywhere. 

The  solution  of  a  proposition  inexorably  requires  that  every  condi- 
tion of  the  propositioTi  shall  be  met.  Let  us  then  apply  this  propopitioji 
to  each  of  the  artjuments  in  support  of  this  doctrine,  and,  incidentally, 
it  will  be  observed  that  its  friends  are  by  no  meaus  agreed  among  them- 
selves as  to  the  grounds  of  wa  support. 

It  has  with  some  ingenmitA  Ijeen  urged  tha:  the  jirrisdiction  does 
not  attach  to  the  rejecting  lodgt  out  to  the  brotiier  who  (saai  the  nega 
tive  ball,  while  the  lodge  of  wiaitn  he  i.s  a  member  only  au]iportH  the  juriH- 
diction  thus  acquired  Viy  the  (iliititreutiug  member,  and,  therefore,  no  other 
lodge  can.  without  his  consent,  c«mfei-  the  degrees  upon  that  candidate. 
In  oppoBCti'jn  to  this  it  is  ortxperl)-  urged  that  even  the  rejecting 
lodge  could  not  confer  the  deere-  upon  the  candidate,  if  this  be  true, 
witliout  the  conHent  of  tiie  menibe'-  who  cast  the  black  bnll,  and,  as  the 
ballot  is  secret,  it  would  be  itupostiioie  to  determine  with  certainty  who 
this  member  waa,  therefore  the  re.]«!eted  candidate  could  netver  l;»e  made 
a  Mason.  But  suppose  that  rejec:ied  caudidatt-  should,  subHWjuent  to 
such  rejection,  remove  to  anothe-  lurisdiction  aud  there  be  made  a 
Mason  in  .'?rner  conformity  to  the  mum  of  that  jurisdiction,  the  thing 
being  legally  done  where  doue,  will  necessarily  ti^  legal  everywhere?  If 
so,  it  is  falacioos  to  liontend  that  liy  the  act  of  -aHfeiug  a  black  ball  the 
member  castmg  it  acquired  a  perpetual  jurisdieaiou  over  the  candidate 
who  tli^eby  ■was  rejected. 

Again  :  By  some  friends  of  this  tiBotrine  it  is  inconsiderately  urged 
that  the  rejection  of  a  candidate  by  a  lodge  gives  to  such  candidate  a 
status.  We  hardly  think  it  will  be  nerionsly  contended  that  one  not  a 
Mason  can  have  a  Masonic  status— a  Masonic  standing  (from  vto,  to 
stand).  On  the  contrary,  the  rejection  by  the  lodge  of  a  candidate  is 
the  denial  by  .hat  lodge  of  a  Masonic  status  to  that  candi  late.  By  his 
application  hd  souglit  a  Masonic  status,  and  by  its  rejection  the  lodge 
refused  him  !  Masonic  status.  But  admit  the  converse  of  the  proposition 
to  be  true,  by  which  authority  it  is  contended  that  the  status  (Minferred 
by  rejection  is  a  fixed  status  ?  Ihe  candidate  might,  by  the  law  of  that 
jurisdiction,  apply  after  the  lapse  of  a  certain  period,  for  .,  change  of  his 
status  ;  then,  having  removed  to  another  jurisdiction,  and  having  reBided 
there  the  time  required  by  its  laws,  why  may  he  not  i'pply  to  one  of  its 
lodges  Tor  a  change  of  his  status,  and  if  he  does  do  so,  aud  is  initiated  in 
strict  conformity  to  the  laws  of  that  jurisdiction,  will  he  not  be  legally 
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made  a  Mason  therein,  and  is  any  one  prepared  to  argue  that  a  thing 
legally  done,  where  done,  is  not  legal  everywhere  ? 

Further  :  It  is  argued  that  the  fact  of  a  citizenship  enters  in  no 
manner  into  this  question  ;  that  the  Masonic  Order  is  an  Inslilnd'uti,  and 
those  who  seek  affiliation  with  it  are  subject  to  its  laws.  This  is  true, 
but  it  is  also  true  that  it  is  an  institution  governed  in  different  i)laces  by 
different  Grand  Lodges,  each  supreme  in  its  juriadicticm,  and  each  hav- 
ing laws  differing  widely  in  many  respects.  If,  therefore,  a  thing  be  done 
under  the  law  of  this  institution  as  administered  in  one  place,  being 
legally  done  tlcrj,  will  it  not  be  legal  wherever  this  institution  exists  ? 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  show  that  a  candidate  exercises  the  right 
of  selection  when  he  petitions  a  Masonic  Lodge,  and,  therefore,  is  bound 
by  his  choice.  Says  one  learned  writer  :  "  If  the  applicant  selects  the 
lod^e  to  which  he  applies  for  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and 
voluntarily  makes  his  application,  and  the  lodge  takes  jurisdiction  of  his 
api)lication,  it  also  takes  jurisdiction  of  the  applicant,"  etc.,  but  it  is  well 
known  to  all  Masons,  and  ought  to  be  known  to  the  "  youngest  Entered 
Apprentice,"  that  the  candidate  has  no  choice  in  this  matter.  He  must 
either  petition  the  lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  lives,  or  he  must 
secure  a  waiver  of  jurisdicti  'n  from  that  lodge.  Hut  if  it  were  true  that 
he  may  select  the  lodge  to  which  he  wishes  to  make  application,  and  is 
by  that  lodge  rejected,  if  he  is  afterward  made  a  Mason  by  another  lodge 
in  another  jurisdiction  and  the  thing  was  legally  done  where  done,  it 
will  be  legal  everywhere. 

It  jippears  to  us  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  further  exemplify  the 
applicati(m  of  this  principle.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  it  fully  answers 
every  proposition  advanced  in  behalf  of  perjjetual  jurisdiction.  The  friends 
of  this  doctrine,  failing  to  sustain  it  by  argument,  have  resorted  to  that 
other  argument  known  among  logicians  as  prtilio  priiiripii,  and  have 
insisted  that  it  should  be  recognized  on  the  principle  of  roniUij,  which 
is  equivalent  to  saying,  that  while  the  doctrine  can  not  be  sustained  on 
principle,  yet  our  (inind  Lodges  having  declared  in  favor  thereof,  other 
Grand  Lodges  ought  in  courtesy  to  recognize  it;  but  comity,  as  well  as 
exact  justice,  requires  that  because  a  thing  legally  done  where  done  is 
legal  everywhere,  a  Mason  legally  maile  where  made  should  bo  recog- 
nized as  a  Mason  everywhere,  and  therefore  it  is  impossible  tliat  juris- 
diction over  a  rejected  candidate  can  result  in  favor  of  a  rejecting  lodge 
for  one  moment  after  the  caiididaate  has  become  subject  to  the  laws  of 
a  jurisdiction  which  authorizes  him  to  petition  any  lodge  within  whose 
jurisdiction  he  lives. 

To  evade  the  force  of  this  conclusion  the  second  definition  snpnt 
was  invented,  viz.,  that  the  rejection  by  a  lodge  resulted  in  the  per- 
petunl  disqualification  of  such  rejected  candidate.  Not  only  does  the 
principle  with  which  we  have  so  effectually  answered  all  other  argu- 
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mentB  in  favor  of  this  cloiitririo  (,'onclnsively  prove  the  fallacy  of  tluB 
proposition,  Ijut  the  law.s  of  those  (Jrand  Lodges  which  hold  to  the 
doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisd'ctiou  most  tenaciously,  deny  itn  truth.  If  a 
candidate  were  perpetually  dis(iualified  by  being  once  rejected,  ex  ri 
trr)nin>,he  could  never  be  initiated,  not  even  by  the  lodge  which  re- 
jected him. 

The  contention  is  made  that  the  rejection  of  a  candidate  lenders 
him  unworthy;  that  he  can  not  be  initiated  so  long  as  that  unworthi- 
uess  remains;  and  tha!;  no  other  than  the  lodge  which  rejected  him  can 
take  cognizance  of  an  application  fur  the  removal  of  this  objection  or 
disqualification.  We  believe  that  no  argument  on  this  subject  which 
has  come  to  our  attention  has  more  in  it  of  sophistiy  or  less  of  merit. 
It  is  objectionable  because  the  rejection  of  a  raiuliddlc  docs  iivc  render 
him  uumort/iij.  A  black  ball  cannot  change  right  into  wrong,  good  into 
bad,  or  worthiness  into  unworthiness.  If  a  candidate  is  an  upright, 
moral  man,  and  is  worthy  the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  fcUowmen, 
every  black  ball  in  the  lodge  to  which  he  may  apply  can  not  change  the 
facts.  The  rejection  of  a  candidate  implies  nothing  more  than  at  least 
one  member  of  that  lodge  objects  to  his  being  made  a  rias-.)!:.  Then 
why  shtmld  not  another  lodge  in  anotlier  jurisdicti(m  initiate  that  flam*" 
candidate,  if  under  the  law  of  that  jurisdiction  he  be  eligible,  and  after 
an  investigation  he  is  found  to  the  satisfaction  of  that  lodge  that  he  is 
worthy?  Confidently  we  answer,  no  reason  can  be  found.  His  making, 
then,  being  legal  where  nuide,  it  is  legal  everywhere. 

We  will  pursue  this  inquiry  but  one  step  further.  Is  it  held  by  any 
one  that  the  rejection  of  an  ai)|)lication  for  atTiliation  or  membership 
gives  to  the  member  who  cast  the  negative  ballot  perpetual  jiirisdictioti 
over  the  applicant?  We  think  not.  Then,  does  it  give  him  a  status 
that  inhibits  his,  under  any  circumstances,  applying  elsewhere  for 
membership?  It  will  not.  we  think,  be  so  urged.  The;i  does  it  follow 
from  the  fact  of  the  Masonic  Order  being  an  inditulion  that  he  (!!m  gain 
lodge  membershij)  only  in  the  lodge  which  rejected  him,  or  by  it«  con- 
sent in  some  other  l(>dge?  We  undertake  to  say  none  will  so  contend. 
Then,  when  a  non-at!iliated  Mason  voluntarily  api)lies  to  a  particular 
lodge  for  membership,  "and  the  lodge  takes  jurisdiction  of  his  applica- 
tion," does  "it  also  take  jurisdiction  of  the  applicant,"  thereby  nmking 
it  impossible  for  him  to  gain  memijership  in  any  other  lodge  without 
its  consent  in  (;asa  it  rejects  him?  None,  we  think,  would  seriously  so 
contentl.  Then  is  he  perpetually  disqualified  by  such  rejection?  None, 
we  presume,  would  say  so.  Then,  would  such  rejection  render  him 
univorlliy,  and  thereby  make  it  impossible  for  him  to  become  a  member 
of  any  lodge  while  that  unworthiness  remains,  and  which  no  other 
lodge  can  remove  except  the  lodge  which  fixed  it  on  him?  We  believe 
that  none  will  be  found  to  support  such  a  proposition.  What,  then, 
is  the  difference,  and  why  is  it  that  a  lodge  rejecting  acadidate  for  iuitiu- 
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tion  seciiies  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  him,  but  a  lodge  rejecting  the 
application  of  a  non -affiliate  for  membership  does  not  obtain  perpetual 
jurisdiction  over  him?  We  leave  to  the  ingenuity  of  others  the  answer. 
We  are  fully  persuaded  that  inter-Grand  Lodge  harmony  can  be  main- 
tained upon  no  other  ground  than  the  recognition  by  every  Grand 
Lodge  of  this  prii  ciple,  viz.,  That  wliicli  in  hgally  done  where  done,  is 
leyal  everywhere.

I>r().    ]*!icknood's    views    in    '-  (rrand    Representatives  " 
meet  with  my  ap[)roval: 

In  June  last,  complaint  was  made  that  some  Lodge  had  disregarded 
the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order,  by  making  more  than  Jive  Master 
Masons  at  one  and  the  same  communication  of  the  Lodge. 

I  give  the  question  ma(!h  careful  study,  with  the  aid  of  the  best 
counsel  I  <  ould  obtain.  The  opinicm  I  arrived  at  was  of  such  importance 
that  1  deemed  it  prudent  to  submit  the  (luestion,  together  with  my  ruling 
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to  the  Oommitteo  on  Miiaonic  Liiw  and  .Turisprudonce,  before  promul- 
jjatinj,'  tlie  same.  I  am  pleased  to  announce  it  met  with  upprovul 
of  tliat  Committee.    Tuo  ruhn^'  is  as  follows  : 

"  The  ijiK  stion  as  to  the  number  of  candidates  for  degrees  in  Masonry 
that  m(ty  be  admitted  into  the  lodge  and  have  the  degrees  conferred 
uptm  them,  '  (U  one  (ind  the  s(niic  Ibnc'  as  expressed  in  some  old  Reguhr 
ciona,  is  not  determined  by  '  ancient  nsages,"  nor  is  it  a  '  landmark.' 
'Ancient  usages'  ami  'landuuirks'  refer  to  matters  that  are  of  the  essence 
of  the  body  of  'Free-masonry  '  which  permit  ueitlier  'change'  nor  '  inno- 
vation;' the  question,  how  mnny  may  be  admitted  for  initiating,  passing 
or  raising  <il  Ihc.  sidiic  /iinf,  or  (U  the  stime  connnniiicdtion,  is  matter  of 
form  and  detail  and  msiy  be  the  subject  of  legislation. 

"  Tlie  words  'o«(  dwl  Uir  same  fhnc,'  used  by  nearly  all  the  author- 
ities, do  not  mean  'at  the  same  meeting,'  and  if  they  wore  to  be  lield  to 
constitute  an  ani'ient  usage  or  landmark.  I  would  hold  tliat  the  words 
mean  not  nu)re  than  Jii'r  persons  sliall  be  introiluccd  into  the  Lf)dge 
and  have  the  degrees  conferred  on  tliem  tof/rfhi'r,  'at  one  and  the  same 
time,'  without  restricting  the  number  that  might  be  introduced  sw'ccss- 
ivcJy  at  the  same  meeting.  While  it  is  true  that  the  Committee  on 
Woiks  has,  at  times,  given  the*  above  quoted  expressions  a  strict  meaning, 
there  has  never  been  any  definite  legislation  on  the  qiieation  inthisjuris- 
di<'tion,  except  that  contained  \n  Kdirl  42,  to  the  enforcement  of  which 
the  (J rand  Master  was  expressly  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  (iraud 
I.  )i]^e  ni  \ts  last  AiuiiKil  ('(H)unuiii<'«/i()/i,  to  the  etTect  'that  all  Lodges 
ar(^  strictly  forbidden  to  confer  the  tirst  section  of  the  Jirst  and  scronil 
i/(;/)r( s,  and  thejirs/  and  scconil  section  of  third  degree,^  on  more  than 
one  candidate  at  the  same  time.' 

•'This  provision  is  ample  to  preserve  the  purity  and  dignity  of  the 
Work  of  the  Degrees,  and  imposes  the  only  restriction  on  the  Lodges  in 
this  jurisctiction,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  proceed  in  initia- 
ting, passing  or  raising  candidates. 

"Subject  to  the  restrictions  and  conditions  of  this  Edirt  only, 
there  is  no  limitation  in  this  jurisdiction  as  to  the  number  of  candidates 
upon  wliom  the  Lodges  may  confer  degrees  of  Masonry  succcssive/i/,  at 
one  and  the  same  meeting." 

(The  above  ruling  was  subniittcd  to  and  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence.) 

ORANO  REI>I{ESKNTATIVE8. 

In  reference  to  Grand  Representatives,  I  oau  not  ignore  the  senti 
ment  which  seems  to  be  growing  in  some  of  the  <»rand  Jurisdictions 
against   what   was  thouglit  to   be  a   well  recognized  system  of  (Jrnnd 
Lodge  Representation.    Some  jurisdictions,  I  am  sorry   to  see,   have 
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abolished  it  altogether;  others  make  their  appointments  for  a  fixed  term 
of  years,  with  the  idea.  I  suppose,  to  thereby  stimulate  some  active  evi- 
dence of  the  utility  of  the  system.  While  most  jurisdictions  adhere  to 
the  usage  of  appointing  and  receiving  appointments,  there  seems  to  be 
a  growing  feeling  that  the  whole  system  is  a  useless  and  purposeless  one; 
tiiat  the  representative  represents  nothing,  and  has  neither  duties  nor 
any  expressed  fnnctiono.  and  is  altogether  a  trivial  and  idle  formality. 
While  I  am  willing  to  concede  that  practically  a  (Jrand  Representative 
seems  to  be  without  functions,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  ally  uiyself  with 
those  uirisdictions  who,  less  selfiah,  are  willing  to  admit  that  there  is  a 
meanmg,  at  least,  if  not  a  use,  in  Grand  Lodge  Jiepr<)8entatives. 

I  feel  that  (Iraud  Lodges  are  great  co-equal  sovereignties  which, 
recognizing  no  superior,  hold  within  themselves  the  whole  body  of 
Masonry — co-equally  powerful  and  coextensive  in  Masonic  prerogatives; 
all  bound  to  the  same  traditional  usages,  landmarics,  powers  and  limi 
tations  -peer  and  judge  of  the  others,  and  altogether  throughout  the 
world  they  are  the  body  of  Freemasonry  univerKal  that  knows  no  limi- 
tation of  space,  territoiy,  creed  or  nationality;  having  but  one  lecpiire- 
ment  from  all  who  seek  admission-  a  firm  belief  in  t)ie  existence  of 
God,  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe.  This  being  so,  is  there 
not  at  least  a  fraternal  sentiment  in  Grand  Tjodge  Representatives?  I 
must  say  that  I  never  witness  the  impressive  ceremony  of  our  reception 
at  eacli  Annual  Grand  Communication,  without  feeling  that  1  am  in  a 
manner  in  the  presence  of  those  of  our  brethren  of  other  jurisdictions 
whom  they  rojjresent.  For  ray  heart  feels  lifted  up  on  the  pure  and 
spotless  wing  of  Divine  inspiration  -going  out  to  all  the  brethren  of  the 
brotherhood  ot  Freemasons  of  the  world.  It  is  a  grind  ceremony,  and 
there  certainly  is  a  senlnneiit  of  brotherly  love  in  this  impressive  ex 
change  of  greetings  which  alone  justi(i<\s  the  continuance  of  the  system, 
'rherefore,  I  think  the  system  is  a  part  of  comity  and  fraternal  recog- 
nition between  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  and  almost  essential  to  the 
perpetiuition  of  Fit^>mas(mry  as  the  greatest  and  most  exalted  brother- 
hood among  the  races  of  men. 

TaktMi  us  ii  whole,  liro.  Fellows  address  is  an  able  ex- 
lianstive  document,  full  of  ^ood  advice  and  proves  him  a  very 
eapahle,  paiiistakinjj;  officer  and  Mason,  which  the  Grand 
Lod^e  fully  appreciated  by  re-eleetino;  him  as  their  (trand 
Master.

The  following  on  "Pid)lic  Grand  Honors"  will  be 
new  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  reconnnend  their  adoption 
here. 

PUBLIC    GRAND   HONORS. 

Bro.  Frank  E.  Slkkper  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 
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PoKTUAND,  Muy  3,  1894. 
To  the  M.  W.  (IranU  Lodge  of  Mdinc 

Your  Committee  on  "Public  (irand  Honors,"  which  made  a  partial 
report  in  1890,  presents  the  foUowinR  conclusion  to  the  report  then 
made: 

At  that  time  we  fully  described  the  two  methods  of  ^ivinff  "  Public 
Grand  Honors,"  most  fre»iuently  employed,  which  we  called  "  Mackey  " 
and  "  Macoy '■  methods,  and  we  can  add  but  very  little  to  that  report 
except  recommendations,  which  we  did  not  thea  feel  quite  prepared  to 
make. 

Further  investigation,  howeve",  has  strengthened  the  belief  of  your 
committee  that  so  far  as  use  in  public  on  ocicasions  ol/ur  tlum  funcrdl  is 
concerned,  neither  the  "  Mackey"  nor  the  "Macoy"  method  can  claim 
our  observance  on  account  either  of  ancient  usage  or  of  special  appro- 
priateness. 

We  desire  to  especially  emphasize  the  statement  that  "Public 
Grand  Honors"  should  not  be  confounded  vvith  "Funeral  Grand 
Honors."  The  Mackey  method,  slightly  amended  as  given  on  page  UG 
of  the  Maine  Masonic  Text  Book,  is  especially  appropriate  for  funeral 
services,  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  adopted  as  our  "  Funeral  Grand 
Honors." 

The  "  Macoy  "  method  of  giving  Public  Grand  Honors  is  practiced 
in  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Maine,  and  its  "  three  times 
threo  "  may  be  a  recommendation  there,  but  we  cannot  see  that  it  has 
any  claim  for  recognition  in  a  symbolic  lodge. 

The  Romans  may  have  e.Kpresstd  (ipjirohation  by  a  particular 
manner  of  striking  together  the  hands,  as  do  people  to-day,  but  your 
committee  believes  that  our  Public  Grand  Honors  should  express 
ohedieni'e,  deference  mid  reverence. 

Wo  therefore  prefer,  as  being  more  exi)re8aive  and  more  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Eastern  origin  of  our  rites,  a  method  of  giving  Public 
Grand  Honors  similar  to  that  pnicticod  in  Massachusaets  and  Rhode 
Island,  and  we  recommend  that  in  this  jurisdiction  they  be  given  by 
cn)88ing  the  arms  upon  the  breast,  the  left  uppermost,  the  tips  of  the 
tinge rs  touching  the  points  of  the  shoulders,  and  bowing  three  times 
with  arms  thus  crossed. 

These  Public  Grand  Honors  are  to  be  given  at  publi»-  installations, 
ftwistitution  of  new  lodges,  dedication  of  halls,  laying  of  corner  stones, 
uuu  all  public  occasions  when  Funeral  (xrand  Honors  are  not  eequired.

The  foUowino-  is  the  coiiiuiittei^'s  report  on  tlie  Mississ- 
ippi rules,  and  Wi  citnin  propositi(»n  /v-  •>  Ueliel',''  which 
was  adopted  hy  Grand  Lod<j;e: 

The  Grauil  Ijoilf,'e  of  Marylancl  lias  alwiiys  liukl  to  llio  ductniu'  of 
ao-Ciilled  "perpotiml  jurisdiction  over  rejec^ted  material,"  our  rule  relat- 
iuj?  to  the  subject  boiui,'  as  follows  : 

"33.  Itcsoliril,  That  no  Lodfije  iu  this  juriadiction  shall  be  permitted 
to  receive  the  petition  of  a  candidate  who  has  been  rejected  by  another 
Lodge,  without  the  consent  of  tlie  rejecting  Lodge,  provided  it  be  in 
existence. 

"  :}4.  /ii'solrii/,  That  every  applicant  for  initiation  shall  state  in  his 
petition  whether  he  has  or  lias  not  l)een  rejected  l)y  any  Lodge. 

"lyj.  I{('S()/i'('(l.  That  the  consent  of  the  rejecting  Lodge  shall  be  de- 
termined l)y  a  majority  of  ballots  cast  in  open  Lodge,  and  be  properly 
authenticated  in  writing  over  the  signatures  of  the  W.  Master  and 
Secretary  and  seal  of  the  rejecting  Lodge.     NoroHhc,-,   1S77.^* 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  these  regulations  are  eminently 
wise,  and  are  in  full  harmony  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  (Uir 
fraternity.  And  they  believe,  that  so  far  as  they  ralate  to  rejected 
material  within  the  jurisdiction,  they  are  held  l)y  the  Grand  Lodges 
generally  of  our  country. 

It  would  appear,  however,  that  a  relaxation  of  this  rtile,  is  desired 
by  the  Grand  Lodgti  of  Mississippi  so  far  only  as  it  relates  to  cases  of 
rejected  material  removing  into  another  jurisdiction. 

In  the  language  of  a  distinguished  Hrother  of  an  adjacent  State, 
"Can  it  be  maintained  by  local  contention,  that  if  the  person  (a  rejected 
candidate,)  enter  a  railroad  car  and  ride  a  few  miles  from  home,  crossing 
a  geographical  line  into  another  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction,  he  will 
become  by  this  method  ivor/lii/  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry 
which  were  denied  to  him  where  he  was  known,  and  in  a  Lodge  he 
seleoted  to  make  his  original  application,  is  the  objection  thus  removed':" 

Your  Connnitteo  njtice  with  much  surprise  that  part  of  this  Uule 
which  re(iuires  a  rejecting  liodgc  to  furnish  "  the  grounds  upon  which 
such  rejection  was  made."  How,  we  ask,  coidd  such  a  demand  be  com- 
plied with  ?      And  it  it  could  would  it  not  be  highly  improper  to  do  so  ? 
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Your  CoiiiriiittecMiri)  of  opinion,  that  when  u  luKiiHy  hihI  duly  cou 
Htituteil  LoiIko  liiiH  piisHoil  ii|h)u  the  (luiihficution  iinil  HtiiosH  of  iin  appli- 
cant to  l)ecome  a  tncnibtM'  of  tiie  yroat  Jamil/j  of  Froe  MnHons  and 
prouounctHl  said  applicant  uiitrorf/iij  of  becorainj;  a  nienibor  of  that 
fiutiHij,  no  Lodf^o  m  tho  wide  world  can  lej^ally  and  MuHonit-ally  make 
Haid  applicant  a  Mason  until  that  Hontence  cf  iinworthiness  is  reconHid- 
ered  and  removed  by  the  Lodf^e  to  whom  he  first  applied. 

We  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  n  non  coucurronce  in  ilidc 
No.  1,  proposed  by  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Missiasippi. 

Nor  can  your  Committee  fully  concur  in  Rule  LI,  proposed  by  the 
same  Grand  Ijodge.  A  Lodj,'e  has  the  same  control  a  d  jurisdictitm  over 
its  unfinished  work  that  it  has  over  its  rejecrted  material,  and  therefore, 
no  Lodge  can  properly  or  Mr.souically  (jonfer  the  remaining  degree  or 
degrees  up(m  an  Entered  Api)rentice  of  Fellow  Craft,  unless  tlie  consent 
of  the  Lodge  to  which  they  are  attached  be  first  obtained. 

It  appears  to  your  Commit*:ee  that  the  striking  of  the  name  of  an 
Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  from  the  roll  as  jjroposed,  has  the 
same  effect  as  dropping  from  the  roll  of  the  nsime  of  a  Master  Mason, 
namely,  that  of  «irrest  of  membership,  not  a  surrender  of  jurisdictional 
control  of  the  material  by  a  Lodge. 

We  are,  therefore,  unable  to  recommend  a  concurrence  in  h'ule  II, 
except  the  latter  clause  referring  to  the  conferring  of  degrees  by  one 
Lodge  as  the  proxy  of  another  Lodgt;. 
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We  can  hardly  conceive  it  possible  that  any  Lodge  would  lefuse  to 
give  permission  to  a  sister  Lodge  of  another  jurisdiction  to  confer  the 
remaining  degrees  upon  a  iDori/ii/  Brother  who  has  permanently  removed 
from  its  own  jurisdiction.  While  on  the  contrary,  if  the  Brother  is 
deemed  to  be  imivorfhij  of  advancement,  jurisdictional  control  over  him 
should  ?icver  be  surrendered. 


The  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  is  dated 
October  3rd,  1894,  and  covers  a  proposition  submitted  by  a  Committee 
of  that  (irand  Ijodge,  to  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country,  looking 
to  the  adoption  of  uniformity  in  the  manner  of  bestowing  Masonic  relief, 
and  which  is  as  follows  : 

"  It  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  to  take  care  of  its  own  members  in 
distress  wherever  they  may  be.  In  case  of  its  inability  so  to  do,  this 
duty  devolves  upon  the  (irand  Lodge  fro^?!  which  it  holds  its  charter.  It 
being  understood  that  in  no  case  is  the  Lodge  furnishing  relief  and 
sisking  re-imbursement,  to  go  beyond  actual  necessities,  without  express 
authority  from  the  reimbursing  body." 
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Your  Committee  unheflitatinRly  say,  tlint  the  adoption  of  this  proju)- 
sitioii  wouM  destroy  one  of  tlie  fundauiontal  princi|)loM  of  our  Fraternity, 
.—robbing  Freemasonry  of  one  of  her  brij,'li1e.st  yems,  Charity,  and 
brinf^  our  time  honored  Fraternity  on  a  level  with  the  mutual  benefit 
association  of  the  day. 

It  has  been  our  boast  that  Freemasonry  is  a  universal  fraternity — a 
family  of  friends  and  brothers,  wheresoever  dispersetl,  mutually  l)ound 
one  to  the  other  by  the  most  saered  ties.  Hence,  •'  a  Master  Mason  in 
good  standing  is  justly  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry, 
not  only  while  under  the  jvjrisdiction  of  the  Lodge  which  made  him  a 
Mason,  or  with  which  he  may  have  subsecjuently  affiliated,  l)ut  he  may 
claim  them  of  any  Lodge  in  the  world  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  may 
happen  to  be.  His  Lodge  e.vtends  from  East  to  West  and  from  North  to 
South." 


The  injunction  "  to  help,  aid  and  assist,"  being  no  more  binding 
upon  us  toward  those  of  our  particular  Lodge  than  it  is  towards  the 
distressed  worthy  Brother  who  may  come  to  us  from  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  world. 

This  subject  was  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Masonic 
Congress  held  in  Cliicago  in  the  summer  of  1HW,\  and  after  a  full  and 
able  discussion,  the  following  was  adopted  as  the  conclusion  of  the  Con- 
gress unon  that  subject : 

"The  conclusion  of  the  Congress  is,  that  worthy  Masons  are  entitled 
to  relief  from  Brethren  and  Lodges  wheresoever  they  may  be  found  in 
need  of  relief,  and  that  the  Brethren  or  Lodges  granting  such  aid  are 
not  entitled  to  demand  reimbursement  from  the  Lodges  in  which  they 
hold  their  membershii)  ;  but,  that  when  a  member  of  a  Lodge  is  relieved 
by  another  and  the  tinanoial  situation  of  ins  Lodge  is  su(!h  as  to  permit, 
that  common  courtesy  and  duty  alike  demand  that  it  Hht)uld  reimburse  a 
j)oorer  Lodge  relieving  its  members." 

Believing  this  to  be  the  true  doctrine  bearing  upon  this  subject, 
your  Committee  recommend  a  non-concurrence  with  the  proposition 
recommended  by  the  Grand  jjodge  of  Wistjonsiu. 

The  following  majority  report  on  Grand  Honors  was  submitted: 
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Tn  (he  Maul  Worshipful  (Irund  Lodijc,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Mdri/I'iiid:— 

Your  Committee  to  ascertain  what  are  the  '*  Public  Grand  Honors," 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered  the  subject,  and 
believe  those  adopted  by  Grand  Master  .John  H.  B.  Latrobe  during  his  ad- 
ministration, namely,  clapping  the  liands  three  times,  thrice  repeated; 
are  the  proper  Grand  Honors  to  be  given  on  occasions  of  Pul)lic  cere-

mouies,  and  have  been  usetl  in  this  jurisdiction  at  least  since  that  time: 
These  were  tiie  Pubhc  Honors  used  by  Grand  Muster  John  S.  Tyson 
at  the  hiyinsf  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  and  Court 
House,  Nov.  2l8t,  1882,  and  by  yourself  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  at  the 
laying  of  the  corner  atone  of  the  M.  E.  Church  at  Elkridge,  Sept.  12th, 
1885,  and  by  you  as  Grand  Master,  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Tennant 
monument  at  Prostburg,  June  24th,  1886,  and  of  the  DeKalb  monu- 
ment at  Annapolis,  Aug.  16th,  1886;  also  at  the  laying  of  the  corner 
stone  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Ellicot  City,  Sept.  4th,  1894.  We 
cannot  see  that  the  Funeral  Honors  are,  or  can  be,  appropriate  to  the 
laying  of  a  corner  stone,  unveiling  a  monument,  or  public  dedicatory 
servi'^e;  the  symbolic  significance  of  the  gestures  can  mean  only  what 
the  accompanying  words  imply,  "  we  cherish  his  memory  here;  we 
commend  his  spirit  to  God  who  gave  it,  and  consign  his  body  to  the 
earth." 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Public  Grand  Honors  defined 
by  Grand  Master  Latrghe,  and  promulgated  by  him,  be  continued  as 
the  Honors  to  be  used  on  all  public  occasions,  except  funerals.

Thos.  J.  SiiRYooK,  Esq., 

Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  Maryland: 

Mos/  Wnnthipjul  St7': — The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  whom  you  referred  the  enquiry,  "  What  is  the  correct  mode  of 
giving  the  Public  and  Private  Grand  Honors  of  Masonry?"  being  un- 
able to  concur  in  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  other  members  of  the 
Committee,  respectfully  submits  the  following  as  his  conclusions  upon 
the  subject: 

I  feel  assured,  from  my  own  recollections,  as  well  as  those  of  a 
number  of  old  Brethren  with  whom  I  have  conversed,  that  prior  to 
about  18  to  20  years  ago,  the  Grand  Honors  practiced  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion upon  all  public  occasions,  wore  as  follows: 

"  Raise  the  hands  above  the  head  bringing  the  hands  together,  then 
cross  the  arms  over  the  breast,  the  left  uppermost,  striking  the 
shoulders.  Bring  the  arms  full  lenn'h  and  let  them  fall  upon  the 
thighe." 

But  Grand  Master  Latuorr  towards  the  close  of  his  administration, 
became  possessed  of  the  idea,  that  these  were  fuyicml  (irand  Honors 
and  wore  only  to  be  used  at  the  burial  of  u  deceased  Brother,  and  that 
upon  all  other  public  occasions  the  battery  3x3  should  be  used. 
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Since  which  time  there  has  been  a  great  lack  of  uniformity  in 
giving  the  Honors  in  our  jurisdiction.  Sometimes  upon  occasions  of 
laying  of  corner  stones  and  other  public  ceremonies  (except  funerals,) 
the  Honors  described  have  been  used,  at  others  the  3x3  battery. 

I  understand  that  the  majority  of  the  Committee  concede  the  cor- 
rectuess  of  the  above  statement  of  facts,  and  the  only  real  difference 
between  them  and  myself  is:— they  recommend  a  continuance  of  a 
practice,  which  they  virtually  acknowledge  is  of  modern  origin  in  this 
jurisdiction,  while  I  recr.mmend  a  return  to  the  usage  and  custom 
which  there  is  every  reason  to  believe,  was  followed  by  our  Grand 
Lodge  for  at  least  a  half  century  previously. 

The  honors  described  are  those  which  MACKEYin  his  Encyclopajdin, 
and  Mitchell,  in  his  Common  Law  of  Masonry  give  as  the  Orand 
Honors  of  Masonry  to  be  used  upon  all  public  occasions.  The  only  dif- 
ference between  them  being,  one  commences  with  the  arms  crossed 
over  the  breast,  the  other  with  the  raised  arms. 

Upon  the  authority  of  Past  Grand  Master  Bro.  Frank  Sleeper,  of 
Maine,  who  a  few  years  ago,  devoted  considerable  time  to  the  investi- 
gation of  this  question,  18  of  the  30  jurisdictions,  from  whom  he  re- 
ceived replies  to  his  enquiries  sent  to  them,  use  on  all  public  occasions 
what  he  terms  the  Mackey  system,  while  the  remaining  12  use  the  3x3 
battery,  called  the  Macoy  system,  upon  all  public  occasions,  except 
funerals.  Five  other  jurisdictions  from  whom  he  received  replies  "  have 
Public  Grand  Honors  peculiar  to  themselves." 

Furthermore,  I  have  ascertained  from  an  undoubtedly  reliable 
source,  that  the  Honors  described  are  the  same  that  was  agreed  upon 
as  the  "  Public  Grand  Honors  of  Masonry"  by  the  celebrated  National 
Masonic  Convention  which  assembled  in  our  city  of  Baltimore  in  1843. 

The  result  of  my  somewhat  extended  investigation  has  convinced 
me,  that  there  is,  and  there  should  be,  but  one  kind  of  Public  Grand 
Honors,  as  there  is  but  one  kind  of  Private  Grand  Honors  at  least  in 
each  jurisdiction,  and  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  funeral  Grand 
Honors.  We  bury  a  deceased  Brother  with  the  Houors  of  Masonry 
as  we  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  building  or  unveil  a  statue  with  the 
Honors  of  Masonry. 

As  our  Grand  Lodge  has  ever  prided  itself  upon  having,  and  prac- 
ticing the  work  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1843,  as  well  as  in  its 
adherence  to  the  usages  and  customs  of  the  Fathers  in  Masonry,  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  the  Honors  first  described  be  declared  the 
Grand  Honors  of  Masonry  to  be  usjd  by  the  Craft  in  Maryland  in  the 
performance  of  all  Masonic  labor  in  public. 
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When  used  at  the  funeral  of  a  deceased  Brother,  they  are  to  be  ac- 
companied by  the  words:—"  The  will  of  Ood  is  accomplished,  so  mote  it 
he,'"  Amen.  I  concur  in  that  portion  of  the  majority  report  referring  to 
the  Private  Grand  Honors.  I  would  add  however,  that  in  my  opinion 
the  Private  Grand  Honors  should  be  given  only  at  the  installation  of 
the  Grand  Master,  at  his  official  visitations,  those  of  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  at  the  installation  of 
the  Worshipful  Master.

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The  hnsiiiess  transacted  was  all  of  local  interest.  Con- 
siderable time  was  devoted  to  the  revision  of  Constitution  on 
the  subject  of  "  Initiation  of  Candidates,"  and  from  what  I 
can  see  this  Grand  Lodge  is  a  firm  believer  in  "  perj)etual 
jurisdiction."  One  of  the  enactments  says,  "Any  candidate 
who  shall  within  seven  years  after  removal  from  the  State  be 
initiated  v.x  any  lodge  (without  the  recommendation  from  the 
Master,  Wardens  and  three  memljers  of  the  lodge  he  a])plied 
to  in  Massachusetts),  shall  be  deemed  a  clandestine  Mason, 
and  all  Masonic  intercourse  with  him  is  forbidden." 

A  beautiful  and  impressive  service  on  the  o.'casion  of 
the  "  Consecreation  of  Burial  Lot  and  Dedication  of  Monu- 
ment "  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  Bro.  John  11. 
Coliamore,  is  given  in  extenso. 

Quarterly,  Boston,  12th  December,  5894  ;  stated, 
Baston,  27th  December,  5894.  R.  W.,  Edwin  IJ.  Holmes, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  who  had  (owing  to  the  ill- 
health  6f  the  Grand  Master)  performed  most  of  the  duties 
during  the  past  year.

160  (piestions  of  INFasonic  Law  were  decided. 

The  Special  (committee  in  the  "Wisconsin  Tniform 
Relief  System,"  reported,  vi/: — 

To  the  Orand  Lodf/c  : 

Your  Coininittee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  CJrand 
Ma  ter's  aldress  as  rehites  to  a  communicatioi  from  tiie  Grand  Lodyc 
of  Wisconain  iu  relation  to  a  iiuiform  system  of  Masonic  leliof,  bey 
leave  to  report  thnt  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration.  The 
question  presents  some  ditliculties  to  its  solution  in  the  adverse  views 
held  by  the  jurisdictions  of  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  upon  the  scope  and 
limitations  of  Masonic  Charity.  The  communication  relates  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  has  always  recognized  and  acted  upon  the 
principle  that  each  lodge  under  its  jurisdiction  should  take  care  of  its 
own  members  ir/icrcivr  they  might  be  und  whenever  they  have  been  un- 
able to  do  so,  toe  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  has  come  to  their  aid. 
They  now  ask  the  adoption  by  this  Grand  Lodge  ot  the  following  propo- 
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sition:  "  It  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  to  take  care  of  its  own  members 
in  distress,  wherever  they  may  be.  In  case  of  its  inability  so  to  do,  this 
duty  devolves  upon  the  Grand  Lodye  from  which  it  holds  its  charter.  It 
being  understood  that  in  no  case  is  the  lodge  furnishing  relief  and  ask- 
ing reimbursement  to  go  beyond  actual  necessities  without  express 
authority  from  the  reinibursii  g  body." 

The  matter  of  relief  being  thus  made  compulsory  and  in  opposition 
to  the  principles  so  often  expressed  in  ap|)rove:l  decisions  of  the  (irand 
Masters  of  Michigan,  that  the  question  of  aid  is  not  a  compulsory  one, 
that  each  Mason  is  bound  to  give  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  and  no 
more;  that  a  lodge  to  which  a  brother  belongs  is  not  liable  upon  the 
claim  of  another  lodge  For  money  furnished  such  brother  while  sick  and 
destitute  in  the  locality  of  another  lodge.  In  short  that  the  duty  to  aid 
a  distressed  brother  is  bounded  by  his  necessities  and  the  ability  of  his 
lodge,  and  that  the  f)bligatiou  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  a  distressed 
worthy  brother  as  far  as  his  necessity  may  require  and  my  ability  permit 
without  material  injury  to  myself  or  family,  has  a  literel  meaning  of  the 
force  and  authority  of  a  landmark. 

While  in  theory  the  domain  of  Masonic  charity  is  as  boundless  as 
the  Universe,  yet  organized  benevolence  as  represented  by  Masonic 
Lodges,  must  of  necessity  be  limited  by  such  conditions  as  experience 
has  shown  to  be  necessary  to  their  perpetuity,  unlimited  opportunity  is 
followed  logically  by  unlimited  liability. 

While  the  principles  advocated  by  our  brethren  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Wisconsin  may  in  some  respects  seem  more  broad  than  our 
own,  your  committee  is  not  willing  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  estab- 
lished theory  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  administration  of 
its  Masonic  charities.  Even  if  it  could  agree  upon  some  plan  of  union 
with  tlie  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  which  would  be  devoid  of  the 
difficulty  attending  the  enforcement  of  an  agreement  between  two 
sovereign  Grand  bodies  of  non-concurrent  jurisdiction.  Your  committee 
therefore  reports  back  the  communication  without  recommendation  and 
ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

lirother  John  W.  McGrath.  chairman  of  frnrispriidence 
Committee,  submitted  further  reports  as  follows; 
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To  the  M.  W.  (h-awl  Lo<l(je,  F.  &  A.  M. 

Your  committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  whom  was  referred  the 
annexed  communicatiou  relating  to  personal  jurisdiction  over  rejected 
material  and  unfinished  work  moving  into  other  jurisdictions,  cannot 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  rules  suggested. 

The  proposed  regulations  are  opposed  to  what  is  the  well  lettered 
and  long  established  rule  in  this  State  on  the  subject. 

Lodges  have  no  means  of  knowing  officially  the  grounds  upon 
which  rejections  are  made.  Under  our  regulations  a  brother  casting  a 
ballot  is  not  permitteii  to  disclose  the  color  of  his  ballot,  much  less  his 
reason  for  casting  a  black  ball. 

There  is  little  practical  ditlicmlty  in  the  n)atter.  l^odges  are  rarely 
factious  iu  regard  to  release  personal  jurisdiction  and  where  ii  lodge  re- 
fuses to  relense  personal  jurisdiction  over  rejected  material,  it  is  very 
good  evidence  that  the  material  should  not  be  admitted.

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  whom  was  referred  the  uceom- 
panyiug  resolution,  would  most  respectfully  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  fjeneral  rule  relative  to  the  physical  qualifications  of  applicants, 
laid  down  by  G.  M.  Allen  in  1860  (Decision  No.  10,  Digest  p.  197)  and 
since  approved,  is  that  if  a  candidate  has  the  physical  ability  to  assume 
the  positions  necessary  to  receive  and  communicate  the  work,  he  is 
physically  qualified  to  receive  the  degrees.  Decisions  No.  7,  H,  9,  Di;,'est 
p.  197. 

We  are  aware  that  a  number  of  decisions  have  since  bten  made 
which  are  in  conflict  with  the  resolution  here  presented  but  these  decis- 
ions and  the  rule  above  referred  to  are  in  conflict. 

Notwithstanding  said  decisions,  the  question  is  presented  to  every 
succeeding  Grand  Master  and  it  will  continue  to  be  presented  until  the 
end  of  time  unless  the  Grand  Lodge  ahall  lay  down  a  rule  which  is  con- 
sistent with  esoteric  teachings  of  Masonry.  The  Masonic  fraternity  will 
not  lie  down  so  long  as  its  jurisprudence  conflicts  with  its  ethics,  ''he 
Grand  Lodge  for  nearly  fifty  years  instructed  tiie  newly  made  M.  M.  how 
he  should  wear  his  apron,  but  neither  candidate  or  any  other  M.  M.  ever 
thereafter  wore  his  apnm  as  directed.  The  quesstiou  carae  up  at  every 
school  of  instruction  which  had  been  held  and  would  not  down  until  the 
work  was  harmonized  with  the  universal  practice. 

We  teach  a  candidate  at  the  very  threshold  of  Masonry  that  it  is  the 
internal  and  not  the  external  qualifications  of  a  man  that  should  recom- 
mend him  to  be  made  a  Mason.  We  should  either  change  the  work  so 
BS  to  read  that  an  excellent  physique  is  an  essential  qualification  for- 
admission  and  that  more  attention  will  be  paid  to  that,  than  other  consid- 
eration, or  we  should  conform  our  jurisprudence  to  our  ethical  teachings 

The  fraternity  will  always  regard  as  the  supreme  authority  the  priu 
ciples  which  underlie  our  moralistic  system  and  decisions  which  coufiict 
therewitli  will  fail  to  receive  the  moral  support  of  the  craft. 

T  here  must  be  no  seggregaiion  of  our  jurisprudence  and  the  written 
or  unwritten  principles  which  lie  at  the  root  of  our  system.  Its  ethical 
thought  must  control  not  only  its  legislation  but  it  must  permeate  its 
jurisprudence.  In  operative  Masonry  extreme  caution  as  to  physical 
qualifications  was  jtroper,  but  the  reason  for  the  rule  has  no  application 
to  the  practice  of  speculative  Masonry  and  the  rule  should  therefore  be 
relaxed. 
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The  report  was  adopted  iilmost  unanimoiiBly  by  Grand  Lodge  and 
hereafter  tho  loss  of  one  eye,  the  otlier  being  good,  is  not  a  disciiinliflca- 
tion  in  Micliigan.

(t.  M.,  who  spoke  on  the  '"  Anti  Masonic  excitement  and  its 
effects  on  Masonry,  |)()litical  and  social  ;  "  l*.G.M.,  John  W. 
Champlin  chose,  "The  Ancient  Landmarks  of  Masonry." 
Extracts  could  not  do  justice  to  these  ahle  contrihutions  to 
Masonic  literature  and  only  regret  I  cannot  give  them  in 
their  entirety.

(irand  Lodge  having  been  carried  out,  the  assemblage  dispersed  and  the 
first  fifty  years  of  this  Grand  Lodge  had  passed  into  history.

Au  exiimination  of  the  Htatistical  reports  of  the  Heveral  (/rand 
fiodyf  s  reveals  the  yratifyiiiy  fact,  that  uotwithHtandiuy  tlio  dcpiesHed 
tinancial  condition  of  our  country  for  the  past  year,  our  Ki'anil  institutinn 
hiia  been  marcliin>^  steadily  forward,  and  a  substautial  ^jrowtii  .md  ^rati- 
fyiny  increase  of  membership  is  noticed  in  every  direction. 

Some  of  the  principal  topics  of  di8(!U8Hion  amou^  reporters  and  in  the 
Grand  Lodjjes,  have  been  Masonic  Homes,  the  question  of  poipetual 
jurisdiction,  the  ^rand  re])re8eritative  system,  and  the  position  of  the 
saloon  keeper  in  Masonry. 

MASONIC  HOMK8. 

No  single  question  seems  to  be  occu [lying  the  attention  of  Masonry 
in  America  at  the  present  time  moro  than  the  one  of  Masonic  Homes. 
Whether  or  not  it  is  advisable  for  (ii'and  Ijodye.s,  as  such,  to  engage  in 
estiibliahing  and  maintaining  those  institutions  ;  whether  those  alrcwly 
built  and  dedicated  to  the  work  of  Masonic  Charity  shall  be  controlled 
directly  by  Grand  Lodges  or  by  private  assoc^iations  ;  whether  they  sliall 
be  maiutiiined  by  a  certain  amount  of  per  capita  dues  Hi)plied  directly  to 
that  purpose,  or  depend  entirely  upon  the  voluntary  support  of  the  craft 
These  questions  are  being  discussed  pro  and  con.  Some  of  the  brightest 
Masons  in  ihe  country  are  speaking  and  wriliug  upon  both  sides  of  each 
of  these  proposition  ,  and  there  exists  a  wi  ie  diversity  of  opinion  in  the 
matter,  each  side  arguing,  with  an  honest,  earnest  belief  in  the  correct- 
ness of  the  position  taken  and  witii  a  sincere  belief  that  the  best  results 
and  most  good  will  be  derived  from  the  particular  plan  laid  down.  In 
our  own  jurisdiction,  with  a  beautiful  and  commodious  Home  completed 
and  now  giving  a  comfortable  home  to  twenty-five  or  thirty  worthy 
inmates,  the  question  of  its  permanent  8U{)port  is  yet  problematicid. 
Altliough  Grand  Lodge  is  appropriating,  from  year  to  year,  such  sums 
as  its  financial  condition  will  warrant,  for  the  temporary  8Ui)i)ort  of  the 
home,  no  acceptable  plan  has  yet  been  devised  for  its  perniiiiient  main- 
tenance. The  writer,  however,  has  au  abiding  faith  in  the  great  heart  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity  of  Michigan,  and  confidently  believes  that  this 
great  monument  of  fraternal  charity  will  not  be  allowed  to  fail,  but  that 
out  of  the  discussion  concerning  its  support,  plans  will  be  evolved,  ample 
in  their  provisions,  just  to  the  members  of  the  craft,  and  honorable  to 
Michigan  Masonry.  If  this  could  be  accomplished  at  the  present  ses8if)n 
of  (}rand  Lodge,  it  would  seem  a  most  tit  rounding  out  of  our  first  half 
century,  and  a  crown  upon  the  head  of  Michigan  Masonry  whose  glitter- 
ing jewels  would  shine  with  constantly  increasing  lustre  as  the  ages 
come  and  go. 
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PKUI'UTl'AI-   .lUKIsniOTION. 

This  subject  is  receiviuy  (lonsiderable  attention  from  the  thinking 
minds  in  Masonry.  Simie  jurisdictions,  our  own  among  the  number, 
hold  that  on(!H  a  petitioner  is  rojecjted  Ijy  a  Lodge,  he  can  never  become 
ft  Masim  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  thus  rejecting  him  A  man 
may  remove  to  another  State  and  achieve  high  and  lionorablo  distinction, 
but  he  is  debarred  from  the  benefit  of  Masonry  uidess  the  Lodge  to 
which  he  once  petitioned  shall  consent  to  release  its  jurisdiction  over 
him.  Some  jurisdictiims  deny  the  justice  of  this  position  and  provides 
that  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  a  rejection  becomes  null  and  void  and 
the  applicant  is  free  to  petition  elsewhere.  This  has,  in  some  instances 
given  rise  to  warm  discussions,  and  sonioiines  strained  relations  between 
sister  grand  jurisdictions.  During  the  i.'frL  yoar  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mississippi  formulated  a  set  of  rules  regarding  this  (luestion  and  submit- 
ted them  to  all  American  Grand  Lo.^es,  a;ikiug  their  adoption,  to  the 
end  that  Masonic  law  as  relates  t  ohis  particiTlar  question,  might  be 
made  uniform  throughout  this  country.  This  matter  has  eome  before 
many  of  the  Grand  f^odges,  and  some  have  accepted  and  others  have 
rejected  the  proposition,  so  the  matter  still  remains  in  about  its  former 
condition.  The  writer  believes  that  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
and  tiiat  the  time  will  come  when  there  will  be  this  dosired  uuiformity 
of  law  upon  this  question. 

(iRANI)   RRPKKSENTATIVKS. 

Much  discussion  is  taking  place  relative  to  the  utility  of  continuing 
the  representative  system  between  (Jrand  Lodges.  Two  or  three  Grand 
Lodges  have  abandoned  that  system  during  the  past  year,  as  being  no 
longer  of  any  benefit,  and  sometimes  leading  to  unfriendly  correspon. 
deuce  between  jurisdictions,  and  some  others  are  now  considering  the 
matter  with  a  view  to  future  action.  Our  own  Grand  Lodge  has  thus 
far  seen  no  reason  to  wish  to  discontinue  the  system,  and  the  somewhat 
extended  correspondence  last  year  with  Brother  Christian  Dam,  our 
representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Peru,  which  was  published  in 
last  year's  proceedi.  gs,  demonstrated  the  fact  that  in  this  instance  the 
system  was  productive  of  much  good,  and  that  our  representative  at 
Peru  was  a  Ihoii  good  fellow  to  have  there.  His  actions  as  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Grai.d  Lodge  of  Michigan  have  received  the  unqualified 
commendation  of  many  of  the  writers  on  correspondence  and  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  at  certain  times  much  good  can  result  from  the 
representative  system. 

THE   HAV^ON. 

A  questicm  that  is  assuming  considerable  proportions  in  many 
American  Grand  Lodges  is  "Shall  saloon  keepers  be  recognized  as 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  Masonry  ?  "     Our  own   Cirand-  Lodge  has 
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deemed  it  wise  to  place  this  mntter  entirely  in  the  hands  of  its  subordin- 
ate Ij()ds,'es  and  their  members,  leaviny  it  to  be  decided  in  ejvch  individual 
case  by  the  use  or  non-use  of  the  black-ball,  without  enacting  any  pro- 
vision of  law  either  prohibiting  or  permitting  the  saloon  keeper  to  be  a 
Mason  in  good  standing  Many  other  (irand  Lodges,  howbver,  are  tak- 
ing advanced  ground  upon  this  question  and  enacting  laws  absolutely 
prcihibiting  the  owners  of,  or  clerks  in  saloons  from  becoming  members 
of  Masonic  Lodges,  and  this  sentiment  seems  to  be  growing  in  the 
country.  Several  other  secret  and  fraterujil  orders  have  passed  similar 
laws  and  banished  the  saloon  keeper  from  their  organizations,  and  the 
question  is  being  more  and  more  frequently  asked,  "  Can  Masonry  afford 
to  be  behind  other  orders  on  this  great  moral  question  ':"'  The  writer 
believes  that  as  the  sentiment  grows  in  that  direction,  more  stringent 
regulations  will  be  enacted,  and  that  Masonry  will  be  found  takiig  a 
more  advanced  position  ui)on  this  (luestion,  represented  by  the  first  of 
the  four  cardinal  virtues  in  which  now  made  Masons  are  always 
instructed.  The  discussion  of  these  and  kindred  (luestions  by  Masonic 
writers  cannot  fail  of  having  an  elevating  effect  upon  the  institution, 
tending,  as  it  does,  to  lead  the  thoughts  of  the  craft  unto  high  aiid  noble 
channels  and  to  inspire  them  with  a  desire  to  think  and  act  more  and 
more  in  accordance  vvitli  the  teachings  of  our  beloved  institution  and  to 
develope  in  them  a  constantly  increasing  desire  tor, further  liijiil.

The  foUoi^'ing  is  novel,  and  will  he  of  interest,  as  being 
the  first  "at  sicrht  "  I  have  seen  recorded,  and  a  snbiect  on 
which  thei'c  has  been  such  a  diversity  of  opinion. 

MAKING  A  MASON    AT  SIGHT. 

On  June  Ist,  at  Hea,  in  Ship  Island  Harbor,  anil  within  the  State  of 
Mississippi,  by  virtue  of  the  hiyh  power  in  me  vested,  as  (irand  Master 
of  Masons,  in  and  for  the  State  of  Mississippi,  T  or^jani/ed  and  opened  a 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  composed  of  the  f(  'lowing  mem- 
bers :

S .  L  Solomon,  P.  M.  of  Lauderdale  Lodge,  No.  3()H,  as  .F.  D. 

G.  J.  Lewis,  of  St.  Trinian  Lodge,  No.  2()5(),  Isle  of  Man,  as  S.  &  T. 

.\nd  with  their  consent  and  assistantfe  conferred  the  degrees  of 
Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft  and  Master  Mason  upon  Capt.  (Jeo. 
Maddrell,  Master  of  the  British  steamship  County  of  York,  giving  him 
in  full  the  lectures  of  each  degree,  after  which  the  Lodge  was  dissolved. 
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That  anyone  can  or  will  question  the  riyht  or  rather  the  prerogative 
of  a  Grand  Master  to  do  this,  I  do  not  for  a  moment  suppose.  That 
many  do  question  the  propriety,  I  am  fully  aware,  as  I  have  had  re- 
quests from  many  brethren  for  full  particulars,  and  from  the  tone  of 
some  of  their  letters,  one  would  infer  that  I  had  committed  the  "un- 
pardoiiable  sin."  Believing  my  first  report  of  this  matter  should  be 
made  to  the  <lrand  Lodge,  I  liave  replied  to  none  of  their  inquiries, 
though  some  of  them  were  from  brethien  for  whom  I  entertain  the 
highest  regard,  who  are  older  and  perhaps  muijh  wiser  than  myself  and 
who  have  presided  in  the  Grand  East  with  distinguished  ability  and  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Craft. 
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Although  the  "  right "  is  as  old  as  the  office  of  Grand  Master  and 
has  been  practiced  by  Grand  Masters  in  other  Jurisdictions  yet  this  is 
the  first  instance  in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  where  the  Grand 
Master  has  exercised  this  high  prerogative— not  as  I  take  it  because 
they  doubted  the  right  to  do  so,  but  because  they  did  not  happen  to 
have  the  opportunity  that  I  did.  It  is  an  old  but  true  saying  :  "  That 
it  is  much  easier  to  criticise  than  to  execute  "  I  wish  to  say  right  here 
that  1  neither  acted  through  ignorance  nor  u])on  impulse.  I  was  fully 
aware  of  all  ihis  at  the  time,  and  said  to  the  brethren  who  assisted  me  : 
'■  We  are  making  Masonic  history  to-day."  And  I  say  to  you,  my 
brethren  in  all  seriousness,  that  I  have  never  repented  of  this,  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  unprecedented  act.  I  would  do  the  same  thing 
again  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  I  believe  that  any  of  the  dis- 
tinguished brethren  who  have  preceded  me  in  the  high  and  honorable 
office  of  Grand  Master,  would,  under  the  same  conditions,  have  done 
just  as  I  did,  And  if  not,  why  not,:'  The  right,  as  1  have  said,  is  un- 
questionable, and  the  "subject"  a  meritorious,  worthy  gentleman,  who, 
on  account  of  his  avocation  could  not  seek  admission  in  "the  usual 
way." 

The  history  of  this  case  is  as  follows:  While  on  a  visit  to  Biloxi, 
myselt  and  five  other  brethren,  at  the  request  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Jolui  F.  McGormicU,  who  is  inspector  of  Customs  for  the  Port  of  Biloxi, 
accompanied  him  to  Riup  Island.  On  board  of  the  tug  which  conveyed 
us  to  tiie  Island,  we  met  Capt.  Muvldroll,  wlio  had  been  on  shore,  and 
with  whom  iiro.  McCormick  was  well  acqiuiinted.  We  found  the  Cap- 
tain to  be  a  most  jjleasaut,  courteous  and  agreeable  gentleman.  On  ar- 
riving at  Ship  Island,  tiie  sea  was  so  rough  that  the  tug  could  not  land 
and  as  we  had  to  remain  all  day,  (the  tug  not  returning  to  Biloxi  until 
niyht.)  tiie  Captain  kindly  invited  us  to  spend  the  day  on  boaid  his  ship; 
we  accepted  the  invitation  and  on  boarding  the  vessel  were  introduced 
to  the  1st  nuite,  G.  J.  Lewiu,  whom  Ca|)t.  Maddrell  informed  us  was  a 
Mason,  at  the  ■  .une  time  expressng  regret  that  he  was  not;  that  he  en- 
tertained a  very  high  regard  for  the  Institution  of  Freemasonry,  but  his 
business  was  such  that  lie  did  not  stop  long  enough  in  any  place  to 
make  applioation.

On  entering  tlic:  C'-iptiiiii's  cabin  I  wua  forcibly  impreased  witli  the 
neat  and  lujiiielike  api)earauce  it  presented.  Adorning  the  walls,  were 
portraits  of  friends,  and  the  wife  and  babies  across  the  sea,  wliile'here 
and  tlieie,  neatly  iramed,  were  many  beautiful  mottoes  and  scri])tural 
(piotations:  indioatinj^  tliat  the  Captain  placed  his  trust  in  the  (ireat  I 
Am.  and  realized  that  "<Jod  lived  upon  the  water  just  the  same  as  on 
land,"  and  when  I  observed  to  him  that  this  was  something  "out  of  the 
usual,"  pointing  to  these  mottoes,  he  said:  "TJiese,  gentleme)i,  are  my 
coat  of  arui«." 
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We  spent  a  pleasant  forenoon  looking  over  the  ship;  dined  with  the 
Captain,  after  the  menu  was  excellent,  and  so  was  the  cognac  and  wine, 
at  least  so  said  the  brethren.  The  Captain  neither  drank  nor  smoked, 
and  I  drew  the  line  at  cigars.  After  dinner  we  retired  to  the  cabin  of 
the  1st  mate  to  satisfy  ourselves  that  he  was  a  Mason,  and  the  examina- 
tion proving  satisfactory,  he  informed  us  that  Capt.  Maddrell  was  very 
anxious  to  become  a  Mason,  but  owing  to  the  business  he  was  engaged 
in  did  not  have  an  opportunity;  and  knowing  that  I  was  Grand  Master 
of  Masons  in  Mississippi,  urged  me  to  exercise  my  highest  prerogative 
and  make  him  a  "  Mason  at  sight."  I  repiled  that  though  I  had  the 
power,  I  would  not  think  of  doing  this,  unless  special  reasons  should 
exist;  that  thougl  lie  Captain  seemed  to  be  a  Christian  gentleman,  I 
knew  nothing  of  liiu  or  his  ciiaracter.  His  ''eply  was,  "  I  have  followed 
the  high  seas  for  many  years,  and  Capt.  Maddrell  is  the  best  and  most 
pious  man  I  have  ever  known  in  the  business;  there  is  not  a  sailor  on 
board  this  ship  but  that  respects  him  too  highly  to  utter  an  oath  in  his 
l)resence,  and  the  second  mate  and  myself  would  not  say  anything, 
'smutty'  or  indecent  in  his  hearing."  I  then  consulted  with  my 
brethren  and  they  all  consenting,  at  the  retpiest  of  Cai)t.  Maddrell,  we 
made  him  a  Mason  in  "  due  form,"  and  the  Craft  thereby  gained  a 
worthy  brother,  who  will  live  up  to  the  teachings  of  Freemasonry,  and 
be  a  worthy  representative  of  our  noble  and  time-honored  iu?titution 
wherever  he  may  go." 


The  Coininittet'  on  Miisoiiic  Law  ivported  on  tlie  matter, 
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"  We  have  given  such  consideration  to  SO  mucli  of  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful, the  Grand  Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  making  of  a  Mason 
at  sight,  as  wiis  [)ossible  under  the  circumstances.  It  is  a  question  which 
must  be  C(jnsidered  as  one  of  law  and  one  of  expediency.  Und»>r  the 
first  branch,  we  fiud  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  1 853,  adopted  the  motion 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Hillyer  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  written  by  Past  Grand  Master  Mellen,  after  a 
motion  made  by  Past  Grand  Master  Scrott  liad  been  defeated,  to  spread 
it  on  the  minutes,  showing  deliberation,  in  which  the  right  and  power  of 
the  Grand  Master  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  is  distinctly  claimed.     In   u 
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later  report  Bro.  Mellen  asserts  that  it  '  has  always  been  the  doctrine  of 
this  Grand  Lodj,'e.'  Aa  late  as  1875  the  Clraiut  L()(l),'o  adopted  the  JUiie 
Lod>,'e  Text  Book  eontainiiifj  Bro.  Mnckay's  twenty-tive  landmarks,  one 
of  which  in  declaratory  of  such  a  proroyative  residinj^'  in  the  Grand 
Master.  In  the  present  edition  of  the  Text  Book  there  is  a  declaration  of 
the  ' Fundamental  Principles  of  Masonry'  rrei)ared  l\v  Grand  Master 
Hillier,  and  found  amonfjst  his  papers  after  his  death,  in  wliich  the 
( J raiul  Master  is  declared  to  have  certain  prero;,'ativcs,  anion^'st  which 
we  find  enumerated,  this  :  '  To  malce  Masons  at  siyht,  with  the  consent 
and  assistance  of  the  Masons  he  asseinl)les  into  a  Lodf^e.'  The  doctrine 
has  been  controverted  by  some  of  our  ablest  men,  but  so  far  as  the  pro" 
ceedin^'s  accessible  !it  this  time  and  place,  show,  the  action  of  l.SoS  has 
not  been  overruled,  and  remains  until  this  day  as  the  decision  of  this 
(Jrand  Lodge.  The  Gi and  Lodye  having,'  mude  a  deliverance  upon  any 
question  it  becomes  the  law,  and  individual  opinion  must  yield  to  it, 
until  reversed.  The  decision  being  in  favor  of  the  existence  of  such  a 
prerogative  it  follows  that  the  Grand  Master  had  the  rigiit  to  make 
Cai)t.  George  A.  Miihlrill  a  Mason  with  the  assistance  of  a  competent 
number  of  the  brethren  in  an  emergent  Lodge  in  which  he  presided. 
The  (juestion  is  altogether  too  voluminous  to  admit  of  a  careful  examin- 
ation under  the  circumstances  by  which  we  are  surrounded.  While  this 
Committee  are  not  prepared  to  admit  that  the  right  exists  at  all,  by 
virtue  of  any  ancient  law,  or  usage,  they  feel  ])ound  by  the  ruling  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1851},  and  therefore  it  is  they  reach  the  conclusion  that 
the  Grand  Master's  act,  in  making  a  Mason  at  sigiit,  was  in  accordance 
with  the  declared  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  not  in  harmony  with 
many  of  our  laws,  which  are  based  upon  jurisdiction  ;  due  inquiry  being 
made  as  to  the  character  of  the  candidate  ;  the  unanimous  ballot ;  that 
a  Mason  shall  hail  from  some  regular  Lodge,  and  numerous  other  pro- 
visions of  our  code  of  laws,  but  it  is  not  distinctly  forbidden  anywhere. 
If  the  prerogative  exists  at  all,  it  is  superior  to  the  modern  law  and  can- 
not be  abrogated. 

"  As  a  question  of  expediency,  your  Committee  are  unanimous  ui 
the  opinion  that  if  the  prerogative  exists,  it  ought  not  to  be  exercised 
under  any  circumstances  whatever.  And  in  expressing  this  opinion  we 
do  noi  wish  to  be  understood  as  criticising  the  act  of  the  Grand  Master, 
for  if  he  has  the  prerogative  it  certainly  is  dist-retionary  with  him 
whether  he  will  exercise  it  or  not.  The  wisest  and  greatest  Masons,  not 
only  in  our  own  (Jrand  Lodge,  but  all  over  the  world,  have  radically 
diilereil  regarding  the  powers  o(  the  Grand  Master,  and  while  one 
asserts  the  existence  of  the  prerogatives  claimed  for  the  office,  another 
utterly  denie'^  then~  to  have  any  foundation  in  Ancient  Masonry,  and  be 
licve  him  to  be  simply  a  (constitutional  officer,  bound  by  the  declared  laws 
of  his  Grand  Li)dge.  Where  there  is  such  a  diversity  of  opinion,  no  one 
can  be  censured  for  exercising  his  judgnuuit.  We  concede  this  right  to 
the  Grand  Master,  and  while  not  approviu;^  the  act,  we  cannot  deny  to 
him  the  right,  and  if  he  ban  the  right  it  surely  .is  discretionary  with  him 
whether  he  will  exercise  it  or  not." 
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"Oa  motion  of  Bro.  M.  M.  Evans,  so  much  of  the  (irand  Master's 
address  aa  rehites  to  'makiuy  ii  Mason  at  siyht,'  and  so  much  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Law  Committee  as  refers  to  sume,  was  recommitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Law,  with  directions  to  further  examine  the 
question  and  repot  at  next  Annual  Communication." 

On    the   '*  Uraiul    liepreseiitatlve    Sy.stoiii"    the    Grand 
Master  said: 

"I  notice  with  reyret  that  many  Grand  Ij!>dKe<  liave  discontinued 
their  Grand  Itepreseutative  and  called  iu  or  annulled  all  commissions' 
In  my  opinion  the  (Jrand  Kepresoutative  sjslem  has  been  benelicial  to 
the  Craft,  and  has  helped  to  keep  the  different  Grand  Lodges  in  direct 
'touch'  with  each  other.  It  is  cs^rtainly  not  an  expensive  luxury,  as  it 
costs  nothing,  and  I  cordially  recommend  to  this  Grand  Lodge  its  con- 
tinuance." 


The  (irand   Secretary  of   Mississippi 
see  what  the  (Irand  Master  says: 


He's  all   rio'iit.'" 


"  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  impartially 
without  fear  or  favor,  and  for  what  I  believe  to  be  tlie  best  interest  of  the 
Craft.  I  may  have  erred  what  human  being  lias  not?  If  so,  I  trust 
you  will  believe  it  an  wrror  in  judgment  and  not  of  the  heart,  and  credit 
me  with  a  conscientious  desire  to  do  right.  To  our  beloved  Graiul  Sec- 
retary, Bro.  .J.  L.  Power,  I  am  under  many  obligations  for  valued  iissist- 
ance  rendered  during  my  term  of  office.  He  is  truly  the  '  Power 
behind  the  Throne"  in  this  Grand  .lurisdiction.  He  has  i  een  the  main 
prop  and  support  of  every  Grand  Master  since  his  first  iiiducticm  into  the 
office  of  Grand  Secretary,  twenty-six  years  ago.  His  fame  as  a  '  wise  and 
accomplished  mason,'  as  a  philanthropist,  as  the  friend  of  the  widow  and 
the  orphan,  the  distressed  or  the  destitute,  is  not  bounded  by  Stale  or 
National  lines,  but  is  known  and  held  in  liigh  esteem  wherever 
Freemasonry  exists,  and  the  brethren  of  other  nations,  knowing  and  rec- 
ognizing his  great  worth,  are  ever  ready  tcj  help  us  do  him  honor.  May 
our  Heavenly  Father  be  pleased  to  spare  him  to  the  Craft  for  many 
years. 

Hoping  that  we  may  have  a  harmonious  session,  that  the  institution 
of  Freemasonry  may  continue  to  prosper;  that  brotherly  love  may  pre- 
vail, and  everv  moral  mid  social  virtue  cement  us,  I  am

Tilt'  roiiimittiH'  on  Xccroloiry  iiukIc  most  el!ilK)r}ite 
report  on  tlu;  death  of  I'ro.  ISrannin,  who  was  appan-ntly  a 
"  I*illar  "'  ol'  strcnoth  and  wisdom  in  tlu'  varions  Masonic 
liodics  of  this  State  and  .lurisdiction.  Space  does  not 
pei-mit  an  extensive  extract  from  the  Report.  The  introduc- 
tion hv  I*.  M.  Savery,  viz: 

CUT  KROM  THE  ETKBNAI.  UO(!K  OF  TRUTH. 

"Bro.  Brannin  was  a  massive  pillar  of  Masonry,  cut  from  the  eternal 
rock  of  Truth.  i-Te  carved  his  own  statue,  and  finished  his  ashlar  in 
accord  with  the  design  of  "  The  Builder."  It  was  squared,  and  leveled 
and  plumbed;  on  it  was  a  mark  of  a  Most  Excellent  Master,  expert  in 
work,  chiseled  in  wisdom,  and  s(!ulptured  in  all  the  nuirvelous  beauty 
that  attracts  the  eye  of  a  Master  Workman  and  is  the  admiration  of  the 
R«)yal  Craft.  ' 

He  was  my  personal  friend  my  more  than  brother  in  the  Mystic 
Fraternity.  We  sympathized  with  each  other  in  our  iudividunl  life- 
work;  we  corresponded  regularly  for  several  ye;irs,  and  almost  all  I 
know  of  Uitualistic  work  I  learned  from  Bro.  Brannin.  From  ground- 
tloor  to  Sanctum  Sanctorum;  in  the  quarries,  at  the  Overseer's  gate,  in 
he  Oriental  chair,  in  the  Temple  or  Crypt,  in  Judean  or  Chaldean 
City,  he  was  Master  of  Ceremonies— aye,  a  veritable  Gamaliel. 
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Few  knew  bis  marvelous  love  of  Rituiil.  He  never  tireil  of  its  study 
or  its  teaching.  Acounite,  ijainstiikiny,  strictly  following  the  text  of 
the  adopted  work,  yet  oft  with  intimate  friends  comparing  the  work  and 
lectures  of  other  ( I  rand  Jurisdictions  with  that  of  .^lississippi.  He  not 
only  insisted  ou  all  so  called  KsssKNTiAfiS,  but  claimed  there  were  no  non- 
ESSKNTIAI.8,  in  true  Masonic  work,  and  often  remarked,  when  discussing 
the  Hitual,  "  In  debate  of  a  shadow,  we  often  lose  tlie  substance." 

Gifted  al)ove  the  majority  of  his  fellows,  with  a  retentive  memory 
seldom  eqiuiled,  and  being  one  of  those  few  of  the  Mystic  Fraternity  who 
reveled  in  tlie  mysteries  of  Ritual,  and  its  ancient  traditions,  he  was 
peculiarly  fitted  for  the  official  position  he  attained  as  Grand  Lecturer  of 
all  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies,  and  he  left  his  mark  on  every  part  of  the 
work.  He  practiced  forgetfulness  of  self  in  his  labor  for,  and  in  Masonry. 
Self-sacrifice  was  a  superb  motive  power  apparent  in  his  life.  He  pre- 
ferred to  reiiearse  and  teach  Kitinil  for  a  i)altry  sum,  rather  than  discard 
it,  and  find  more  lucrative  employment  elsewhere.  He  was  a  man  of 
faith  in  his  mission,  and  was  always  free  to  express  his  opinion  for,  or 
against,  any  suggested  change  of  Ritual."

Harkley,  J*.  (-J.  ^[.,  who  is  iinioiiirst  the  foi-einost  of  our 
Masonic  writers,  uiid  I  ciiimot  ret'i-aiii  IVoiu  oivjno  yon  liis 
openiiio;  i'emarkt>,  as  they  are  too  ojood  to  be  hiihlen  away  in 
the  archives  of  Mississippi. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  drdud  Mddcr,  (irand  Wardens,  und  Menihers  oj 
the  Gnind  Lodge  of  Missitnippi : 

The  duty  of  the  hour  is  upon  us.  Each  day  brings  witli  it  ils  cares 
and  duties,  and  we  may  well  say,  "New  Day,  New  Duty."  Eacli  fleeting 
moment  slips  by  noiselessly,  but  certainly,  to  give  place  to  the  next  one 
which  passes  on  to  take  the  place  of  that  which  has  served  its  time  and 
purpose  and  drops  out  of  sight  to  be  entombed  among  the  centuries 
which  have  passed  away.  The  records  of  these  ceuturies  have  been 
written  up,  and  their  ponderous  volumes  laid  away  amid  the  archives  of 
that  eternity  which  is  past,  to  be  brought  forth,  opened,  and  their  pages 
read  in  the  pure  light  wlien  the  appointed  time  sliall  have  come.  The 
deeds  of  men  are  neither  lost  or  forgotten;  they  are  treasured  up,  re- 
membered, and  only  await  the  coming  future  to  make  manifest  the 
motives  which  brought  about  their  accomplishment. 

Those  who  come  after  us  have  a  right  to  enquire  concerning  those 
who  have  gone  this  way  before  them-  -whjj  they  live  I, /or  ivhat  purpose 
they  lived,  and  hou)  they  lived.  These  are  questions  of  serious  import 
and  force  themselves  home  u;.on  our  consideration,  in  our  more 
thoughtful  moments,  whether  we  are  disposed  to  ponder  them  or  not. 
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They  will  not  "  ilowu  ■'  at  our  biildiny,  however  desirous  we  may  be  to 
rid  ourselves  of  them,  but  ever  and  anon  tliey  arise  up  unbidden  and 
sternly  denmnd  au  answer  at  our  liands. 

Freemasonry  is  not  an  On/tr.  i\  Sorictij,  having  for  its  >,'overniuent 
reyulalions  subject  to  ebanf,'e  or  amendment  to  suit  the  aye  or  time  in 
whicli  tliose  who  elaim  to  be  its  "students"  may  live.  It  iuis  no  eon- 
necti(m  with  the  so  called  seliools  of  Reform  or  Endeavor,  however  useful 
these  uuiy  be  in  tlieir  own  sphere  and  the  field  selected  by  tiiem  in  which 
to  carry  on  their  labors.  We  would  not  he  understood  as  standing  in 
the  way  of,  or  as  throwiuy  Lindrances  across  the  patiiway  of  those  who 
have  entered  upon  a  course,  under  the  regulations  of  the  society  to 
which  they  behmy,  to  rescue  the  fallen,  or  lend  a  helpini,'  'land  to  those 
who  are  in  need— this  be  far  from  us.  We  simply  wish  to  set  forth  and 
indeliibly  fix  in  the  minds  of  all  true  Ma.sous  the  incontrovertable  fact, 
that 

FRKKMASONUV  IS  AN  INSTITUTION 

Its  usaKHH.  cixfitoms.  Ancient  Regulations,  Symbols,  Laws,  Ritual. 
Landmarks,  and  Modes  of  Recognition,  are  fixed  and  unalterable.  "  It 
is  not  in  the  power  of  any  man,  or  body  of  men,  to  make  the  least  inno- 
vation in  the  body  of  Masonry  "  There  is  no  institntiim  like  it.  The 
things  already  mentioned  are  those  which  make  Freema.«onry  what  it  is, 
and  hence  nothing  that  is  Duxlcnt  can  be  engrafted  on  it.  Nothing  can 
be  added  to  or  taken  frcmi  it.  It  is  a  siuired  trust  iianded  down  to  us  by 
the  fathers,  and  we  must  transmit  it  unimpaired  to  those  who  shall  cjine 
after  us. 
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It  is  folly  for  men  claiming  to  be  Masons  to  talk  about  determining 
the  modes  of  recognition.  These  are  well  known — or  ought  to  be— 
among  all  well  informed  Masons.  If  these  are  not  understood,  or  if  they 
are  not  the  same  among  all  Masons  now  that  they  were  at  first,  then 
there  has  been  a  departure  from  the  (Uiricnt  teachings,  and  anything 
supplied  or  substituted  is  an  initurdlioii  and  thus  far  Freemasonry  has 
lost  one  of  its  IdiKhtKirks.  The  modes  of  recognition  are  a  part  of  the 
am-ienl  ns(((/i's.  These  usages  cannot  be  altered  or  changed.  Heresies 
will,  and  sometimes  do  gain  admission  by  the  introduction  of  one  or 
more  words  which  to  the  unsusi)ecting  are  of  no  importance  and  can  do 
no  special  harm,  but  in  the  eud  it  is  found  that  these  are  siniiily  the  en- 
tering wedge  to  radical  departures  from  the  faith  as  handed  down  to  us. 

The  best  time  to  stop  an  innovation  in  any  form  is  to  arrest  the  first 
step  in  that  direction.  The  best  way  to  keep  clear  of  those  things  which 
tend  to  modernize  Freemasonry  is  to  study  Freemasonry  as  it  was,  and 
then  put  into  practice  the  lessons  we  have  learned  from  a  patient  study 
of  its  great  principles.  It  is  the  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  many  to  in- 
form themselves  as  to  what  Freemasonry  is  and  what  it  teaches,  that 
opens  the  door  to  suggestions  which  are  foreign  to  the  very  first  prin- 
ciples of  the  instiiution. 
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We  linve  bcIiooIh  of  iiistrnction  to  tencih  the  ritiiiil  so  tliaf  our 
MaHters,  WiirdenH  iini]  Doawms  may  properly  (^oufer  tlie  dojjrees  in 
Masonry,  and  then  inHtnuit  the  initiate,  by  delivorinj,'  the  lectures.  This 
is  all  riyht,  and  we  have  no  opiM)8iti()n  to  it  whatever,  but  we  are  in  neeil 
of  aL'other  school — one  where  Miisons  shall  be  taujrht  what  Miisnnry  is- 
We  need  to  be  taught  how  to  live  Masonry  before  one  another  and  the 
world.  We  need  to  be  taught  anew  the  tirst  stej)  in  Masonry,  and  tluit 
is  -why  do  we  live?  Is  there  a  place  for  us  as  Mnsons  to  fill,  and  in 
what  way  do  we  meet  the  end  for  which  we  were  brought  into  the 
world?  Do  we  live,  or  simply  profess  Masonry?  The  man  who  simply 
professes,  but  does  not  live  up  to  that  profession,  is  a  blot  on  its  fair 
escutcheon.  There  is  a  weighty  responsibility  resting  upon  every 
Mason  to  so  exemplify  in  his  walk  and  conversation,  the  great  tenets  of 
the  institution,  that  others  seeing  the  good  effects  in  the  man's  life, 
shall  be  constrained  to  learn  for  themselves  the  secret  of  the  power 
which  brings  tor'Ai  good  fruits  in  the  lives  and  actions  of  those  who 
are  governed  by  .'uch  healthful  and  moral  principles  as  are  found  in  the 
institution  of  Freemasonry.  Another  step  in  this  scholastic  course,  and 
which  must  not  be  overlooked,  is  - 

FOB  WHAT  DO  WE  LIVK? 

The  lowest  conception  of  life  is,  to  live  for  one's  self.  Now  Masonry 
teaches  us  to  look  to  the  welfare  of  our  brother  as  our  own.  It  teaches 
us  to  love  him  as  a  brother,  to  aid  him  by  good  counsel,  and  not  to  sup- 
plant him  in  his  lawful  and  laudable  pursuits.  This  principle  must 
govern  us  in  all  our  relations  one  with  smother,  if  we  be  true  Masons. 

Selfishness  is  not  one  of  the  doctrines  inculcated  in  the  School  of 
Mafconry.  There  is  no  place  for  it  in  the  course  of  study  prescribed. 
The  very  truths  taught  here,  tend  to  eradicate  it  so  fully,  that  it  never 
again  grows  and  nourishes  in  a  man's  life.  The  teachings  of  Free- 
masonry are  designed  to  cleanse,  purify  and  elevate.  They  remove  the 
vices  and  superfluities  of  life,  and  bring  the  whole  man  into  sweet  obedi- 
ence to  its  wholesome  laws  and  benign  principles. 

Every  man  who  is  made  a  partaker  of  the  mysteries  of  Freemasonry 
is  under  a  most  solemn  and  moral  obligation  to  make  himself  thorouglily 
acquainted  with  the  great  lessons  of  the  institution.  The  richest  veins 
and  purest  gold  lie  down  deep  in  the  mines,  and  to  find  these,  and  be- 
come a  possessor  of  the  metal,  we  must  delve  down  to  where  the  deposits 
alone  can  be  found. 

No  man  has  a  right  to  claim  to  be  a  Mason  who  is  satisfied  with  a 
bare  initiation.  The  ritualistic  teachings,  however  beautiful  and  in- 
structive they  may  be,  are  simply  the  key  put  into  the  Mason's  hand  by 
which  he  may  unlock  the  great  treasure-house,  where  are  garneied  the 
stores  of  Masonic  truth.  This  truth  must  be  studied,  and  the  lessons 
drawn  therefrom  put  into  practice  in  the  every-day  life  of  the  student  of 
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these  mysteries.  Tlie  Mason's  knowledge  is  worthless  lo  lijin  unless  he 
puts  it  into  practice.  It  must  l>o  used,  and  tiiat,  too,  in  such  a  way  as  to 
prove  tiiat  its  teachin^jH  have  brouyht  forth  good  fruit  iu  tlie  man's 
heart  and  life. 

Tlie  principlcH  of  Freouuisoury  are  pure,  and  the  teachings  sound, 
but  what  ii)tluence  do  these  exert  over  usV  And  bore  we  are  bniught  to 
consider  the  great  question  : 

UOW    DO   WE   LIVK  V 

The  streams  which  issue  from  a  fountain  are  of  the  same  in  kind  as 
the  fountain  from  which  they  How.  If  the  fountain  be  corrupt,  the 
streams  which  How  from  it  will  have  a  corrupting  iniluence,  and  every- 
thing with  which  they  come  in  contact  will  bo  contaminated  thereby. 

This  statement  is  supported  by  authority  and  proof  which  none  can 
gainsay,  "  Uoth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the  same  place  sweet  water  and 
bitter  ?  so  can  no  fountain  botli  yield  salt  water  and  fresh."  This  i^ 
contrary  i  >  nature.    It  is  an  impossibility. 

No  profane  man  is,  or  can  be,  a  ;,ood  Mason.    Reverence  for  God  and 

a  reverent  use  of  His  name  is  strictly  enjoined  upon  every  initiate,  and 

profanity,  in  whatever  form,  is  a  palpable  violation  of  the  very  first  and 

plainest  teachings   of  Freemasonry.     "  Y'e   shall   know   them    by    their 

fruits.     Even  so  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  but  a  corrupt 

tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.    A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit, 

neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit." 

« 

These  great  truths  address  themselves  to  our  most  patient  con- 
sideration, and  should  lead  us  to  so  order  our  liv>.  3  that  we  may  thereby 
commend  to  others  the  princi{)les  which  we  profess,  and  thus  lead  them 
to  embrace,  and  govern  themselves  by  them,  in  all  their  intercourse  with 
each  other. 

We  cannot  afford  to  remove  the  Landmarks.  They  are  the  bulwark 
of  the  institution  of  Freemasonry,  and  the  more  rigidly  we  cling  to  these 
the  less  liable  we  will  be  to  yield  ourselves  up  to  those  influences  whose 
every  tendenciy  is— to  draw  the  less  informed  Mason  away  from  the  safe 
moorings  furnished  to  all  who  adhere  to  its  pure  teachings. 

With  the  firm  conviction  of  the  truth  of  these  great  principles,  and 
assured  that  safety  is  to  be  found  no  where  outside  of  the  teachings  of 
this  institution,  we  have  been  consitrained,  dear  brethren,  to  write  these 
"  few  plain  words,"  with  the  earnest  hope  that  they  may  find  lodgment 
in  every  heart  and  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

Ani  now  we  enter  upon  our  work — beginning  with  Alabama.

To  this  (juesticjn  I  have  giVen  some  atttution  and  investigati  )n.  and 
in  counection  tlierewith  I  caused  our  Grand  Secretary  to  comniunicate 
with  all  the  secretaries  of  the  severjil  prand  jurisdictions  with  whom  we 
are  in  Fraternal  relalions  and  correspondence,  to  ascertain  this  point, 
and  I  find  upon  examination  that  there  is  as  /^reat  diveisity  in  the  con- 
stitutions and  by-laws  of  the  several  jurisdictions  on  this  point,  as  upon 
any,  or  iiiore  so,  than  any  other  subject  atrectiug  our  fundamental 
system  of  laws  and  customs. 

Mackey  defines  the  status  of  a  Mason  after  his  reception  of  the 
third  degree  as  an  incolidtc  iiii))i/Kr  of  the  lodge  until  he  aflixes  his 
signature  to  the  book  of  by  laws,  and  by  virtue  of  that  aci,  he  is  con- 
stituted a  full  member  of  the  lodge. 

By  comparing  the  various  constitutions  smd  by-laws  of  the  several 
grand  jurisdictions  at  hand,  I  find,  briefly  summarized,  the  following 
data  :—

In  Iowa  (as  an  illustration)  a  candidate  on  being  raised  is  informed 
that  "  it  is  his  duty  to  sign  the  by-laws,"  and  further,  "  no  lodge  has  a 
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right  to  make  non-affiliate  Masons,  and  a  brother  raised  to  the  sublime 
degree  of  IMnster  Mason  in  a  lodge,  is  by  that  act  made  a  member  of  it, 
and  he  has  no  more  right  to  decline  to  sign  its  by-laws  than  he  has  to 
perform  any  other  Masonic  duty.    (Soe  Iowa  Masonic   Digest,  page  04.) 

Nevada  and  California  define  1k)w  membership  in  a  lodge  may  be 
acquired — Ist,  by  having  regularly  received  the  degree  of  Master  Mason 
therein.  (See  Constitution,  section  1,  article  1,  part  10,  page  28,  and 
Digest  of  Decisions,  section  45,  page  fi6  ;  see  also  Ancient  Landmarks, 
section  15,  page  57,  Landnuirks  of  our  institution.) 

I  can  not  clearly  see  how  the  "  Constitution,"  *'  Decisions  "  and  the 
"Landmarks"  can  be  reconciled  with  the  "by-laws"  of  our  "  Con- 
stituent Lodges,"  which  read  as  follows  : — 

"  Every  person  raised  to  the  degree  of  Master  Mason,  or  elected  a 
member  of  this  lodge,  shall  sign  the  by-laws  thereof  ;  for  the  reason  that 
the  J'onnvr  does  not  require  it  and  the  hdU'r  enforcing  the  '  ntiseU  rmi- 
ilididi: '  to  perform  the  duty."  Now  all  by-laws  in  this  jurisdiction  are 
approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  how  is  it  that  such  power  has  been 
delegated  to  a  subordinate  lodge— '>/;<;  (jranluuj  (jrentrr  prcniynlu'cfi 
than  it  pos-sesses  itself  ?     Why  this  distinction  ? 

I  would  be  pleased  to  have  this  matter  further  investigated  for  the 
|)urposp  of  promoting  greater  uniformity  in  our  system,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Corresjjondence  for  examination  and  further  iiwestigation.

The  Ritual  work  of  the  jurisdiction  is  reported  to  be  on  the 
improvement.

Through  all  the  een 
turies  since  its  origin  :  through  evil  and  good  report ;  through  tiie  fall  of 
empires  and  the  rise  of  rei)ublic8  ;  through  tierce  attacks  of  fanatical 
ignorance  and  bigoted  sujjerstition  ;  Freemasonry  has  lived  because  its 
sublime  principles  have  been  jjresorved  in  the  lives  of  its  brethren 
principles  that  are  as  the  soul  that  can  never  die. 

Truth  is  deathless,  and  so  is  Fraternity,  and,  above  all,  (Miarity. 
When  has  ever  an  appeal  for  charity  been  nuide  in  vain  to  tiie  Masonic 
heart  ?  Charity  has  been  the  pillar  of  tire  that  has  led  us  safely  through 
the  night  from  which  we  have  emerged.  Charity  shall  be  the  pillar  of 
cloud  that  will  guide  us  surely  through  the  day  that  is  opening  before 
ua.  A  Mason's  charity  is  never  measured  by  the  coin  of  the  world's 
mart,  nor  do  we  fancy  we  have  sounded  its  depths  when  we  have  cared 
for  tho  unfortunate  and  educated  the  orphan.  Good  !i..J  gracious  as 
these  deeds  may  be,  they  ari^  but  the  touch  of  the  hand  of  charity, 
prompted  by  the  great  hejirt  of  that  greater  charity  that  embraces  all 
humanity.    While  we  have  provided  liberally  for  the  one  hundred  which 
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have  been  bruught  iuto  our  Hume  Ht  Utica,  shall  we  take  leHB  thought 
for  the  twenty-five  thousand  which  we  have  brought  into  our  Order 
throughout  this  grand  jurisdiction  ? 

Brethren,  the  genius  of  our  institution  demands  constant  and 
aggressive  life  work,  aiid  the  way  always  opens  before  us.

Article  4,  section  10,  of  By-Laws  of  Grand  Lodge:  "No  member 
shall  leave  the  luiU  or  absent  iiiniself  from  the  city  during  the  session  of 
the  (Jrand  Lodge,  without  the  {)ermi9sion  of  the  Grand  Master." 

I  am  fully  convinced  that  tliis  is  a  wise  Ifiw,  and  hope  that  all  of  the 

brethren  have  come  prepared  to  remain  until  all  of  the  business  before 

the  Grand  Lodge  is  disposed  of,  and  not  permit,  as  has  frequently  been 

the  case  in  the  past,  some  of  the  most  important  legislation  alfecting  the 

Craft  to  be  acted  ujjon  by  a  very  small  number  of  Kepieseutatives,  and 

sometimes  laws  have  been  nuide  which  would  never  have  been  adopted 

by  a  full  Grand  Lodge:  -^nd  we  are  under  the   necessity  of  repealing 

these  laws  at  the  next  tJrand  Communication,  and  thereby  appear  not 

to  know  our  own  minds  or  what  is  best  for  the  Craft.

enjoying  somo  of  tlie  hlessinys  of  our  institution  ;  yet  it  gives  us  n  bet- 
ter oj)|)ortunity  to  become  acquiiintecl  and  to  understand  one  another, 
and  the  better  we  know  the  peculiarities  of  those  with  whom  we 
associate,  and  more  peace  and  harmony  we  have  in  our  midst. 

Decisions  reported  are  wise  juhI  of  IocmI  importaiice 
only.      I  (juite  concur  in  his  remarks  on  Fi-aternal  relations: — 

Our  relations  with  other  Grand  Lodges  are  of  the  most  cordial  kind. 
Some  slight  friction  exists  between  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  arising 
out  of  the  rule  of  perpetual  jurisdiction.  I  am  pleased  that  we  have 
abrogated  that  rule,  except  as  among^our  own  lodges,  and  am  not  sure 
but  the  rule  should  be  entirely  revoked,  and  leave  a  rejected  candidate 
free  to  apply  to  any  lodge  which  has  acquired  jurisdiction  over  him  by 
virtue  of  his  residence.  His  application  will  always  show  whether  or 
not  he  has  been  rejected  by  any  other  lodge,  and  the  investigating  com- 
mittee can  ascertain  the  sufficiency  of  the  cause  of  such  rejection  by 
proper  correspondence.    I  recommend  the  matter  to  your  consideration. 

Action  on  the  ''  Mississippi  Rules  "  was  deferred  until 
next  year.  Although  a  small  jurisdiction,  a  oroat  deal  of 
useful  work  was  done  at  this  session. 

Report  on  Correspondence  is  ]>y  P.  (Jr.  M.  Frank  T. 
Thompson,  heino;  a  review  of  every  G.  L,  in  the  U.  S.  and 
Canada,  except  New  Mexico.  H,  C.  for  1S()3  has  extensive 
review  and  comment.  We  (piite  coiu'ur  in  your  remarks, 
Bro.  Thompson,  and  in  my  o])inion  try  to  oive  what  is  of 
interest  out  .)f  the  various  ])i'oceedin<>;s,  yet  we  are  at  times 
unable  to  do  a  (rrand  Lodm'  justice,  havino;  so  much  good 
matter  that  we  cannot  oive  it  space.  Looking  over  our 
review  of  18U4  we  thiidc  N.  1).  has  had    justice  done.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Gi  and 
Master's  address  relating  to  the  system  of  (irand  Re[)resentativeg, 
fraternidly  submit  the  following  :  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee 
the  Grand  Representative  System  is  detrimental  to  tiie  perpetuity  of 
fraternal  relations  between  Grand  Lodges,  and  is  wholly  unnecessary  as 
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u  factor  in  Grand  Lodge  inter(!omniiinication.  And  further,  that  the 
Bystem  itself  has  demonstrated  that  instead  of  beiuK  a  promoter  of  har- 
mony among  (irand  Lodges,  it  has  been  an  element  of  discord.  Your 
committee  is  further  of  tiie  opinion  that  custom  alone  has  fastened  this 
parasite  ni)on  the  (rrand  Lodges,  without  the  sanction  of  Masonic  law, 
and  that  the  near  future  will  see  it  abolished  by  all  Anu'rican  drrand 
Lodges.  We  farther  recouuneml  that  the  (Irand  Representative  System 
existing  in  the  Grand  jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma,  by  virtue  of  the  adop- 
tion of  our  Constitution,  be  abolished.  We  further  recommend,  that  as 
attirmative  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  this  recommendation  would 
necessitate  a  change  in  the  Constitutiijn,  that  this  report  be  i-eferred  to 
the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  for  their  consideration  and  recom- 
mendation before  action  thereon  by  the  Grand  Lodge.

Ever  since  the  decision  of  this  Gmnd  Lodge  rciit  forth  that  any 
Mason  in  good  standing  might  object  to  the  further  advancement  of  an 
Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft,  by  secret  objection  to  the  Master, 
it  has  been  productive  of  trouble  in  the  lodges.  There  are  very  few 
lodges  in  the  state  who  have  not  had  candidates  stopped  by  this  process; 
and  none  who  have  had  candidates  thus  stopped,  have  escaped  the 
friction  that  it  brings.

Hlinll  t'lititio  till"  caiididatc  to  tlii'  three  deKieeH.  He  in  retpiirod  to  ho 
(•aril'idly  iiivosti;,'iil(Ml  an  to  liis  clitirnfttM-,  a  fav()ral)l(>  report  made,  and 
to  have  tlie  "  uiianimoiiri  consent  of  all  the  iiu'niberH"  ol'tlie  jnrisdiction 
prenout  "  at  that  iueetin«"  by  paHsiny  a  clear  ballot. 

Ih>  is  then  admitted  to  onr  lud^e,  kneels  at  our  altar,  takes  o!)li^ri;- 
tions,  is  instrueted  in  the  eeremoniea,  advances  between  the  piUars.  is  it> 
ceived  in  the  middle  chamber,  receives  the  wa^'es,  olilijjates  hiaisell"  to 
"  help,  aid  and  assist."

It  seems  to  metoilo  so 
is  contrary  to  every  principle  ofVommou  justice  and  rij^dit. 

Ill  oiii-  ()j)iiii()ii.  if  the  "()l)je('ti()ii ""  is  a  valid  oiic.  it 
should  1h' t'littM'taiiu'd,  not  si'cretly  to  the  Master,  liiit  in  opcMi 
lodo;(',  and  tlicii  subject  ul  to  a  careful  ('.Kamiiialioii  by  a 
conipt'ti'iit  coimiiittot'. 

Altli()iio;li  till'  law  in  I'ritisli  Colniiihia  is  similar  to 
Oivo-on,  "tJiio  ballot  I'or  the  three  (leu;rees,"  with  suitable 
provision  for  objection  to  advancement.

With  respect  to  the  sacred  rule, 
youi'  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  its  adoption  is  entirely  unneces- 
sary, because  the  principle  involved  therein,  and  which  is  attempted  to 
be  established,  has  been  the  prevailing  practice  of  this  (Irand,  and  the 
Grand  Lodges  with  which  she  is  in  fraternal  correspondence,  for  years 
past.

Her  powerfid  moral 
iutiuence  ujion  her  brethren,  and,  in  return,  their  love  for  anil  devotion 
and  loyalty  to  the  principles  of  IMasonry  ;  tl'ose  which  inspire  confidence 
in  Masonic  intercourse,  and  underlie  and  support  government,  and  sus- 
tain that  essential  relation  that  must  exist  between  sovereign  and  sub 
ject,  to  assure  peace  and  perpetuity,  all  challenge  the  love  and  esteem 
of  Masons  everywhere.  Her  moral  Masonic  inliuence  extends  all  over 
the  Masonic  world.  Like  the  North  Star,  though  it  is  silent,  it  is  eier  a 
present  reference  to  guitle  the  voyager  or  traveler  on  his  way.  It  iti  the 
source  of  Masonic  authority,  that  which  attbrds  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
to  all  of  the  faithful  who  are  seeking  knowledge  of  tn^i  arts,  sciences, 
duties  of  practical  life,  the  sublime  and  beautiful.  Her  (Irand  oliicers, 
subordinate  to  her  distingidshed  Grand  Master,  whose  great  influence  is 
recognized,  arc^  lionoied  Mr.sters.  Tlie.se  are  some  of  the  elements  of 
character  of  the  (iraud  Lodge  of  England  that  go  to  lill  the  measure  of 
my  admiration  for  her.     All  honor  to  this  Mother  Grand  Lclge.

WOMEN  IN  MASONRY. 

This  subject  is  causing  a  temporary  unrest  in  tlie  Fraternity.  An 
organization  called  the  Order  of  the  Ea.stern  Star  has  been  sending 
circulars  to  lodges  in  this  j<iriadiction,  calling  attention  to  its  objects, 
and  oHering  the  necessary  charter  and  other  paraphernalia  for  or- 
ganizing chapters,  which,  it  is  said,  very  generally  hold  their  meetings 
in  Masonic  apartments. 

As  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  in  its  origin  and  essential  character- 
istics, is  altogether  a  man's  society,  I  call  attention  to  this  insidious 
attempt  to  make  it  like  the  innumerable  other  societies  and  orders  of 
the  day.'  A  fraternily,  as  the  wortl  means,  is  a  society  of  brethren,  and 
brethren  nreor  at  least  should  be,  men.  Hence,  it  is  impossible  to 
admit  women  into  association  with  them  in  a  lodge  room. 

MasDDry  is  such  a  unicjue  and  peculiar  institution  that  it  has  always 
kept  aloof  from  any  of  the  .«o-(^all<'d  progressive  movements  of  the  day  ; 
not  that,  as  men,  we  have  no  sympathy  with  them,  f)r  object  to  them,  but 
l)pcause,  as  Masons,  our  society  has  always  kept  itself  within  the  qualifi- 
cations originally  laid  down  for  its  membersnip,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant of  which  is,  tiiat  tlw  plicant  for  Freemasonry  must  be  a  man. 
This  law  against  the  commiuKiing  of  the  sexes  cannot  be  evaded  by  any 
device  whatever.  Lodge  cclebraticms,  u  dcr  the  name  and  guise  of 
lodt,e  associations,  are  under  the  ban  of  tli    Masonic  law. 

The  great  advantagi  s  which  have  been  derived  from  tiiis  iini)ortant 
i|ualitication  of  a  P'reemason  admonislu  s  us  that,  if  w>  would  cont  inue  to 
be  res[)ei'ted  in  t'  e  future  as  we  have  lieeu  in  the  past,  we  must  not 
huike  any  innovation  by  which  it  may  be  changed.

Xotwithstanding  the  jests  one  may  hear  at  .social  gatherings  con- 
cerning persons  who  are  not  Masons  being  at  the  lodge,  win  n  they  were 
at  some  other  place  whicli  they  wish  to  conceal,  it  is  a  i;ratitication  to 
Freemasons  to  know  that  no  scandds  arising  out  of  tht  commingling  of 
the  ho.ves  can  be  said  to  have  tiieir  origin  in  a  lodge  room.

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I  know  it  is  quite  fashionable  for  associations  calling  themselves 
Masonif!  to  hold  mixed  gatherings  of  the  sexes,  and  I  verily  believe  that 
t  lie  ap|)elitcs  created  tiiero  have  (viused  this  inordinate  desire  to  carry 
the  connection  further,  s)  as  h)  bring  men  and  women  together  in  the 
lodge  room.  If  it  be  progressive  to  do  this,  let  those  who  like  such  pro- 
gress advocate  it ;  but  I  do  noi  believe  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
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vania  will  ever  give  its  approval  to  the  use  of  its  lodge  rooms  for  any 
kind  of  gathering  except  that  of  the  brethren  of  the  lodge  and  for  lodge 
purposes  only.  And  I  farther  believe  that  where  this  new  id(>a  has  b(>en 
permitted  to  obtain  a  foothold,  it  will  either  go  on  to  tlui  destruetion  of 
the  Fraternity,  or  its  .ibandonnient,  and  a  return  by  the  Fraternity  to 
the  ancient  and  simple  practices  established  in  the  beginning. 

The  new  practice  of  i)ublic  installations  of  otKeers  in  other  jurisdio 
tions  has  fed  this  appetite  for  the  union  of  the  sexes  in  the  lodge  room. 
It  |)leases  the  vanity  of  the  persons  who  thus  exhibit  themselves,  i.h  they 
compete  with  the  strolling  players  of  the  mimic  stage. 

THE  MISSISSIPPI  SUGGESTION. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississipi)i  has  adopted  some  rules  concerning 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  applicants  and  advancement  of  Brethren,  and 
has  sent  them  to  thisCJraud  Lodge,  with  others,  for  their  consideration. 
I  have  referred  these  rules  to  Fast  (hand  Master  Brother  Richard  Vaiix, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  that  he  may  exjjress  our 
views  on  this  subject. 

I  would  remark,  however,  that  there  is  so  much  desire  to  add  to, 
alter  and  amend  the  rules  concerning  (jualitications  of  Masons  and  the 
manner  of  making  them,  that  the  Landmarks  of  Freenuisonry  are  likely 
to  be  forgotten.  Some  (fraud  Lodges  have  added  a  business  i|ualitii'ation, 
or  rather  disqualification,  for  applicants  for  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Freemasonry.  They  have  made  a  new  law  which  rejecrts  certain  persons 
on  account  of  their  business,  'i'his  is  an  innovation  or  infra  t'ou  of 
one  of  the  most  important  Landmarks  of  Freemasonry.  Persons  who 
sell  (iertain  articles  of  commerce  are  not  considered  fit  to  sit  with  those 
who  buy  and  use  them. 

If  some  modern  Gool  Samaritan,  travelling  from  .lorusulem  to 
.[ericho,  should  come  upon  a  traveller  who  had  fallen  anumg  thieves,  and 
shoidd  bind  his  wounds  and  take  him  to  an  inn.  he  might  fiml  liiinsi'ir 
unconsciously  violating  a  imw  law  passed  during  ^his  absence  from  tlii! 
Lodge  by  which  he  might  be  expelled. 

The  cardinal  (lualifications  of  a  Mas(m  were  establislunl  in  the 
beginning.  They  (sonstitute  a  Landmark,  and  it  is  not  in  the  pow(M  of 
any  man  or  body  to  men  to  make  innovations  in  the  Lan<lmarks  of 
I'^reemasonry. 

CHAKITY. 

The  Gran<l,Lodge  of  Wisconsin  proposes  the  following  regulation: 
"It  is  the  duty  of  each  Lodge  to  take  care  of  its  own  raembors  in 
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distresfi  wherever  they  may  he.  In  case  of  inahility  so  to  do,  this  duty 
devolves  upon  the  Grand  Lo  lf,'e  from  which  it  holds  its  charter;  it  being 
ur  lerstood  that  in  no  case  is  the  Lodf,'e  furnishinfj;  relief  and  asking 
reimbursement  to  gobeyond  actual  necessities,  without  express  authority 
from  the  reimbursing  body." 

Giving  due  credit  to  the  humane  spirit  which  proposes  this  resolu- 
tion, I  do  no  Lhiuk  that  the  movers  of  it  see  the  dangerous  conseciuences 
to  which  it  may  lead.  IIovv  would  this  so-called  duty  of  reimuursement 
be  enforced;'  by  uou-intercourse  or  arbitration?  Is  it  the  duty  of  each 
Lodge  to  take  care  of  its  own  members  in  distress?  Are  Lodges  bene- 
ficial societies?  Or  is  Masonic  charity  voluutary?  And,  if  it  is  a  duty, 
how  tar  does  it  go?  Does  it  go  to  the  extent  of  recjuiring  a  Lodge  to 
support  its  own  members,  and  can  Lodges  assess  members  for  that  pur- 
pose? They  certainly  cannot  in  this  jurisdiction,  for  we  have  never 
considered  our  cliarity  as  an  enforced  duty,  but  rather  a  voluntary  act, 
to  the  extent  of  our  ability. 

I  fenr  that  the  couHe<iuences  of  such  a  resolution  would  be  dis- 
astrous.

In  humble  tlianksgiving  to  (roil,  we  iigain  tciuhM-  to  .air  colleagues 
on  the  (/ommittees  cm  Correspojidence  of  tlic  several  (iriind  Lodges  of 
Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masoiis,  our  thirtieth  annual  fraternal 
greetings. 
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During  the  past  Alasonii'  year  the  relations  between  the  (Irand 
liOilges  of  Masons  in  the  States  of  th(>  I'nited  States  have  been  marked 
l)y  the  nianifestatioMK  of  fraternal  linrnion.v.  In  all  these  jurisdictions 
tliere  lias  been  an  unfeigned  desire  to  maintain.  HU|)port,  and  abide  by 
the  Landmarks,  usages,  laws,  regulations,  and  customs  canonized  by 
the  observance  of  those  indi'struclible  obligations  whieli  insure  their 
unimpaired  pieservation. 

It  is  to  b(*  r(  marked,  howev-er,  that,  here  and  there  sporadic  attempts 
have  been  inetl'ectually  made  to  inject  crude,  novel,  and  inimical  modift- 
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cations  of  established  l;iw.  This  is  to  be  expec3ted.  The  young, 
untrained  and  inexperienced  members  of  LodjLjes,  fiusshf  d  with  the  pride 
of  their  lodge  membership,  and  restless  under  exact  and  inflexible  rule, 
feel  the  restraints  that  are  imposed,  and  seek  to  be  liberated  from  them. 
Profane  societies  can  change  or  alter  their  regulatious  to  suit  the  views 
of  even  an  urgent  minority.  It  is  thought  that  Masons  ought  to  "  keep 
step  with  the  progress  of  the  times."  This  is  now  anii  tlien  attempted 
by  some  strange  jjroposition  as  to  the  law  or  usages  of  Masonry.  A  very 
sliort  experience  destroys  their  ho[)e8.  So  it  is  that  "  Masonry  is  a  law 
unto  itself,"  and  its  foundations,  impregnable,  have,  like  the  walls  of  the 
Temple  at  Jerusalem,  remained  until  this  present. 

Thus  is  secured  the  permance  of  Freemasonry.  By  the  teachings  it 
persistently  presents,  the  minds  of  the  Masons  are  imbued  with  the 
principles  that  only  can  be  comprehended  by  the  objective  and  sub- 
jective instru(!tion  given  in  the  lodge.  So  much  of  this  instruction  that 
comes  from  a  study  of  symbology,  and  is  explained  by  recognized 
authority,  in  the  ritual,  ceremonial,  and  the  esoteric  mysteries,  is  deeply 
impressed  on  the  mind  and  conscience  of  every  Mason  who  earnestly 
desires  to  obtain  knowledge.  Herein  lies  the  safeguards  of  our  ancient 
and  honorable  institution. 

It  is  worthy  of  serious  reflection  if  Grand  Lodge  legislation  might 
not  be  limited  to  the  internal  or  domestic  needs  of  the  Craft  in  eacli 
Jurisdiction.  To  subject  the  law  of  Masonry,  in  its  general  enlarged  and 
universal  character,  to  the  consequences  o**  legislative  provisions,  might 
bring  the  general  law  into  conflict  with  this  legislation  in  its  special 
administration.  This  i.s  most  likely  to  result  in  either  weakening  the 
princii)]e,  or  substituting  for  it  temporary  and  untried  rules.  This  dsm- 
ger  exists.  It  is  not  made  apparent  until  it  is  affirmatively  shown  to  be 
unfortunate.  Then  a  remedy  is  suggested,  by  amending  these  enact- 
ments. Thus  a  special  code  is  set  up,  tlujt  by  its  terms  denumds  inter- 
pretation. Unlike  the  general  law,  it  is  not  to  be  understood  by 
competent  interpretation  long  existing  and  generally  accepted  as 
Masonic  law. 

It  is  doubted  if  this  tends  to  the  wise,  judicious,  and  Bimjjle  system 
which,  in  Masonry,  ouglit  ever  to  be  secured. 

May  it  not  be  that  a  way  is  opened  for  the  presentation  of  modern 
theories  and  propositions,  which  are  reasonable  in  i»rofane  societies,  '  .. 
which  are  not  permissible  in  that  structure,  coufolidated  in  strength,  by 
the  ages  of  Masonic;  life  ? 

It  does  not  partake,  we  earnestly  hope,  of  a  disposition  to  excite 
controveroy,  but  much  rather  is  it  a  conviction  of  a  duty,  thai  we  oiill 
attention  to  our  (lear  brethren  ol  (oraaii  tees  on  Conespondence  lo  the 
revolutionary  proceeding,  as  we  believe,  which  resulted  in  what  is  called 
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the  "Treaty  of  Monterey."  A  few  distinguished  Moxiciins  and  u  Grand 
Master  of  the  (irund  Lodge  of  Texas  met,  and  without  any  reported 
Masonie  aiitlioiity  agreed  to  recognize  tlie  Texas  Mas  )na  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  and  some  societies  in  Mexico, 
as  Masonic  bodies.  This  was  followed  by  the  confirmation  of  this  pro- 
ceeding by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas.  The  Mexican  societies  named 
themselves  the  ( Iran  Dieta  of  Mexico  By  these  proceedings  this  Gran 
Dietu  of  Mexico,  so  far  as  Texas  could  affect  it,  claims  to  be  a  Masonic 
body,  and  expecis,  we  believe,  recognition  as  such  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted 
]\Iasous  of  the  States  of  the  United  States. 

If  sucli  recognition  is  extended,  then  wo  most  respectfully  suggest 
tliat  any  body  of  persons  calling  itself  Masonic,  can,  by  some  sort  of 
agreement,  make  a  treaty  with  one  Freemason  who  for  the  time  being  is 
a  Grand  Master  of  Masons  anywhere,  and  so  claim  to  be  a  lawfully  con- 
stituted Grand  Lodge. 

As  this  is  of  the  very  highest  import  to  the  sovereignty  of  Grand 
Lodges,  as  they  are  regarded  in  the  United  States,  it  might  be  worthy  of 
the  critical  investigation  of  our  Fraternity. 

It  is  this  strange,  unheard-of,  revolutionary  principle,  thus  sought 
to  be  established,  that  in  our  view  underlies  this  Treaty  of  Monterey.* 

Tlie  past  year  has  left  for  Masonic  reflection  only  one  or  two  ques- 
tions of  importance  to  tlie  general  Craft.  What  is  called  "perpetual 
jurisdiction"  t.ikes  the  first  place  in  its  import  nice. 

In  our  last  report,  we  treated  this  (lucstion  as  in  our  view  it  required, 
fully  to  oxplaiu  it.  Within  the  year  much  has  been  said  and  written  in 
regard  to  the  real  meaning  of  the  term  "pori»etual  jurisdiction."  This  is 
a  misiioiiicr.  It  [»  unt  ch\\me.i\  *^hat  jurpih/al  j'lirisilirfio)/  exists  in  any 
Lodge  over  its  members,  or  its  rejected  candidates.  But  it  is  clauned, 
seriously  and  calmly  claimed,  that  pcrpiiuul  vhjcrlion  exists  when  that 
ohjcclidii,  a  recognized  and  undisputed  condition,  has  been  made  t  >  the 
initiatiim  of  a  c;mdidate  in  a  lodge  to  which  he  voluntarily  ap])lies  for 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  he  remains  still  subje(;t  to  it 
anywhere,  everywhere,  unless  the  rejecting  lodge  lawfully  removes  it. 
A  Masonic  ojection  to  gnmting  the  riglits  and  privileges  of  Freemasonry 
to  an  applicant  is  a  Masonic  disqualification  which  pertains  to  the 
individual,  made  by  the  law  of  Masonry,  and  applied  by  a  lawfully  war- 
ranted and  duly  constituted  Lodge  of  Masons.

However  sovcrt  ifjii  iirul  siipieine  a  (iraiul  L(Mlfi;e  in,  it  cannot  set 
aside,  iynorp,  or  l)y  it.s  lej,'islati()ii  remove  tliat  ilisciiialiHcation,  because 
it  exists  by  the  same  law  that  makes  a  (Jrand  Lodge  sovereijjn  and 
supreme  over  its  lodges  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  nowhere  else.  If  a 
(Jrand  Lodge  legislates  that  a  person  under  the  decree  of  nnworUnj  to 
obtain  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  /.s  worlhij,  because  be  has 
resiiled  six  or  twelve  months  in  its  jurisdiction,  then  Grand  Lodge,  by 
legislation,  can  introduce  innovations  into  the  body  of  Masonry.  This 
we  believe  is  violative  not  only  of  the  law,  but  of  the  Landmarks  of 
Masonry.  Therefore,  as  we  most  respectfully  suggest,  the  iJcrpvtiKd 
olijcrtiim  is  not  t  <  be  (junfoiinded  with  the  misnomer  used  to  designate 
this  olijcrlion-  the  term  inrpclnnl  jurisdiction. 

When  it  was  proposed  to  congregate  the  so-called  "'Fraternal 
Congress,"  at  Chicago,  last  year,  we  most  modestly  but  earnestly  ex- 
pressed our  doubts  as  to  the  )n'opriety  of  this  pnjposition.  We  feared 
that  something  might  be  done  by  the  distinguished  brethren  who  were 
selected  to  meet  as  voluntary  associates,  without  any  Masonic  authority 
to  act  for  the  Craft,  that  might  engender  contentions. 

Already  the  Most  Worshipful  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  has  taken 
a  step  which  we  fear  had  its  oiigin  iu  the  talk  of  tl.is  Masonic  fraternal 
Congress.  This  (Jrand  Lodge  has  formulated  "  uniform  rules  as  to  juris- 
diction over  candidates,"  adopted  them,  aud  submits  them  to  all  the 
(Jrand  Lodges  for  their  adoption,  This  is  the  lirst  step  to  the  creation 
of  a  federative  (Jrand  Lodge.  If  sevend  (Jrand  Lodges  adopt  these 
"  uniform  rules"  over  caudiilates,  that  federated  Masonic  body  will,  l)y 
its  action,  l)ring  discord  into  the  general  Craft.  A  Grand  Lodge  that 
does  not  adopt  these  rules  will  be  at  variance  with  a  body  of  several 
Grand  Lodges  federated  to  act  as  io  a  candidate  rejected  in  any  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  not  associfded  with  Grand  Lodges  adopting  tliese  rulen. 
In  the  first  place  it  will,  in  fact,  destroy  the  integrity  of  the  ohju'lioii, 
take  from  the  Lodge  of  the  objecting  (Jrand  Lodge  its  inherent  rights. 
Thus  contention  begins  under  the  most  unfortunate  conditions. 


But  more  than  this.  These  federated  Grand  Lodges  destroy,  by 
these  uniform  rules,  that  sacred  right,  which  every  IMason  possesses, 
to  ohjccl  to  the  introduction  of  an  unworthy  [)ersou  into  the  fellowship 
of  the  Ciatt.  That  objection  cannot  by  any  Masonic  |)ower  be  set 
aside,  as  to  that  Lodge,  while  it  exists,  nor  can  the  reason  of  the  (tbjec- 
tiou  of  a  lirother  be  obtained  from  him.  Neither  can  the  Lodge  give  it. 
No  power  exists  in  Masonry  to  obtain  the  reason  of  the  objection.  It  is 
a  solemn  duty  to  nuiintain  that  secrecy.  That  secrecy  is  inviolable 
Vet  these  uniform  rules  give  to  the  federated  Lodges  power  to  demand 
of  the  rejecting  Lodge  the  reasons  for  the  rejection  of  the  candidate. 
But,  more  astounding  still,  these  rules  provide  that  if  the  Lodge  does 
by  any  device  violate  the  law  of  secrecy  that  Masonry  makes  in- 
violable,   then  the    federated    Lodge    to     which    this    rejected    can- 
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(lidate  npijliea,  in  the  ,inri,--ilicUon  of  auy  ono  of  tlieeo  feilcrated  Grnml 
Liidyes.  shall,  if  the  exto-ted  reasonH,  which  can  only  bo  ii  plea  in  avoid- 
ance of  tlunincslioii,  aiv  not  r(')^ard«Ml  hy  the  Lodffo  to  which  the  re- 
jected ca'  didate  applied,  yet  iinilei  the  operation  of  the  continuing' 
objection  that  Lodye  shall  judye  of  the  sufficiency  of  tlie  ol)jection  and 
proceed  as  it  thinks  proper.  This  power  to  icview  tlie  action  of  a 
Lodye,  an  asserted  power  under  these  rules,  is  usurpation,  only  to  yive 
legislative  jurisdiction. 


That  a  (.irand  Ijodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  shoidd  have 
adopted  this  rule,  we  insert  it  here,  obtained  as  correct  under  the  seal 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi. 

"  Rule  1. — Whenever  any  person  who  shall  have  been  rejected  for 
initiation  in  any  Lodye  shall  have  removed  his  place  of  ahode  into  the 
jurisdiction  of  anotiier  Lodye,  within  the  jurisdicition  of  anotlier  rjrand 
Ijodyt',  with  tho  intention  of  making  it  his  permanent  place  of  residence, 
and  shall  have  resided  there  not  less  than  cme  year,  and  shall  again  de- 
sire to  petition  for  initiation,  he  may  pi'esent  his  petition  to  the  Lodge 
under  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  or  to  an%  Lodge  which  has  con- 
current jurisdiction  over  tiiat  place,  which  shall  thereupon  certify  the 
facts  to  the  Lodge  which  rejected  him,  and  if  said  Lodge  shall  not, 
within  six  months  thereafter,  furnish  to  tlie  Lodge  to  wliich  said 
petitio  1  is  made,  tln'  grounds  upon  which  such  rejectioii  was  made,  it 
may  i)roceed  with  such  petition  as  in  other  cas(>s,  and  that  Lodge  may 
initiate  him  if  elected.  Whenever  the  grounds  n|,on  which  the  |)etitioner 
was  rejected  are  furnished  to  the  Lodge  to  which  h(>  makes  his  new 
jiotition,  it  siiall  judge  of  the  suiliciency  thereof,  and  proceed  in  its 
discretion.'' 


With  the  most  profound  respect  for  the  (irand  Lodge  of  Mississippi, 
and  fraternal  regard,  sincere  and  unfeigned,  for  all  its  members,  and 
especially  for  our  distinguished  brotiier,  Most  Worshipful  Past  Grand 
Master  Speeil,  we  confess  to  a  deej)  regret  that  this  lule  had  ever  been 
seriously  proposed,  much  more,  has  been  adopted. 

As  we  venture  to  fear,  the  doctrine  of  "  perpetual  jurisdiction,"  or 
(lerpetual  "objection."'  pales  before  the  unfortunate  results  that  will  fol 
low  this  perpetual  occasioa   for  discord  and  contention   if  this   rule  is 
made  operative. 

This  Masonic,  or   Fraternal,  Cinigress  reached  some  "conclusions." 
These  it  promulgated.     What  conclusions  it  did  not  reach    the  full  pro 
ceedings  will  doubtless  notice.     We  have  not  received  a  copy  of  these 
[)roceedings,  and  hence  are  in  ignorance  of  what  was  said   but  not  done. 
One  of  these  "  «!onclusions  "  is  thus  reported  :  — 


";■).  TuK  Anciknt  Landmarks. -The  conclusion  of  the  Congress  is, 
that  the  A  i(;ient  Landmarks  are  those  fundamental  principles  which 
cluiracteri/.e  Masonry  as  defined  by  the  Charges  of  a  Freemason,  and 
without  which  the  institution  caiuiot  be  identified  as  Masonry,  combined 
witn  the  essentials  of  the  unwritten  language  by  which  brethren  distin- 
guish each  other  as  Masons." 
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If  this  "couchisioii  "  Iiuh  hoen  recognized  by  the  eminent  Masonic 
juristH  tlmt  met  in  the  Frutemal  Conyreas,  tliou  the  "  uniform  ruleH,"  lis 
wo  read  and  imderHtiuid  tiu>  ono  under  consideratian,  is  an  open  and 
direct  contradiction  to  these  "  fundamental  principles  which  charactorizu 
Ma>()nry,  .  .  .  and  without  which  the  institution  cannot  be  identified 
as  Ma><onry." 

These  uniform  rules  destroy  the  fundamental  principles  of  Grand 
LodjLje  s(/voroi<,n)ty,  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,  create  a  right  to  overrule 
the  lawn  of  (Jraiid  Lodges,  the  right  to  evade  their  jurisdictions  and  sot 
u|)  a  judgment  over  their  action,  to  demand  of  a  subordinate  lodge  of  a 
Oraud  Jurisdiction  that  it  shall  obey  the  uniform  rule  of  a  federated 
body  of  lodges,  although  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  it  is  subordinate 
forbid^  it  as  violative  of  a  fundamental  principle  which  characterizes 
Masonry.    This  is  estiiblishing  usurpation  as  a  Masonic  regulation. 

It  might  be  observed,  as  relevant  to  the  consideration  of  this  pro- 
position, that  if,  unhappily,  some  Grand  Lodges  adopt  these  uniform 
rules,  ihey  impair  in  so  far  their  sovereign  capacity.  They  unite  to 
administer  these  rules  as  regulating  their  otherwise  independent  action. 
Tliese  uniting  Grand  i^odges  constitute  a  federative  body.  It  is  within 
the  experience  of  careful  observers  that  such  a  body  feels  lis  authority 
strengthened  by  this  unity.  It  is  supported  by  its  constituents.  Each 
Grand  Lodge  that  unites  is  the  actual  constituent  of  the  federation. 
The  Grand  Lodges  have  united,  combined,  associated,  for  a  special 
object.  Each  surrenders  so  mucii  of  it.s  sovereignty  as  is  included  in 
tlie  agreement  to  execute  tlie  uniform  rules.  Is  it  very  unreasonable  to 
suggest  that  such  a  body  will  try  to  extend  its  power  y  To  do  this  is 
shown  in  all  history  as  the  possible  influence  of  existing  power  to  yield 
to  a  tendency  to  acquire  jurisdiction.  This  we  know,  till  now,  is  limited 
t.)  profane  society.  But  are  there  not  signs  which  tend  to  indicate  in 
Mascmry  a  latent  wish  to  imitate  jirofane  examples  ?  Is  this  proposition 
to  unite  Grand  Lodges  in  an  agreement  to  execute  uniform  rules, 
adopted  by  eacli,  other  than  a  federation  of  constituents  for  a  special 
object  or  purpose  which  for  the  first  time  has  assumed  the  form  it  now 
seeks  to  perfect  ?  This  is  a  serious  consideratiim  if  it  is  only  now  pus- 
sible  that  it  mignt  bo  consummated. 

We  desire  now  to  remark  that  Rule  II.  of  the  "  Uniform  Rules" 
provides  thai  ■-'.  candidate  asking  advancement,  having  been  initiated  in  a 
lodge  of  another  Grand  Jurisdiction,  may  receive  the  advancement  by 
another  lodge  in  tlie  jurisdiction  where  he  resides  as  proxy  of  the  lodge 
in  whicli  lie  was  initiated,  so  that  the  ceremony  that  alone  constitutes  a 
Fellow  Craft  oi'  a  Master  Miison  can  be  given  by  other  lodges  to  make 
the  individual  asking  this  advancement  its  member.  That  we  may  not 
misunderstand  it,  we  give  : — 

"Rule  II.-AVlienever  an  Entered  Apprentice,  or  Fellow  Craft,  of  a 
Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  permanently  change  his  place  of  abode, 
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into  the  jurisiliclion  of  a  .'odye  in  another  Grand  Jiirisdictinn,  and  siiall 
have  resided  tliore  not  less  llian  one  year,  and  shall  desire  to  he  passed, 
or  raised,  h(!  may  apply  to  the  lotlye  under  whose  jinisdietion  he  lives, 
or  to  any  iodye  having'  eonenrrent  juiisdie-tion  thereover,  ami  if  it  shall 
sif,'nify  its  will in^jness  to  receive  him,  and  so  certify  the  faet  to  the  lod<,'e 
which  initiated,  or  |)assed  him,  it  shall  thereupon  strike  liis  name  from  its 
roll  of  Apprentices,  or  Fellow  Crafts,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  all  juris- 
diction over  him  shall  cease;  i)rovided,  t  hat  if  the  lodye  to  which  iio 
applies  shall  reject  his  petition  for  advaiic(!ment,  that  the  j\irisdiction  of 
the  lodt,'e  wliicli  initialetl,  or  pas  ed  hini.shall  I'lisojac/o  i)e  resumed,  and 
his  name  shall  aj^a in  he  entered  ujjon  its  roll,  with  a  note  of  the  fact  ; 
and  provided,  furtluv,  that  nothiiij,'  in  this  or  the  precedinj^  rule  shall 
|)revent  a  lod^'e  from  initiatiiiy,  passin;^,  or  raising  n  person  as  the  proxy 
of  an<jther  lodp!  ;  in  which  event  the  i)iMSon  so  initiated,  passed,  or 
raisctl  shall  bocome  u  member  of  the  lod^e  for  which  it  acts,  if  that 
would  be  the  etfect  of  Soint:  raised  iu  the  lodge  for  which  the  deyieo  is 
conferred,  under  the  laws  of  its  (hand  Lodj^e." 

We  frankly  confess  our  ignorance  of  this  new  kind  of  Masonic  law, 
landmark  and  custom.  Therefore  our  views  will,  we  hope,  bo  tolerated 
because  of  the  belief  of  our  dear  Urethreu  of  Committees  on  Corres- 
pondo'iee,  with  whom  we  have  had  long  and  most  deliijhtful  commun- 
ion, that  they  are  conscientiously  entertained.  lUit,  dear  Brethren,  we 
feel  it  a  duty  a  solemn  duty,  which  attaches  to  the  position  we  hold  in 
our  own  (trand  Lodge-  to  protest  against  the  innovation  into  the  body 
of  Masionry  which  these  uniform  rules  will,  if  enacted,  most  surely  inject. 

Let  us  try  and  explain  this  innovation,  show  the  contention  it  will 
create,  the  productions  of  conflict  it  wdl  occasion,  and  the  perils  that 
may  ensue. 

X  is  initiated  in  Lodge  No.  1  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Ohio.  Me  leaves 
Ohio  to  reside  iu  Kansas.  After  a  year's  residence  iu  the  jurisdiction  of 
Kansas  he  applies  to  Lodye  No.  2  of  that  jurisdiction  for  advancement  to 
the  Fellow  Graft  und  Master  Mason  degrees.  When  he  left  Lodge  No.  1, 
it  may  be  that  he  (;ould  not  receive  advancement  becaus-e  a  charge,  it 
was  suggested,  wt)uld  probably  be  nuide  which  would  reiiuire  to  be  tried 
before  advancement.  Lodge  No.  1  is  under  the  legulations  of  t  he  supreme 
sovereign  (J  rand  Lodge  of  Oliio.  By  this  rule  Lodge  No.  '2  is  to  write  to 
Lodge  No.  1,  stating  the  fact  and  signit.>ing  its  willingness  to  receive 
him.  Thereupon  Lodge  No.  1  shall  strike  the  name  of  A  from  its  roll 
of  Entered  Apprentices  or  Fellow  Crafts,  and  Lodge  No.  1  thus  loses  all 
J  risdiction  over  him  and  over  itself.  But  the  law  il  Ohio  does  not  per- 
mit such  action  by  one  of  its  subordinates.  Is  Lodge  No.  1  to  obey  those 
uniform  rules  in  violation  of  the  law  of  its  Orand  Lodge  which  regulates 
its  actiou  and  punishes  for  violation  of  its  laws?  Lodge  No.  1  thus  has 
to  obey  the  rules  of  this  confederated  body,  which  is  by  this  rule  nuide 
supreme  over  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  No.  1  is  a  constituent,  'iud  to 
which  it  is  subordinate  and  from  which  it  derived  its  Masonic  life. 


But  if  Lodge  No.  2  fails  to  advance  A,  then  it  rei)ortsto  Lodge  No.  1, 
and,  by  this  rule,  Lodge  No.  1,  ipsujaclo,  shall  resume  its  jurisdiction 
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over  A.  It  must  [tut  his  mime  l)ii('k  on  its  roll,  willi  a  note  of  theHofiurtn. 
Now.  licni  lire  t\v.)  coniiiiMinlH  or  diitM-tioiis  w  hicli  (licsc  uniform  rulcH 
givo  to  Ijod^o  No.  1,  over  whii'li  this  coiifi'di'iiiti'  IhkIv  has  no  poHsildc 
i-oiitrol,  to  which  Lodyc*  No.  1  owrs  no  ;ilh'>,'iaiici>  l)y  any  Miisonic  hiw. 
l)otli  in  (liruct  vinhition  of  Uu'  hjws  of  Ihi*  (Jrand  Ijoduc  to  wliiirji  Lodyc 
No.  1  owes  absolut"  all'-yiance.

No.  2  to  do  tliis  work  for  it  if  it  was  re(]Mest<Ml  by  tlie  pi'esent  .Masonie 
law.  If  Lodj,'o  No.  I  refuseH  to  reply  to  tl\e  notice  from  Lodye  No.  2, 
then  by  those  rules,  as  we  understand  tliem.  liodye  No.  2  acts  in  virtue 
of  its  arrogated  power  created  l)y  these  rules.

We  ask  our  esteemed  Brethren  to  believe  that  it  is  only  beoanse  we 
fear  for  the  harmony  of  Grand  Lodt;e  relations,  for  the  pnservjition  of 
the  fundamental  princij)les  which  cliaraoterize  Frei'inasonry,  for  the  es- 
tablished law  of  our  Fraternity,  for  the  iierpeluity  of  its  Landmarks, 
Hud  a  dread  of  a  con^^olidated,  federate  body  of  (Jrand  bod^'es  that  will 
take  another  stej)  forward  in  addition  to  the  one  now  fraufjht  with  [leril, 
till  schism,  discord,  disruption  by  uniform  rules  may  attack  the  citadel 
of  Masouic  life. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  or  invitinf^  duty  to  speak  as  wo  are  forced  by 
our  convicticms  now  to  present  these  views.  We  ack  our  Brethren  who 
take  a  different  view,  to  accept  this  presentation  of  the  reasons  that 
seem  to  us  at  least  worthy  of  a  moment's  notice.  We  may,  however, 
be  mistaken.  We  do  not  think  tlie  j.iossible  Ixiuetit  that  may  come  out 
of  these  uniform  rules,  once  in  practice,  will  compensate  for  the  perils 
of  discord  that  may  follow  their  attempted  operati<jn.  To  save  the  Craft 
— if  so  be,  it  is  reasonable  to  rei^ard  evil  as  [lossible  by  the  enforcement 
of  these  rules  from  that  evil  is  the  only  juslitication  we  plead  for  the 
presentation  of  our  opiuious.      It  may   be  evil,   though  yet    viewed  in

The 
newspaper  in  <pieHii  >n  tells  its  reader  that  "  Mgr.  Meurin  calls  Free- 
masonry the  '  Syiia«L«ifue  of  Satan,' "and  add:  ".\  secret  organization 
direct  it.  It  is  th«  Uraud  Orient  of  France,  aililiated  to  the  Palladium 
of  Rome,  the  whojik-  under  the  control  of  a  Supreme  Chief  who  is  called 
'  the  Bovereijfn  Pioaiauif  and  Vicar  of  Lucifer  upon  earth.' " 

We  are  well  aiwaire  of  the  fact  that  there  is  nothing  very  novel  or 
startling  in  thesedtaalte'ations  for  those  of  our  brethren  who  are  accus  . 
tomed  to  the  utftPWBMw  of  thn  French-Canadian  press  ;  but  the  above 
extracts  may  not  prove  uninteresting  to  readers  beyond  the  limits  of 
(illuebec.  who  may  not  l)e  aware  of  the  peculiar  circumHtauces  that  sur- 
mund  and  war  {igmnst  Freemasonry's  progress  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
aur  own  ( irand  Luiige.

©IN  I']  Hundred  aiul  Forty-nine  Chartered  Lodges  repre- 
sented. Our  llej)resentative  not  recorded  present. 
The  (iran<l  Master  delivered  a  nnisterly  introduetion 
to  his  address,  setting  forth  the  beauties  of  Masonry  and  the 
individual  duty  of  the  (/raftsmen  and  Lodge.  S[)aee,  to  my 
regret,  forhids  its  entire  (!Oj»y  here,  lie  says:  ''Wehavt^ 
continued  our  peaceful  relations  with  all  (irand  Bodies  with 
which  we  have  heretofore  been  in  frateinal  correspondence, 
and  peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  amongst  the  Lodges 
and  Hrethien  within  our  own  Jurisdiction."  The  decisions 
recorded  are  all  good  and  sound,  involving  no  new  jxiint 
necessary  of  comment.      The  "  ravagiis  of  the  fell  monster  " 
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had  taken  to  tlioir  last  ivstiiio;  place  P.  G.  M.  General  J.  K. 
Kershaw,  and  '•  our  faithful  sentinel  "  IJro.  W.  A.  Wilson, 
Grand  Tyler.  A  vast  amount  of  routine  husines  was  accom- 
plished. We  heartily  concur  with  the  Committee's  remarks 
on  •'  Foreign  Correspondence." 

The  Grand  Secretary  says,  in  concluding  his  last  report:  "  We 
"  know  that  comparatively  few  take  the  trouble  to  read  these  reports. 
"  If  it  was  known  and  naderstood  that  they  are  the  result  of  many  long 
"  hours  of  real  hard  work,  they  would  possibly  be  more  appreciated." 

We  earnestly  commend  these  words  of  our  respected  and  zealous 
Grand  Secretary  to  the  Craft  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  suggest  to 
the  Subordinate  Lodges,  through  their  representatives,  that  it  will 
promote  the  interests,  broaden  the  information,  and  elevate  the  tone  of 
tbeir  respective  Lodges,  to  have  these  reports  read,  from  time  to  time, 
at  the  regular  communications  of  the  Lodges,  because  from  these 
reports  we  gather  the  rulings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges  with  whom 
we  correspond  upon  nearly  every  point  of  Masonic  law  and  usage.  By 
comparison  we  can  discover  the  virtues  and  defects  that  may  exist,  and 
thereby  be  enabled  to  accept  what  is  right,  and  reject  what  is  wrong, 
thus  securing  that  uniformity  in  Masonic  law,  which  should  be  of  equal 
importance,  and  should  be  as  earnestly  sought  after  as  uniformity  in  the 
liitual. 
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The  following  ruling  is  rather  severe,  and  proves  the 
(irand  Master  a  "  strict  perfectionist.'"  I  must  respectfully 
dissent,  and  ask  whence  the  article  and  ohjectioni 

'•  In  answer  to  an  en(iuiry,  the  Grand  Master  ruled  that  the  loss  of 
a  toe  by  a  candidate  after  his  initiation  prevented  said  candidate  from 
any  further  advance  in  Masonry."

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A  number  of  decisions  are  reported.  The  first  one  is  in  violation  of 
the,  what  we  have  always  considered,  elementary  law  in  Masonry,  to  wit: 
he  decided  that  a  candidate  who  has  been  rejected  in  a  Lodge,  can  apply 
to  another  Lodge  having  concurrent  jurisdiction,  after  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months— our  law  is  that  the  rejecting  Lodge  in  such  case  has  ex- 
clusive uixd  peri)etual  jurisdiction.  The  second  decision  is  that  a  Lodge 
has  not  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates  "after  the  time 
limit,  viz.,  12  months,  has  expired."  Prom  which  it  seems  that  there  is 
Grand  Lodge  legislation  on  this  subject.  With  us  it  has  always  been 
held  that  for  a  Lodge  to  receive  an  application  from  the  rejected  material 
of  another  Lodge  would  be  in  violation  of  the  ancient  charges  against 
interfering  with  or  supplanting  a  brother  in  his  work. 

Tlu'  .stand  taken  as  to  perpetual  jurisdiction  iss  fast  losing 
ground,  and  very  properly  so.  If  Lodges  adopt  the  ])roper, 
cautious  ste])s  when  dealino;  with  an  apjilicant,  there  can  he 
no  harm  done, — it  is  the  indilferent  and  careless  work  of 
"■  Investigating  Committees  "  that  should  he  looked  after. 
This,  however,  is  a  matter  that  for  some  time  to  come  will 
rest  on  each  (irand  Lodge,  hut  it  would  he  is  well  to  have  it 
uniform,  yet,  however,  how  many  Masonic  questions  are^ 
Sorry,  P>ro.  Ingleshy,  we  cannot  hide  any  longer.

Rej)ort  on  C()rresj)ondence  is  by  Bro.  Wm.  Blatt,  wiiich 
inclndes  B.  C.  for  1898.  He  has  this  to  say  as  to  Bro. 
Downie's  decision  : — 

The  Cirand  Master  decided  against  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  ' 
rejected  material,  and  thinks  the  principle  unreasonable.  Most  every- 
body does.  We  dissent  however  from  his  decision  that  a  lodge  cannot 
waive  jurisdiction  in  favor  of  one  in  another  State.  We  hold  that  this 
is  a  right  inherent  in  the  particular  lodge  which  should  not  be  surren- 
dered to  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master.  If  the  material  belongs 
to  the  lodge,  she  has  tlie  right  to  utilize  it  herself  or  to  grant  the  right 
by  courtesy  to  any  lodge.  If  the  material  is  unfit,  it  is  not  at  all  likely 
that  relinquishment  will  be  granted. 

Three  different  Kitual8,viz:  The  English,  Scotch  and  Canadian,  are 
used,  and  their  use  sanctioned  by  the  (irand  Lodge. 

A  brief  but  impressive  uniform  burial  service  was  adopted.  If 
uniformity  in  this  is  desirable,  why  not  uniformity  in  the  Ritual?  The 
local  lodges  royally  entertained  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which 
is  very  commendable.  We  are  opposed  to  these  entertainments,  but 
more  opposed  to  their  omission  when  we  attend  Grand  Lodge, 

Witli  refercMice  to  "  aon-unifoi'mity "  in  tlie  Ritual 
woidd  say,  Bro.  Blatt,  that  owing  to  lodges  working  under 
the  several  rites  before  formation  of  the  (i.  I.,,  of  1).  C-.,  and 
eacdi  rite  being  weddetl  to  her  particular  work  and  loath  to 
give  it  ui)  to  any  other,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  allow 
such  to  exist,  but  put  our  foot  (h)wn  t»n  any  other  but  tlie 
three  Rituals  mentioned.  The  burial  service,  however, could 
very  consistently  be  adopted  without  compunction.

MEMORIAL  ADDRBSHBK. 

The  Committees  appointed  to  prepare  Buitable  memorial  adilresses 
upon  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  Masters  George  C.  Connor  and  John 
Fri/zell,  submitted  tlie  following  reports,  which  were  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote,  the  address  in  regard  to  I'ast  Grand  blaster  Connor  being 
jjresented  by  Brother  Henry  II.  IngersoU.  P.  (J.  M.,  and  tliat  in  regard 
to  Past  (irand  Master  Frizzell  by  Brother  Thomas  O.  Morris,  P.  G.  M.: 

GEORGE  (.'OOPEK   CONNOK. 

"  Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of  fewtlays  and  full  of  trouble. 
He  oometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut  down  ;  he  tleeth  also  as  a 
shadow,  and  continuoth  not.  .  «  .  .  There  is  hope  of  a  tree  if  it  be 
cut  down  that  it  will  sprout  again,  and  that  the  tender  branch  thereof 

will  not  cease i^ut  man  dieth  and  wasteth  away  ;  yea,  man 

givetb  up  the  ghost  and  where  is  he  ? 

"  What  a  pregnant  question  to  this  annual  assemblage  of  Tennessee 
Masons,  from  which  George  0.  Connor  has  gone  never  to  return  !  Where 
is  he  ?  Hath  he  lain  down,  never  to  rise  up  till  the  heavens  shall  be  no 
more  ?  Has  he  gone  to  oblivion  arid  utter  nothingness  ?  Shall  we  know 
him  no  more  forever  ? 

Old  Rip  Van  Winkle,  roused  from  his  long  sleep  in  the  mountains, 
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returning  to  his  native  village  and  finding  no  one  who  knew  him,  ns  his 
old  dog  Snyder  would  if  he  were  there,  but  convinced  at  last  that  the 
recollection  of  liiiiiaelf  and  those  dearest  to  him  had  faded  from  the 
memory  of  men,  and  sunk  into  the  waters  oi  oblivion,  in  pathetic 
anguish  cried  :    "And  are  we  so  soon  forgot  when  we  are  gone  ?  " 

It  is  onr  blessed  privilege  to  recall  the  faces  and  forms,  the  words 
and  acts  of  our  brethren  whom  we  have  loved  and  lost  a  while,  and  to 
place  upon  enduring  record  our  appreciation  of  their  Masonic  worth  and 
service,  that  they  may  not  be  forgot  when  gone,  but  treasured  by  ns  who 
knew  them,  for  ourselves  who  have  enjoyed  -are  now  enjoying — the 
fruitful  harvest  of  their  Masonic;  sowing,  and  for  our  successors  who 
sliall,  in  the  decades  to  come,  partake  of  it  as  part  of  the  common 
heritage  of  Masonry. 

George  Cooper  Connor  was  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  October  9, 1834. 
He  received  his  early  training  in  the  schools  of  that  cultured  Irish  city, 
»'  within  the  English  pale,"  while  yet  the  service  and  sacrifice  of  the 
martyred  Emmett  and  his  heroic  compatriots  was  fresh  in  the  memory  of 
man.  At  fourteen,  he  came  with  an  uncle  to  Toronto,  Canada,  where  his 
education,  chiefly  by  his  own  efforts,  was  thoroughly  completed,  and  at 
the  age  of  twenty-four  ho  started  upon  his  career  well  equipped  for  the 
active  and  varied  duties  of  his  busy  life. 

His  warm  Hiberian  nature  felt  keenly  the  repression  of  cold  British 
manners,  laws  and  customs  in  the  chilly  Northland.  He  longed  for 
freedom  and  opportunity  under  the  liberal  institutions  and  hosjutable 
influences  of  the  American  Union.  And  so,  crossing  the  lakes,  he  came 
to  the  States  in  1858,  and  first  made  his  home  in  the  warm,  social  atmos- 
phere of  Nashville,  'midst  the  Belle  Meades  and  green  pastures  of  the 
blue  grass  portion  of  Tennessee.  Prom  thenceforth,  though  always 
proud  of  his  Irish  parentage  and  nativity,  he  was  a  thorough  American 
patriot,  as  became  one  who  had  experienced  the  joys  of  the  new  birth  of 
Liberty  in  the  land  of  the  free.  In  1800  he  removed  to  Thomasville, 
Ga.,  where  he  pursued  the  vocation  of  teacher  and  preacher  until  the 
civil  war. 

His  generous,  exuberaut  nature  found  fit  expression  in  the  lines  :— 

"  I  live  for  those  who  love  me, 

For  those  wlio  know  me  true, 
For  the  heaven  that  smiles  above  me. 

And  awaits  my  spirit,  too  ; 
For  the  cause  that  lacks  assistftnce. 
For  tlie  wrong  that  needs  resistance, 
For  the  future  in  the  distance, 

And  the  good  that  I  can  do." 


mountains, 


And  so,  when  the  civil  war  came,  he  was  quick  to  catch  the  infection 
that  drew  men  from  business  and  home,  from  ingle  and  fireside,  and  led 
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them  away,  iti  Herritnl  raukw,  to  camp  and  battle.  He  went  with  his  new 
friends  into  theHouthern  army, and  for  f(mr  years,  under  the  bouny  bhie 
tiiifi,  kept  soldier  step  to  the  tune  of  Dixie.  To  us  who  recall  those  days 
of  civil  war — whether  we  wore  the  blue  or  gray  -and  whose  days  in 
mercy  are  lengthened  ont  till  now  when  bright-eyed  peace  smiles  o'er 
the  land,  and  foes  of  other  days  are  friends  again— those  years  of  war- 
fare, that  soldier  service  of  our  departed  friend,  has  no  Masonic  interest 
to  us,  save  tluit  by  faithful,  devoted  service  he  fairly  won  the  title  of 
Major,  which  he  wore  to  his  death.  The  war  was  over  when  Connor 
made  his  Masonic  confession  of  faith,  lirst  saw  the  symbol  of  Masonic 
hope,  and  received  the  flrst  token  of  Masonic  charity. 

In  1864  he  had  married  Miss  (Jress,  of  Augusta,  (in.,  and  the  widow 
and  a  daughter,  bereft  and  lonely,  survive  him.  After  the  surrender  he 
resided  for  several  years  in  Atlanta,  where,  in  1867,  he  was  made  a 
Mason;  and,  interesting  himself  in  our  sacred  symbolism,  laid  broad  and 
deep  the  foundations  of  his  future  Masonic  career. 

In  1872,  he  moved  with  his  family  back  to  the  State  of  his  adoption, 
and  made  his  iiome  in  Chattanooga,  where,  for  twenty-three  "years  he 
led  an  active  life  as  a  citizen  and  Mason.  He  was  a  charter  member  of 
Temple  Lodge,  over  which  he  was  so  in  chosen  to  preside,  and  in  which 
he  retained  his  active  membership  until  his  death. 

His  official  connection  with  this  (Jraud  Body  extended  through 
twenty-one  years,  and  furnishes  a  record  of  activity  and  usefulness  which 
may  here  be  only  sketched : 

1873. — Represented  Temple  Lodge,  and  under  appointment  of 
Grand  Master  (Jrafton  acted  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Accounts. 
At  the  close,  he  was  appointed  by  Grand  Master  Richardson  meml)er  of 
Comrtiittee  o  i  Appeals  for  ensuing  year. 

1874.^Represented  Temple  Ladge,  served  on  Committee  on  Ap- 
peals, submitted  Rules  of  Order,  which  were  adopted,  and  was  chosen 
Deputy  Grand  Master. 

1875.— Presided  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  during  a  portion  of  com- 
munication, and  Grand  Lodge  expressed  thanks  "for  his  courtesy  and 
efficiency  while  presiding  over  its  deliberations."  He  also  acted  as 
Grand  Master  at  installation. 

1876. — Acted  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and 
at  the  close,  was  appointed  alternate  member  of  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence. 

1877.  --Chairman  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 
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1878.  — Oonnor'H  Di«ost  of  Masonic  Liiw  adopted,  and  he  elected 
(}rnn(l  Master. 

1879.— Presideil  as  Grand  Master. 

18H0-3.  -Served  on  Ooraraitteo  on  Masonic  .Jurisprudence. 

1884.— Absent. 

1885.  -  Served  on  Oommittee  on  .Turisprudenne,  and  at  olofl(>  ap- 
P')inted  as  one  of  the  select  (JommitttM  nf  five  thereon. 

1880.— Served  on  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

1887.— Absent. 

1888. — Served  on  Comuiittee  on  .Jurisprudence,  and  l)y  resolntion 
commended  to  the  lirotherhood  in  foreign  countries,  where  lie  soon  ex- 
pected to  travel. 

1880.    -Served  on  Committee  on  .hirisprudence. 

1890.  Same.  Also  appointed  Ohairmiui  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence, and  at  a  (Jrand  Lodge  of  Sorrcm  delivered  eulogy  upon  Past 
(Irand  Master  Grafton. 

1891.  Served  on  Committee  on  .Jurisprudence;  submitted  Report 
on  Correspondence. 

lSi)2.  —Same.  A[)pointed  Chairman  Board  of  Custodians,  and  also.

Of  his  service,  honors  and  distinction  in  other  Masonic  bodies, 
special  me-ition  is  not  proper  here.  Memorial  tributes  from  worthy 
hands,  have  therein  given  fitting  record  and  praise  to  the  work  and 
words  of  this  tireless  laborer  in  all  the  fields  of  Masonry.  Be  it  ours  to 
tell,  briefly,  of  the  character,  culture,  learning  and  works  in  Blue  Lodge, 
of  the  most  gifted,  versatile  and  brilliant  Masonic  genius  that  has  shone 
in  Tennessee  since  the  civil  war. 

The  heroic  figure  of  the  physical  man  was  but  an  index  of  his  in- 
tellectual greatness:  while  the  freedom    and  celerity  of  his  muscular 
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movomentH,  nimHu;il  in  one*  of  siicli  yijjtintic  Htature,  gave  token  of  the 
reBtlcss  lu'tivity  ami  livoly  play  of  tlus  mt'iital  faciiltieH.  Stead iut'HH  mid 
regularity,  reason  and  loj,'ie  these  were  not  the  <inalitie8  of  Ills  mind; 
but  overtlowiiijf  with  exul)erant  vitality  and  daiicinj?  with  sparkliny 
brilliancy,  it  seemed  to  set  all  laws  at  detianee,  all  rules  at  fault;  and 
instead  of  pursuing  the  sure  and  steady  process  of  reason  or  logic,  it 
seized  an  idea  and  jiiinpe<l  to  a  conelUHion  with  the  swiftness  of  femi- 
nine intuition.  His  iuia>,'iii<'ition  was  active;  his  intellij^ence  creative. 
Ho  could  not  bn)i>l{  restraint;  and  though  we  could  not  always  approve, 
and  often,  in. leed  must  auta<,'onize  his  positions,  we  could  never  fail  to 
admire  the  uniiesitatiiiK  ([uickness  with  which  ho  chose  them,  and  the 
zeal  and  ear;iostnew,  skill  and  jiortiuacity  of  his  defence.  The  incon- 
sistencies of  such  a  character  often  a8t()niHh  friend  and  foe,  but  the 
qnick  percei)tion,  vivid  imajfination  and  Hashinjf  wit  of  such  a  man  in 
ea^or  pursuit  of  a  favored  object,  overtlovvs  memory  and  balHes  reason; 
and  with  voluble  speech  he  throws  out  to  day  the  thouyhtn  that  breathe 
in  words  that  burn  —forgetful  of  yesterday,  rejfardless  of  to-morrow,  and 
rejoicint^  ouiy  in  the  ylory  of  |)rosent  achievement. 

Experienced  in  affairs,  versed  in  all  learninj;,  ancient  and  modern, 
widely  traveled,  and  with  strong  desires,  fluent  of  speech,  full  of  magnet 
ism  an  1  bubbli'jg  over  with   Milesian  wit  -such  a  man,  with  full  com- 
mand of  all  liis  groat  faculties  in  any  cause  he  espoused,  in  any  object 
he  sought  to  accomplish,  was  almost  irresistible. 

Appealing  to  our  sentiments,  stirring  our  emotions,  exciting  our 
passions,  ridiculing  our  foibles,  laughing  at  our  error.s,  how  oft  n  has  he 
compelled  us  to  yield  our  judgment  and  forego  our  choicic  to  the  bland- 
islmient  of  his  persuasive  sj)eech,  so  that  at  times  it  seemed  as  though 
he  had  brought  a  chip  of  the  Blarney  stone  with  him  from  the  Emerald 
Isle  and  pressed  it  daily  to  his  lips  for  unction  to  his  speech,  for  inspi 
ration  to  his  cause. 

And  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  how  niiisterful  was  he  !  When  measures 
which  excited  his  interest  and  aroused  his  energies  were  before  us  for 
consideration,  how  readily,  naturally  and  thoroughly  he  took  complete 
possession  of  the  body,  assuming  at  one  moment  the  function  of  author, 
at  the  next  of  director,  then  of  objectr.r,  and  at  times  even  of  master, 
e;igerly,  and  perhaps  unconciously,  taking  complete  control  of  the  entire 
Lodge,  as  though  these  various  functions  all  belonged  of  right  to  him. 
And  this  lie  often  did,  too,  without  objection  or  question  until  the  point 
was  carried  and  the  battle  won.  Such  was  his  enthusiasm,  his  eagerness 
his  power  of  persuasion,  his  ability  to  lead,  that  until  the  end  had  come 
and  it  was  too  late,  all  protests  were  unheard.  New  members,  unac- 
quainted with  the  man,  his  manners  and  his  power,  would  look  on  with 
open-eyed  wonder  and  open-iuouthed  astonishment;  older  members 
sometimes  with  amusement,  sometimes  with  misgiving,  but  all  with  ad- 
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luinition  at  tlie  amii/iiii,'  power,  l'(>rtile  reHoiirccs  imkI  In miilltwH  vt'i-Hiility 
oftluMiiim.     WImt.  would  liavo   hofii    pii'smnptioii    aixl   Kxcitetl    rcwiit 
ineiit  from  oMiers,  was  iicc!(»i)t(';l  and  allowi-d  as  a  matter  of  coiirHc  to  liiiii: 
and  Hoiius  wlio  had  little  ,s>nii)at liy  with  his  iiicaHure  or  plan,  oiijovid  the 
rudinut  M-iuniph  of  vlie  man  as  his  mobile  fa«o  heumtid  witii  thoconciouH 
ueas  uf  bis  hucmobs  attained. 

That  he  aroused  anta^onisra  and  provoked  eriticisni,  stirred  up  jeal 
ousy  and  t'xeited  envy,  was  inevitable.  Hueh  a  positive  foree  in  aetive 
moti  >n  amoii^,'  so  many  strong  men  t^ould  not  ilo  otherwise.  SouietimeB 
he  lost,  and  submitted  >,Maeefully  ;  us\uilly  he  W(m,  and  enj(jyt!il  it  amaz 
inyly.  \  man  of  ^'reat  ambition,  quick  impulses,  warm  emotions  ai  d 
Htionj?  passions,  he  was,  of  course,  not  always  liKh'  or  wise;  but  his 
nuiHsive  stren^Mh,  his  Titanic  |)ower.  his  eayer  activity  and  creative  force 
uever  failed  to  commaiul  admiration.  He  was  the  pillar  of  streuKtli  in 
this  (Jrand  liod>,'e  ;  and  when,  with  sympathies  enlisttHl,  eiithusiasm 
aroused,  and  faculties  all  alive,  he  threw  his  soul  into  earnest  sjieech, 
the  Hre  kindled  in  his  eye.  and  his  mobile  face  Kvew  all  aglow  retieeting 
the  changing  curreijt  of  liis  thought,  his  presence  became  fairly  uuijes- 
tic,  and  he  was  then,  indeed,  our  "  lioyal  (leorge." 

Nor  was  he  less  interesting,  amusing  or  entertaining  in  the  social 
circle.  Whether  in  male  or  mixed  companies,  he  wis  the  chief  attrac 
tion.  Whether  discoursing  seriously,  arguing  earnestly,  conversing 
Hippautly  or  jesting  boisterously,  the  same  wonderful  versatility  shone 
out  with  striking  brilliancy.  In  pointed  epigram,  in  witty  retort,  iu 
humorous  jest  or  lively  narration,  he  seemed  equally  at  home.  He 
enamored  all  by  his  social  gifts,  and  was  ever  the  attractive  center  t* 
the  social  circle. 


The  Masonic  record  above  given  shows  our  recognition  of  Brother 
C'onnor's  powers  in  all  Masonic  fields.  He  prebided  as  Grand  Master, 
prepared  our  rules  of  order,  made  a  legal  digest,  presided  over  Cufto- 
diaus  of  the  Work,  was  "hairmaii  of  .lurisprudence,  and  wrote  the  re- 
poi  ts  of  Foreign  Correspondence.  >iot  that  he  equally  excelled  in  all 
these  places  or  was  always  to  be  followed  iu  word  or  judgment — far 
from  it !  For  while  he  was  a  brilliant  ritualist,  and  no  (me  co  ild  confer 
a  degree  more  impressively  than  he,  such  was  the  activity  of  his  imagi- 
nation, the  force  of  his  creiitive  energy,  the  wealth  of  his  diction,  and  the 
variety  of  his  vocabulary  that  it  seemed  impossible  for  Inm  to  follow  the 
Ritual  and  confer  any  d  -gree  twice  in  the  same  way.  He  was  no  parrot 
Mason  !  No  road  seemed  bnjad  enough  tor  him,  but  he  must  fain  de- 
light himself  and  his  hearers  by  his  excursions  through  green  fields, 
over  laughing  hills,  and  beside  still  waters.  And  yet,  not  only  in  the 
Blue  Lodge  Ritual  and  iu  the  Chapter  of  Tennessee  did  he  make  his 
mark  and  will  his  work  bo  remembered,  but  upon  the  great  body  of 
Knights  Templar  of  America,  and  in  Grand  Encampment  he  has  left  the 
impress  of  his  genius  that  will  endure  through  generations. 
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But  the  versatility  oi  ina  genius  Hiiune  forth  with  greatest  lustre  in 
his  Masonic  writings.  Here,  as  elttewiiere,  he  enjoyed  iiud  used  the 
freedom  which  was  allowed  to  none  other.  As  Chairman  of  Commictee 
on  Correspondence  for  the  (irand  Bodies  of  Tennessee,  he  did  not 
hesitate  to  write  and  publish  as  conciudiug  papers  discussions  on  live 
questions  agitating  the  Grand  Juri.iiiicnon,  hut  even  learned  disqui- 
sitions on  the  esoteric  parts  of  Masonry  which  iiave  received  the  appro- 
bation and  commantted  the  admiration  of  the  Craft  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land. 


From  Alabama  comes  the  testimoiiial  ihat  "  though  an  auute 
searching  critic,  and  unsparing  as  to  faultw  and  foibles,  yet  his  worli  is 
always  most  oourteouBiy  done,  and  i)Totherly  love  shines  throughout: 
and  we  have  learned  to  love  him  for  the  true  Masonic  love  pervading  hiw 
reports." 

And  from  Georgia  comes  this  regippt:  •But  our  words  of  cental  re 
are  turned  into  sighs  of  deep  and  sinoeme  r-«iret  that  his  voice  is  stilled 
and  his  hand  palsied.  Alas,  poor  (jeorffe,  we  will  misE  you.  sadly  miss 
you." 


In  Illinois  he  was  thiie  esteemed:  "It  3Mii«been  the  lot  of  f«w 
-m  reach  the  distinctiim  in  ixtt  Crat"  attainpKi  by  this  man.  His  wonder- 
ftul  versatility,  his  broad  and  oompreliHUBive  kearniog,  his  untiring  in- 
itefitry,  his  ch"rming  literary  .4tyle,.aud  hm  goual  social  qualities,  were 
vwell  known  to  his  Brethiren." 
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And  Indiana  says: 
m  eloquent  and  mf^je^^ 
tiiin  great  popularity."' 


He  was  an  excellent  -ttualist,  a  br  .liaut  writer, 
■'iieaKer — a  combination  of  qualtlutsH  that  gave 


F-rnnn  the  oldGrranite  Htate  comes  a  testinaanial  in  thew--well  chosen 
%vmtlB;  "  He  was  wrthout  quefitiou  one  of  thaHHSt  learned  Masons  of 
hJB  timfc.  Hnd  leaves  a  reputation  second  to  thaar-^njoyed  by  no  Mason  of 
our  daj'tior  brilliancy  of  Musoiuc  erudition  or  profoundness  of  thought." 

In  "?fnrth  Carnlina  he  is  apokeiv  of  as  ""that  facile  and  erudite 
Masonu'  writer,  who  has  for  many  years  enlightenetl  and  encouraged 
the  Maiittna  of  Tennessee." 


And  this  comes  from  the  shores  of  the  peaceful  sea,  where  rolls  the 
Oregott  "  The  memory  of  this  kindly  companion,  able  Masonic  writer 
ami  eminent  Mason,  is  deeply  graven  up:»n  Lhe  hearts  of  the  Craft  ho 
serve*!  and  loved  so  well." 

Tenu^^see  welcomes  from  foreign  brethren  these  testimon  als  to 
departed  worth. 
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For  the  lust  (wo  years  of  his  life  our  worthy  hrotlitT  seems  to  have 
bnen  conscious  tiiat  a  mortal  disease  had  seized  upon  him,  and  frum  his 
intimate  friends  he  did  not  conceal  his  apprehecisious. 

"  The  sunset  of  life  gave  him  mystical  lore, 
And  coming  evanta  cast  their  shadows  before." 

And  even  to  the  public,  through  one  of  his  correspondence  reports, 
he  makes  this  fra  k  confession  : — 

"The  future  has  for  ns  little  ho;  e  of  health  or  life,  and  the  nearer 
the  end  the  dearoi*  a;v  the  friends  who  are  good  and  true.  Yes,  the 
days  grow  shorter,  and  the  beyond  grows  nearer." 


' '  Earth's  hold  on  us  grows  slighter, 
And  the  heavy  burden  lighter. 
And  the  dawn  immortal  brighter. 
Every  year." 

With  what  regretful  remembrance  we  recall  the  singular  manit'esta- 
tions  of  alternate  streugtli  and  weakness  at  onr  last  Communication  ; 
liow  at  times  he  seemed  his  old  self,  born  to  command,  fit  to  govern,  and 
bound  to  lead  his  brethren  ;  and  again,  alas,  how  the  nervous  force  was 
weakened,  the  vital  energy  depressed,  and  the  giant  became  as  a  little 
child  ! 

But  be  is  gone  ;  he  has  departed  ;  he  will  never  come  again  to  us  ; 
but  we  shall  go  to  him.  He  was  unique,  unrivalled,  immense  !  We 
shall  never  have  another  Connor  ;  and,  take  him  all  in  all,  we  ne'er  shall 
look  upon  his  like  again  ! 

The  most  brilliant  intidel  of  our  time  has  said  :  "  Life  is  a  narrow 
Vide  between  the  cold  and  barren  peaks  of  two  eternities.  We  strive  in 
vain  to  look  beyond  the  heights  ;  we  cry  aloud,  and  the  only  answer  is 
tlie  echo  of  our  wailing  ciy.  From  voiceless  lipa  of  the  unreplying  dead 
there  comes  no  word  ;  but  in  the  night  of  death  hope  sees  a  star,  and  the 
listening  lova  can  hear  the  rustle  of  a  wing." 

To  this  unconscious  confession  of  faith,  this  intuitive  tribute  to  im- 
mortality which  Death  draws  from  Agnosticism,  let  us  add  :  Tlml  hope 
is  the  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  Unit  star  is  the  Star  of  Bethlehem, 
IIkU  love  is  the  passion  of  the  Redeemer,  and  those  rustling  wings  are 
the  wings  of  the  blessed  angels  that  come  to  bear  our  spirits  home  to 
the  bosom  of  God. 

We  have  consigned  tiie  body  of  our  departed  lirother  to  the  earth  , 
we  have  (iommended  his  soul  to  (}od,  who  gave  it;  we  will  cherish  his 
memory  in  our  hearts  till  the  end  shall  come  !

Your  ('(tmniittee  to  wbom  thedrfind  Mnsler  roferred  the  preparation 
of  a  luemurial  of  our  lately  ilHceaseil  brother,  John  Frizzell,  he^  leave 
to  report,  HiibniittiDtf  the  following  syiiopHin  of  hia  life,  aa  well  as  an 
epitome  of  his  career  aa  a  Maaou  :  - 

John  Fiizzell  wua  born  iu  Bedford  County,  Tenneasee,  September  8, 

1829. 

His  experience  through  boyhood  was  somewiiat  out  of  the  usual 
channel,  as  he  was  taught  early  to  perform  fchoao  duties  which  peculiarly 
belong  U)  the  head  of  ;t  houaelioht,  implanting  by  diversified  employ- 
ments those  sturdy  characteristics  of  perseverance,  energy  and  indomit- 
able will  which  form  character,  and  cultivating  ((ualitics  and  habits  of 
mind,  which  in  his  home  studies  gave  to  him  a  solid  and  manly  cast  of 
thought,  a  simplicity  of  tiiste,  a  diiectuesa  of  statement,  a  distinctive 
freedom  from  alfectation  -iiid  exuberance,  and  all  those  (iualities  which 
made  him  throughout  his  life  of  usefulness  and  influence,  beloved  as  a 
man,  invaluable  as  a  friend,  a  devested  follower  of  th(>  Faith,  a  model 
liufiband,  venerated  as  a  father.  To  this  beneficent  home  influenci  .  i.:' 
uc.tnowledged  oft  times  to  those  near  to  him,  he  owed  everythng  ;  his 
deep  respect  and  love  for  those  who  gathered  about  his  tiresid<>  ;  his 
unfaltering  trust  in  the  i>lessed  truths  taught  by  the  beloved  Master  and 
.•^avior  of  mankind. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen,  his  father  being  circuit  court  clerk  of  Fnmk 
liu  County,  he  was  employed   in   the  oflice  to  write.     In   let-s  than  one 
year,  his  aptness  an!  adaptability  to  the  work  was  of  such  merit,  he  was 
appointed  deputy. 

When  eighteen  years  of  age  he  took  his  first  and  only  sciiolastic 
term  at  the  County  Academy. 

Upon  read' ing  manhood  he  entered  upon  the  study  of  his  chosen 
vo(  ation,  that  of  the  law,  and  although  depriveil  of  the  iid  vantages 
which  the  youth  of  to-day  enjoy  a  prepariitory  course  of  collegiate 
instruction  he  was  formally  admittec'  to  the  bar  in  IH.')4,  and  steadfastly 
grew  in  prominence  Jis  a  capable  lawyer  to  the  position  t)f  an  able  coun- 
selor and  eminent  jurist. 

When  North  and  South  became  iuvt)lved  in  sad  and  fratricidal  strife, 
he  was  amongst  the  early  volunteers,  enlisting  as  a  private.     lie  was 
shortly  CO  unissioued  as  cajitain,  and  placed  in  charge  of  *' transporta 
tioii  and  auditing  of  railroad  accounts,"  and  of  the  large  amounts  of 
money  which  passed  'through  his  hands  every  dollar  was  accounted  for. 

At  the  cessation  of  hostilities  he  removed  to  Nashville,  taking  up  the 
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practice  of  law,  but  like  the  thousanrls  of  otliers  in  tlie  South,  i)iacticiil- 
ly  beKiiining  auew.  Mter  comiuctiu^'  many  important  uases  witii  (;on- 
summate  skill  and  learned  ability,  in  IHHI-J  he  was  elected  by  the  Supreme 
Court  ol' Teiuiessee  -Judye  of  the  Uei'oreo  Coiirt,  held  at  Knoxville,  hold- 
ing this  position  during'  tlie  existence  of  this  court.  Here  he  soon  earned 
the  ffood  wijl  and  love  of  the  East  Tennessee  ]5ar  by  his  upiij^htness  and 
ability  as  a  judye. 

lie  was  truly  a  self-made  and  self-cultured  man.  How  well  he  laid 
the  foundation!  '"As  the  twi«- is  inclined,  so  shall  it  yrow  "  was  never 
better  exemplified  than  in  the  life  of  our  dei)arted  Brother. 

True  to  his  faith  and  trust  in  our  beloved  Master,  early  in  life's 
journey  he  joined  the  C'limbirlaud  Presbyterian  Church.*  His  church 
brethren,  appreciating  the  Christianity  which  shone  so  brightly  in  his 
everyday  walk,  made  him  a  ruling  elder,  which  office  he  held  to  his 
death.  He  was  elected  Stated  Clerk  (jf  the  (Jeueral  Ah^sembly,  and 
served  eleven  years;  was  elected  Moderator  of  the  (General  Assembly 
the  lirst  layman  to  eve-  hold  that  iiigh  iuid  exalted  positioji.  He  was 
forty  years  an  oHicer  in  the  cause  of  Clu'ist  truly  a  Christian  man  with- 
out Kiiilt' !  Always  a  fried  to  the  needy  and  distressed,  he  would 
divide  his  last  dollar  with  a  friend  and  brotlier  if  it  became  necessary. 

Distinjruished  in  his  social  habits  for  his  dignity,  atl'abihty  and 
politeness,  he  was  puactili(jus  in  his  observance  of  the  nicer  projirieties 
of  life  and  estiiblished  rules  of  decorum.  Every  moral  iind  social  duty 
was  by  him  performed  with  scrupulous  exactitude  and  precision,  and 
never,  in  his  most  sportive  and  unguarded  moments,  did  any  sentiuieut 
escape  him  which  was  (joarse  or  vulvar. 

Thus  lived  and  passed  over  to  the  lutinite  Beyond  a  man  of  sterling 
worth,  of  whom  it  may  be  said  :  "  He  i>le8sed  the  world,  and  yladdened 
hearts  that  he  had  lived.'' 

Turning-  to  the  Masonic  history  of  ourbrother  it  is  briefly  as  follows: 


He  was  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  Freenuisoniy  in  Cumberland 
Lod^c,  N"  ^^,  lit  Nashvi'lc,  t)ctol)er  !*'.»,  ISoO,  passed  November  22nd,  and 
was  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Mason  on  December  2l8t  of 
the  same  year,  and  was  soon  after  elected  and  installed  as  Master,  seiv- 
ing  several  years  in  this  capacity  ;  was  elected  .'unior  (irand  Warden  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Termessee  in  \H'>:^,  Deputy  <irand  Master  in  LS51, 
and  (Jrand  Master  in  1858.  and  sncceedtnl  liimself  as  Grand  Master  the 
following  year.  He  was  elected  <iriuid  Secretary  in  ISfiS,  succeeding 
Charle*  A.  I'^dler,  and  acceptably  tilled  the  duties  of  thai  position  for 
twenty -six  years,  or  over  a  (juarter  of  a  century.  To  this  position,  as 
well  as  the  many  other  high  positions  of  trust  and  res])onsibility  in  the 
Frjiteruity  which   during  life   lie   was  called   upon  to  till,  he  lent  his 
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wealth  of  energy,  ami  broad  and  liberal  intellect,  and  the  honors  paid 
him  by  the  several  deliberative  bodies  of  the  Craft  were  rare  tributes 
indeed,  and  always  worthily  bestowed. 

He  was  exalted  to  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Cumberland 
Chapter,  No.  1,  at  Nashville,  April  29,  1802,  antl  served  his  Chapter  as 
High  Priest  several  terms?.  He  was  elected  Dei)uty  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  in  1801,  Grand  High  Priest  in  18(55, 
and  Grand  Secretary  of  tlie  (irand  Chapter  in  1868,  serving  until  1891, 
when  he  gave  up  the  position  of  his  own  accord.  He  was  elected 
Deputy  General  (irand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Cxrand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  tlie  United  States  in  1874,  General  Grand  High 
Priest  in  1877,  and  took  high  rank  in  the  estimation  of  the  Companions 
of  that  deliberative  body. 

He  was  greeted  a  Royal  and  Select  Master  in  Nashville  Council,  No. 
1,  October  12,  18.512,  and  served  his  Council  as  Thrice  Illustrious  Master. 
He  was  elected  Most  Uhiatrious  (Jrai.d  Master  of  the  Grand  Counciil  of 
Tennessee  in  1861,  and  Grand  Recorder  in  1868,  serving  until  1891,  when 
he  resigned. 

He  became  a  Knight  Templar  in  Nashville  Comraaudery,  No.  1, 
December  17,  1852,  and  starved  Lis  Commaudery  as  Eminent  Commander. 
In  1861  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mandery  of  Tennessee,  ind  was  made  Right  Eminent  (irand  Commander 
in  1867.  In  1808  he  was  elected  Grand  Recorder,  and  served  with  signal 
ability  up  to  and  including  the  year  1874.  For  the  past  several  years  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  .Jurisprudence  of  the  (Jeneral 
Grand  Eucami)meut  of  the  United  States,  one  of  its  most  important 
standing  committees. 

He  was  consecrated  to  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priestliood  in  Royal 
Aicli  Masonry  in  1K6(),  and  wfis  elected  and  served  as  M.  E.Grand  Presi 
dent  in  1866. 

He  was  initiated  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Kite  in 
Chicago,  September  1],  1859,  by  Illustrious  Grand  Master  Albert  Pike, 
and  received  tlie  li'M  degree  -the  highest  in  the  Order     April,  1866. 

These  few  line.-^,  in  cold  type,  en)brace  the  Masonic  i)rogre8&ior.  of 
our  beloved  brother,  and  in  future  years  nuiy  be  a  guide  to  some 
enquiring  brother  should  he  look  up  the  record  of  leading  Masons  iu 
Tennessee. 

He  iias  gone  to  sleep,  but  his  record  is  engraved  on  the  hearts  of 
hie  brethren,  never  to  be  forgotten  so  l«mg  as  lite  may  last  ui  thost  why 
knew  him,  for  to  know  him  was  but  to  love  him. 
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Brother  Frizzell  died  at  his  home  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  November 
30,  1894,  and  was  buried  in  Mt.  Olivet,  that  beautiful  City  of  the  Dead, 
on  December  2,  189J:,  by  the  Grand  Lodjje  of  Tennessee.  Kind  and 
loving  brethren  deposited  his  body  in  the  grave  prepared  for  him.  His 
shroud  was  our  mother  earth.  From  it  came  we  all,  and  unto  it  must 
we  return  some  sooner,  some  later — when,  only  our  'ieavenly  Father 
knows.  We  trust  every  member  of  this  (Irand  Lodge  itiny  be  as  well 
prepared  for  the  summons  as  was  Brother  Frizzell.  His  covering  is  thb 
green  grass  and  flowers,  watered  by  the  dews  of  Heaven  ;  his  compan- 
ions, tlie  sweeL  songsters  of  the  forest,  as  they  carol  forth  their  anthems 
of  praise  to  the  great  Jehovah. 

Sleep  ou,  Brother  !  The  lightning  and  the  storm  may  piay  about 
tliy  lonely  grave  ;  the  rain  and  sunshine  may  beat  upon  it  ;  daylight 
and  darkness  may  come  and  go  ;  but  He  in  wliom  you  placed  your  trust 
is  still  nigh,  and  has  promise!  us  that  though  the  worms  may  destroy 
this  poor  body,  yet  in  the  glorious  morn  of  the  resurrection  we  shall 
see  God. 

Sleep  on,  Brother !  "  Tlioagh  the  body  die,  yet  shall  the  spirit 
live."  We  will  miss  thy  kindly  greeting,  that  familiar,  beaming  face, 
that  strong  and  cheery  voice.  Thy  place  is  vacant,  l^'lovcd,  but  not  for- 
gotten. Could  we  but  roll  back  thy  curtain,  O  Time,  au<l  be  permitted 
to  gaze  in  the  unknown  Beyond  across  the  Dark  River-  we  would  see 
thy  familiar  form  standing  by  the  <  Ireat  White  Throne,  and  hear  thy 
well  known  voice  saying  :  "  I  am  waiting  iuid  watching  when  you,  too, 
shall  be  summoned.  Come,  ye  tliat  are  holy  and  have  kept  the  com- 
mandments of  our  Lord  and  Master.     Blessed  be  His  name."

©V\l  Re|)rtisentative  not  present.  During  the  year  two 
of  the  (trand  Lodge  ofiicoi-s  had  passed  within  the 
veil,  viz:  P.d.M.  \.  15.  Emery,  and  I).  (I.  M.  Robert 
Lee  Scannell.  The  (irand  Master  i-eported  "  Lodges  in  a 
fairly  |)rosperous  condition — peace  and  harmony  prevailing. 
Relations  with  all  Grand  Lodj^es  around  the  ij-lobe  continue 
harmonious."  He  does  not  apj)rove  of  the  "Mississippi 
Rules,"'  and  declares  against  '*  Pci'petual  Jurisdiction  in  any 
form."'  <  >bjecting  to  tiie  advancement  of  a  Fellow  Craft, 
the  (ir^ind  Master  very  wisely  and  truthfully  said: 

*•  Brethren,  in  this  Ciinneution  I  wish  to  Hsk  one  question,  the  answer 
to  which  may  arouse  that  vigilance  which  may  i)revent  similar  mistakes. 
Wliose  fault  was  it  that  this  unworthy  man  was  elected  to  be  made  a 
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Mnaon?  Your  answer  is, 'the  Investigating  Committee  is  t«  blame  for 
it.'  Yes,  there  lies  the  fault.  Hail  they  but  half  performed  their  duty 
they  must  have  learned  something  of  the  character  and  previous  nets  of 
this  man.  It  seems  to  nie  that,  in  this  case,  they  simply  signed  their 
names  on  the  petition  without  any  inciuiry  into  the  previous  standing  of 
the  applicant.  I  consider  the  Investigating  Committee  the  most  impor- 
tant one  in  the  Lodge  ;  and  every  Muster,  when  he  appoints  one,  should 
impress  upon  the  mind  of  each  member  thereof,  the  importance  of  his 
trust,  and  that  he  holds  each  one  personally  responsible  for  neglect  of 
his  duty. 

If  there  is  the  least  doubt  as  to  the  character  of  the  petitioner,  give 
the  Lodge  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  not  the  petitioner,  although  he 
may  be  called  a  good  fellow.  There  are  many  good  fellows  around  us, 
but  they  do  not  always  make  good  MaBf)ns.  I'^reeniasonry  does  not  claim 
to  make  a  bad  man  good.  It  is  not  a  reformatory  institution.  Its  perfect 
ashlars  are  hewn  from  stones  without  flaw  or  ingrained  spot,  and  such 
are  made  tit  for  the  builder's  use  by  the  tools  of  Masonry,  from  the  good, 
the  true  i.nd  the  upright.  If  our  ranks  cannot  be  augmented  by  pure 
men,  then  had  we  better  remain  idle,  and  the  Fraternity  will  be  bene- 
fitted tliereby.  Again,  I  admonish  the  Irjvestigating  Committee  to  do 
its  whole  duty." 

Masters  will  do  well  to  hear  tin's  in  iniiid.  Only  three 
decisions  I'eported  -this  one  is  new;  "Can  a  ineniher  vouch 
for  a  visitor  with  whom  he  has  sat  in  (Hiapter  hut  not  in 
Lodije  r'      Answer     "  He  can  not." 

I  quite  C(>n(Mir  in  the  following  i-eniarks  by  (irand 
Master  Chapnian  : 

"  In  a  conversation  held  last  summer  with  a  distinguished  Mason 
from  an  Eastern  State,  the  subject  of  using  intoxicating  licjuors  at 
Masonic  banquets  was  discussed,  and  he  informed  me  that  in  most  of 
the  Eastern  and  Middle  States  it  was  strictly  forbidden  for  the  reason 
that,  in  frequent  instauces,  the  love  of  strong  drink,  to  which  many 
Brethren  had  become  slaves,  had  been  traced  back  to  the  Masonic  ban- 
quet table.  While  I  do  not  suggest  the  adoption  of  such  a  law,  yet  I 
would  admonish  the  Masters  that  if  any  intoxicating  beverages  are 
served  at  Lodge  banquets,  to  see  that  they  are  not  used  to  excess. 

One  Masonic  banquet  which  I  attended  last  spring,  is  yet  f»esh  in 
my  memory.  It  was  in  the  adjoining  banijuet  room  of  this  very  hall. 
There  was  neither  wine,  beer  nor  liquors  of  any  kind,  and  yet  oratory 
was  at  its  height,  joy  and  gladne&s  beamed  from  every  face,  and  "  Auld 
Lang  Syne  "  was  never  sung  sweeter  nor  with  deeper  feeling.     I  believe 
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that  out  of  the  140  Bretlircn  i)reHent,  not  one  left  the  room  who  was  not 
pleased  with  the  evening's  entertainment.  T  honor  the  Lodge  which 
will  tiiUH  throw  a  shield  in  front  of  a  Brother  to  protect  him  from  hia 
stronger  appetices. 

Brethren,  let  ua  imitate  the  example  set  by  Weber  Lodge,  and 
Masonry  in  Utah  will  gain  by  it.  Far  \h\  it  from  me  to  discourage 
sociability  in  our  hulaies  :  on  tlii*  contrary  I  am  in  favor  of  it,  and  am 
one  of  its  strongest  advocates,  because  I  believe  it  to  be  a  part  of 
Masonry,  but  I  know  it  can  be  |iiacti(!ed  without  the  use  of  intoxicating 
drinks."

The  attention  of  your  Committee  on  Juris[)rudence  has  been  called 
to  a  Circular  Letter  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississipjn  under 
date  of  May  0,  1H94,  proposing  certain  uniform  rules  as  to  jurisdiction 
over  candidates,  as  follows:  - 


JUKISDK'TION    OVKR    PKRSONS    RKJECTED    FOR    INITIATION. 

RuiiK  1.  -Whenever  any  i)erson  who  shall  have  been  rejected  for 
initiation  in  any  lodge,  shall  have  removed  liis  place  of  abode  into  the 
jurisdiction  of  another  lodge,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand 
Lodge,  with  the  intention  of  making  it  his  permanent  place  of  residence, 
and  shall  have  resided  there  not  less  than  one  year,  and  shall  again 
desire  to  petition  for  initiation,  he  may  present  his  petition  to  the  lodge 
under  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  or  to  any  lodge  uiiicii  has  ccmcur- 
rent  jurisdiction  over  that  phvce,  wiiieii  shall  tliereiipon  certify  the  facts 
to  the  lodge  which  rejected  him,  and  if  said  lodge  shall  not,  within  six 
months  thereafter,  furnish  to  the  lodge  to  whieli  .said  |)etiti<m  is  made, 
the  grounds  upon  which  said  rejection  wns  made,  it  may  proceed  with 
such  petition  as  in  other  cases,  and  that  lodge  nuiy  initiate  him  if 
elecited.  Whenever  the  grounds  upon  which  the  petitioner  was  rejected 
are  furnished  to  the  lodge  to  which  he  makes  iiis  new  j)etition,  it  shall 
judge  of  the  sufficiency  thereof,  and  proceed  in  its  discretion.

Rule  2. — Whenever  an  Entered  Apprentice,  or  Fellow  Craft,  of  a 
lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  permanently  change  his  place  of  abode 
into  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge  in  another  Grand  Jurisiiictiim,  and  shall 
have  resided  there  not  less  than  one  year,  and  shall  desire  to  be  passed, 
or  raised,  he  may  apply  to  the  lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  lives, 
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or  to  any  lotl^'tt  hiivinjr  eondiiireni  jnristlict.ioii  tlioreover,  (ind  if  it.  shnll 
Hiifnil'y  Kn  williii>,'iu^sH  to  roccivc  him,  anil  ho  (certify  tlio  fact  to  the  loil^e

of  the  loil^^e  vvhicli  initiated,  or  passed  iiim,  shall  i/iso Jai-lo  Ije  reHnnie<l, 
and  his  name  shall  ajjain  he  entered  upon  its  roll,  with  a  note  of  the 
fact;  and  provided,  fnrtlier,  that  nofhiiifj  in  this  or  the  preceding  Ivule 
shall  i)revent  a  lodj^e  from  initiating',  ()assinK',  or  raising  a  p»u-on  as  the 
proxy  of  another  lodj,'c  ;  in  whicn  ment  the  person  so  initiated.  |)aHsed 
or  raised,  shall  l>e(!ome  a  member  of  the  lodjjti  tor  which  it  acts,  if  that 
would  be  the  etFect  of  beinj.'  raised  in  the  lodye  for  which  the  de/tfree  is 
cimferred,  under  the  lawB  of  its  (Jraud  Lodge. 

With  all  due  respect  for  the  (iraud  Lodye  of  Mississijjpi  with  which 
we  are  on  the  most  friendly  relations,  we  must  insist  npon  our  rule  of 
nou-conforraity  to  the  doctrine  of  Perpetual  Jurisdiction.  We  believe 
that  if  all  (Jrand  Lodges  would  reliniiuish  that  indefensible  (daim  and 
adopt  the  rule  of  one  year's  residence  within  their  jurisdiotiim  the  inter- 
ests of  Freemasonry  would  suffer  nothing  thereby,  but  rather  be 
benefited  by  its  adoptiou  ;  because  the  petition  of  a  candidate  for  the 
degrees  in  Masonry  is  rejected  it  by  i o  means  follows  that  he  is  luifit  to 
become  a  Mason,  We  have  seen  in  the  loig  course  of  our  Masonic 
career  many  candidates  rejected  who  were  angels  of  light  compared  with 
some  who  had  8UC(^eeded  in  gaining  admission,  or  with  tliose  who  uuiy 
have  been  supposed  to  have  caused  their  rejection.  Then  again,  if  the 
absolute  secrecy  of  the  ballot;  is  enforced  in  all  jurisdictiems  as  it  should 
be,  how  is  that  clause  in  Rule  I  to  be  carried  out  which  provides  for 
furnishing  "  to  the  loilge  to  which  said  petition  is  made,  the  </rou)i.(/s 
upcm  which  such  rejection  was  made?  The  citizens  of  the  United 
States  are  an  enterprising,  restless  people  ;  they  are,  nuuiy  of  them,  con- 
stantly changing  their  domicile  from  one  section  of  the  Itepublic  to 
another  ;  does  anyone  suppose  that  if  the  hiw  of  Perpetual  .lurisdiction 
prevailed  throughout  th^  land  tliere  would  not  be  hundreds  of  good  and 
true  men  forever  barred  from  becoming  honorable  and  worthy  members 
of  our  Fraternity  by  reason  of  some  private  pitjue  or  prejudice  on  the 
part  of  some  one  away  back  in  their  own  home  y 

No,  brethren  of  Mississipi)i,  the  (Irand  Lodge  of  Utah  auheres  to 
its  plain  and  simple  rule  that  a  residence  of  one  year  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion gives  a  candidate  the  right  to  seek  Masonic  brotherhood  within  its 
lodges. 


As  to  Rule  2,  we  object  to  the  one  year  residence  clause  ;  if  a  man 
is  worthy  to  be  made  a  Mason  in  your  lodge  to-day  and  has  been  so  de- 
clared by  a  unanimous  vote,  why  should  hri  be  delayed  a  whole  year 
before  he  can  be  advanced  sin>))ly  because  the  exigencies  of  his  alfaira 
have  caused  him  to  move  into  another  jurisdiction  ?  Utah  lodges  are 
every  ready  to  extend  the  courtesy  to  their  sister  lodges  wheresoever 
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Inratful,  of  (H)iiferrin«  tlid  do^rfeH  for  thoin  under  tli»'  UHiial  HafefjnnnlH  ; 
if  tli«  Mother  I^oilfje  HeeH  fit  to  waive  juriHiliction  tlio  lirotlier  Ixioonu'H  a 
member  of  one  of  our  lo(lf,'eH  ;  if  not,  he  iH  Himply  a  member  of  the 
Mf.tiier  l.o(lj,'(<,  nuule  by  coiirteHy  in  Utali,  until  Hucih  time  aH  hin  own 
inclination  may  lead  iiim  to  withdraw  and  join  with  uh.  Thc^  .siatus  of  a 
candidate  wh(j  has  already  l)een  eU^eted  and  in  nuist  (iawes  han  received 
at  least  one  decree  ])efore  moving,'  into  another  jurisdicticm,  in  different 
from  that  of  a  rejected  member.

The  retiring  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Arvis  Scott  Chapman,  then  ad- 
dressed the  Grand  Master  as  follows: 

"  Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brother:  A  complete  surrender  of  all 
the  insignia  of  authority  with  which,  as  Grand  Master,  I  have  been  in- 
vested, involves  the  performance  of  another  pleasant  duty.  One  year 
ago  our  lamented  Brother,  Past  Grand  Master  Emery,  presented 
through  me,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  thiit  riiuj,  to  be  worn  by  all  future 
Grand  Masters  and  used  as  their  private  seal.  He  gave  it  with  this 
benediction  and  this  hope,  "  May  there  ever  reside  in  this  ring  a  magic 
power  that  makes  its  wearer  loved  and  pleasing  to  God  and  man.  Let 
us  hope  that  in  the  far  distant  future,  it  will  be  a  precious  nucleus  of 
hallowed  associations  and  memories." 
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My  Brother,  with  his  blesBlng  attending  it,  I  now  place  that  talis- 
man on  your  finger,  trusting  that  it  will  prove  an  ever  present  reminder 
to  hold  thr  ',cales  of  justice  ir  equal  poise,  to  avoid  favoritism  and  to 
exhibit  that  spirit  of  Brotherly  Love  which  so  distinguished  the  donor. 
And  I  request  yon,  my  Brother,  that,  when  you  transmit  it  to  your  suc- 
cessor, you  shall  demand  of  him  a  pledge,  which  I  now  ask  of  you,  to 
ever  keep  alive  the  memory  of  the  giver  whose  name  is  engraved  in  the 
ring.  Do  you  make  such  a  promise?  Wear  it  then,  my  Brother,  and 
may  you  feel  a  just  pride  in  the  distinction  which  it  symbolizes,  assured 
that  the  time  will  come  when  to  worthily  wear  that  emblem  will  be  the 
highest  aspiration  of  a  Utah  Mason. 

Response  of  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Alvin  Charles  Emerson: 

Most  Worshipful  Brother:  In  receiving  from  your  hands  at  this 
time  this  ring,  I  am  possessed  of  a  feeling  of  pleasure  difficult  to  de- 
scribe. When  our  lamented  Brother  Emery,  out  of  the  generosity  of  his 
great  heart  and  his  love  for  the  Craft  procured  this  ring  to  be  used  as 
the  Grand  Master's  Seal,  he  builded  to  his  memory  a  monument  greater 
than  he  knew.  No  matter  how  far  down  the  ages  in  the  history  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  this  ring  may  go.  no  matter  how  many  hands  may  pass  it 
to  others,  the  memory  of  him  whose  wisdom  contrived  it,  the  beauty  of 
whose  mind  adort  ed  it,  will  be  more  indestructible  and  everlasting  than 
thp  material  of  which  it  is  composed. 

That  was  a  memorable  occasion  indeed,  when  M.  W.  Bro.  Emery,  at 
the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  Provo.  presented  this  ring  to  you, 
thus  to  commence  its  honourable  journey  down  through  the  hands  of 
the  Grand  Masters  and  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  and 
those  who  fortunately  witnessed  that  presentation  will  never  forget  it. 

This  ring  brings  me  to-night  most  hallowed  memories,  and  it  not 
having  been  my  pleasure  to  have  received  it  from  the  hands  of  him 
whose  gift  it  was,  I  know  of  no  one  from  whose  hand  T  would  rather 
have  received  it  than  from  yours,  my  Brother. 

I  will  faithfully  fulfill  your  request,  and  the  injunction  you  have 
laid  upon  me,  to  deliver  this  to  my  successor  in  the  name  and  memory 
of  him  who  gave  it.

Uli  Representative  not  present.     The  Grand  Master  said 
in  the  course  of  his  opening  remarks: — 


We  meet  to-day,  in  the  one  hundred  aud  first  annual  communication 
to  review  the  labors  of  the  past  year,  to  participate  in  important  delib- 
eration?, renew  our  concern  over  the  various  interests  of  the  Order,  and 
withal  to  unite  in  celebrating  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  our  organi- 
zation as  a  Grand  Lodge,  "independent,  and  governed  solely  by  its  own 
laws." 

With  the  present  session  we  complete  the  first  century  of  our  exist- 
ence, which  marks  an  important  epoch  in  our  history.  I  believe  we  may 
read  to-day  the  annals  which  contain  its  records  with  pride  and  satisfac- 
tion. It  is  glorious  indeed  in  its  promises  and  fulfilllments.  There  has 
been  a  steady  advance  up  the  line  of  rectitude,  and  earnest  desire  to  be 
true  and  loyal  to  precept  and  to  practice.  I  believe  that  every  duty 
done,  every  trial  borne,  every  service,  though  of  the  humblest,  for  hu- 
manity, every  token  of  that  peerless  virtue,  charity  -which  is  the  con- 
Hunimatiou  of  all  worth  -  has  helped  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  coming 
of  that  Kingdom  of  Light  and  Love  for  which  we  believe,  and  are  fiank 
to  confess,  our  noble  Institution  is  both  a  preparation  aud  a  helpmeet. 

Tlie  decisions  reported  involve  no«ne\v  points  and    are 
all  good  law.     On  "Physical  QualiiicatiouB  "  he  sayis: 
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"I  must  place  niyse  f  on  record  bb  not  being  in  sympathy  with  the 
construction  of  our  so-called  Ancient  Landmark.  Masonry,  once  opera- 
tive, is  now  specnlative;  and  the  reason  requiring  that  a  man  should  be 
intcyer,  i.  e.  a  perfect  man,  has  passed  away,  and  the  rule  should  go 
with  it.  If  he  be  able  to  comply  with  all  ritual  requirements  and  moral 
obligations,  what  more  do  we  need?  It  is  a  man's  life  that  tests  his 
principles;  his  conduct  which  proves  his  worth.  With  "  internal "  quali- 
fications answered,  let  us  not  be  too  strict  in  seeking  physical  perfec- 
tion. Conservatism  is  sometimes  wise,  but  often  compromising,  weak 
and  dangerous.  In  our  wise  progressiveness  let  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Vermont  stand  for  all  that  is  highest,  noblest,  best  and  truest  without 
the  trammels  of  a  letter-bound  and  narrow  minded  Phariseism.  Your 
Committee  will  render  a  further  report  at  this  session  which  I  trust  will 
receive  your  careful  and  considerate  action." 

Committee  on  Jurispriideuce  reported  on 

THE  UNIFORM  RULES  PBOPOSED   BY  GRAND  LODGE  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 

We  have  considered  the  proposed  uniform  rules  submitted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  rt  Mississippi,  formulated  by  the  able  Masonic  jurist  of 
that  jurisdiction,  M.  W.  Frederick  Speed,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  care- 
fully considered  by  the  law  committee,  and,  while  we  fully  agree  that 
uniformity  is  exceedingly  desirable,  and  trust  it  may  be  secured  upon 
some  acceptable  line,  we  confess  that  we  are  skeptical,  and  until  there 
shall  be  an  expression  on  the  part  of  several  Grand  Lodges  with  whose 
regulations  the  proposed  rules  radically  differ,  we  do  not  deem  further 
action  upon  our  part  advisable;  we  recommend,  however,  that  the 
matter  be  left  with  your  committee,  to  make  further  report  hereafter, 
if  it  shall  seem  in  the  interest  of  Masonry." 

ON    PHYSICAL   QL  ALIFICATIONH. 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
that  part  of  Cxrand  Master  Bacon's  address  last  year,  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject of  Physical  Qualificutions,  fraternally  report,  that  they  have  given 
the  matter  the  careful  attention  its  importance  demands,  and  submit 
their  conclusion  fur  the  consideiation  of  tlie  Grand  Lodge. 

The  law  of  our  own  State,  while  not  as  strict  as  some,  is  open  to 
the  criticism  of  Grand  Master  Bacon. 

It  is  embodied  in  the  following  decision  of  Grand  Master  Hall  in 

1888.* 

"  II.  The  general  law  in  regard  to  physical  qualiilcatioas,  recog- 
nized in  this  Htate,  requires  that  the  candidate  be  able  to  conform  to  all

the  ceremonies,  and  to  do  the  work.     Any  maim  or  intirmity  that  pre- 
vents this  renders  a  person  physically  ineligible." 

Tn  Maine  the  following  is  a  part  of  the  Constitution  :  — 

"  When  the  deformity  of  the  candidate  is  not  such  as  to  prevent 
him  from  being  instructed  in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry, 
and  does  not  amount  to  an  inability  honestly  to  acquire  tlie  means  of 
subsistence,  the  admission  will  not  be  un  infringemeitt  upon  the  ancient 
landmarks,  but  will  be  perfectly  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  our 
institution." 

Massachusetts  has  a  similar  declaration  in  her  Constitution. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  ancient  charges  and  regulations  were 
adopted  when  Masonry  was  wholly  operative,  or  largely  so,  and  that  the 
natural  and  inevitable  tendency  of  a  purely  speculative  organization  has 
been  to  rela.\  the  rule,  until  the  oft  repeated  quotations  of  "  perfect 
youth  "  and  "  able  body  "  have  been  lost  sight  of,  and  that  at  present 
the  requirements  of  most  of  the  (Irand  Lodges  are  similar  to  our  own, 
viz  :    "  That  the  candidate  be  able  to  conform  to  the  work." 

Nor  is  this  illogical ;  as  well  might  we  attempt  to  enforce  Article  10 
of  the  Apprentice  charges,  as  taken  from  Robert's  version,  viz  ;  that 
"you  shall  not  marry,  or  contract  yourself  to  any  woman  during  your 
Apprenticeship,"  as  to  insist,  to-day  upon  strength  of  youth  or  perfection 
of  body,  necessary  in  the  operative,  but  uncalled  for  in  the  speculative 
Mason. 


*  Note.    We  take  the  following  from  (irantl  Master  Hall's  address  in  1SH8  :— 

PHYSICAL  QUALIFICATIONS. 

The  decision  upon  this  subjent  seemnd  iiecessa-y  as  proviotis  ruliriKs  had  covered 
only  speci'il  cases,  and  letters  wer  ■  constantly  tjointj  received  for  information  in 
regard  to  other  special  cases. 

The  decision  does  not  express  my  own  views  upon  this  subject,  but  as  it  the  recog* 
nized  law  of  the  State,  it  was  clearly  my  duty  to  enunciate  it. 

I  d.»  not  propose  to  o  tsir  upon  a  discussion  of  this  subject,  for  one  should  not 
pull  down  until  he  can  build  better,  and  as  yet,  perhaps  the  best  solution  t)f  the  pi 
blem  has  not  been  wrouglit  out,  but  it  is  a  matter  that  is  demanding,  and  justly  so, 
the  thouKht  of  leading  Masons  tliroughout  the  country  and  while  they  honestly  differ 
in  regBrd  to  the  construction  that  shall  be  pUicf<l  upon  the  ancient  cliarges.  the  same 
catholic  spirit  that  has  held  this  and  other  jurisdictions  to  relax  the  rule  of  the  rigid 
constrnctioingts,  will  oi)en  the.doors  still  wider,  and  in  this  purely  speculative  organi- 
zation mental  and  moral  qualifications  will  ontweigli  physical, 

I  trust  that  this  reference  to  the  subject  will  lead  the  reading,  thinking  Masons  of 
Vermont,  to  examine  it  carefully,  and  tliat  when  the  matter  comes  up  for  action,  as  it 
will  in  the  near  future,  it  may  be  setl  led  in  accordance  witli  tlie  broad  and  fraternal 
spirit  of  Masonry  that  recognizes  every  worthy  man  as  a  peer  and  does  not  stoop  to 
exceptions  because  of  the  loss  of  an  eye  or  thumb. 
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It  is  Bometimes  urged  that  physical  perfection  is  a  landmark  and 
that  we  have  no  power  to  change  it. 

It  is  submitted  that  landmarks  must  be  immeraoriHl  usages  based 
upon  principles  that  are  of  universil  application. 

As  presented  to  us  they  are  the  interpretation  of  the  ancient 
charges,  regulations  and  MSS.  by  eminent  brotliers  who  disagree  in 
number,  language  and  importance. 

The  present  generally  adopted  rule  does  not  follow  the  so-called 
andmark,  but  permits  an  interpretation  of  it  to  (sonforni  to  the  work  of 
the  jurisdiction,  which  is  not  a  lat'dmark,  but  at  all  tinies  subject  to  the 
will  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  boast  an  universal  system,  we  are 
confronted  with  the  anomolous  condition  that  the  qualifications  of  can- 
didates may  differ  in  every  jurisdiction,  and  widely  so,  between  the  old 
world  and  the  new. 

We  cannot  reconcile  this  with  what  we  regard  as  the  true  intent  and 
spirit  of  Masonry.  We  are  taught  that  "  it  is  the  internal  and  not  the 
external  qualifications  of  a  man  which  render  him  worthy  to  be  mide  a 
Mason,"  and  that  the  head  and  the  heart  are  more  potent  factors  than 
an  eye  or  a  thumb. 

There  are  numerous  ways  of  receiving  and  imparting  the  mysteries 
of  Masonry,  and  the  cultured  man  who  by  the  sense  of  hearing  not  only 
receives  the  word,  but  all  the  sublime  teachings  of  our  institution,  that 
man  who  is  able  to  appreciate  its  grand  significance  and  practice  its 
tenets,  is  quite  as  "capable  of  doing !a  Mason's  proper  work,"  as  he 
whose  highest  boast  is  an  ability  to  form  "  right  angles,  horizontals  and 
perpendiculars." 

We  fully  recognize  that  it  is  not  iu  the  power  of  man  or  any  body  of 
men  to  make  innovations  in  the  body  of  Masonry  ;  but  there  is  in 
Masonry  a  progressive  spirit,  working  in  entire  harmony  with  this 
ancient  law,  that  has  been  and  is  daily  gaining  ground  because  its 
promptings  and  actions  are  based  upon  an  intelligent  interpretation  of 
the  philosophy  of  Masonry.  It  finds  in  it  something  higher,  grander 
and  nobler  than  forms  and  ceremonies  and  is  not  wedded  to  senseless 
dogmas,  which  are  the  invention  of  modern  times  and  form  no  part  of 
the  ancient  body  of  Masonry. 

• 

We  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  fol'-'-ving 
standing  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  physical  ability  to  earn  a  livelihood,  and  to  conform 
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subbtuiitially  to  the  forms  and  ceremonies  of  Masonry,  aud  beiuHtnicted 
in  Its  mysteries,  is  all  ti.at  is  required,  providinjr  the  candidate  possesses 
the  higher  quahacations  of  a  belief  in  (iod,  of  mental  worth  and  the 
record  of  a  moral  and  upright  life ;  that  this  interpretation  of  the 
ancient  charges  and  regulations  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  true  spirit 
of  the  Masonic  institution,  but  in  keeping  with  its  sublime  teachings 
from  tim^  immemorial.

In  liis  address,  tlie 
Grand  Master  re])orted  "  notwithstanding-  the  orcut 
financial  depression,  Freennisonry  in  oni'  jnrisdiction 
has  been  steadily  advancing."  In  the  nnnu'rons  decisions 
reported  I  see  none  involving  any  new  point,  and  are  all  in 
accordance  with  Masonic  law  and  nsiio;e.  Brother  Hare,  in 
discussino;  the  Grand  Itepresentative  system,  concluded  hy 
sayino;  :  "  Brethren,  disptuise  with  the  system  ;  lop  it  ort", 
and  put  the  few  dollars  it  costs  into  the  ('harity  Fund,  which 
we  should  have."  ''  I  am  pleased  to  I'epoi't  our  relations 
with  other  Grand  Lodges  harmonious.  Nothing  has  occurred 
to  disturb  our  I'raternal  intercourse."  The  rerinrks  on  the 
"  non-aftiliate,"  and  "  documentary  evidence,"  are  woi'thy  re- 
production, and  are,  viz.: 

THE   NON-AFFIL.IATE. 

This  is  a  subject  to  which  your  attention  has  been  called  before,  and 
until  the  solution  of  the  problem,  will  continue  to  come  up  for  your  con- 
sideration. Our  law  ia  very  lame  on  this  subject.  We  rather  invite  non- 
affiliation.  We  say  :  My  dear  brother,  it  is  your  duty  to  belong  to  a 
Lodge,  and  to  help,  aid  and  support  the  institution,  and  share  in  the 
burdens  ;  but  if'yo"  tJo  not  care  to,  why.  you  are  a  pretty  good  fellow, 
come  and  help  us,  any  way  ;  come  help  us  in  our  work,  and  as  you  are  a 
good  speaker,  come  out  to  our  banquets,  and  make  a  talk  on  the  beauties 
of  Masonry  and  Masonic  Charity,  and  if  you  get  sick  we  will  aid  you  or 
if  you  die,  we  will  bury  you  with  Masonic  honors. 

This  is  the  interpretation  too  often  placed  upon  our  law,  aiid  our 
Lodges  are  harboring  these  drones,  and  oftentimes  impoverishing  them- 
selves to  aid,  assist  and  bury  them. 

I  grant  every  brother  the  right  to  withdraw  from  a  Lodge  if  he 
widhes,  but  he  should  lose  his  privileges  when  he  does  so  ;  or  at  least  after 
a  reasonable  length  of  time,  unless  he  affiliates  or  attempts  to  do  so,  and 
I  would  make  his  admission  to  membsrship  comparatively  cnsy  ;  he  is  a 
brother  in  good  standing,  with  a  document  vouching  for  the  same  from  a 
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regular  Lodge;  why  not  admit  him  on  the  same  terms  y>  \i  will  reinstate 
a  suspended  brother?  I  certainly  can  lay  aside  my  personal  prejudices 
if  two-thirds  of  the  brethren  present  are  willing  to  admit  him.  unless  I 
have  objections  serious  enough  to  present  to  the  Lodge,  or  to  justify 
charges. 

UOCUMENTAKY  EVIDKNOK. 

Closely  allied  to  this  subject  is  that  of  the  standing  of  the  visiting 
brother.  What  objection  can  tliere  possibly  be  to  require  him  to  exhibit 
such  evidence  of  his  standing  before  we  admit  him  to  our  Masonic 
circle. 

The  very  nature  of  our  organization  demands  his  good  star^ding  to 
entitle  him  to  recognition,  and  I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  Lodge  re- 
quiring the  visitor  to  furnish  evidence  of  his  being  a  Mason,  ascertained 
by  strict  examination,  and  of  his  standing  in  his  Lodge  by  documentary 
evidence  from  the  same. 

In  this  connection  I  commend  you  to  the  law  of  North  Dakota, 
which  requires  sojourning  Masons  to  exhibit  to  the  Lodge  within  whose 
jurisdiction  they  may  be,  evidence  of  their  standing  at  least  once  a  year. 

These  are  questions  of  vital  importance  to  the  well  being  ot  our 
Lodges,  and  should  be  considered.  Think  of  a  man  of  prominence  in 
the  community,  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  lodge,  claiming  to 
be  a  Mason  and  member  of  a  Lodge  in  an  adjoining  State,  visiting  and 
taking  part  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  Lodge  for  years,  and  only  at  a  late 
day  discovei'ed  not  to  be,  or  ever  to  have  been,  a  member  of  the  Lodge 
he  claimed,  and  strongly  suspected  of  never  having  received  the  degrees 
in  a  legitimate  manner. 

The  North  Dakota  law  would  have  brought  him  to  grief  long  ago 
and  saved  the  Lodge  a  great  humiliation. 

This  is  but  a  sample  of  the  difficulties  our  Lodges  labor  under,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  give  them  such  aid  as  is  within  her  power. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Zealand,  Tasmania  and 
South  Australia,  were  accorded  fraternal  recognition  as  reg- 
ularly organized  Sovereign  Grand  Bodies. 

Bro.  Clinton  P.  Ferry  (through  the  Grand  Secretary)  pre- 
sented Grand  Lodge  with  a  gavel  made  of  olive  wood,  cut 
with  his  own  hands  from  Mt.  Moriah;  also  a  fragment  of 
stone  broken  off  the  outer  wall  of  what  is  supposed  and 
claimed  to  be  the  original  temple  of  King  Solomon  at 
Jerusalem. 
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Under  special  dinpensations  by  the  Grand  Master,  I 
note  that  »'  T  have  refused  to  grant  a  Lodge  permission  to 
attend  divine  service  in  a  body."  The  Committee  on  .luris- 
prudence  reporting  on  this,  said, — "If  he  means  by  'in  a 
body  '  as  a  Lodge  chid  as  Masons,  his  decision  is  enunently 
sound  and  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  same  be 
approved,"  wliich  was  adopted  by  Grand  Lodge.  We  are  at 
a  loss  to  assign  a  reasonable  objection;  will  tiie  Ciiairnnm  on 
Correspondence  please  enlighten  us  ?  This  committee  also 
concurred  in  the  Grand  Master's  views  on  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative system,  concluding,  "being  in  the  opinion  of  your 
Commitlee,  a  useless  system,  which  has  already  been  wisely 
discountenanced  by  several  of  our  sister  jurisdictions,  as  an 
unnecessary  encumberance  on  their  records," — rather  strong! 
The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Mississippi  Rules  were  also  passed  on  by  the  Com- 
mittee, vi/,,  "We  believe  them  to  be  sound,  and  in  accord 
with  the  laws  and  regulations  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  therefore,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same." 
Grand  Lodge  failed  to  adopt  the  report,  and  considerations  of 
the  subject  was  postponed  until  the  next  Annual  Coramuni- 
cation. 

Returns  show  96  Lodges  with  4861  Master  Masons. 

Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  able  pen  of 
P.  G.  M.  Bro.  Thos.  M.  Reed,  (also  Grand  Secretary)  who 
always  presents  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  review  of 
the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions.  I  only  regret  that  time 
and  space  prevent  my  quoting  from  it  freely.  British  Co- 
lumbia for  1898  has  very  extended  review  and  most  favor- 
able mention.

Whilst  I  do  not  desire  to  relax  any  of  the  require- 
nopnfs  of  a  CHudidatr,  I  do  thiolc,  that  a  man  who  can  conform  to  all 
tne  Rituals  of  the  Order  should  not  be  debarred,  because  of  the 
physical  defect  of  one  eye. 

Brethren  of  Grand  Lodge,  take  this  to  heart. 

UEl'OKT  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

I  desire  to  call  jour  attention  to  our  report  on  Foreign  Oorrespon. 
detce,  which  will  ompare  favorably  with  any  other  American  Grand 
Lodgp.  It  is  a  fund  of  valuable  iuformation.  and  I  wonder  how  many 
of  on.r  members  take  the  pait.s  to  peruse  its  pages.  In  them  we  get  the 
ideas  of  our  brothers  of  nister  Grand  Ludges  and  find  out  what  is  going 
on  in  the  Masonic  world.  It  takes  much  time  aud  careful  thought  to 
get  out  such  a  report,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  our  Committee  on 
Foreign  Corresp  indenoe  for  the  thorough  and  careful  manaer  in 
which  the  work  has  been  done. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports; 

The  year,  on  the  whole,  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  The  aflfairs 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  wisely  administered  by  oar  distinguished 
Grand  Master.  Tho  Craft  is  at  peace  among  members  in  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  our  relations  with  sister  Grand  Lodges  are  of  the  most 
friendly  character. 

Tlie  death  of  Bro.  W.  S.  Summers,  P.G.S.W.  is  feelingly 
recorded,  in  whose  death  is  a  deep  loss  to  the  Masonic  frater- 
nity of  his  state,  to  whom  he  was  attached  so  deeply. 
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Report  on  Corrcs^jOiidiMU'c  is  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  Geo.  W.  Atkinson,  1*.  G.  M.,  and  ranks  anion^  the 
foremoHt,  to  fnlly  ajtprt^ciate  which,  it  ninst  he  read;  scissors 
cannot  do  it  jnstiee. 

'  Tlie  report  opens  with  the  proceedin<!;s  of  the  Masonic 
Congress  at  Chicajro.  The  comments  on  the  so  caUed  Past 
Master's  Degree  meet  my  views  exactly,  and  repro(hice  them 
liere. 

No  action  was  taken  on  the  Past  Master's  degree  b>  the  Consrees 
Our  learned  brotber,  H.  B.  Grant,  of  Kentucky,  delivered  a  very  per- 
tinent address  on  the  subject.  Lonv  axo  we  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  no  such  degree  iu  Blue  Lodge  Masonry.  We  never 
could  understand  how  the  oeremouies  of  thut  ulliged  degree  chu  make 
a  Fast  Master,  without  io  truth  bis  tirst  becoming  the  aotutil  Master  of 
8  Lodge.  It  is  not  clear  how  the  ceremony  can  qualify  bim  to  preside. 
There  is  certainly  little  dignity  in  it,  which  is  contrary  to  the  general 
drift  and  purposes  uf  our  ancient  aud  houorable  institution. 

The  degree  is  conferred  in  a  Lodge  without  a  "  warrant  of  consti- 
tution" or  any  well  defined  laws  to  govern  it.  The  "Past  Master'H 
Lodge"  is  an  irresponsible  body,  which  kenpa  no  record  and  make.«i  no 
report— not  so  much  as  to  inform  the  warranted  Lodge,  who-se  chosen 
Id  aster  it  assumes  to  qualify  for  the  duties  of  his  utlice.  that  the  neces- 
sary (?)  action  has  beeu  taken.  Moreover,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the 
work  is  abominable— if  not  worse. 

The  degree  imparts  no  lesson  that  is  not  impressively  taught  at  the 
threshold  of  Masonry,  and  what  it  does  attempt  is  clouded  by  actions 
that  tend  to  divert  the  attention  and  detract  from  the  effect.  It  is  ab- 
surd in  that  "virtual Past  Masters"  are  held  to  be  qualitied,  so  far  as 
this  ceremonial  goes,  to  sit  as  a  Master  of  a  symbolic  LjJge,  yet  he 
may  not  be  present  when  it  is  conferred  on  a  Master  elect ! 

If,  as  all  must  admit,  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  shall  be  possessed  of 
certain  qualifications  before  ho  can  lawfully  preside  over  his  Lodge, 
has  not  every  member  a  right  to  know  for  himself  whether  the  Master 
is  in  poBsesBion  of  the  essentials  to  tit  him  for  so  important  and  honor- 
able u  position  as  head  of  the  Lodi{e  ?  This  a  large  majority  of  them 
cannot  do,  and  in  many  instances  the  entire  Lodge  is  turned  out  of  its 
own  hall  to  give  visitaro  an  opportunity  to  "instruct"  tha  Master  elect, 
yet  the  body  of  the  Lodge  not  informed,  nor  do  the  minutes  show,  except 
infereutially,  that  the  Master  has  been  instructed. 

la  several  of  the  old  books  (1775  and  before)  the  whole  ceremoDy 
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of  instructing  a  Master  into  hisonice  seems  to  be  given,  and  there  is 
DO  intimation  tliat  everything  was  uot  done  in  the  presence  of  all  the 
brethren,  including  Entered  Apprentices. 

If  the  Master  aught  to  be  infornaed  what  certain  signals  uiean  and 
the  effect,  or  response  of  the  brethren  on  seeing  them,  ought  not  the 
Craft  to  be  taught  what  their  duty  is  when  they  see  or  hear  such 
signals?  As  well  teach  the  captain  of  a  company  that  he  must  com- 
mand "column  Right"  to  effect  a  change  of  direction,  and  leave  the 
men  who  are  to  execute  the  order  in  utter  ignorcDce  as  to  signification 
of  the  command.  If  the  gavel  must  be  officially  placed  in  the  Master's 
hand,  ought  it  not  to  be  so  placed  '. n  a  Warden's?  (Incidentally,  where 
does  the  Warden  get  the  gavel  ind  when?)  If  a  Warden  succeds  to 
the  Masters  nlace  and  duties,  m  ;  ht  he  not  to  receive  the  same  quali- 
fying instructions  that  are  suppujied  to  be  given  in  a  Past  Master's 
Lodge? 

We  fully  and  heartily  concur  witli  the  few  conclusions  of  the  Con- 
gress, and  deeply  regret  that  ft  <'id  not  discuss  all  of  the  subjects  pre- 
sented by  its  Committee  op  i.'rograra.  The  discussions  were  conser- 
vative, nnd  we  are  sure  that  the  work  done  will  prove  helpful  to  the 
Craft.

N  opening  his  address  said  :  "  Fifty  years  ago  seven  mem- 
bers of  three  small  lodges,  two  of  them  holding  Charters 
from  Missouri  and  one  from   Illinois,  met  at  Madison 
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and  organized  this  Grand  Lodge.  Those  seven  delegates 
represented  79  Masons,  all  there  were  at  that  time  in  the 
Territory  of  Wisconsin.  To-day  1  greet  the  representatives 
of  230  lodges,  with  a  constituency  of  over  15,000  Master 
Masons.  The  little  rivulet  has  swollen  :nto  the  mighty 
river."  Tlie  "  Honored  Dead "  are  suitably  referred  to. 
Decisions  reported  are  of  local  importance.  We  find  these 
new  (to  us)  : — 

11.  There  is  no  color  line  in  Masonic  law.  If  a  negro  applies  for 
admission,  hailing  from  a  regular  lodge,  and  passes  a  satisfactory 
examination,  he  can  visit,  if  no  member  of  the  lodge  objects. 

12.  There  is  no  law  of  the  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodge  to  prevent  a 
virtual  Past  Master  sitting  in  a  Convocation  of  actual  Past  Masters. 

We  fail  to  see  the  right  justice  of  the  following  (if  a 
brother's  objection  to  advancement,  cannot  be  accepted  be- 
cause it  is  made  voluntarily,  how  can  it  otherv.ise  be  legally 
received  ?) 

29.  A  candidate  for  initiation  is  elected,  after  which  an  objection  is 
entered,  and  the  objector  voluntarily  gives  his  reason  for  objecting.  As 
he  was  not  compelled  to  give  his  reasons,  they  do  not  become  the 
property  of  the  lodge,  and  it  cannot  act  upon  them. 

Our  Representative  was  not  present.  Returns  show 
15,505  member!.. 

The  50tli  anniversary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  cele- 
brated, and  the  arrangements  were  "  an  elaborate  observance 
of  the  occasion." 

Biographical  sketches  and  photos  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's from  1846  down  appear  in  the  volume  of  proceedings. 

Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  G.  C.  Connor,

Fraternal  re- 
cognition  was  accoi'ded   New   Zealand.       I   notice   tliat  the 

"  Past  Master's  Degree"   is   iu)t  conferred   in    Wyoming a 

step  in  the  right  direction.  I  could  never  see  the  use  for  it. 
Report  on  F.  C.  is  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Kuykeiulall, 
being  a  short  resume  of  most  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges.

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ENGLAND. 

From  the  quarterly  meetings  held  by  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
Eneland  during  the  year  1894,  we  present  that  which  may  be  of  interest. 
His  Royal  Hif^hDess.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  continues  as  Grand  Master. 

The  iiayments  on  account  of  benevolent  grants  for  the  year  ending 
Deoeuttber,  1893,  represent  £9,360. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Festival,  held  April  25,  1894,  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter  was  proclaimed  for  the  ensuing  y»ar,  and  the  meeting  closed  with 
the  usual  entertainment  provided  by  the  Grand  Stewards  at  Fiee- 
masonb'  Hall. 

At  the  Quarterly,  held  Ju'e  6.  1894,  the  offioer.s  of  the  regular 
boards  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  elected,  and  the  warrants  of  thirteen 
Lodgf  B  erased  from  the  roll. 

At  the  Quarterly,  held  September  5.  1894,  M.  W.  John  Ros^ 
Robertson,  Past  Grand  Master,  GrunJ  Lodges  of  Cauada,  was  prei-ent 
as  a  visitor. 

A  list  of  twelve  Lodges  which  had  joined  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Zealand,  was  presented,  and  their  names  erased  from  the  roster  of 
Lodges. 

The  book  of  Constitutions  was  amended  to  thfl  effect  that  where 
there  remained  fiome  few  members  who  were  diesatintied  with  the  action 
of  a  Lodge  in  joining  the  Grand  Lo1gt>  of  New  Zenlnnd,  it  might  hH 
construed  that  the  warrant  was  lost  or  improperly  withheld,  and  "  the 
Lodge  must  suspend  its  meetingH  until  n  new  warrant,  or  Warrant  of 
Confirmation  has  been  applied  for  and  granted  by  the  Grand  Master  in 
such  terms,  nr  on  such  conditions,  as  he  may  think  proper,  or  nntil  the 
warrant  so  withheld  be  restored." 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  Graud  Lodge  of  England  might  very 
wisely  recede  from  its  oppositiou  au:l  give  consent  to  the  legality  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand. 


The  old  matter  uf  Cambria  Lodge.  No.  656,  of  Australia,  again 
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came  up,  and  a  lone  and  spirited  diBoussion  is  recorded.  This  appeal 
appeirs  to  be  an  eflfort  on  the  part  of  some  dissatisfied  members  to 
vitiate  the  cancellation  of  the  old  warrant  in  order  to  obtain  control  of 
funds  and  property  belonging  to  the  original  Lo?ge,  now  a  subordinate 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  The  whole  disouasion  is  so 
diflfusive  that  we  shall  nrt  endeavor  to  present  any  synopsis.  Pr.icti- 
Cftlly  it  ended,  for  the  t  me  being,  by  the  appeal  beinsr  dismis^fld.

SCOTLAND. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  held  May  3, 1884,  the  possibility 
cf  devising  means  to  increase  the  Benevolent  Funds  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  was  brought  up  preliminary  to 
future  action. 

Permission  was  given  for  any  Lodge  to  join  the  public  procession  in 
oonoectton  with  the  Edinburgh  Saturday  Lifeboat  Fund. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Master  for  the  interest 
evinced  in  the  Craft,  in  having  devoted  live  days  in  one  week  to  visita- 
tions to  the  Lodges  in  several  of  the  provinces. 

One  of  the  Lodges  having  met  for  work  on  Sunday,  the  Master  w^s 
admonished  of  the  impropriety  of  the  act. 

Bro.  John  D,  Caldwill  having  been  compelled,  by  reason  of  advau- 
eing  years  and  failing  energies,  to  resign  his  position  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotlatd  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  the  resignation  was  accepted  "  with  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  long  and  faithful  services  in  that  capacity,"  and  R.  W.  William  B. 
Melish  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Annual  Communication,  November  30,  1894. 

Rt.  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Haddington,  Past  Grand  Master,  on  the  throne 
and  a  large  attendance  of  brethien.  The  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  were  elected  and  duly  installed.  The  Festival  of  Bt.  Androw  was 
appropriately,  and,  we  should  say,  pleasantly  observed,  the  banquet  en- 
livened by  an  "  excellent  band  and  a  piper."  From  the  response  of  the 
Representative  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  all  Scottish  Masonry 
in  India  w«  are  pleased  to  note  the  catholic  spirit  of  our  brethren. 

"  You  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  m  Bombay  both  our  Constitu- 
tions put  aside  a  large  sum  for  the  purpose  of  (iharity;  and  we  are  able 
to  administer  it  so  that  if  a  Brother  dies  or  leaves  his  wife  and  children 
in  indigent  circumstances,  we  at  once  take  the  children,  and  if  they  are 
of  the  Protestant  persuasion,  we  put  them  in  the  BycuUa  Schools;  if 
Presbyterians,   into  the  Scottish  Orphanage;  and  if  they  are  Roman 
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Catholics,  into  Kt.  Mary's  Tostitntion,  and  maintain,  clothe  and  educate 
them  up  to  the  age  of  sixteen  years." 

The  following  in  reference  to  Freemasonry  in  Japan  is  of  importance: 

FoREioN  Office,  December  13,  1894. 

Sir  :  The  Earl  of  Kimberly  has  had  under  his  consideration  your 
letter  of  the  20th  ult.,  in  which  you  forward  a  memorial  from  the  Free- 
masons of  Yokohama,  explaining  that,  as  the  law  of  Japan  forbids  secret 
societies,  the  Masonic  body  in  that  country  apprehend  interference  with 
theif  work  when,  under  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  recently  concluded, 
British  subjects  become  amenable  to  Japanese  jurisdiction. 

r  am  directed  by  his  Lordship  to  state  that  the  new  treaty  will  not 
come  into  force  for  at  least  live  years,  by  which  time  the  Japanese  law, 
quoted  in  the  memorial,  may  be  so  modified  as  not  to  affect  meetings  of 
Freemasons. 

When  the  question  becomes  a  practical  one,  it  may  possibly  be  de- 
sirable to  make  friendly  representations  to  the  Japanese  Government  as 
to  the  philanthropic  objects  of  Freemasonry  ;  but,  in  Lord  Kimberly's 
opinion,  it  is  not  advisable  for  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  take  any 
steps  at  present  for  endeavoring  to  obtain  a  modification  of  the  Japanese 
law. 

In  any  case,  it  is  not  a  matter  which  could,  in  his  Lordship's  view, 
be  properly  made  the  subject  of  a  treaty  stipulation. 

Official  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  l^oilge  of  Norr-    •. 
This  body  had  been  heretofore  known  as  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
Masonry,  but  "  with  the  sanction  of  Bro.  Oscar,  King  of  Sweden  and 
Norway,  had  been  erected  into  a  Grand  Body."

IRELAND. 

Very  little  of  importance  is  embraced  in  the  pamphlet  before  us, 
being  under  date  of  1894. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  is  still  on  the  roster, 
and  a  warrant  was  issued  for  a  Lodge  in  that  Province  in  1893. 

We  have  before  us  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Masonic  Orphan  Boys' 
School,  Dublin,  showing  income  of  £2,850,  and  caring  for  sixty-seven 
pupils,  at  an  average  expense  of  $120  per  year. 
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Also,  the  lU2nd  Annual  Report  of  the  Masonic  Female  Orphan 
School,  Dublin.  The  income  is  stated  as  £2,240.  Ninety  six  pupils  nre 
on  the  roll,  and  the  expense  is  at  the  ratio  of  about  $120  per  year. 

The  register  of  Lodges  shows  three  hundred  and  seventy-three, 
seven  of  which  are  located  in  New  Zealand.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

We  have  the  quarterly  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  1894. 

Annual  Communication  held  at  Wellington,  April  25, 1894,  M.  W. 
Malcolm  Niccol,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

In  reference  to  the  progress  of  this  Grand  Lodge  we  would  state 
that  in  1892,  there  were  seventy-seven  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  ; 
since  then  eleven  Lodges  have  joined  from  other  Constitutions,  and 
seven  new  Lodges  have  Vjeen  instituted,  making  the  present  number 
ninety-five.  'The  Benevolent  Fund  amounts  to  £572.  The  following 
was  adopted: 

"That,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes,  this  Grand  Lodge  authorizes  the  return  of  the  ac- 
credited representatives  of  the  (irrand  Lodge  which  issued  them  of  the 
original  charters  of  the  Lodges  which  have  since  transferred  their  alle- 
giance to  the  Grand  Lr)dge  of  New  Zealand.  That  each  charter  so 
given  back  shnll  have  indorsed  ui)on  it  a  memorandum  of  the  transfer 
of  allegiance,  and  that  an  uudertaking  shall,  when  necessary,  be  re- 
quired from  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  surrendered,  that  it  shall  be 
canceled,  or  not  be  re-issued,  or  in  any  way  used  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  Lodge  surrendering  it.  That,  in  thus  parting  with  the  original 
charters,  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  bel'.alf  of  its  Lodges,  shall  request  the 
representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodges  to  whom  the  charters  are  handed 
eve.  to  use  their  iuHueuce  wiih  their  respective  Grand  Lodges  to  have 
the  charters  returned  after  cancellation,  so  that  they  may  be  preserved 
by  the  respective  Lodges  as  a  memento  of  the  past,  and  pn  enduring  re- 
minder of  the  source  from  whence  they  sprang." 

Quarterly  Communicalion,  January  17,  1895. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  resolution,  it  was  ordered  that  it  be 
left  to  the  discr  ^tion  of  the  Grand  Master  to  arrange  for  the  return  of 
the  original  charters  of  the  Lodges  in  the  Wellington  District  to-  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England;  said  Lodges  formerly  holding  authority 
under  the  English  Constitution,  and  having  been  erased  by  tlie  (irand 
Lodge  of  England  from  its  roll  of  Lodges,  thereby  relinquishing  all 
jurisdiction  over  them. 
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We  learn  that  recognition  has  been  extended  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
by  twenty-seven  Amerioan  Grand  Lodges,  four  Australian,  and  six 
European-  a  total  of  thirty-seven. 

One  Lodge,  formerly  under  the  Scottish  Conatitution,  had  joined 
the  Grand  Lodge,  making  the  whole  number  of  Lodges  one  hundred 
and  one.

The  pamphlet  of  this  Grand  Lodge  includes  the  proceedings  of  the 
quarterly  and  special  meetiugs  held  during  the  year  1894. 

Charters  have  been  granted  for  five  new  Lodges,  and  the  work  in 
the  city  Lodges  is  reported  as  improving  in  general  efficiency. 

Due  record  is  made  of  the  appointment  of  R.  W.  Charles  T.  Mo- 
Cleuachan  as  Grand  Repre.sentative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  vice  R.  W.  Bro.  Benjamin,  deceased. 

His  Excellency,  Sir  Robert  W.  Duflf,  was  installed  Grand  Mnster, 
July  19th.  There  appear  to  be  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  Lodges 
on  the  roll,  with  a  membership  of  8,112. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  represents  £5,114. 

Appended  to  the  proceedings  is  the  third  annual  r  )port  of  the  Pree- 
masoos'  Benevolent  lustitutioa,  for  the  permanent  relief  ot  aged,  dis- 
tressed, or  infirm  Freemasons,  their  wives  or  widows.  While  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  New  South  Waleo,  it  is  supported 
whollv  by  voluntary  coutributions.  Nine  annuitants  are  receiving  the 
beaetits  at  present.

Review  an.)  translations  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Charles  Sackreuter. 

The  contents  of  the  printed  minutes  of  the  twenty-second  Diet  of 
the  German  Grand  Lodge  League,  held  May  13, 1894,  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Grand  Lodue  of  tLamburg,  are  before  us. 

It  is  known  that  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League's  Diet  changes 
its  place  of  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  mode  adopted. 

The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  where  the  Diet  is  held  is 
the  presiding  officer,  and  he  has  to  t-ppoint  the  Secretflries. 

Representative  Bro.  Piiuce  Schoenaifb-Oarolatb,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  "Royal  York,"  and  Bro.  Weber. representative  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  "Zur  Eintracht,"  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Hesse,  have 
been  excused  for  non-appearance. 

The  representation  or  the  participating  members  of  the  Diet  of 
1894,  was  as  follhws  : 

I.  The  Grand  Lodge,  "Three  Globes,"  at  Berlin,  reipresented  by 
Bro.  Gerhardt,  National  Grand  Master,  and  Rep'resentatives  Bros. 
Bensen  and  Schroeter. 

II.  "Groaae  LandesJL'ge  of  Freemasons  in  Germany,"  at  Berlin, 
by  Bro.  Zoellner,  Grand  Master,  and  Representatives  Bros.  Schreiner 
and  Gart/.. 

III.  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia,  "Royal  York,"  at  Berlin,  by  Bro 
Flor,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  for  the  Grand  Master  (absent  and  ex- 
cused) and  Representative  Wagner. 

IV.  Grand  Lodge  of  "Saxony,"  at  Dresden,  by  Grand  Master  Bro. 
Erdraann,  and  Representatives  Bros.  Winkler  and  Becker. 

V.  Grand  Lodgo,  "  Eclectic  Union,  "  at  Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
represented  by  Grand  Master  Bro.  Karl  Paul,  and  Representatives 
Bros.  Leykman  and  KuUman. 

VI.  Grand  Lodge,  "Zur  Sonne,"  at  Bayreuth,  represented  by 
Grand  Master  Bro.  Rayerlein,  and  Representatives  Grillenberger  and 
Fischer. 

VII.  Grand  Lodge,  "Zur  Eintracht,"  at  Darmstadt,  represented 
by  Grand  Master  Bro.  Brand,  and  Representative  Bro.  Nies. 

VIII.  Grond  Lodge  of  "Hamburg,"  represented  by  Grand  Master 
Bro.  Wiebe,  and  Reprebentativos  Bro.  Meissner  and  Wernekke. 

The  presiding  Grand  Master  announced  that  ho  had  appointed 
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Bro.  Paul  Ad.  Unbehagen^  Grand  SjcretHry  of  the  Humberg  Grand 
Lodge,  Secretary  of  the  Diet;  and  that  Bru.  Max  Dora  of  the  Ludge 
"Emanuel,"  Bro.  Wehmeyer  of  the  Lodge  "Ferndinande  Caroline," 
and  Grand  Archive  Keeper  Bro.  Brand*,  would  assist  him. 

The  regulations  of  the  order  of  the  day  followed. 

The  presiding  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Wiebe,  of  'the  Hamburg  Grand 
Lodge,  addressed  the  assembled  Grand  Lodge  Diet  in  appropriate 
words,  and  appointed  otHcially  Bro.  Uubenbageo,  of  the  Hamburg 
Grand  Lodge,  as  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  League  Diet,  and 
Bros  Dorn,  Wehmeyer,  and  Brandt,  all  of  Hamburg,  as  assistants  as 
mentioned. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

I.  Report  of  recepts  and  disbursements.  , 

II.  Resolutions  in  reference  to  the  Victoria  Institute. 

III.  Motions  of  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  three  Prussian  Grand 
Lodges,  at  Berlin,  relative  to  the  cessation  of  the  intercourse  and 
mutual  representation  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Netherlands  and 
of  Hungnry  by  the  German  Oiand  Lodge  League  because  they  have 
recognized  and  have  iuterchaaged  mutual  representation  with  a  Ger- 
man Grand  Lodge  not  recognized  by  the  German  Grand  Lodge 
League. 

IV.  Motion  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Hamburg  Grand  Lodge 
as  detailed  and  expressed  in  his  third  circular  letter. 

V.  Recognition  of  Foreign  Grand  Bodies. 

VI.  Resolution  of  a  motion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  "Zar  Eintrdoht," 
at  Darmstadt,  not  acted  upon,  and  postponed  at  the  Grand  Lodge  Diet 
of  1893. 

VII.  Motion  of  the  Hamburg  Grand  Lodge  for  the  revocation  of 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Diet  of  1891,  of  Darmstadt,  relative  to 
the  exchange  of  the  list  of  members  of  the  Lodges  under  the  jarisdio- 
tiou  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League. 

The  discussion  was  lengthy  and  very  animated. 

The  debate,  as  reported,  and  the  printed  minuten  are  very  volumin- 
ous and  till  many  pages  ;  bat  only  the  so  often  reiterated  arguments  (see 
our  Report  on  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Diet  of  last  year)  for  or  against 
the  "Settegast"  intended  foandation  of  a  new  Grand  Lodge  in  Ger- 
many— the  main  topic  and  chief  matter  before  the  Diet,  and  absorbing 
and  overshadowing  all  others — came  out  in  another  form,  which  cannot 
be  called  an  improved  or  better  one. 


These  lengthy  transaotions  of  the  DiAt,  of  course,  as  already  men 
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tioned,  mostly  in  the  "Settegafit"  matter,  bare,  with  its  detailB,  iutereat 
for  the  German  Fraternity  only,  and,  we  believe,  only  a  limited  one  at 
moat. 

We  have  tbe  oouviction  that  the  matter  lias  been  (this  year  and  last 
year)  sufHciently  ventilated  for  the  American  Fratprnity,  so  that  we  pro- 
pose to  refrain  from  traaslatiDg  the  minutes  or  the  details,  and  give 
merely  the  resolutions  as  finally  adopted  : 

I.  The  disbursements  of  vhe  presiding  Grand  Ijoclge  for  the  period 
for  1893  to  1894.  Bmount  to  640.05  marks,  of  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saxony  pays  80.05  marks,  and  the  balance  is  divided  among  the  other 
seven  German  Grand  Lodgtis. 

II.  Victoria  Institution.  The  amount  of  the  fund  for  benefits  was, 
on  October  1,  1893,  65,669.90  marks,  and  5,000  marks  were  expended  for 
forty-nine  benefits.  A  e>peciQcation  is  attached  to  the  miautc-  of  the 
Diet. 

III.  The  motion  of  the  three  Berlin  Grand  Lodges  to  cut  off  Masonic 
intercouree  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  tbe  Netherlands  and  Hungary, 
was  declined  by  a  vote  of  four  agaiust  three,  the  Grand  Lodge  "  Zur 
Eintracht"  at  Darmstadt  abstaiuing  from  voting 

An  amendment  proposed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  "  Eiutracht" 
Grand  Lodge,  to  refer  eventually  the  motions  of  the  three  Berlin  Graud 
Lodges  to  a  commission  for  consideration  and  resolution,  was  lost  by 
seven  votes  against  one. 

Also  the  motion  of  the  presiding  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Wiede, 
(Darmstadt)  : 

"The  German  Grand  Lodge  Diet  having  declined  the  motion  of  the 
three  Berlin  Grand  Lodges,  cannot  omit  to  declare  the  action  of  the  two 
Grand  Lodges  of  Hungary  and  tbe  Netherliinds,  namely,  the  recognition 
of  the  '  Settegast '  Grand  Lodge  without  previous  commanication,  and 
requisition  of  an  answer  from  the  German  Grand  L  )dge  League  as  vio- 
lating Masonic  intercourse,  and  offending  the  dignity  of  the  Leapue  "  ; 
was  adopted. 

Also  the  motion  of  the  presiding  Hamburg  Grand  Master  : 
"The  Diet  resolves  that  the  question  of  the  recognition  of  the 
so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia,  Kaiser  Priedric'i  (Settegast)  to  be 
taken  into  consideration,  and  appoint  for  tbe  purpose  of  such  consider- 
ation and  report  through  tbe  presiding  Grand  Lodge  (Hamburg)  a  com- 
mittee of  'five'  brethren"  A  later  amendment  adopted  makes  the 
committee  consist  of  three  brethren  instead  of  five. 

A  motion  of  the  '"Eintracht"  Grand  Lodge  (Darmstadt)  to  empower 
also  this  committee  to  consider  and  report  the  question  to  change  or 
amend  Sections  4  and  6  of  the  Statute  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge 
League,  was  lost. 
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AIbu  Ihe  motiuD  of  the  Depaty  GpauJ  Mnstir  c  f  the  Royal  York 
Grand  Lodge. 

'•To  pngtpone  n  resolution  on  the  nootioD  of  the  Hnmburc;  Grand 
Lidge  (as  a()ove  mentioneii),  until  Uro.  SetteKaat  revokes  his  c  )U(letnu- 
iuK  utterances  on  the  three  old  Pruusian  (Tiaud  Lo jgep,  and  shows  and 
produces  evidence  of  the  vitality  of  Ihe  Masouio  unions  founded  by 
bim,"  was  lost 

Finally,  the  motion  of  the  Three  Globes  Grand  LodKe  : 

"In  consideration  that  the  existing  Geroaan  Grand  Lodge  systems 
givine  sufHoient  opportunity  for  development  of  any  juatiQed  reform, 
and  all  dismembering  of  the  existing  uniformity  and  the  desirable  unity 
of  Germun  Freemasonry  can  only  create  impediments,  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Three  Globes  considers  the  formation  of  a  nt-w  Grand  Lodge  in 
Germany  neither  necesaary  nor  desirable,*'  was  also  lost. 

On  mntiou  of  the  "Groese  Landesloge/'at  Berlin,  the  recognition  of 
the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  was  adopted  and  declared,  with  six 
against  two  votes  (Bayreuth  and  Frankfort). 

We  have  to  add  that  on  the  motion  offered  by  the  tltimburg  Grand 
Mns^er,  Bro.  Wiebe,  to  take  the  "Settegast"  matter  into  consideration, 
and  app  >int  n  committe  for  the  purpose  and  a  report,  it  was  oriiiinally 
resolved  to  appoint  n  committee  of  five,  of  which  two  brethren  of  the 
three  Berlin  Grp.nd  Lodges  shall  be  members. 

Meanwhile,  the  representatives,  respectively  the  Grand  Masters  of 
the  three  Berlin  Grand  Lodges,  declined  peremptorily  any  participa- 
Mon  on  such  a  committee,  and  30  it  was  agreed  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  only  three  memberj  to  be  elected  and  designated  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Hamburg,  of  Frankfort  ("Eclectric  Union  ")  and  of  Bay- 
reuth ("Zur  Sonne"). 

The  memoers  of  this  commission  are  :  Grand  Master  Bro.  Carl 
Wiebe,  of  Hamburg;  Bro.  George  KuUmann,  of  the  "  Eclectric 
Union,"  Frankfort  ;  and  Bro.  Franz  Fischer,  from  the  jurisdiction  ol 
the  Bayreuth  Grand  Lodge  "Zur  Sonne."

V.  Grand  Mother  Lodge,  "Eclectic  Union"  at  Frankfort-on-the- 
Main,  meets  alternately  in  the  rooms  of  one  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges 
in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  has  17  Subordinate  St.  John's  Lodges,  2,524 
meiT'bers,  34  benevolent  institutions.    (June,  1894.) 

^  I.  Grand  Lodge  "  Zur  Sonne"  at  Bayreuth,  Hofgarten,  10, 
with  28  Subordinate  St.  John's  Lodges,  of  which  5  are  in  foreign 
countries,  has  about  5,000  members,  42  benevolent  institutions,  -ind 
one  Provincial  Lodge. 

VII.  Grand  Lodge  "Zur  Eintracht"  at  Darmstadt,  meets  alter- 
nately at  the  seat  of  one  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges,  with  8  Subordinate 
Lodges,  and  a  membership  of  755  brethren,  and  18  benevolent  institu- 
tions. 

VIII.  Grand  Lodge  of  'Hamburg"  Welkerstrasse  8,  with  33 
Subordinate  Lodges,  of  which  25  are  in  Germany,  has  about  3,000 
members  and  45  benevolent  institutions. 

The  "Free  Union  "  of  the  tivo  independent  St.  Jjhn's  Lodges  (of 
English  origin)  in  Germany,  viz  :  Minerva  at  Leipzig,  Archimedes  at 
Altenburg.  Karl  at  Hildburghausen.  Baldwin  at  Leipzig,  Archimedes 
at  Gera,  comprises  about  1,400  members,  with  54  benevolent  institu- 
tions. 

Presiding  officer  is  Bro  Dr .  Victor  Oarus,  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  Leipzig,  Gellertstrasse  7  to  9. 


Circular  Letter,  No  1  of  the  presiding  Grand  Master,  is  dated 
Hamburg,  July  7th,  1894,  and  promulgates  the  letters  and  communi- 
cations received.

The  German  Grand  L()d){u  Ijeai^ue's  Diet  had  declared  at  the 
sesHion  of  1H!I4,  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lod^^uof  Hungary,  namely 

the  I'bcof^^nition  of  tiie   "  Sette^faHt  "  Grand  Lodtre,   without  prcviouti 

communication  and  rei|ul.siiioii  of  an  answer  by   the  (itennan  (}rand 

Lod>>;e  League,  was  oti'endiiif;  the  di^uit  /  of  the  League  as  violiitin;; 

Masonic  intercourse. 

The  above  mentioned  hitter  of  the  Grand  Lod/jo  of  Hungary  ia 
dated  Huda-Pest,  11,  VI,  181M,  and  is  really  a  very  weak  excuse  of  the 
recogni'.ion,  and  tries  with  an  :.bundanci'  if  words,  but  with  poor 
reasons,  to  tlemonstrate  that  the  above  cil'  resolution  of  tlie  German 
Grand  Lodge  League's  Diet  is  based  on  eriineoiis  views  and  suppo- 
sitions (!),  and  reiterates  the  declaration  that  the  Huugaiy  Grand 
Lod^e  had  not  the  slightest  idea,  aim,  or  purpose  to  violate  or  oifeud 
the  dignity  of  the  Get  man  Grand  Lotlge  League. 

No  impartial  oljserver  can  or  will  concede  that  the  argument  or 
proof  of  the  demonstration  is  completely  or  even  approximately 
solved. 

We  shall  come  back  to  this  matter  in  our  report  on  the  printed 
transaction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary,  in  the  otllcial  organ. 
Oricnf,  which  we  received,  and  do  not  omit  to  state  that  neither  in 
that  letter  to  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League,  nor  in  the  Protocol 
aud  !uinutes  cf  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary,  relative  to  and 
connected  with  the  "Settegast"  Grand  Lodge,  where  the  matter  and 
the  sending  of  a  letter  is  mentioned  and  reported,  contains  "onr.^'' 
word  on,  or  an  allusion  to,  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  Now  York  relative  to  the  special  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Cirrespondeuce  (see  page  IHtt  of  the  Correspondence),  namely 

"That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  is  notlHod  of  the  irregular 
and  un-Masonic  action  jf  the  so-called  Clrand  Lodge  '  Kaiser  Friedrich 
Zur  Bundestroue,'  at  Berlin,  Prussia,  and  fraterna'ly  requested  to 
withdraw  its  olHcial  relations  with  the  so  called  Grand  Lodge." 

Perhaps  the  silence  on  this  notitication  ia  a  better  reply  than  a  thin 
excuse,  as  offered  to  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League. 
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The  other  eonimunieutionsof  the  (.'irciulnr  Letter,  dated  Hamburg, 
July  7,  IHiM,  are  not  imporliint;  only  the  reply  of  liro.  Adrlano  Leminl 
Grand  Master  of  the  Ilalian  Grand  Orient,  on  an  invitatioi)  to  njeog- 
ni/e  the  "H(!tt(!gaMt  Grand  Loilge,"  i.s  remarkable  that  ihi-  Italian 
Grand  Body  noith(!r  can  nor  will  issue  a  deitision  or  answer  before  the 
Qermun  Grand  Lodge  League  has  eoinuiunicated  am!  published  its 
a'^tion  and  resolution  on  the  matter

The  communications  from  this  tJrand  Body  comprise  the  printed 
minutes  of  the  Masoni(!  year  IS'.Ci  to  lHi)l,  l)(!ginning  with  the  lirst 
Quarterly  Session  (til St  and  second  secrtions)  of  October  IH,  IK'.K^,  and 
closing  with  the  Emergent  Session  of  June  24,  lHi)4. 

The  Annual  Directory  for  the  Masonic  year,  1H!)4  and  1  S'.irj,  of  the 
jurisdiction,  with  the  tal)nlar  statement  for  said  period,  is  accompany- 
ing these  Protocols.  This  little  volume  is  distributed  throughout  the 
jurisdiction;  it  is  carefully  and  correctly  compiled. 

The  minutes  of  the  regular  Quarterly  Session  of  October,  18!i3, 
contain  mainly  domestic  and  internal  matter  of  Subordinate  Lodges; 
also  short  but  comprehensive  reports  on  the  transaction  of  European 
Grand  Lodges. 

A  report  on  the  tiansaclions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  also  contained  in  the  printe<l  minutes  of  the  tirst  Quarterly 
Hesaiou  of  Oc'ober  18,  IH'JS,  is,  of  course,  iutercstiu);  to  us. 

This  report  says  about  the  following: 

"The  yearly  pro'ieedings  of  the  New  York  Grand  Lodge,  as 
published,  are  again  an  evidence  of  the  great  diligence  and  accuracy 
with  which  this  General  Synopsis  of  the  etliciency  of  this  Masonic 
Body  is  carefully  compiled. 

•'  We  have  had  occasion  several  times  to  express  our  highest 
acknowledgement  of  the  excellent  administrative  <^overnment  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction,  and  have  to  regret  that  the  room  allotted 
to  us  in  our  report  does  not  allow  us  to  go  into  the  very  intei'esting 
details." 

The  report  further  says  that  the  new  law  adopted  by  the  New  York 
Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  the  Masonic  Code  of  Procedure  on  the  vio- 
lation of  Masonic  duties  and  obligations  evoked  general  attention,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  same  principle?  by  other  Masonic  Grand  Bodies 
was  recommended,  especially  the  mannerof  procedure  and  the  grades 
of  punisLmtnt,  viz,  first,  reprimand,  or  censure;  secondly,  suspension 
for  a  definite  time;  and  thirdly,  expulsion. 

The  report  tinally  says  that  it  is  remarkable,  and  recommends 
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for  imitation,  tiiatthe  new  law  provides  for  instruction  of  the  Subor- 
dinate Lodges  in  a  very  practical  manner  and  method  by  tliirty-two 
formulariea  in  t lie  various  cases  that  might  occur,  and  calls  attention 
to  the  very  practical  detiuitiou  in  pnragr«ph  four  of  the  Code,  namely 
Masonic  oflfences  iray  also  be  committed  by  a  Lodge  in  the  particulars 
conticed  by  the  Constitution,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  are: 

I.  Contumacy  to  the  authority  of  th3  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Lodge. 

n.     Departure  from  the  Ancient  Landmarks. 

in.     Disobedience  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  jurisdiction. 

IV.    Neglecting  to  meet  as  a  Lodge  for  one  year  or  more. 

The  list  of  Grand  OtHcers  is  added,  but  no  statistics  or  similar 
specifications. 

The  printed  minutes  of  the  second  and  third  reijular  Quarterly 
Sessions  of  January  10,  1894,  and  March  7,  1894,  contain  only  internal 

matters,  interesting  of  course,  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  juris- 
diction. 

The  fourth  regular  Quarterly  Session,  May  3nd,  18!)4,  has  been 
mainly  devoted  to  internal  communicHtions,  but  promulgated  also 
copies  of  the  answers  the  "Qrosse  Landesloge "  addressed  t)  the 
"  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  "  at  Rome,  and  the  "  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  " 
at  Brussels,  on  their  inquiry  about  the  condition  of  the  "  Settegast " 
intended  fouudatiou  of  a  new  Grand  Body,  with  three  Subordinate 
Lodges,  in  Germany,  against  the  wishen,  protestn,  etc.,  of  the  German 
Grand  Lodge  League,  which  consists,  a^  is  universally  known,  of  the 
united  German  Grand  Lodges. 

We  can  pass  by  or  over  this  "Spttegast  "  m.itter,  which  has  been 
so  often  and  so  tediously  bespoken  in  the  I'eports,  inasmuch  as  the 
answer  (the  same  in  b  )th  letters)  replies  in  plain  terms  that  the  mem- 
bers, respectively,  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  (rerman  Grand 
Lodge  League,  will  and  must  oppose  the  machinations  of  Bro.  Sette- 
gast and  his  followers,  and  cannot  lind  out  the  nectssity  for  establish- 
ing a  new  Grand  Body  (!)  by  such  weak  means,  especially  against  the 
wishes  and  the  effieienoy  of  the  existing  regular  eight  Grand  Lodges. 

A  universal  Ljdge  of  Burrow  for  the  whole  jurisdiction  was  held 
with  the  usual  solemnities,  on  March  9th,  1894,  under  the  presidency 
of  Grand  iMaster  Bi'o.  Zoelltier,  assisted  by  thu  First  and  Second 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  Bros.  Gartz  and  Von  Kuycke,  and  by  the  lirst 
and  Second  Qi'and  Wardens,  Bro->.  Siegman  and  Schobert. 

The  minutes  and  Protocu'  of  this  Lodge  of  Sorrow  ure  volumin- 
ous, and  go  into  all  the  [details,  giving  in  full  the  addresses  and  the 
orations.  Vocal  and  instrumental  music  graced  the  impressive  cere- 
moDy  in  memory  of  the  deceased  brethren. 
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The  celebration  of  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist's  day  took 
place  June  24  1894,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master 
Bro.  Zoellner  presiding. 

An  Emergent  Session  of  the  Grosse  Landesloge  was  held  on  the 
samo  day,  June  24,  18!)4,  as  it  seems  before  the  beginning  ot  the 
Festival  Lodge,  which  was  devoted  to  several  respectively  important 
i'.iternal  matters,  but  also  contained  the  communication  that  twelve 
nrethren  of  the  city  of  Frankfort-on-the  Main  have  petitioned  for  a 
charter  for  a  St.  John's  Lodge  in  said  city,  with  the  name  "Wldl/ielni 
to  the  I'niinorliililij.'"  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  "  Grosso  Lapdesloge." 

The  Grand  Lodge  meeting  granted  at  once,  and  without  further 
discussions  or  deliberations  and  reports,  the  petition,  and  empowered 
the  Grand  Master  to  cause  the  necessary  proceedings  and  steps  to  be 
taken. 

This  new  Lodge  was  opened  on  November  9,  1894,  as  reported  by 
our  exchanges. 

The  statistics  of  this  Grand  Body  are  to  be  found  in  the  report  on 
the  German  Grand  Lodge  League. 

We  have  previously  mentioned  above  the  namos  of  ihe  Grand 
Master,  of  his  Deputies,  and  of  the  Grand  Wardens. 

We  have  to  add  that  Bro.  W  Rabe  is  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Archive  Keeper,  and  his  address  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  vix:  Oranienburgerstrasse  72,  Berlin,  N.,  24;  and  that  Bro. 
Alexis  Schmidt  is  Ordens  Master  (Vicarius  Salomonis)  for  the  ritual- 
ism and  instructions  of  St.  John's  (Symbolic)  Degrees;  also  fur  the 
High  Degrees. 

The  external  representation  of  this  Grand  Body  in  the  hands  of 
the  elected  Grand  Master  as  highest  authority.

We  have  received  Nos  7  to  10  of  the  yearly  series  of  the  Iinnrlr/t- 
lildlt,  from  April  1st  to  May  ir)th.  1894.  of  cour.se  too  late  to  be  re- 
viewed in  our  report  for  1894,  which  must  be  presented  on  the  1st  of 
May  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  Yor',.,  which  assembles 
on  the  2nd  Tuesday  of  June. 

The  official  communications  of  the  IhoKhshld//,  the  organ  of  the 
"Three  Globes"  jurisdiction,  in  the  numbers  received,  have  only  in- 
terest for  the  jurisdiction  and  are  now  antiquated. 

From  the  ion  official  matters  in  Non.  7  to  10  of  the  Bundrshlatt, 
we  mention  two  very  remarkaole  treatises,  taken  from  the  "  Braun- 
.schweiger  Logen  Correspondenz"  in  the  "  Settegast"  matter,  which 
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we  must  declare  as  perfectly  jnst  and  impartial  and  to  the  point.  We 
fully  agree  with  the  views  expressed,  but  must  ^void  going  into 
details  for  reasons  presented  iu  several  places  of  our  reports. 

We  do  not  admi»  to  mention  that  No.  6  of  the  series  of  1894  of  the 
Bundcsblatt,  dated  March  15th,  1894,  received  too  late  to  be  embraced 
in  our  report  of  1894,  contains  a  copy  in  full  of  the  tmswer  of  Gra-id 
Master  Bro.  Burnham,  of  the  New  York  Grand  Lodge,  transmitted  by 
Grand  Secretary  Bro.  flhlers  to  Mr.  M.  Schwarz  on  his  lettar  of  Janu- 
ary 29th,  relative  to  an  enquiry  on  the  activity  of  a  Dr.  Meyer  for  pro- 
mulgation of  the  "Settegast"  Grand  Lodge  and  connected  matters 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  other  places  in  the  vicinity. 

We  believe  this  publication  settles  the  "  Settegast  "  matter  so  far 
as  it  refers  to  New  York.

This  surprising  disappointment  1."  very  likely  caused  by  a  mourn- 
ful event  and  a  sorrowful  bereavement,  not  only  for  the  Royal  York 
Jurisdiction,  but  for  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  Germany,  namely,  the 
death  of  Bro.  K.  A.  Bouche  in  the  78th  year  of  his  ago,  on  November 
10,  1894,  late  iloyal  Post  Director  at  Berlin,  and  for  many  years  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Archive  Keeper  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Bro.  Bouche  was  an  old  and  meritorious  Mason  and  Grand  Officer, 
Honorary  member  of  many  Lodges  and  Masouic  Bodies.  On  Novena- 
ber  23,  1894.  a  few  days  after  his  death,  he  could  have  celebrated  the 
anniversary  of  his  initiation,  lifty  years  ago,  in  1844. 

No  further  news  of  the  unexpected  departure  to  the  Eternal  East 
of  this  distinguished  brother  has  been  received. 

His  successoi  has  not  yet  been  selected  and  installed.

GRAND  LOD(JK  "  KCLECTIC   UNION"   AT   KRANKFOKT-ON-TIIH-MAIN. 

We  have  received  from  this  Grand  Lo.lge  the  printed  transaction 
No.  im,  containing  the  minutes  of  the  yearly  convention  on  April  29 
1894,  at  present  antiquated,  and  of  no  general  interest. 

We  must  say  the  same  of  No.  l!»a,  describing  the  reoular  Quarter- 
ly Communication  of  June  8,  1894. 

No.  197  contains  the  Protocol  of  the  celebration  of  the  festival  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist's  day,  June  24.  1894.  and  gives  in  full  the  orations 
of  the  presiding  officer  and  of  the  orator  of  the  day. 

The  yearly  communication  on  April  '.29,  1894,  and  the  regular 
Quarterly  Session  of  June  8,  1894,  were  presided  over  by  Grand  Mas- 
ter Bro.  Karl  Paul  ;  the  Festival  Lodge  on  St.  John  the  Baptist's  day 
was  celebrated  under  the  presidency  of  the  Dep-.ty  Grand  Master 
Bro.  Dr.  Leykam.  the  Grand  Master  beinjj;  prevented  by  sickness 
from  taking  part. 

The  contents  of  Nos.  198^t  and  198/;  are  of  more  genernl  interest. 
Only  the  first  items  refer  to  internal  matters. 

The  third  item  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  and  an  exLract  from  the 
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minutes  of  the  Hamburg  Grand  Lodge,  dated  September  10,  1894,  in 
relation  to  the  retirement  of  Bro.  F.  Auerbach,  hitherto  representative 
of  the  "Eclectic  Grand  Lodge"  near  the  Hamburg  Grand  Lodge. 
The  documents  embrace  a  controversy  in  the  "Settegast"  matter, 
which  caused  the  retirement,  but  are  of  no  interest  for  the  American 
Fraternity. 

Several  letters  received  were  communicated  and  out  on  Hie.  Also 
a  circular  letter  of  the  "  Alpina  Grand  Lodge"  of  Switzerland,  issued 
on  the  occasion  of  its  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary,  June  34, 
1894. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  empower  the  representative,    Bro. 
Washer,  of  the  Eclectic  Grand  Lodge  near  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium, to  represent  the  Frankfort  Grand  Lodge  at  the  iMasonic  Oon 
gress  at  Antwerp,  and  to  send  in  a  report. 

On  October  3,  1894,  it  was  tifty  years  since  the  representative  of 
the  "Eclectic  Union  Grand  Lodge,"  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  Bro.  Charles  Sackreuter,  was  initiated  into  the 
Fraternity. 

The  "Eclectic  Union  Grand  Lodge"  had  transmitted,  through 
Grand  Secretary  Bro.  Edward  M.  L.  Ehlers,  of  New  York,  tj  Bro. 
Sackreuter,  a  hearty  letter  of  congratulation  splendidly  and  artistically 
executed  for  the  occasion  and  the  day,  and  invited  the  assembled 
Grand  Lodge  meeting  to  express  by  a  Masonic  applause,  its  thanks 
and  ackuQwledgment. 

The  "Gosse  Landesloge  of  Freemasons  "  at  Berlin  communicated 
by  a  letter  dated  July  21,  18!)4,  that  twelve  brother  Masons,  residing 
at  the  city  of  Frankfort  on  the  Main,  directed  a  petition  to  the  "Grosse 
Landesloge  "  at  Berlin,  to  grant  a  charter  fur  a  Lodge  under  its  juris- 
diction at  the  city  of  Frankfort.  In  accordance  with  the  law  and 
regulations  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League's  Constitution  the 
"Grosse  Landesloge"  at  Berlin  asked  for  an  answer  respecting  a 
consent  for  such  foundation,  which  consent  was  granted  forthwith 
with  the  usual  courtesies.  The  name  of  the  new  Lodge  will  be  : 
"  Wilhelm  to  the  Immortalitv" 

All  other  items  of  Protocols  No  19Ha  and  198/^  are  either  of  a  local 
character,  or  of  no  great  interest. 

A  list  of  letters,  communications,  and  printed  matter  received  is 
also  contained  in  the  printed  minutes  of  October  4,  1894. 

An  appendix  to  this  Protocol  of  October  5,  1894,  cootainod  in  a 
separate  little  volume,  has  been  received  later,  February  15,  1895,  and 
is  important  for  the  jurisdiction,  but  has  also  a  general  interest. 
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Reports  from  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  '  Zur  Sonne '> 
at  Baryeuth,  and  from  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Australia,  at  Adelaide,  by  Bro.  Luch.s  Mack.  Also  a  report  by  Bro. 
Durlacher  from  the  Grand  Lodge  cf  England. 

Very  minute  and  concise  yearly  reports  from  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  followed,  and  concluded  the  appendix. 

It  is  impossible  to  go  into  the  details  of  these  rich  and  excellent 
statements  and  expositions  of  statistics,  and  the  efficiency  and  practi- 
cal iaborj  of  the  ten  Subordinate  Lodges,  namely:  Eagle  at  Frankfort, 
Libanon  at  Erlangen,  Socrates  at  Frankfort,  Braunfel.i  at  Hanau,' 
True  Brotherly  Love  at  Hamburg,  Union  Lodge  at  PranKfort,  Bro- 
therly Chain  at  Haraburg.Carl  at  Frankfort.  Ernest  at  Coburg.  Friend- 
ship at  Cassel.  A  report  from  the  Eclectic  Lodge,  Frederick,  at 
Berlin,  is  not  contained  in  said  appendix. 

By  a  private  letter  we  perceive  that  Protocol  No.  199,  containing 
the  minutes  of  the  regular  Quarterly  Session  on  February  33,  1895, 
will  soon  appear,  or  is  already  on  its  way  to  New  York. 

The  next  Diet  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  Diet  will  meet,  in 
accordance  with  the  mode  adopted,  at  the  seat  of  the  "  Eclectic  Grand 
Lodge,"  at  Frankfort-on-the-Main.

Whether  the  absence  of  Bro.  Godfroy  F.  Oddendall,  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony,  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  is  the  explanation  for  the  interruption  of  the 
communications,  we  cannot  say,  nor  even  suggest. 
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All  that  is  known  is  that  Bro.  Oddendali  left  New  York  and  his 
position  at  StatenT-. and  last  summer  or  fall,  and  is  now  sojourning 
at  Vienna,  Austria.  His  friends  in  America  expect  that  he  will 
return  soon.

Late— very  late  -after  the  greater  part  of  the  reoort  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  for  1895  had  bee  already  put  in  type,  we  received 
No.  175  of  the  printed  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony, 
containing  the  minutes  of  the  regular  session  of  November  0,  181)4. 

Grand  Master  Bro.  Erdmann  presided  and  opened  this  meeting  in 
due  form.  All  the  Subordinate  Lodges  were  represented,  and  among 
the  representatives  of  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  near  the  Saxony  Grand 
Lodge,  and  mentioned  as  being  present  at  this  se.ssion  of  November  6, 
18!)4,  we  find  the  name  of  Bro.  Oddendali,  from  New  York  represent- 
ing the  "  Grand  Orient  "  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  word  "  Grand 
Orient  "  instead  of  "  Grand  Lodge  "  being  evidently  a  clerical  error 
in  the  minutes,  or  a  typographical  mistake. 

The  first  five  items  of  the  order  of  the  day  were  strictly  local 
matters  of  the  jurisdiction. 

The  items  sub  No.  VI  have  about  the  same  character,  and  enu- 
merate the  communicat'ng  of  letters  and  printed  matter  received 
since  the  last  regular  Session. 

Of  course,  the  transactions  of  the  Session  of  November  6,  1804.  as 
reported  and  contained  in  the  printed  minutes  thereof,  have  onlv  a 
local  interest.

Irom  the  exchanges,  particularly  from  the  circular  letters  of  the  pre- 
siding Grind  Master  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League,  we  give  the 
following  statistics  and  Grand  Officers,  as  found  in  these  documents  :

No  communications  or  printed  transactions  have  been  received 
from  thi"  Grand  Lodge  since  the  presentation  of  our  report  to  the 
Grand  L-idge  of  the  Stale  of  Novv  York  in  1894,  notwithstanding  that 
mutual  iepres«mtation  exists  and  the  Representatives  of  both  Grand 
Lodges  are  in  nctivity. 

VVe  are  unable  to  compile  a  review  of  the  efficiency  and  activity 
of  the  "Eintracht"  Grand  Lodge  from  other  Grand  Lodge  transactions 
of  the  members  of  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League. 

We  are  therefore  compelled  to  confine  ourselveH  to  givingstatistical 
information  only,  as  found  in  the  circulur  letter  of  the  presiding  Grand 
Master  of  the  league. 

The  jurisdiction  comprises  eight  Subordinate  Lodges,  as  in  former 
years,  with  a  membership  of  755  brethren. 

The  regular  Quarterly  Sessions  are  held  in  the  rooms  of  one  of  the 
Subor.Unate  Lodges,  tie  times  and  places  of  which  are  designated  by 
the  Grand  Master.

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  vioes  not  publish  Protocols  of  its 
proceed inf<s.  Tht;  catalogue  of  its  nien^bers  and  officers,  called 
"Matrikel  for  Frimurer  Ordenena,  VIII.  Provindt',  Manuscript  for 
Broedere,"  is  not  published  annually.  No  copy  of  this  "Matrikel"  has 
been  received  this  year. 

Under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Body  there  exists  one  Provin- 
cial Grand  Li)dge  (a'  OJeuse,  Provincial  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Count  0. 
F.  of  Rantzua,  Royal  Charaberlan),  two  St.  Andrew's  Chapters,  and 
seventeen  Subordinate  St.  John's  Lodges. 

The  total  number  of  the  brethren  in  the  jurisdiction  is  about  3,700. 

The  protector  of  Freemasonry  in  Denmark  is  His  Majesty,  King 
Christian  IX.

of  New  York;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  (Australia);  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Greece:  the  Grand  l..odge  of  Victoria  at  Melbourne; 
the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England;  the  Grand  Lodge  ot  Scotland; 
and  with  the  Grand  Orients  of  the  Netherlands,  of  Brazil,  of  ftaly,  of 
Lusitania,  of  Egypt,  of  Chili,  and  the  National  Grand  Orient  of  Spain. 
Our  exchanges  mention  that  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Hungary,  near  the  Danish  Grand  Lodge,  Bro.

The  Nos  5  to  1^  (Mrty  30th  up  to  Detsember  30th),  181)4,  are  before 
UH  also  No.  I  dated  Budapest,  .January  30,  18i>5,  of  the  ollicial  organ, 
Ot'irnl,  of  the  "Symbolic"  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary,  with  an  alphabet- 
ical register  of  the  contents  of  the  periodical  OriciU  for  the  year  1894. 

Those  communications  are  very  voluminous,  but  only  in  its  pre- 
ponderant local  character  interesting,  and  destined  for  the  jurisdic- 
tion, especially  the  Masonic  Kalendary,  which  is  at  the  head  of  tht 
monthly  publications,  indicating  the  days  of  meetings  of  all  its 
Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  official  part  of  The  Orient,  promulgating  edicts  and  decree  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  publishing  the  minutes  of  its  sessions  (but  cur- 
tailed and  amended),  cannot  be  called  rich,  or  edited  with  spirit,  care 
or  intelligence. 

No.  5  of  T/ir  Orient,  dated  May  30,  1894,  contains  a  non-olticial 
and  feuilletjnlike  ai'ticle  on  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League's  Diet 
of  1894,  calling,  among  other  things,  the  Diet's  Resolutions  in  the 
"Settegast "  matter  as  based  on  erroneous  views,  etc. 

We  refer  concerning  our  opinion  and  our  valuation  of  this  utter- 
ance of  the  Hungary  Grand  Lodge— so  far  as  truth  and  sound  veracity 
is  concerned— to  our  report  as  above  issued  iu  the  review  of  Circuhir 
Letter,  No.  1,  of  the  presiding  Grand  Master  of  the  League. 

We  consider  our  expressions  sufficient  to  justify  the  statement, 
that  the  argument  or  proof  of  the  demonstration  of  the  (Iranu  Lodge 
of  Hungary  is  weak  acd  sophistical,  inasmuch  as  the  impartial 
observer  will  and  must  consider  the  communication  in  the  Circular 
Letter,  No.  a,  of  the  presidmg  Giand  Master  of  the  League,  dated 
January  20,  1895,  which  publishes  the  exchange  of  letter.-;  between  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  and  one  of  its  representatives  in  Germany, 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  League,  viz.,  of  the  "  Einiracht  "  Grand  Lodge 
at  Darmstadt. 

.  The  answer  of  tlie  representative  in  Germany  is  a  warning  in 
plain  words  not  to  follow  the  invitation  of  the  "  Settegast  "  followers 
to  acknowledge  their  intended  Grand  Lodge  fnuudation,  or  to  have 
any  Masonic  intercourse  with  it. 
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Wg  are  curious  to  find  out  how  tho  Grand  Lodf^e  of  Hungary  will 
Justify  or  reitorate  its  assertions  on  page  \'M  of  T/u  Orient,  No.  5.  in 
reference  to  the  "  Settegast  "  matter,  and  on  that  ansvver  of  its  repre- 
sentative near  the  Cxerraan  (Irand  Lodges  as  stated  in  its  Kmergent 
Session  of  November  7th,  1808. 

In  our  report  on  the  German  Grand  ].odu;»  Leaacue's  Dijt  wo 
stated  that  we  woulil  come  back  to  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Lodire  of 
Hungary  to  the  presiding  Grand  Master  of  the  Gormati  Grand  Lodge 
League,  dated  Budapest,  14,  VI.  lHi)4 

It  seems  to  us  unnecessary,  considering  the  prewedinf;  words  and 
explanations,  to  add  anything  more.  We  simply  call  the  attention  of 
the  reader  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  to  the  fact,  already  men- 
tioned above  in  the  report  on  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League,  that 
neither  the  cited  letter  to  thu  German  Grand  Lodge  League  nor  the 
Protocol  and  minutes  of  the  Hungary  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to,  and 
connected  with,  the  "Seltegast"  matter,  contain  one  word  on,  or  an 
allusion  to,  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
in  the  session  of  185)4,  relative  to  the  special  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Crrrespondence  (see  page  ISO  of  the  Correspondence), 
namely  : 

'•That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  is  notified  of  tho  irregular 
and  un  Masonic  action  of  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  'Kaiser  Fried- 
rich  Zur  Bundestrene,'  at  Berlin,  Prussia,  and  fraternally  requested 
to  withdraw  its  official  relations  with  that  so-called  (irand  Lodge." 

Such  a  silence  on  this  notification  is  significant  and  uumistakalile. 
Perhaps  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary  considers  silence  a  better  mark 
or  part  ot  valor  than  making  a  reply  in  such  x  weak  and  shallow  man- 
ner as  that  offered  to  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League.
